FIRST  DAY. 


Carson  Citt,  January  7th,  1867. 

Pursuant  to  the  pfovisions  of  Section  12,  Article  17,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  Nevada,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  the  Hon.  J.  S.  Crosman, 
President,  at  12  o'clock,  noon. 
The  following  named  Senators  answered  to  their  names  at  roll  call : 
Messrs.  Carpenter,  Doron,  Eastman,  Edwards,  Greller,  Grey,  Haines,  Hast- 
ings, Hutchins,  Linn,  Mason,  Meder,  Monroe,  Nelson,  Proctor,  Stevenson, 
Sumner,  Terry,  Welty. 

The  President  appointed  D.  J.  Grasherie,  Sergeant-at- Arms  pro  tempore, 

Mr.  Proctor,  of  Nye,  offered  the  following : 

^  Senate  Chamber,  January  7th,  1867. 
"  To  the  President^  of  the  Senate  : 

<< I. object  to  the  admission  of  George  T.  Terry  to  a  seat  in  the  Senate  of 
Nevada,  on  the  ground  that  at  the  time  of  his  pretended  election  he  was  hold- 
ing a  lucrative  office  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  is  there- 
fore, under  the  Constitution  of  Nevada,  ineligible  to  hold  the  office  of  State  Sen- 
ator now  claimed  by  him." 

Mr.  Proctor  contended  that  action  thereon  should  be  had  before  the  oath  of 
office  was  administered  to  Senators  elect. 

Mr.  TVelty  raised  the  point  of  order,  that  the  credentials  of  a  claimant  to  a 
seat  were  prima  fcicie  evidence  of  his  right  to  such  seat. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  point  well  taken,  and  that  the  Senate  could  only  properly 
■  determine  the  right  to  a  contested  seat  after  full  organization. 


Messrs.  C.  Carpenter,  of  Ljon  Conntj,  Lewis  Doron  and  B.  S.  Mason,  of 
Esmeralda,  C.  H.  Eastman  and  Sol.  Gdler,  of  Washoe,  T.  D.  Edwards  and  B. 
H.  Meder,  of  Ormsbj,  0.  H.  Grey,  John  Nelson,  and  C.  C.  Stevenson,  of 
Storej,  J.  J.  Linn,  of  Humboldt,  W.  6.  Monroe,  of  Churchill,  and  George  T. 
Terry  and  D.  W.  Weltj,  of  Lander,  presented  their  certificates  of  election, 
and  each  took  the  oath  of  office  and  of  secrecy,  administered  by  the  Hon.  H. 
O.  Beatty,  Chief  Justice. 

Mr.  Hntchins  moved  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  President  pro  tempore. 
Carried. 

Mr.  Haines  placed  in  nomination  Senator  Lewis  Doron. 

Mr.  Edwards  placed  in  nomination  Senator  C.  A.  Sumner. 

Nominations  were  declared  closed. 

The  roll  was  called,  with  the  following  result :

Mr.  Hastings  nominated  Wm.  M.  Cutter.

Mr.  M.  M.  Gaige,  having  received  a  minority  of  all  votes  cast,  was  declared 
duly  elected. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Enrolling  Clerk. 
Mr.  Welty  nominated  John  R.  Williamson. 
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There  being  no  other  nominations,  Mr.  Williamson  was,  bj  acclamation, 
declared  ananimously  elected. 

The  Senate  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Engrossing  Clerk. 

Mr.  Hutchins  nominated  Wm.  H.  Williams. 

Mr.  Doron  nominated  John  D.  Grorin. 

The  roll  was  then  called,  with  the  following  result :

Your  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for  the  inaugural  of 
the  Grovemor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  elect,  submit  the  following  report : 

The  two  Houses  will  meet  in  Joint  Convention  at  the  hour  provided  for  by 
the  joint  resolution,  and  be  formed  in  procession  by  the  Marshal  of  the  day,  and

IN  JOINT  CONVENTION. 

The  Convention  met  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  J.  S.  Cros- 
man. 

Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Welty  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  was  read. 

Brigadier  General  A.  L.  Page,  Marshal  of  the  day,  formed  the  members  and 
attaches  of  both  Houses  in  procession,  according  to  the  arrangements  of  the  Joint 
Committee. 

The  procession  returning  to  the  Assembly  Chamber,  the  following  Oath  of 
Office  was  administered  to  the  Governor  elect,  Henbt  G.  Blasdel,  and  to 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  elect,  James  S.  Slingerlakd,  by  Chief  Justice 
Beatty : 

I, do  solemnly  swear  that  I  will  support,  protect,  and  defend 

the  Constitution  and  Grovernment  of  the  United  States,  and  the  [Constitution] 
and  Government  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  against  all  enemies,  whether  domestic 
or  foreign,  and  that  I  will  bear  true  faith,  allegiance  and  loyalty  to  the  same, 
any  ordinance,  resolution,  or  law  of  any  State,  Convention,  or  Legislature  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding ;  and  further,  that  I  do  this  with  a  full  determination, 
pledge,  and  purpose,  without  any  mental  reservation  or  evasion  whatever.  And 
1  do  further  solemnly  swear,  that  I  have  not  fought  a  duel,  nor  sent  or  accepted 
a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel,  nor  been  a  second  to  either  party,  nor  in  any  manner 
aided  or  assisted  in  such  duel,  nor  been  knowingly  the  bearer  of  such  challenge 
or  acceptance,  since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Nevada ; 
and  that  I  will  not  be  so  engaged  or  concerned,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  or  about 
any  such  duel,  during  my  continuance  in  office.  And,  further,  that  I  will  well 
and  faithfully  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  office  on  which  I  am  about  to  enter. 
So  help  me  God. 

The  Governor  then  delivered  his  Inaugural  Address,  for  which  see  Ap- 
pendix. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Doron,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  Brigadier 
General  A.  L.  Page,  Marshal  of  the  day,  for  the  very  able  manner  in  which  he 
had  conducted  the  procession. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bence,  at  3  o'clock  15  minutes  f.m.,  the  Convention 
adjourned. 
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IN  SENATE. 

The  Senate  was  called  to  order,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hastings,  Senator  Samner,  President  pro  tem^  was  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  one  to  escort  the  Lieut.  Governor,  James  S.  Slinger- 
land  to  the  chair ;  the  which  being  done,  he  was  introduced  to  the  Senate,  and 
made  the  following  address : 

Smaiart — 

The  convening  of  this  bodj  heralds  the  approach  of  business  to  be  by  70a 
transacted,  that  is  of  a  most  grave  and  solemn  import  You  have  been  chosen 
hj  an  intelligent  people,  and  intrusted  bj  them  to  speak  their  voice. 

During  life,  none  of  jou  may  ever  be  called  upon  to  discharge  duties  of 
graver  import  than  are  now  lodged  with  you.  Feeling  assured  from  my  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  many  of  you,  that  you  all  feel  duly  impressed  with  the 
responsibility  of  the  charge  you  hold ;  and  having  firm  faith  that  those  duties 
will  be  faithfully  and  fearlessly  performed  by  you,  I  assume  my  position  as 
your  presiding  officer,  with  great  doubts  of  my  own  worthiness  to  do  my  duties 
ably  and  well ;  yet  with  a  fixed  purpose  in  all  things  to  act  impartially  and  justly 
with  you.  I  ask  of  you  in  turn  that  you  will  be  patient  as  friends,  and  cour- 
teous as  Senators,  if  in  any  or  many  things  that  I  do,  I  may  in  your  opinion  err. 

The  Senate  will  now  come  to  order  for  the  transaction  of  business.

2d.  That  at  the  general  election,  held  in  said  County  of  Lander  on  said  sixth 
day  of  November,  a.d.  1866,  for  State  and  county  officers,  he  received  seven 
hundred  and  fifly-five  (755)  votes  for  the  office  of  State  Senator,  to  fill  the 
alleged  vacancy  created  by  the  absence  from  this  State  of  the  Hon.  M.  D. 
Larrowe,  which  was  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  at  said  election  for  any 
person  then  eligible  to  said  office. 

dd.  That  George  T.  Terry  was  also  voted  for  at  said  election,  for  said  office 
of  State  Senator ;  and,  as  he  is  informed,  received  from  the  County  Clerk  of  the 
said  County  of  Lander  County  a  certain  writing,  purporting  to  certify  in  substance 
that  said  Terry  had  been  duly  elected  to  said  office,  upon  the  faith  of  which 
writing,  he  is  informed,  said  Terry  has  been  admitted  to  and  is  now  occupying 
a  seat  in  said  Senate. 

4th.  That  some  time  prior  to  said  election,  the  said  Terry  was  duly  appointed 
by  S.  T.  Gage,  Esq.,  United  States  Tax  Collector  of  the  Fourth  Collection  Dis- 
trict, State  of  Nevada,  to  the  office  of  United  States  Deputy  Tax  Collector,  in 
and  for  said  collection  district,  the  same  being  a  lucrative  office  under  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States ;  that  said  Terry  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  said  assistant  office  immediately  after  his  appointment  thereto,  and 
continued  to  hold  said  office  and  exercise  the  duties  of  the  same  during  and  until 
after  the  general  election,  held  on  the  sixth  day  of  November,  1866,  by  reason 
of  which  he,  the  said  Terry,  was  then,  on  said  sixth  day  of  November,  1866, 
ineligible  to  the  office  of  State  Senator,  aforesaid.

Notvnthstanding  your  Committee  deprecate  the 
abominable  practice  of  polygamy  as  highly  immora],  unnatural,  and  degrading  in 
its  tendency  and  end,  in  violation  of  the  natural,  moral,  social,  and  physical  laws, 
still  your  Committee,  failing  to  see  any  advantages  that  might  arise  from  our 
suggestions  to  Congress,  decline  doing  so.

BEPOBTS   or  BTANDINO   GOMMITTEBS* 

Mr.  Edwards,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred Senate  Bill  No.  50,  entitled  **An  Act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  certain 
Lands  belonging  to  the  State,  and  for  the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
thereof,"  reported  that  they  had  had  the  same  under  consideration,  have  come  to 
an  unfavorable  [conclusion]  thereon ;  and  have  directed  their  chairman  to  re- 
port a  substitute  therefor,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  do  pass ;  which 
substitute  is  herewith  reported. 

The  Committee  find  the  bill  referred  to  them  cumbrous  in  its  provisions,  and 
80  expensive  to  purchasers  of  public  lands  by  its  provisions,  that,  in  their  opinion, 
settlers  would  purchase  from  the  General  Government,  under  the  preemption 
and  homestead  laws,  rather  than  from  the  State. 

In  drawing  the  bill  herewith  submitted,  they  have  had  in  view  the  selection 
of  lands  granted  by  the  United  States  to  this  State»  in  advance  of  settlement, 
so  that  purchasers  will  be  obliged  to  purchase  of  the  State.  They  have  further 
endeavored  to  make  a  simple  and  economical  system  of  selecting  and  selling 
State  lands,  and  submit  their  work  to  the  Senate,  with  only  these  explanations : 
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First.  That  by  the  bill,  the  State  Surveyor  General  must  keep  an  office  at 
the  seat  of  Government,  wherein  shall  be  kept  the  plats  and  Records  of  and 
concerning  all  lands  of  the  State.  The  rent  of  the  office  is  paid  by  the  State, 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  is  allowed  for  a  clerk. 

Second,  The  surveys  are  to  be  pushed  ahead,  under  United  States  authority, 
with  all  possible  dispatch,  that  lands  may  be  selected  by  the  State  before  home- 
stead or  preemption  settlers  reach  them.  This  is  done  by  advancing  the  ex- 
penses of  survey,  trusting  to  reimbursement  by  Congressional  legislation. 

Third.  The  Board  of  Regents  have  general  supervision  of  school  land  mat- 
ters, and  decide  contests  between  contesting  applicants  to  purchase. 

Fourth.  The  Governor  issues  patents  for  land?  sold,  to  be  registered  and 
countersigned  by  the  State  Surveyor  General. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Mr.  Hastings,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Engrossment,  reported  that  they  had 
carefully  compared  the  following  entitled  bill  with  the  original,  and  found  the 
same  correctly  engrossed,  viz  :  Senate  Bill  No.  53,  '^An  Act  to  authorize  the 
State  Librarian  to  distribute  Copies  of  the  Nevada  Constitutional  debates  among 
Ne\^spaper  Publishers  in  this  State."  And  herewith  report  the  same  back  to 
the  Senate.

*  Mr.  Edwards,  from  a  minority  of  Standing  Committee  on  Federal  Relations, 
to  which  was  referred  Assembly  Memorial  No.  18,  *'  A  Memorial  to  Congress 
asking  a  reduction  of  Freight  and  Fare  upon  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  of 
California,"  submited  the  following  minority  report : 

At  the  granting  of  the  charter  to  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  established  the  tariff  rates  of  charges  for  freight  and 
passage  which  should  not  be  exceeded  by  the  Company  without  a  forfeiture  of 
their  charter ;  in  order  to  secure  the  early  completion  of  this  gigantic  work — 
which  is  a  national  necessity — Congress  realized  the  importance  of  liberal  legis- 
lation to  secure  the  investment  of  the  requisite  amount  of  capital  for  its  early 
completion;  and  now,  in  the  darkest  hours  of  that  Company's  existence,  it 
would  be  strange  legislation  indeed,  should  Congress  so  stultify  her  earlier  inter- 
est and  action  by  taking  from  that  Company  one-half  of  her  present  income 
from  the  small  portion  of  the  road  now  completed — and  this^  too,  in  the  face  of 
the  fact  that,  in  addition  to  the  enormous  cost  of  building  the  road  [over  and 
through  the  rugged  Sierra  Nevadas,  that  some  twenty  miles  of  the  road]  must 
be,  in  a  great  measure,  rebuilt,  because  of  its  destruction  from  slides  from  the 
mountain  sides  during  the  past  winter. 

These  hindrances  and  obstructions,  doubtless,  will  continue  until  the  Company 
shall  have  secured  protection  to  the  more  exposed  parts  of  the  road. 

The  Company  is  now  engaged  in  prosecuting  the  work  with  unparalleled 
energy ;  and  although  not  yet  within  our  borders,  still  with  a  fair  prospect  that, 
early  in  the  comiqg  season,  they  will  have  in  our  midst  several  thousand  em- 
ployes engaged  in  building  the  road  through  our  State ;  and  believing  that  it  is 
the  duty  and  interest  of  our  citizens  to  render  them  every  aid  and  encourage- 
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ment,  we  are  compelled  to  oppose  any  character  of  legislation  that  tends  onlj 
to  harass  and  annoj  the  Railroad  Companj,  and  retard  the  completion  of  the 
road  to  and  within  the  borders  of  oar  State,  and  this,  too,  without  securing  any 
benefit  to  our  own  citizens. 

This  system  of  unfriendly  legislation  cannot  but  affect  the  value  of  the  bonds 
of  the  Company,  in  that  it  creates  distrust  in  the  minds  of  capitalists,  creating  a 
want  of  confidence  in  the  stability  of  our  State  legislation,  which  will  greatly 
retard  the  progress  and  early  completion  of  this  work,  so  essential  to  the  inter- 
ests of  our  people. 

We  believe  that  the  future  greatness  and  prosperity  of  our  State,  to  a  great 
extent,  depends  upon  the  completion  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  across  our 
borders;  for  with  it,  capital  will  come  as  surely  as  effect  follows  cause.  Let 
this  work  be  once  completed  across  our  State,  and  a  hundred  cities  will  have 
sprung  into  existence  upon  our  barren  sage-brush  plains  and  sandy  deserts. 
Mills  and  manufactories  will  be  established,  while  many  localities,  valuable  for 
their  extensive  mineral  deposits,  will  be  made  accessible — adding  greatly  to  the 
wealth  of  the  State  and  the  Nation.  But  without  the  Railroad,  a  large  portion 
of  our  State,  rich  in  mineral  deposits,  must  continue  to  remain  in  an  undevel- 
oped condition — practically  worthless — and  the  few  millions  of  taxable  property 
will  be  compelled  to  continue  to  pay  ruinous  rates  of  taxation  for  the  support  of 
the  State  Government,  the  practical  effect  of  which  must  result  in  drawing 
capital  from  our  midst,  and  preventing  other  capital  from  coming  here  to  seek 
investment. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  these  few  facts  briefly  stated,  the  minority  committee 
deem  it  unwise  and  impolitic  to  take  such  legislative  action  as  is  recommended 
in  the  majority  report  of  this  committee.

Mr.  Hastings  reported  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Engrossment  had 
carefully  compared  the  following  entitled  bills  with  the  originals,  and  found  the 
same  correctly  engrossed,  viz  : 

Substitute  Senate  Bill  No.  40,  <<  An  Act  to  repeal  an  Act  of  the  Legislative 
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Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the 
Private  Secretary  of  the  Governor  to  demand  and  receive  certain  Fees/  ap- 
proved November  29th,  1861."  Also,  to  repeal  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Nevada,  entitled  ^  An  Act  in  relation  to  the  collection  of  certain 
Fees  heretofore  collected  by  the  Governor's  Private  Secretary,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 17tli,  1866." 

Also,  Senate  Bill  No.  98,  ''  An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  <  An  Act  to 
provide  Revenue  for  the  Support  of  the  Government  of  the  State  of  Nevada,' 
approved  March  9th,  1865." 

And  herewith  report  the  same  back  to  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Monroe,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Claims,  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  Bill  No.  41,  entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  payment  of  James 
Cochran,  Sheriff  of  Trinity  County,  for  certain  Services  and  Expenses  in- 
curred," reported  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  claim  of  James  Cochran, 
Sheriff  of  Trinity  County,  California,  who  seeks  compensation  for  arresting  one 
W.  F.  Broadwater,  a  fugitive  from  justice,  charged  with  the  crime  of  murder 
committed  at  Cortez,  in  the  County  of  Lander,  and  State  of  Nevada.  Also, 
have  examin^  Senate  Bill  No.  41,  introduced  by  Senator  Welty,  providing  for 
the  payment  of  $2,000  to  said  Sheriff  Cochran,  which  bill  was  referred  to  Com- 
mittee on  Claims,  January  17th. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  given  the  matter 
careful  consideration,  have  had  before  them  a  number  of  witnesses  and  a  large 
amount  of  written  statements  concerning  the  same. 

We  find,  from  the  evidence,  that  Sheriff  Cochran  did  arrest  in  Trinity  County, 
California,  the  said  fugitive  from  justice,  W.  F.  Broadwater,  and  convey  and 
deliver  him  to  the  Sheriff  of  Lander  County,  at  Austin  ;  that  he  paid  his  own 
and  prisoner's  expenses  during  the  jouniey ;  that  he  received  the  sum  of  Four 
Hundred  and  Eighty-two  Dollars  in  currency,  from  the  County  Commissioners 
of  Lander  County — the  amount  they  settled  upon  as  being  a  fair  compensation 
for  bis  services  and  expenses  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Nevada ;  that  he 
borrowed  of  Judge  "Wells,  the  Private  Secretary  of  the  Governor,  the  sum  of 
$190i^  in  coin,  to  defray  his  expenses  on  the  way  to  Austin,  and  which  amount 
of  money  was  agreed  upon  the  part  of  Cochran  to  be  returned  to  said  Wells 
whenever  the  State  should  pay  a  reward  for  the  capture  of  said  Broadwater. 

We  find,  from  reliable  evidence,  that  at  the  time  the  County  Commissioners 
of  Lander  County  paid  the  $482,  he,  the  said  Cochran,  stated  that  $500  more, 
in  currency,  would  fully  compensate  him  for  all  services  performed  and  expenses 
incurred  outside  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  to  wit:  in  California.  Also,  from  the 
testimony  before  the  Committee  in  relation  to  the  amount  that  should  be  paid, 
(in  all)  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  currency  was  testified  to  as  being  an 
ample  sum  to  compensate  said  Cochran  for  all  services  performed  and  expenses 
incurred  by  him.  Also,  the  Committee  have  in  their  possession  a  communica- 
tion from  said  Cochran  stating  that  all  he  asks  or  expects  from  the  State,  is 
$1,000  curency,  and  $190^%  coin,  to  reimburse  Judge  Wells  for  the  amount 
advanced  by  him.  It  seems  that  there  has  never  been  a  reward  offered  or 
papers  issued  for  the  arrest  of  Broadwater  while  in  California,  but  that  Cochran 
arrested  him  on  the  ground  of  a  Telegraphic  Dispatch  from  the  Sheriff  of  Lan- 
der County,  stating  that  there  was  or  would  be  a  reward  offered.  This  proved 
to  be  an  error.  Your  Committee,  though,  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  advantage 
should  be  taken  of  the  informality  of  the  proceedings,  but  that  justice  should  be 
done  in  awarding  said  Cochran  a  just  and  equitable  compensation  for  services 
rendered  and  expenses  incurred ;  and  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  Sec- 
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lions  Nos.  1  ai^  2,  in  Senate  Bill  No.  41,  be  so  amended  as  to  strike  oat  the 
words  two  thousand  dollars,  and  insert  the  words  one  thousand  dollars  in  lieu 
thereof. 

Mr.  Linn,  Chairman  Committee  on  Enrollment,  reported  that  Senate  Bill  Na 
92,  entitled  '^  An  Act  authorizing  a  Loan,  and  levying  a  Tax  to  provide  means 
for  the  Payment  thereof,"  had  been  carefully  compared  with  the  engrossed  bill, 
as  passed  by  the  two  Houses,  found  correctly  enrolled,  and  that  the  same  bad 
this  day  been  delivered  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval.

Mr.  Doron  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  request  the  Assembly  to 
return  Assembly  Bill  No.  43,  '^  An  Act  to  provide  for  properly  taking  care  of 
the  Indigent  Insane  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  and  to  create  a  Fund  for  that  par- 
pose,"  for  its  further  consideration.

Mr.  Welty  offered  the  following  resolution :

''A.  B.,"  referred  to  in  the  Assembly  Message,  dated  February  9th,  1856,  to  the 
end  that  the  same  may  be  put  in  form,  agreeably  to  the  Aflsembly  Message.

Mr.  Mason,  by  leave,  submitted  the  following  report : 

Mr.  Mason,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  which 
was  referred  Assembly  Memorial  to  Congress,  asking  a  reduction  of  freight  and 
fare  upon  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  reports  they  have  had  the  same  under 
further  consideration,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution.  The 
majority  of  your  Committee  have  ever  been  favorable  and  warm  in  their 
advocacy  of  the  Pacific  Railroad,  and  equally  favorable  to  some  other  railroad 
to  connect  our  State  with  the  navigable  waters  of  California ;  believing  that  a 
multiplicity  of  improvements  of  this  character  act  as  guards  against  monopolies, 
and  protection  to  the  people.  In  the  great  controversies  of  the  past  between 
the  power  and  the  people,  and  chartered  monopolies— of  equality  against  privilege 
^-experience  has  proven  that  there  is  danger  in  granting  too  extensive  legislative 
favors  to  such  monopolies.  Believing  that  President  Jackson,  whose  patriotism 
is  undoubted,  spoke  wisely  and  well  when  he  said,  ^  It  is  not  in  a  splendid  Gov- 
ernment supported  by  powerful  monopolies  that  the  people  find  happiness,  or 
their  liberties  protection,  but  in  a  plain  system,  void  of  pomp,  granting  equal 
favors  to  all,  and  special  privileges  to  none ;  dispensing  its  blessings,  like  the 
dews  of  Heaven,  unseen,  unfelt,  save  in  the  richness  of  the  verdure  it  is  seen  to 
produce."  Considering  the  fact,  that  the  General  Government  has  poured  the 
waters  of  nurture  so  bountiful,  and  to  an  unparalleled  extent,  under  the  jtut 
pretext  that  it  was  a  ^  war  measure,"  the  unusual  rates  of  fare  and  freight 
exacted,  seem  to  the  minds  of  your  Committee  not  only  ungrateful  but  unjust. 
This  great  monopoly  already  shows  the  danger  by  showing  favoritism  to  friends 
in  its  attempts  to  exercise  influence  upon  even  the  primary  elections  in  our 
State  ;  we  fear  its  power,  and  ask  every  check  that  strict  justice  may  warrant  to 
shield  with  vigilance  the  liberties  oF  the  people  in  their  sovereign  power.  When 
we  consider,  again,  that  the  present  age  has  been,  perhaps  styled  unjustly^  ^  An 
era  of  univei^  barter,"  that  nearly  every  politician  ''has  his  price,"  that 
nearly  all  are  bent  by  an  undivided  aim  upon  schemes  of  gain  and  personal 
aggrandizement, — if  this  ''  leaven  of  a  sordid  selfishness  "  does  run  through  all 
the  channels  of  society,  infecting  the  whole  lump,  is  not  this  vast  concentration 
of  power  alarming  ?  And  your  Committee  think  they  are,  and  demand  the  candid 
consideration  of  Senators  on  this  floor.  All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  sub- 
mitted.

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The  Journal  of  the  Thirtj-sixth  day  was  read  and  approved. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  Assembly,  and  laid  temporarily  on  (he  table. 

REPORTS    OF    COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Monroe,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Mr,  President : 

Your  Committee  on  Claims  have  had  presented  to  them  (through  the  report 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Legislature)  the  claim  of  John  S.  Childs,  who 
seeks  to  obtain  $3,450  as  compensation  for  performing  the  services  of  Probate 
and  District  or  County  Judge  of  the  County  of  Carson,  Utah  Territory,  from 
August  1st,  1858,  to  the  30th  day  of  July,  1861. 

This  claim  is  a  peculiar  one,  and  has  required  a  good  deal  of  examination  for  the 
Committee  to  come  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion.  We  find  that  said  Childs  held 
the  office  of  Probate  Judge  of  the  County  of  Carson,  Territory  of  Utah,  under 
authority  of  commissions  from  Governor  Camming,  from  August  Ist,  1858,  to 
July  30th,  1861,  and  that  he  held  Court  regularly  and  performed  the  duties 
pertaining  both  to  the  Probate  and  District  or  County  Courts  during  this  time, 
and  that  from  the  evidence,  he  has  received  no  pay  as  salary  for  such  service. 
Your  Committee  also  find  that  the  records  made  in  his  Court  are  of  some  pres- 
ent value  to  the  State  of  Nevada.  Said  Childs  presented  to  the  Committee  as 
evidence,  warrants  issued  to  him  out  of  the  County  Court  of  Carson  County, 
dated  in  June  and  July,  1861,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $3,450,  and  accepted 
by  the  County  Treasurer  of  Carson  County,  but  not  paid  for  want  of  funds. 
We  find  that  there  has  never  been  a  law  passed,  either  by  the  Territory  of  Ne- 
vada or  the  State  of  Nevada,  assuming  the  indebtedness  of  Carson  County, 
(then  a  portion  of  Utah  Territory)  but  that  in  the  exceptional  case  of  John  L. 
Blackburn,  the  Territorial  Legislature  of  Nevada,  under  date  of  October  3 Ist, 
1861,  passed  an  Act  compensating  him  and  others  for  services  performed  in  part 
in  Carson  City  [County]  and  while  it  was  in  Utah  Territory,  but  the  following 
words,  being  Section  4,  are  found  in  this  Act : 

^  All  unpaid  warrants  heretofore  issued  to  John  L.  Blackburn,  by  a  body 
styling  themselves  the  County  Court  of  Carson  County,  are  hereby  declared 
void,  and  the  Auditor  shall  not  issue  the  bonds  provided  in  this  Act,  until  all 
such  unpaid  warrants  issued  by  a  body  styling  themselves  the  County  Court  as 
aforesaid,  shall  have  been  filed  in  his  office." 

We  are  unable  to  find  any  law  fixing  the  salary  of  the  office  held  by  said 
Childs,  and  are  therefore  unable  to  determine  that  the  warrants  were  issued  by 
competent  authority.  We  also  find  that  in  the  laws  of  the  Territorial  Legisla- 
ture of  1861,  is  an  Act  approved  November  29th,  entitled  "  An  Act  creating 
the  office  of  and  defining  the  duties  of  Temtorial  Auditor."  The  following 
language  occurs  in  Section  7  : 

^  All  persons  having  claims  against  the  Territory,  shall  exhibit  the  same  with 
the  evidence  in  support  thereof,  to  the  Auditor,  to  be  audited,  settled  and 
allowed  within  two  years  after  such  claims  shall  occur,  and  not  afterwards." 

This  claim  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  State  Examiners,  and  refused  on 
the  ground  of  no  law  being  in  existence  allowing  the  payment  of  claims  arising 
in  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  also  we  find  that  it  has  been  presented  to  a  former 
Legislature,  and  by  them  disallowed. 

While  your  Committee  find  that  Childs  was  duly  commissioned,  and  dis- 
charged the  duties  of  the  office  of  Judge  in  Carson  County,  and  that  the  records 
of  hb  Court  are  of  value  to  the  State,  yet  we  can  find  no  authority  in  law  or

positive  precedent  to  warrant  us  in  recommending  the  relief  asked  for,  and  for 
the  following  reasons : 

1st.  There  is  no  law  authorizing  the  Territory  of  Nevada  or  State  to  assume 
the  indebtedness  of  Carson  County,  Territory  of  Utah. 

2d.  There  was  no  law  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Judge  of  Carson  County. 

3d.  There  is  nothing  to  show  that  the  County  Court  of  Carson  had  the  autbor- 
rity  to  issue  warrants  to  pay  the  salary  of  officers  of  said  Court. 

4th.  The  precedent  in  the  case  of  Blackburn,  coupled  with  the  language 
used,  would  convey  the  impression  that  the  Legislature  at  that  day  regarded 
the  County  Court  of  Carson  County  as  *'  self  styled,"  and  not  real,  and 

5th.  The  Statute  of  Limitations  passed  in  1861,  cuts  off  the  relief  asked  for. 

We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  claim  should  not  be  allowed,  but 
would  suggest  (if  proper  to  do  so  here)  that  said  Childs  might  be  entitled  to  a 
reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  from  the  organization  of  the 
Territory  of  Nevada  to  the  time  of  relinquishing  his  office,  and  that  if  a  bill  be 
introduced  to  that  effect  it  will  meet  with  some  favor  from  at  least  a  portion  of 
your  Committee.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Mr.  Proctor  reported  that  the  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Bound- 
aries had  had  under  consideration  Senate  Bill  No.  102,  entitled  *^  An  Act  to 
transfer  certain  Moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Treasurers  of  several  Coun- 
ties of  this  State  to  the  School  Fund  of  the  several  Counties." 

Also,  Senate  Bill  No.  105,  '^  An  Act  concerning  the  Mining  School  Fund, 
collected  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1866,"  and  had  directed  their 
chairman  to  report  a  substitute  for  the  two  bills. 

Mr.  Monroe,  from  Standing  Committee  on  Claims,  to  which  was  referred 
Senate  Bill  No.  94,  entitled  *'  An  Act  to  Compensate  J.  F.  Hatch,  for  services 
in  the  State  Library,"  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  advisemeut, 
and  recommend  that  it  do  pass  without  amendments. 

Mr.  Welty,  from  the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  which  was  referred  Senate 
Bill  No.  97,  entitled  "  An  Act  defining  the  Duties  of  the  Attorney  General  of 
the  State  of  Nevada,"  report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration ; 
had  come  to  a  favorable  conclusion  thereon,  and  had  directed  their  chairman  to 
report  the  same  to  the  Senate  with  the  following  amendments,  and  to  recommend 
its  passage  as  amended : 

Sec.  1, 5th  line  after  the  word  State,  insert  "exceeding  sixty  consecutive  days." 

Sec  4,  on  1st  line,  strike  out  all  except  "  The  Attorney  General ";  strike  eut 
lines  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11,  and  counting  from  bottom  of  section,  lines 
1,  2,  3,  4,  and  all  of  5,  except  the  word  "  sentence." 

Sec.  5.  Strike  out  lines  9,  10,  11  and  12. 

Sec.  6.  Line  2,  afler  the  word  "  General,"  insert  as  follows :  "  In  actions  to 
which  the  State  is  a  party  in  interest ;"  also  strike  out  balance  of  line  2  ;  all  of 
line  3,  and  the  words  "service  or,"  on  line  4,  and  insert  the  word  "  and,"  in  lieu 
of  the  word  "  or,"  previous  to  the  word  "  when ;"  also,  as  a  substitute  for  Sec- 
tion 6,  the  following: 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  Governor  shall  direct,  or  in  the  opinion  of  the  Attor- 
ney General,  to  protect  and  secure  the  interests  of  the  State  it  is  necessar}'  that 
a  suit  be  commenced  or  defended  in  any  Court,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  Attorney  General  to  commence  such  action  or  make  such  defense,  and  such 
actions  may  be  instituted  in  any  District  Court  in  the  State,  or  in  any  Justice's 
Court  of  the  proper  county. 

Mr.  Stevenson,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining,  to  which 
was  referred  Senate  Bill  No.  121,  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  recording  ot 
Mining  Claims,"  reported  that  they  had  had  the  same  under  consideration  ;  had 
amended  the  same  by  striking  out  all  after  Section  2  of  said  bill,  and  had  directed 
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their  ohairman  to  report  the  same  to  the  Senate,  and  to  recommend  its  passage 
as  amended. 

Mr.  Linn,  Chairman  Committee  on  Enrollment,  reported  that  Senate  Bill  No. 
90,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  Regulate  the  business  of  Assaying  within  the  State  of 
Nevada;''  ftlso.  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  115,  '' Suspending  Joint  Rule  No. 
20,"  had  been  carefully  compared  with  the  engrossed  Bill  and  Resolution,  as 
passed  by  the  two  Houses,  fbund  correctly  enrolled,  and  that  the  same  had  this 
day  (the  Bill)  been  delivered  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval,  (the  Resolution) 
deposited  with  the  Secretary  of  State.

I  herewith  return  to  your  honorable  body  without  approval,  Senate  Bill  No. 
89,  entitled  *<  An  Act  to  enable  a  Defendant  to  Testify  as  a  Witness  in  Criminal 
Prosecutions." 

This  bill  proposes  to  confer  on  defendants  in  criminal  actions,  the  right  to  tes- 
tify in  self-defense,  though  the  Constitution  emphatically  shields  them  from  the 
operation  of  any  law  requiring  them  to  give  evidence  against  themselves. 

Under  our  system  of  Criminal  Practice  and  Jurisprudence,  every  just  guard 
is  thrown  around  the  life  and  liberty  of  the  citizen.  The  framers  of  the  Fun- 
damental and  Statutory  law  have  tested  their  ingenuity  to  secure  impartial  trials  ; 
have  reduced  the  rule  to  such  stringency  that  twelve  men  must  unanimously 
concur  in  a  verdict,  in  order  to  find  a  defendant  guilty  of  any  felony,  and  then 
not  until  after  being  instructed  by  the  Court,  that  if  any  reasonable  doubt  exists 
in  their  minds  as  to  the  guilt  of  the  defendant,  they  must  give  htm  the  benefit 
thereof,  by  a  verdict  of  "  not  guilty."  Peremptory  requirements  of  the  statutes 
guarantee,  regardless  of  public  expense,  fair  and  unbiased  trial  juries.  Yet  in 
many  instances  parties  guilty  of  grave  ofi*enses  are  acquitted,  and  go  unpun- 
ished. Besides  offering  the  highest  premium  for  perjury,  this  bill,  if  it  become 
a  law,  will  certainly  add  greatly  to  the  number  of  improper  acquittals,  and  cause 
our  criminal  laws  and  Courts  to  be  less  feared  and  less  respected  than  before, 
especially  as  the  people  are  unsettled,  and  to  a  great  extent,  unrestrained  by 
that  well  established  morality  which  prevails  in  the  older  States,  where  the  pop- 
ulation is  settled  and  fixed  in  their  purposes  for  life. 

I  am  aware  that  it  is  urged  in  behalf  of  this  bill,  that  such  a  law  is  humane ; 
that  in  all  instances,  if  defendants  be  not  so  permitted  to  testify,  their  mouths  are 
sealed  until  called  up  for  final  sentence.  It  may  be  true  that  the  absence  of 
such  a  law  may  work  hardships  in  isolated  cases ;  these  occur  under  all  laws. 
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But  the  mouths  of  criminal  defendants  are  not  closed  as  suggested,  for  it  is  a 
right  of  which  no  man  can  he  deprived,  to  speak  in  his  own  defense,  hj  counsel, 
or  in  person,  as  he  may  choose ;  and  the  statement^  not  under  oath,  of  a  defend- 
ant, if  hearing  the  mighty  impress  of  tnUhj  will  avail  him  as  much  as  his  sworn 
evidence,  given  under  circumstances  known  to  the  jury  to  be  incentive  of  per- 
jury ;  the  commission  of  one  crime,  to  escape  punishment  for  another. 

Feeling  satisfied,  as  I  do,  that  such  a  law  would  suhvert  public  justice  rather 
than  promote  its  administration,  I  return  the  bill  for  your  further  action.

Mr.  Meder  rose  to  a  question  of  privilege  on  the  part  of  the  Hon.  G.  M.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Rev.  A.  F.  White,  late 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction : 

Carson  City,  February  18th,  1867. 

To  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Nevada: 

I  am  informed  that  a  remark  contained  in  my  last  report,  found  on  page  41, 
under  the  head  "  Proposed  Amendments  to  the  School  Law,"  has  been  misun- 
derstood by  members  of  the  Legislature,  and  construed  as  reflecting  upon  the 
Surveyor  General.  The  remark  is  :  "  From  the  fact  that  the  Surveyor  Gene- 
ral resides  in  Virginia  City,  it  has  been  difficult  to  have  full  meetings  of  this 
Board  at  any  time."  The  ^  difficulty"  mentioned  refers  wholly  to  the  distance, 
and  the  expense  necessarily  incurred  in  visiting  Carson  to  attend  meetings  of 
the  Board.  There  was  no  design  whatever  to  imply  that  the  Surveyor  General 
was  ever  wanting  in  interest  or  willingness  to  perform  faithfully  and  fully  every 
duty  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Education ;  and  hence,  at  the  close  of 
the  paragraph  in  which  the  remark  occurs,  I  recommended  that  he  be  retained 
as  a  member  of  the  Board.

On  motion,  Mr.  Mason  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  one  day. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  Governor,  and  laid  temporarily  on  the 
table. 

SSPOBTS   OF   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Monroe,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Chums,  submitted  the  following 
report: 

Your  Committee  on  Claims,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No«  96,  enti- 
tled ^  An  Act  to  make  Compensation  to  the  Hon.  John  Cradlebaugh,  United 
States  District  Judge,  the  same  as  that  of  the  late  United  States  District  Judges 
of  the  Territory  of  Nevada,"  would  respectfully  report  that  this  claim,  asking  for 
the  same  compensation  as  above,  required  and  has  received  the  careful  considera- 
tion of  your  Committee. 

We  find  that  said  Cradlebaugh,  in  1859,  was  one  of  the  Associate  Justiees  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Territory  of  Utah,  and  was  at  that  time  located  at 
Salt  Lake  City,  and  dispensing  justice  in  a  maaiier  not  satisfactory  to  the  Mfur- 
num  popukUton  of  that  portion  of  the  Territory* 

The  Legislature  of  the  Territory,  at  the  session  of  1858-9,  established  a  dis- 
trict composed  of  the  counties  of  Humboldt,  St  Mary's,  and  Garson«  which 
district  substantially  covered  the  territory  which  is  now  the  State  of  Nevada, 
and  assigned  him  to  officiate  in  said  district,  which  he  did  from  August  Ist,  1859, 
until  March  15th,  1861,  and  had  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  criminal  and 
civil  cases. 

We  find  that  the  amount  of  business  before  hid  Court  wsi  extensive,  and 
Which  required  the  holding  of  Court  181  days  in  1860,  some  testimony  going  to 
show  that  he  transacted  more  business  than  has  ever  been  done  by  any  other 
Court  during  the  same  time  either  in  the  State  Or  Territory  ;  that  all  the  ex- 
penses of  living  and  doing  business  in  that  day  were  much  higher  than  since, 
and  that  the  compensation  paid  by  the  Federal  Government  to  its  officials  was 
totally  inadequate  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  their  positions. 

We  find  that  the  Territory  of  Nevada  paid  to  Justices  Turner,  Mott,  Jones, 
North,  Lock,  all  appointees  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  sum  of  $4«300 
per  annum  as  salaiy,  aside  from  what  they  were  then  receiving  from  the  Fed- 
eral Government,  as  shown  by  an  Act  passed  December  19th,  1862.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  certain  fees  arising  in  the  District  Court  were  paid  to  the  Judges  of 
the  same,  in  accordance  with  a  law  passed  November  9th,  1861.  Also,  that  all 
Federal  officers,  including  the  Governor,  and  all  officers  appointed  by  and  under 
said  Cradlebaugh,  have  been  paid  by  the  Territory,  in  addition  to  what  they 
received  from  the  said  Federal  Government 
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We  find  that  the  Territorial  Legislature  of  Nevada  audited  and  ordered  paid 
to  certain  officers,  acting  under  the  laws  of  Utah  Territory  and  before  the  Terri- 
tory of  Nevada  was  formed.     Among  them  are  the  following  cases : 

October  Slst,  1864.  To  John  L.  Blackburn,  as  Deputy  United  States  Marshal 
of  the  Territory  of  Utah  and  Sheriff  of  Carson  County,  the  sura  of  $1 1,631  JJ). 

November  7th,  1861.    To  A-  James,  Clerk  of  District  Court,  $620. 

November  29th,  1861.  To  P.  H.  Clayton,  for  services  and  fees  in  Criminal 
caAes,  $669. 

December  29th,  1862.  To  Wellington  Stewarty  for  fee$y  ete.,  as  Seleetraaii 
and  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Carson  County,  -—«»-. 

This  case  is  one  of  equity,  and  not  based  upon  statutory  law,  as  we  ar^ 
unabk  to  find  any  Act  passed  by  the  Iiegtslatura  of  either  the  State  or  Terri- 
tory of  Nevada,  which  assumed  the  indebtedness  of  that  or  any  portion  of  Utah 
Territory  out  of  which  grew  the  Territory  and  State  of  Nevada ;  but  we  do  find 
that  former  Legislatures,  at  a  time  when  the  cases  were  fresh  before  them,  have 
passed  upon,  allowed,  and  ordered  paid  many  if  not  all  tliat  have  brought  claims 
before  them  for  services  rendered  in  that  portion  of  Utah  which  became  Nevada ; 
and  we  cannot  see,  as  a  matter  of  equity,  why  the  State  of  Nevada  is  not  as 
much  bound  to  respect  claims  arising  in  Utah  Territory,  where  the  benefits 
derived  from  such  services  are  the  legitimate  heritage  of  the  people  of  the  State 
of  Nevada,  as  though  they  did  arise  under  the  government  of  our  own  State. 

The  precedents  are  numerous  and  to  the  point,  in  this,  that  several  former 
Legislatures  have  by  their  Acts  for  relief,  which  they  have  passed  from  time  to 
time,  to  give  compensation  for  serviees  performed  of  ft  similar  character  to  the 
claim  before  us,  is  that  it  partakes  of  the  color  of  law,  aside  from  the  equity.  This 
case  comes  before  us  without  auy  of  the  usual  objections  that  are  attached  to 
old  claims.  No  examination  has  ever  been  held,  and  reports  or  legislation 
thereon  that  would  go  to  show  that  there  had  been  doubts  about  the  justice  or 
equity  of  the  claims,  and  the  modesty  of  the  Hon.  Judge  is  the  only  reason  we 
can  see  why  he  has  not  applied  before  for  relief,  while  those  who  have  been  paid 
for  similar  services  have  all  left  the  State  and  are  no  longer  identified  with  our 
welfare  or  interests,  while  he  has  always  been  a  resident  (except  when  absent 
on  business  connected  with  the  organization  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  and  as 
our  delegate  in  Congress,  and  also  while  serving  in  the  Federal  Army  during  a 
portion  of  the  time  of  the  late  rebellion)  and  tax  payer,  and  is  intimately 
acquainted  [connected]  with  all  our  interests ;  and  inasmuch  as  former  Legisla- 
tures have  seen  fit  to  compensate  others  that  were  here  only  temporarily,  it 
would  seem  like  injustice  to  not  at  least  equally  compensate  one  of  her  own 
citizens,  who  has  performed  a  large  amount  of  valuable  and  important  service, 
and  which  by  testimony  is  shown  to  be  greater  than  by  any  other  Court  since. 
We  would  say,  without  intending  any  fiattery,  that  the  Hon.  John  Cradlebaugh 
exercised  the  duties  of  bis  ofiice  with  marked  ability  and  integrity,  dispensing 
the  law  and  justice  in  such  a  manner  that  it  was  a  terror  to  gvil  doerSf  and  gave 
universal  satisfaction  to  all  law-abiding  citizens  of  the  Territory ;  and  as  some 
proof  of  thi?,  the  Legislature  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  November  21st,  1861, 
passed  a  Memorial  to  Congress,  a  portion  of  which  reads  as  follows: 

*'  Your  memorialists  further  represent  that  the  labor  to  be  performed  by  said 
official  was  of  great  importance  and  required  almost  the  entire  time  and  atteO'^ 
tion  of  the  Judge,  and  that  he  was  faithful  and  diligent  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  the  office*  Your  memorialists  are  advised  that  no  payment  of  salary 
has  been  made  since  the  year  1859.''  (The  pay  spoken  of,  he  received  in  1863.) 
We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion,  from  the  fact  of  the  service  performed,  and 
expenses  incurred,  the  value  of  such  services  to  the  citizens  of  the  State  at  large, 
and  the  equity  of  the  claim,  together  with  the  precedents  quoted  touching  cases 
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of  this  kind ;  we  recommend  the  passage  of  Substitute  Bill,  which  is  herewith 

submitted.

Mr.  Rhoades  has  shown  us  your  dispatch.  Utterly  impossible.  Cannot  ex- 
change or  sell  at  twelve  (12).  At  fifteen  (15)  per  cent,  can  arrange  for  a  por- 
tion of  the  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000)  dollars  bonds,  we  advancing  the 
balance.  Outside  of  the  Pacific  Insurance  Co.  and  ourselves,  cannot  sell  bonds 
at  fifteen  (15)  per  cent,  but  we  will  cheerfully  aid  and  do  all  we  can.

Granted. 

Mr.  Hastings,  reported  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Engrossment  had 
carefully  compared  the  following  entitled  bills  with  the  originals,  and  found  the 
same  correctly  engrossed,  viz : 

Senate  Bill  No.  131,  "An  Act  to  prohibit  the  Carrying  of  Concealed  Weapons." 

Also,  Substitute  Senate  Bill  No.  102, "  An  Act  to  transfer  certain  Moneys  in 
the  State  Treasury  to  the  County  School  Funds ;"  and  herewith  report  the  same 
back  to  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Eastman,  from  Standing  Committee  on  Corporations,  to  which  was 
referred  the  bill  entitled  ^  An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  relating  to  Sheriffs,  approved 
November  28th,  1861,"  report  that  they  had  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
had  come  to  a  favorable  conclusion  thereon,  had  directed  their  chairman  to 
report  the  same  to  the  Senate  without  amendments,  and  to  recommend  its  pas- 
sage. 

Mr.  Proctor,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Counties  and  County  Bound- 
aries, to  which  was  referred  Assembly  Bill  No.  13, entitled" An  Act  amenda- 
tory and  supplementary  of  and  supplemental  to  an  Act  entitled   'An  Act 
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to  create  the  County  of  Lincoln,  and  provide  for  its  Organization,' approved 
February  26th,  1866,"  reported  that  they  had  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  recommend  that  it  be  amended,  by  striking  out  in  Sec.  4,  the  fif\h,  sixth, 
seventh  and  eighth  lines,  and  insert  the  following : 

*'  Said  county  shall  constitute  the. Judicial  District,  and  a  Judge 

thereof  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the 
next  general  election,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  Said  Dis- 
trict Judge  shall  receive dollars,  payable  out  of  the  general  fund 

of  the  County." 

Also,  amend  by  striking  out  Section  5. 

When  so  amended,  they  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

Mr.  Linn,  Chairman  of  Standing  Committee  on  Enrollment,  reported  that  Sen- 
ate Bill  No.  14,  entitled '<  An  Act  for  the  Belief  of  S.  L.  Baker,"  had  been  care- 
fully compared  with  the  engrossed  bill  as  passed  by  the  two  Houses,  found  cor- 
rectly enrolled,  and  had  this  day  been  delivered  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval. 

Messrs.  Proctor  and  Sumner  presented  the  following  minority  report  from 
Committee  on  Judiciary : 

Mr.  President : 

The  undersigned  disagreeing  with  the  majority  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  in 
their  report  concerning  Assembly  Bill  No.  71,  entitled  ^*  An  Act  to  repeal  all 
Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Con- 
gress entitled  'An  Act  to  protect  all  Persons  in  the  United  States  in  their  Civil 
Rights,  and  furnish  the  means  for  their  vindication,'  passed  April  9th,  1866," 
begs  leave  to  suggest  in  general  terms  the  following  objections  to  the  bill : 

1st.  That  the  general  terms  employed  leave  it  in  doubt  and  uncertainty  as  to 
which  of  the  laws  of  the  State  are  repealed ;  and  the  result  may  be  that  the  laws 
will  be  by  judicial  construction  declared  repealed,  which  the  present  Legislature 
did  not  design  to  annul,  and  for  the  repeal  of  which  a  constitutional  vote  could 
not  possibly  be  obtained. 

The  undersigned  deem  it  unwise  to  amend  and  set  aside  entire  codes  relating 
to  specific  subjects  in  such  sweeping  terms,  and  think  that  a  repealing  clause 
should  never  be  inserted  in  a  law  except  for  the  purpose  of  annulling  laws  in 
direct  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  which  the  repealing  clause  is  a 
part. 

2d.  The  efiect  of  this  bill,  if  it  become  a  law,  is  to  render  persons  competent  to 
sit  as  jurors,  and  to  testify  in  civil  cases,  who  cannot  become,  under  our  Con- 
stitution, voters  ;  while  the  undersigned  feel  confident  that  bills  rendering  such 
persons  competent  jurors  and  witnesses  in  all  cases,  could  not  receive  the  assent 
of  the  Legislature,  or  meet  the  approbation  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

3d.  The  Civil  Rights  Bill  passed  by  Congress,  has  been  declared  unconstitu- 
tional by  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  and  late  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  indicate  veiy  clearly  that  that  great  tribunal  and  safe- 
guard to  the  liberties  of  the  people  will  concur  with  the  Chief  Executive  of  the 
nation. 

If,  then,  that  bill  should  be  declared  unconstitutional  by  all  the  Courts  of  the 
country,  including  our  own,  the  result  would  still  be  that  our  laws,  repealed  by 
the  bill  under  consideration,  would  remain  dead ;  and  we  would  be  placed  in  the 
anomalous  condition  of  having  abrogated  important  laws  to  prevent  a  supposed 
conflict  with  that  which  proves  not  to  be  a  law. 

4th.  The  passage  of  this  bill  is  unnecessary,  because  if  the  Act  of  Congress, 
known  as  the  Civil  Rights  Bill,  be  constitutional,  all  laws,  both  National  and 
State,  which  are  in  conflict  with  it,  cease  to  be  laws,  and  become  inoperative 
until  n  repeal  of  said  Act,  as  though  never  enacted.    It  is,  therefore,  in  the  opin- 
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ion  of  the  Gommittee,  better  to  allow  oar  laws  intended  to  be  repealed,  to  atand 
as  heretofore,  and  to  be  enspended  or  revived  as  the  Congress  maj  by  its  con«ti* 
tational  legislation  determine. 

Your  Committee,  for  the  reasons  given,  and  manj  more  that  might  be  urged, 
recommend  that  the  bill  do  not  pass. 

Mr.  Meder,  from  Special  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  Senate  Bill  No. 
122,  entitled  ^'An  Act  to  fbrther  prescribe  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Exe* 
cation  of  the  Trusts  arising  nnder  the  Act  of  Con<i;ress,  approved  May  2Bd, 
1844,  entitled  'An  Act  for  the  Relief  of  Citizens  of  Towns  upon  Lands  of  the 
United  States  under  certain  circumstances,'"  reports  that  they  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  substituted  a  new  bill,  and  recommend  the  passage  of 
the  substitute. 

Mr.  Terry,  from  the  Select  Committee  consisting  of  Lander  County  delega* 
tion,  to  which  was  referred  the  bill  entitled  **An  Act  amendatory  of  and  supple* 
mentary  to  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act  ansend- 
atory  of  and  supplementary  to  an  Act  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Territory  of  Nevada  entitled  'An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  of  Austin,'  approved 
Feb.  20th,  a.d.  1864,  approved  March  8th,  1865,  approved  February  27th,  ISee,** 
report  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  come  to  a  favorable 
conclusion  thereon,  and  directed  their  chairman  to  report  the  pame  to  the  Senate

Substitute  Senate  Bill  No.  122,  reported  from  Special  Committee  consisting

No.  150,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  a 
State  Loan,  and  levying  a  Tax  to  provide  means  for  the  Payment  thereof,'  ap- 
proved February  6th,  1867,"  had  been  carefully  compared  with  the  engrossed 
bill,  as  passed  by  the  two  Houses,  found  correctly  enrolled,  and  that  the  same 
had  this  day  been  delivered  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval. 

Mr.  Hastings  reported  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Engrossment  had 
carefully  compared  the  following  entitled  bills  with  the  originals,  and  found  the 
same  correctly  engrossed,  viz :

Mr.  Mason,  from  Standing  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  whom  was 
referred  Assembly  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  89,  relating  to  a  Weekly  Mail, 
from  Aurora  to  the  Lower  Crossing  of  the  Truckee,  reported  that  they  had 
had  the  8ame  under  consideration,  had  come  to  a  favorable  conclusion  thereon, 
and  recommend  their  passage. 

Mr.  Stevenson,  from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Claims,  to  which  was  referred 
the  claim  of  Hon.  John  Cradlebaugh,  late  Judge  of  Nevada  Territory,  submits 
the  following  as  a  minority  report : 

In  the  opinion  of  a  minority  of  your  Committee,  there  [are]  many  statements 
in  the  majority  report  heretofore  submitted,  and  in  the  testimony  before  the  Com- 
mittee, on  which  such  majority  report  is  based,  which  tend  to  make  a  wrong 
impression. 

The  claimant  says  he  went  to  Washington  in  December,  1859,  on  business 
connected  with  the  Territory,  and  returned  in  March  or  April.  What  authority 
had  he  for  going  on  business  connected  with  the  Territory  f  The  records  of 
that  date  show  that  John  J.  Musser  was  the  only  one  sent  by  authority.  In  the 
opinion  of  a  minority  of  your  Committee,  the  fact  of  his  neglecting  the  im- 
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portant  judicial  business  of  that  time  to  go  unauthorized  to  Washington,  is  an 
argument  against  the  allowance  by  the  State  of  his  daim. 

The  minority  of  your  Committee  also  differs  from  the  majority  on  the  state- 
ment that  the  claimant  gave  universal  satisfaction.  But  although  his  unpopu- 
larity, of  which  every  old  resident  is  cognizant,  should  not  argue  against  any 
just  claim,  yet,  on  the  other  hand,  a  statement  that  he  gave  *' imiveraEil  satisfac- 
tion ''  should  be  allowed  no  weight  in  his  favor. 

The  claimant  has  not  been  unrewarded  for  his  services.  By  virtue  of  an 
Act  of  Congress,  the  Judges  of  Utah  Territory  were  alk>wed  an  annual  salary 
of  S2,500 ;  and  this  amount  the  claimant  received. 

Nor  should  the  fact  of  the  payment  by  the  Legislature  of  the  claims  of  John 
Blackburn  and  others  argue  in  favor  of  allowing  every  e&travngant  bill  which 
may  be  presented  for  payment ;  more  especially  should  eruch  precedents  be  dl^ 
regarded  at  this  time,  when  the  State  is  groaning  under  a  load  of  debt ;  but  in 
legislation,  as  in  private  affairs,  we  should  be  just  before  we  are  generous. 

By  reference  to  Sec.  7  of  **An  Act  creating  the  Office  and  defining  the  Duties 
of  Territorial  Auditor,"  approved  Nov.  29,  1861,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Terri- 
torial Legislature  intended  to  put  a  stop  to  the  endless  presentation  of  claims ; 
for  it  requires  all  claims  against  the  Territory  to  be  presented  within  two  yean 
after  the  same  accrue,  and  not  afterwards.  And  this  provision  acts  as  a  bar 
to  the  payment  of  the  demand  of  the  claimant,  and  should  outweigh  any  prece- 
dents heretofore  established  by  the  former  payment  of  similar  claims. 

Believing  that  if  this  claim  were  allowed,  there  would  be  hundreds  of  others 
of  equal  merit  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  the  minority  of  your 
Committee  recommend  that  it  be  disallowed,  and  that  the  bill  relating  thereto  do 
not  pass.

and  three-fold  greater  than  ever  known  in  the  history  of  railways,  except  upon 
this  Coast ;  and  a  tax  upon  freight  corresponding  in  proportion.

BEPOBTS   OF   COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Monroe,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Claims,  submitted  the  following 
report : 

Your  Committee  on  Claims,  to  whom  was  referred,  February  1st,  the  claim  of 
S.  H.  Marlette,  (Surveyor  General)  who  seeks  to  obtain  the  sum  of  $712,  for 
rent  of  office,  porterage,  printing,  postage,  express  charge,  copying,  and  other 
contingent  expenses  connected  with  the  office,  from  December  Ist,  1864,  to  May 
1st,  1866 ;  and  have  since  had  presented  a  further  bill  of  items  of  same  character, 
amounting  to  $205,  which  brings  the  account  down  to  January  1st,  1867,  and 
which  makes  the  relief  asked  for,  $917 — 

Would  respectfully  report  as  follows : 

We  find  that  the  said  Surveyor  General  submitted  his  account  to  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners,  and  that  they  refused  to  approve  of  said  account,  except 
upon  items  amounting  to  $45/^.  The  following  is  the  language  of  a  portion  of 
the  record  of  said  Board,  in  relation  to  this  claim : 

''And  upon  said  examination,  the  Boai'd  do  consider  that  the  said  account  be 
approved  for  Zi5^  being  amount  of  proper  contingent  expenses,  since  January 
1st,  1866.  Rent  deemed  improper  charge,  because  there  is  no  authority  of  law 
for  allowing  the  Surveyor  General  an  office ;  porterage  and  printing  errata 
deemed  improper  charges.  All  expenses  incurred  in  1864  and  1865  are  re- 
jected on  the  ground  that  the  annual  report  of  the  Surveyor  for  the  year  1865 
(page  28)  shows,  that  up  to  the  close  of  that  year,  the  Surveyor  General's  office 
had  been  running  on  its  own  responsibility,  and  paying  its  own  expenses,  for 
post  office  and  express  charges,  stationery,  fuel,  rent,  etc" 

We  find  that  there  is  no  law  compelling  the  State  to  furnish  an  office  for  the 
Surveyor  General,  or  pay  the  contingent  expenses  connected  with  the  same ; 
but  we  do  find  that,  by  an  Act  approved  March  10th,  1865,  the  Governor,  Sec- 
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retarj  of  State,  Supfeme  Ju^^s^  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  State  Ti*easarer9 
and  Attorney  General  were  allowed  offices  i  and  that  in  some  cases,  former 
Le^slatures  have  ordered  the  Slate  to  pay  for  offices  other  than  above. 

We  find  on  a  close  examination  of  the  items,  that  those  for  porterage,  amount- 
ing to  f  107,  should  not  be  allowed,  and  that  of  $90,  for  eighteen  days'  assistance 
in  copying  and  compiling  statistics,  we  could  not  report  favorably  upon,  only 
under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  requiring  that  his  report  be  made  out  by  a 
certain  day  in  accordance  with  law ;  and  the  delay  of  the  county  surveyors  to 
send  in  their  reports  made  it  necessary  to  employ  such  assistance.  The  charges 
for  rent  we  deem  very  reasonable,  being  one-fourth  of  the  amount  which  he  paid 
for  an  office  to  transact  both  his  own  and  the  business  connected  with  State. 
The  balance  being  for  oontiogeat  expenses,  we  oan  see  no  reason  or  precedent 
why  it  should  not  be  allowed. 

We  find  that  the  duties  of  the  office  are  much  greater  than  we  had  supposed, 
requiring  about  three  months'  labor  to  make  out  the  annual  report  required  by 
law ;  and  here  we  are  happy  to  state  that  the  reports  of  the  Surveyor  General 
are  very  elaborate  and  able,  reflecting  credit  upon  him  as  an  officer,  and  im- 
parting valuable  infonnatioa  to  the  ottizena  at  large^^  both  of  this  and  other 
States. 

In  view  of  all  the  contingent  expenses  having  been  paid  by  him  in  coin 
(should  he  not  be  reimbursed)  the  salaiy  of  $1,000  in  currency  is  a  very  small 
compensation  for  the  duties  ei\joined,  services  performed,  and  expenses  incun-ed ; 
and  with  all  due  respect  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners^  we  cannot  see  how 
they  could  interpret  from  the  quotation  taken  from  the  Surveyor  Generars  Ke^ 
port  of  ISGo,  that  the  office  itself  has  reimbursed  the  officer,  while,  on  the  con- 
trary, he  says  the  office  *'  has  been  running  on  its  own  responsibility,  and  paying 
its  own  expenses."  It  seems  plain  enough  that  he  has  individually  paid  all  these 
expenses.  From  tlie  equity  of  the  elaim,  and  believing  that  the  Surveyor  Gen- 
eral should  be  entitled  to  a  reasonable  rent  for  an  office  and  the  necessary 
expenses  of  the  same,  do  recommend  that  a  bill  herewith  submitted  appropriating 
$810,  do  pass.

Mr.  Monroe,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Claims,  reported  as  follows : 

Yoar  Committee  have  had  presented  throogh  the  State  Board  of  Examiner^ 
and  have  had  under  consideration,  the  claim  of  Kinkead,  Harrington  &  Ca,  who 
seek  to  obtain  $581  /^  for  certain  pieces  of  scrip,  or  warrants,  issued  out  of  the 
County  Court  of  Carson  County,  Utah  Territory,  and  which  was  refused  by 
said  Board  of  Examiners  on  the  ground  of  its  ^  not  being  a  proper  charge 
against  the  State  of  Nevada."  Have  also  liad  presented,  in  addition  to  above, 
a  bill  for  a  carpet  to  furnish  the  room  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  C^Hirt  of 
the  Territory  of  Nevada,  dated  February  14th,  1862,  for  the  sum  of  $109  ,^ 
amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $G90  !Sy 

Wc  find  that  the  scrip  is  of  the  same  character  as  that  presented  by  John 
S.  Child^,  (in  a  former  case)  and  the  same  reasons  that  governed  us  then  in  regard 
to  this  kind  of  a  claim  being  binding,  either  in  law  or  equity,  upon  the  State  of 
Nevada,  remains  the  same  now,  having  had  no  new  light  shed  or  proofs  shown 
by  which  we  would  be  justified  in  coming  to  a  different  conclusion.  The  County 
Court  of  Carson  County  has  been  called  "  self-styled  "  by  a  former  Legislature, 
in  a  legal  enactment,  and  no  authority  of  law  has  been  shown  by  which  that 
Court  had  the  right  to  issue  such  scrip,  or  warrants,  and  no  law  ever  authorised 
the  Territory  of  Nevada  to  assume  the  indebtedness  of  any  portion  of  Utah 
Territory ;  and  we  find  that,  by  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Ter- 
ritory of  Nevada,  approved  March  29th,  1861,  all  claims  arising  against  the 
Territory  should  be  presented  to  the  Territorial  Auditor,  '*  to  be  audited,  settled, 
and  allowed,  within  two  years  after  such  claim  shall  accrue,  and  not  afterwards." 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  parties  having  old  claims  against  Carson  County, 
or  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  and  having  had  two  years  by  statutory  law  from 
the  time  they  accrued  to  present  and  have  them  allowed  or  disallowed,  and  fail- 
ing to  do  so,  have  lost  all  right  to  now  come  in  and  demand  or  ask  of  this 
Legislature  to  pay  for  their  negligence  in  not  attending  to  their  own  interests ; 
and  for  these  and  other  reasons  given  in  the  Childs  case,  (which  was  similar  so 
far  as  the  scrip  was  concerned)  we  recommend  that  the  claim  based  upon  the 
scrip,  amounting  to  $581  ^^  be  not  allowed. 

We  find  that  the  State  of  Nevada  did  assume  the  indebtedness  of  the  Terri- 
tory of  Nevada,  and  that  said  Territory  did  receive  a  valuable  consideration 
from  Kinkead,  Harrington  &  Co.,  in  the  matter  of  a  carpet,  of  the  value  of 
$109  ]%,  to  furnish  a  room  of  one  of  the  Territorial  ofiicers,  and  it  was  conse- 
quently a  legitimate  claim  against  the  Territory ;  and  notwithstanding  it  has 
been  cut  ofi*  by  Statute  of  Limitation,  your  Committee  think  they  can  see  some 
equity  in  that  portion  of  the  claim,  and  should  a  bill  be  introduced  covering  that 
amount,  would  recommend  its  passage.

I  at  that  time  stated 
that  I  would  be  willing  to  name  one  of  the  three,  and  for  the  reason  that  the 
publication  should  be  made  in  some  paper  that  bad  a  general  circulation. 

It  has  been  the  general  custom,  by  all  legislative  bodies,  to  designate  the  par- 
ticular [paper]  that  shall  publish  the  laws  and  Acts  passed  by  themselves,  and 
other  printing  necessary  to  be  done  and  under  their  control,  the  wisdom  of  which 
has  not  been  questioned ;  and  precedent  so  well  established  as  this  must  have 
good  foundation,  and  reasons  to  sustain  such  action.  It  is  necessary  that  this 
kind  of  work  should  be  well  and  accurately  done,  and  should  it  be  left  to  the 
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competition  of  the  several  papers  of  the  State,  to  be  bid  for,  and  the  lowest  bid- 
der be  awarded  the  same,  then,  in  my  opinion,  the  work  would  be  let  at  so  low 
a  figure  that,  as  a  natural  consequence,  it  would  be  inaccurately  and  imperfectly 
performed,  and  thereby  be  of  little  or  no  value  to  the  State,  leading,  as  it  would, 
to  conflict  of  decisions  between  those  rendered  by  our  Courts  made  up  from  the 
laws  as  published,  and  those  to  be  published  in  book  form.  To  my  mind  it  is  a 
well  settled  fact,  that  work  not  sufficiently  remunerated  is  seldom,  if  ever,  prop- 
erly done.  This  bill  contemplates  only  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for 
the  importance  of  the  services  demanded  and  expenses  incurred,  and  I  have  no 
disposition  to  so  legislate  that  the  State  may  make  money  by  the  losses  of  an 
individual  or  individuals.  The  Trespcui  has  quite  a  general  drcolation  in  all 
parts  of  the  State,  will  do  the  work  well,  and  thereby  fully  carry  out  the  inten- 
tions of  this  Act ;  and  I  believe  the  State  has  the  same  right  as  an  individnal 
to  foster  any  enterprise  that  is  calculated  to  advance  the  public  good  in  the  dis- 
semination of  valuable  information ;  and  as  no  one  in  this  day  will  dispute  the 
fact,  that  the  Presi  is  one  of  the  great  vehicle*  that  distribute  knowledge  thioagh- 
out  our  country,  making  us  a  people  more  advanced  in  general  information  than 
any  other ;  and  as  the  Territorial  EnUrprise  has  from  time  to  time  said  it  wants 
no  patronage  from  the  State  of  Nevada,  but  is  fixed  upon  a  firm  foundation,  and 
above  asking  anything  from  the  State  in  any  manner  or  shape,  which  shows  con- 
clusively to  my  mind  that  there  is  no  danger  of  the  people  being  deprived  of  the 
light  shed  abroad  by  that  sheet;  and  besides  the  many  complimentcay  epithets  it 
has  constantly  applied  to  this  Legislature,  both  Senate  and  Assembly,  calling  us 
anything  but  honest  or  intelligent  men,  I  am  willing,  as  a  member  of  this  Sen- 
ate, to  grant  their  prayer^  to  wit :  **  that  they  do  not  want  any  of  the  patronage 
at  the  disposal  of  this  Legislature."

Mr.  Sumner,  Chairman  of  Standing  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  submit- 
ted the  following  report : 

J/r.  President : 

Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  report  to  the  Senate  the  accompanying 
letter  from  State  Treasurer  Rhoades,  dated  San  Francisco,  February  19tb, 
1867,  with  the  request  that  the  same  be  read  and  spread  upon  the  Journal : 

San  Fbancisco,  February  19th,  1867. 
To  Senate  Oommittee  an  Waye  and  AfeanSy  Carton,  Nevada : 

Gentlemen — From  your  dispatch  of  yesterday,  and  the  report  in  the  Bnter- 
prise  of  the  debate  in  the  Senate  last  Friday,  it  is  evident  to  me  that  misapprehen- 
sion exists  with  regard  to  the  proposed  loan,  and  also  with  regard  to  the  feasibility 
of  obtaining  money  under  the  provisions  of  the  bill  as  pass^.  I  answered  your 
dispatch ;  but  there  are  other  considerations  which  cannot  very  well  be  embodied 
in  a  telegraphic  message,  and  I  will  state  as  briefly  as  possible  what  I  consider 
to  be  the  actual  condition  of  affiiirs  here,  and  the  conclusions  which  are  forced 
upon  me,  and  which  will  be  shared  by  the  additional  Commissioner,  were  he  ap- 
pointed. There  are  very  few  parties  here  who  will  entertain  any  proposition  for 
our  Bonds — ^as  Mr.  Ralston  very  bluntly  informed  me :  if  reasons  are  required, 
they  are  these,  viz :  **•  We  have  no  confidence  in  your  Supreme  Court  since  their 
decbion  in  the  Specific  Contract  case,  through  which  decision  many  business  men 
here  have  sustained  large  losses.''  They  also,  notwithstanding  the  improved 
condition  and  prospects  of  our  mines,  feel  a  sensitive  want  of  confidence  in  their 
permanency  sufficient  to  inspire  great  caution  where  time  investments  are  con- 
cerned, they  considering  that  the  mining  interest  is  all  they  have  to  depend  on 
for  security.  Again :  although  money  is  regarded  as  ^  very  easy"  here,  when 
applications  are  made  for  it,  it  is  found  that  at  the  rate  of  ten  or  twelve  per  cent, 
per  annum  it  can  only  be  obtained  on  the  very  choicest  class  of  city  real  estate 
securities,  and  then  within  certain  street  limits,  or  upon  first  class  collaterals 
with  a  largo  margin.  No  money  is  obtainable  at  the  leading  banks  at  a  rate 
under  one  and  a  quarter  per  cent,  on  discount  paper.  Donahoe,  Kelly  &  Co. 
telegraphed  to  Eugene  Kelly  &  Co.,  New  York,  and  received  an  unfavorable 
reply.  This  was  with  regard  to  the  Twelve-per-Cent.  Bonds,'  and  the  reply  in- 
timated that  they  could  not  be  placed  there  except  at  a  considerable  discount.  Mr. 
D.  tells  me,  however,  that  even  at  fifteen  he  can  do  nothing.  The  Occidental 
Insurance  Co.  wish  the  money  for  those  they  now  hold. 

Mr.  Andrew  McCreery  (well  known  to  you  in  connection  with  the  Gould  and 
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Curry)  and  other  gentlemen  here  having  large  amounts  of  idle  capital,  cannot 
be  induced  to  take  the  bonds,  preferring  ten  per  cent,  city  mortgages*  Messrs. 
Ralston,  Parrott,  McLane,  and  others  have  done  all  they  could,  but  the  usual 
reply  is :  We  don't  wish  to  look  to  anything  outside  of  this  city  or  State.  Finan- 
cially [Finally]  the  State  and  city  taxes  here  amounting  to  about  3.10 
per  cent,  (the  National  tax  nearly  as  much  more),  is  considered  a  sufficient  cause 
for  making  our  bonds  as  "  undesirable  ^  for  investment. 

The  Pacific  Insurance  Co.  wiU  not  exchange  at  that  rate,  and  any  attempt  to 
exchange  bonds  bearing  twelve  per  cent,  for  our  old  bonds  bearing  eighteen 
would  be  regarded  as  repudiation.  Mr.  Proctor  was  mistaken  (probably  he  has 
already  discovered  his  error)  in  stating  that  the  old  Territorial  Bonds  bear 
twelve  per  cent,  interest.  They  are  eighteen  per  cent.,  and  the  holders  will  not 
probably  surrender  even  for  fiflleen  per  cent,  bonds.  They  say  they  regard  the 
constitutional  assumption  of  that  debt  as  superior  security  to  any  legislative 
enactment. 

Mr.  Monroe  also  (if  he  is  correctly  reported)  was  mistaken  in  stating  it  as  my 
opinion  that  money  could  be  raised  at  twelve.  I  was  simply  willing  to  try  the 
possibility  of  doing  so,  and  you  have  the  result.  The  palpable  fact  is,  that  our 
bonds  are  not  in  demand,  and  we  cannot  bring  many  arguments  to  prove  that 
they  should  be  when  we  consider  that  our  revenue  heretofore  has  been  barely 
sufficient  to  meet  our  interest.

TVhcreas,  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  which  convened  on  the  7th  day  of 
January,  a.d.  1867,  adjourned  without  adopting  such  amendments  to  existing 
Revenue  Laws,  as  will  assure  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  State  Debt,  and 
provide  the  means  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  State  Govern- 
ment, which  will  be  required  before  the  next  Regular  Session  of  the  Legislature ; 
and  whereas,  the  pledged  faith  of  the  State  to  its  creditors,  and  a  proper  admin- 
istration of  Public  Affairs  imperatively  demand  that  such  Constitutional  enact- 
ments be  passed  as  will  supply  these  wants ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  H.  G.  Blasdel,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  me 
as  Governor  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  thereof,  do 
hereby  direct  and  authorize  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  constituting  the  Legislature 
of  this  State,  to  convene  in  Special  Session,  at  Carson  City,  at  12  o'clock  m.,  on 
Friday,  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  a.d.  1867,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  and 
enacting  needful  amendments  to  "An  Act  to  provide  Revenue  for  the  Support  of 
the  Government  of  the  State  of  Nevada,"  approved  March  9th,  1865,  and  the 
Acts  amendatory  thereof;  and  for  the  transaction  of  such  other  legislative  busi- 
ness as  the  Governor  of  this  State  may  call  to  the  attention  of  said  Legislature, 
while  in  said  Special  Session. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  and  caused  to  be  affixed  the 
Grreat  Seal  of  the  State  of  Nevada.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE   GOVERNOR. 

State  of  Nevada — Executive  DEPARXMEKTy  \ 
Carson  City,  March  15th,  1867.  ) 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly : 

The  late  Legislature,  afler  authorizing  a  State  Loan  of  five  hundred  thoasand 
dollars,  to  bear  interest  at  fifteen  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-monthly, 
adjourned  on  the  7th  instant  without  providing  means  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  or  interest  of  the  debt  as  created ;  without  providing  adequate  means 
to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government  for  the  ensuing  two  years ;  in- 
deed, without  enacting  any  revenue  law  whatever,  of  a  beneficial  character.  In 
view  of  existing  facts,  it  must  be  apparent  that,  unless  this  omission  be  promptly 
supplied  by  the  enactment  of  a  just  and  comprehensive  revenue  law,  the  faith 
of  the  State  must  be  broken,  its  honor  and  credit  destroyed,  and  the  administra- 
tion of  its  government  seriously  embarrassed,  if  not  entirely  obstructed. 

It  is  upon  this  '^  extraordinary  occasion,"  and  for  the  '^  purpose  "  of  enacting  a 
Revenue  Law,  I  have  convened  you  in  ^  Special  Session." 

In  enacting  new  or  amending  existing  revenue  laws,  you  will  wisely  keep 
prominently  in  view  Article  Ten  (10)  of  the  State  Constitution.  Uniformity 
and  equality  of  assessment  and  taxation  are  not  only  indispensable  to  the  valid- 
ity of  the  law,  but  are  imperatively  demanded  in  justice  to  the  people.  If  the 
tax  levied  be  not  uniform  and  equal,  collection  by  process  is  impossible.  If  you 
force  the  property  of  one  class  of  our  citizens  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the 
State  Government,  and  exempt,  or  but  partially  tax,  the  property  of  another, 
your  legislation  will  become  oppressive  and  obnoxious,  and  the  State  will  derive, 
perhaps,  no  revenue  from  the  measure.  It  is  a  universal  maxim  of  political 
economy  that  the  citizens  of  a  State  shall  contribute  equally,  according  to  their 
means,  to  its  support.  I  know  no  just  cause  exempting  Nevada  from  this  rale. 
Nor  is  there  any  good  reason  why  one  individual  should  be  made  to  bear  the 
burdens  or  pay  the  taxes  justly  due  from  another. 

The  absolute  exemption  of  the  mines  (in  value  the  most  considerable  interest 
in  the  State)  from  taxation  renders  the  assessment  levied  upon  the  limited  taxa- 
ble property  necessarily  onerous.  For  this  reason,  and  in  order  to  relieve  the 
people,  every  article  of  property,  not  exempt,  should  be  made  to  contribute  its 
just  and  equable  proportion  to  the  support  of  the  State  Government. 

Under  present  laws,  three-fourths  only  of  the  property  designated  in  the  Ckm- 
stitution  as  the  *'  proceeds  of  the  mines,"  after  deducting  twenty  dollars  per  ton 
from  the  value  thereof,  is  taxed  for  Siale  and  County  purposes  one  dollar  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  valuation,  while  all  other  property  is  taxed,  at  its  full  valu- 
ation, one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  valuation, 
for  State  and  Territorial  purposes  alone.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  that  the  taxes 
levied  by  this  law  are  not  uniform  nor  equal,  and  that  their  payment  cannot  be 
enforced  by  legal  process. 

Nor  do  I  hesitate  to  express  the  opinion,  that  if  the  existing  Revenue  Leap  is 
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not  amended  so  as  to  conform  to  the  requirement  of  Article  Ten  (10)  of  the 
Constitution,  no  property  tax  can,  or  will  be  collected  for  the  current  Fiscal 
Year. 

In  view  of  these  considerations,  I  earnestly  hope  that  some  measure  of  taxa- 
tion, just  to  the  people,  and  equal  and  uniform  in  its  operation  throughout  the 
State,  will  be  devised,  by  the  instrumentality  of  which  the  necessary  means  may 
be  realized  to  enable  the  State  to  promptly  meet  the  existing  liabilities,  and  cur- 
rent expenses,  for  the  next  two  years.

MESSAGE   FBOM  THE   GOYERNOR.

ExECUTJVE  Department,  Carson  Citt,  > 
March  18th,  1867.  j 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  A$$emhly: 

By  reference  to  sections  ei;>ht  and  nine  of  the  ^  Enabling  Act,"  (page  37,  Stat- 
utes of  1864-5)  you  will  see  that,  unless  an  Act  be  passed  during  your  Special 
Session  on  the  subject  of  the  selection,  location,  and  sale  of  the  public  lands  granted 
to  this  State  by  the  United  States,  forty  entire  sections  (or  25,600  acres)  will  be 
wholly  lost  to  the  State.  Nor  is  this  all  the  material  loss  the  State  would  sus- 
tain if  such  measure  fail  of  consummation.  Before  the  convening  of  the  Legis- 
lature again,  in  regular  session,  much  of  the  first-class  agricultural  lands  would 
be  disposed  of  under  the  laws  of  Congress,  so  that  the  State  could  never  get  them ; 
whereas,  if  you  pass  an  Act  to  meet  the  emergency,  you  may  save  much  to  the 
State,  and  hasten  the  settlement  of  those  lands  by  desirable  population,  and 
greatly  increase  the  amount  and  value  of  taxable  property. 
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I  call  this  matter  of  legislation  to  your  attention,  that  you  may  take  such  action 
in  the  premises,  and  pass  such  Act,  as  will  subserve  the  interests  of  the  State.

An  annual  ad  valorem  tax  of  one  hundred  cents  upon  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  value  of  taxable  proj^rty  is  hereby  levied  and  directed  to  be 
collected  and  paid  for  State  purposes  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable 
property  in  this  State,  including  the  proceeds  of  mines  and  the  proceeds  of 
mining  claims,  except  such  property  as  is  by  this  Act  exempted  from  taxation. 
Seventy  cents  of  said  tax  on  all  property  other  than  proceeds  of  mines  and 
mining  claims  is  and  shall  be  held  to  be  the  same  as  that  levied  under  the  pro- 
visions of  an  Act  to  amend  an  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  authorizing  a  State  Loan 
and  levying  a  tax  to  provide  means  for  the  payment  thereof,  approved  February 
6th,  A.D.  1867  ;"  and  the  money  coming  into  the  State  Treasury  from  said  tax, 
to  the  extent  of  seventy  cents  on  all  property  except  proceeds  of  mines  and 
mining  claims,  shall  be  [applied]  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  bonds  provided  to  be  issued  by  the  last  mentioned  Act.  Twenty- 
five  cents  of  the  one  hundred  cents,  other  than  the  tax  of  [on]  the  proceeds  of 
the  mines  and  mining  claims,  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  Terri- 
torial indebtedness,  funded  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  entitled  ''  An  Act  to 
provide  for  carrying  out  in  part  the  provisions  of  Section  7,  Article  17,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  approved  February  14th,  1865,"  which 
shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  extinguishment  of  such  funded  debt.  Five 
cents  of  the  one  hundred  cents  by  this  Act  levied  on  the  proceeds  of  mines  and 
mining  claims  is  hereby  set  apart  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  State 
University  and  Common  Schools ;  and  ninety-five  cents  of  the  one  hundred 
cents  levied  on  the  proceeds  of  mines  and  mining  claims  is  hereby  set  apart  for 
general  revenue  purposes. 

Sec.  2.  Section  two  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Sec  2.  The  Boards  of  County  Commissioners  of  each  county  shall,  prior  to 
the  first  Monday  of  April  of  each  year,  cause  to  be  prepared  suitable  and  well- 
bound  books  for  the  use  of  the  Assessor,  in  which  the  County  Assessor  shall 
enter  his  Tax  List  and  Assessment  Roll  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  in  which 
list  and  assessment  roll  shall  be  assessed  and  included  all  taxes  levied  by 
authority  of  law  for  county  purposes.  Said  books  shall  contain  suitable  printed 
beads,  and  be  ruled  to  conform  with  the  form  of  the  Assessment  Roll  as  provided 
by  this  Act. 

Section  ninety-nine  of  said  Act  is  hereby  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows : 
Section  99.  All  ores  and  minerals  shall  be  assessed  for  purposes  of  taxation 
for  State  and  County  purposes,  at  their  value,  when  severed  from  the  mine  and 
deposited  on  the  surface ;  and  to  determine  the  value  of  ores  containing  gold  and 
silver,  or  either,  the  Assessor  shall  deduct  from  the  gross  yield  of  such  ores 
when  the  same  are  worked  by  the  common  process  without  washing,  the  sum  of 
eighteen  dollars  per  ton ;  and  when  worked  by  the  Freiburg,  or  roasting  process, 
or  by  smelting  process,  the  sum  of  forty  dollars  per  ton. 

Section  117  of  said  Act  is  hereby  amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  117.     The  revenue  arising  from  the  tax  of  one  hundred  cents  on  the 

valuation  of  the  proceeds  of  mines  and  mining  claims  as  fixed  in  this  statute 

shall  be  paid  into  the  County  Treasury  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  State,  to 

be  appropriated  as  in  this  Act  provided,  and  by  the  County  Treasurer  shall  be

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paid  over  to  the  State  Treasurer,  as  he  is  directed  and  required  by  law  to  paj 
over  other  moneys  belonging  to  the  State.

To  the  Hon.  O.  N.  Notewoare^i  Secretary  of  State,  State  of  Nevada : 

I  herewith  deposit  with  you  Senate  Bill  No.  96,  entitled  "An  Act  making 
the  Compensation  ,of  the  Hon.  John  Cradlebaugh,  late  United  States  District 
Judge,  the  same  as  was  paid  to  each  of  the  late  Judges  of  the  Territory  of  Ne- 
vada," without  approval. 

By  Act  of  March  2d,  1861,  Congress  fixed  the  salaries  of  the  United  States 
Judges  of  Nevada  at  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  By  Act  of  Decem- 
ber 19th,  1862,  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  increased 
their  salaries  four  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  so  that  from  the  United  States 
and  the  Territory,  the  Territorial  Judges  received  in  all  a  salary  of  six  thou- 
sand dollars  each.  This  bill  proposes  that  the  State  of  Nevada  shall  now  pay 
the  Hon.  John  Cradlebaugh,  for  services  rendered  as  United  States  Judge  of 
Utah,  a  sum  per  annum  equal  to  the  difference  ($3,500)  between  the  amount 
($2,500)  paid  him  by  the  United  States  and  the  salary  ($6,000)  paid  to  each 
of  the  Judges  of  Nevada  Territory. 

During  the  years  1859,  1860,  and  a  portion  of  1861,  the  Hon.  John  Cradle- 
baugh held  commission  as  a  Federal  Judge,  within  and  for  the  Territory  of 
Utah.  At  the  date  of  his  appointment  and  commission  by  Act  of  Congress  then 
in  force,  his  salary  was  fixed  at  $2,500  per  annum.  He  therefore  took  the 
office  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  with  full  knowledge  of  the 
compensation  to  be  received.     He  agreed  to  serve  the  United  States  and  the 
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people  of  Utah  Territorj  for  the  salary  fixed  bj  law — at  his  option  contioaed 
to  hold  the  office,  and  actually  received  the  compensation  fixed  and  agreed  upon. 
($2,500)  per  annum,  may  or  may  not  have  been  an  adequate  compensation  for 
the  services  rendered ;  but  from  the  voluntary  acceptance  of  the  office  by  the 
incumbent,  and  his  voluntary  continuance  in  office  at  that  salary,  it  would  seem 
to  have  been  considered  adequate  at  the  time.  But  whether  the  compensation 
received  was  adequate  or  not,  it  must  be  apparent  that  the  Hon.  John  Cradle- 
baugh  has  no  claim,  legal  or  equitable,  against  the  State  of  Nevada,  for  increased 
compensation  as  United  States  Judge  of  Utah. 

The  Act  of  March  2d,  1861,  organizing  Nevada  Territory,  determined  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Hon.  John  Cradlebaugh,  as  a  Federal  Judge,  over  or  wilhm 
the  new  organization.  He  was  at  no  time  a  Judge  of  Nevada  Territory.  He 
rendered  no  service ;  he  has  no  legal  claim  against  the  State.  His  demand  is 
not  a  debt  or  liability  of  the  Territory  of  Nevada  lawfully  incurred,  and  was 
not  therefore  assumed  or  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  State  in  virtue  of  Section  7, 
of  Article  17,  of  the  State  Constitution. 

It  is  true  in  the  division  of  Utah  into  Judicial  Districts,  it  was  his  fortune  to 
be  assigned  to  Carson  County,  out  of  which  the  present  State  of  Nevada  was 
carved ;  but  Carson  County  did  not  agree  to  pay  him  additional  compenfiatioDr 
nor  did  the  Territory  of  Utah  agree  to  pay  additional  compensation  for  the  ser- 
vices rendered ;  and  if  the  Territory  had  so  agreed,  it  would  have  become  a 
legitimate  claim  against  Utah,  and  not  against  the  State  of  Nevada. 

The  bill  proposes  that  the  State  of  Nevada  shall  pay  the  Hon.  John  Cradle- 
baugh ($3,500)  per  annum  increased  compensation,  for  services  rendered  tl^ 
United  States  as  a  Federal  Judge  at  a  time  prior  to  the  existence  of  Nevada 
Territory.  In  my  opinion  the  demand  is  neither  just  nor  legal.  In  my  opinion 
the  financial  condition  of  the  State  will  not  warrant  such  donations  of  money,  no 
matter  how  worthy  the  donee. 

Nor  is  the  sum  proposed  to  be  given  the  most  forcible  argument  against  the 
bill.  The  precedent  it  proposes  to  establish  is  by  far  more  dangerous  and  hurt- 
ful than  the  amount  donated.  The  officers  of  Utah  Territory  were  not  less  the 
officers  of  Carson  County  than  of  other  Counties  within  that  Territorial  juris- 
diction. Their  services  were  rendered  not  less  to  the  people  of  Carson  County 
than  to  the  people  of  other  Counties  in  that  Territory.  If  relief  may  be 
granted  to  the  Hon.  John  Cradlebaugh,  why  may  not  it  be  granted  equally  to 
other  officers  whose  compensation  was  less  than  that  subsec^uently  paid  by  the 
Territory  of  Nevada  to  her  officers  ?  Why,  with  still  greater  propriety,  may 
not  the  United  States  officers  for  the  Territory  of  Nevada,  one  and  all,  demand 
increased  compensation  for  services  rendered  as  such  officers,  upon  the  theorj. 
notoriously  true,  that  for  the  first  years  of  the  Territorial  existence  their  salaries 
provided  by  law  were  insufficient?  Why,  especially,  may  not  the  Judges  first 
appointed,  af\er  the  organization  of  the  Territory,  at  a  salary  of  $1,800  per 
annum,  demand  relief  at  the  rate  of  $4,200  per  annum  for  the  period  interven- 
ing between  their  appointment  and  December  19th,  1862  ?  And  how,  if  the 
precedent  be  once  established,  can  we  reasonably  or  justly  deny  the  relief? 

In  consideration  of  these  objections,  much  as  I  may  personally  desire  to  re- 
ward a  worthy  and  faithful  officer,  I  cannot  approve  the  bill.  You  will  dispose 
of  it  as  directed  by  Section  35,  of  Article  4,  of  the  Constitution.

Sec.  2  of  this  bill  provides  in  terms  that  the  Board  of  Examiners  shall  regard 
as  just  demands  all  amounts  which  the  Senate  and  Assembly  have,  by  resolution, 
ordered  paid  out  of  their  respective  "  Contingent  Funds,"  remaining  unpaid  at 
the  close  of  the  late  session,  thus  depriving  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  any  dis- 
cretion in  the  premises,  and  expressly  legalizing  all  demands,  whether  just  or 
not,  which  may  have  received  the  approval,  by  resolution  merely,  of  either  branch 
of  the  Legislature. 
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The  unfaimefis  of  this  is  apparent  upon  its  face.  Its  purpose  cannot  be  mis- 
taken. Its  object  and  effect  would  compel  the  payment  of  '^  extra  pay/'  voted 
to  attaches,  in  direct  violation  of  the  Constitution.

1st.  The  Constitution,  Section  33,  Article  4,  contemplates  that  members  shall 
provide  themselves  with  stationery,  etc,  and  that  the  State  shall  pay  to  each 
member  in  lieu  of  stationery,  etc.,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $60  actadUy  expended 
for  those  purposes.  This  bill  provides  that  members  shall  be  furnished  statioih 
ery  by  the  State,  without  limit  in  quantity,  and  makes  no  provision  that  the 
amount  furnished  shall  be  deducted  from  the  allowance  made  by  the  Constitution. 

2d.  This  bill  does  not  provide  that  the  Sergeants-at-Arms  of  the  respectire 
Houses  shall  be  responsible  to  the  State  for  stationery  furnished,  nor  that  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms  shall  pay  to  the  State  or  to  any  officer  for  the  use  of  the 
State  any  money  received  from  members  for  stationery. 

Deeming  this  bill  insufficiently  guarded,  and  as  not  meeting  the  necessities  of 
the  case,  I  cannot  approve  it.

Mr.  Monroe,  from  Special  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  subject  of 
the  propriety  of  purchasing  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  a  capitol  and 
other  State  jpurposes,  reported  that  they  had  had  the  same  under  consideratioD, 
and  find  as  follows :  The  present  buildings  used  for  the  above  purposes  cost  the 
State  the  sum  of  $6,650  per  annum,  or  for  the  next  six  years  the  sum  of  $39,900, 
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and  that  the  accommodationg  are  inadequate  and  unfit  for  the  use  of  the  State. 
The  repairs  on  the  rooms  and  charge  for  storage  of  the  furniture  of  the 
Senate  and  Assembly  Chambers  cost  about  $1,000  per  annum.  Suitable  build- 
ings can  be  bought  that  wiU  accommodate  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  and 
all  the  State  officers,  at  a  price  that  will  save  to  the  State,  during  the  next  six 
years,  about  $29,000.  That  Section  1,  Article  15,  of  the  State  Constitution 
reads  as  follows :  '*  The  seat  of  Government  shall  be  at  Carson  City,  but  no  ap- 
propriation for  the  erection  or  purchase  of  capitol  buildings  shall  be  made  during 
the  next  three  years."  The  Committee  believe  that  a  bill  could  be  drawn  that 
would  obviate  this  constitutional  objection  and  secure  the  object  desired,  and  that 
is,  by  leasing  the  same,  and  conferring  the  power  to  buy  afler  the  first  of 
November  next,  when  this  clause  in  the  Constitution  ceases  to  be  in  force  ;  and, 
should  the  Governor  think  best  not  to  call  the  attention  of  the  present  session  to 
the  subject  of  a  purchase  of  such  buildings  on  constitutional  grounds,  then  we 
would  recommend  that  the  buildings  spoken  of  be  leased,  which  would  bring  all 
the  State  offices  conveniently  together,  and  save  the  State  a  large  amount  in  the  re- 
duction of  rent.

Mr.  Haines,  from  Committee  of  Free  Conference^  submitted  the  following 
report: 

Mr,  Prendent : 

The  undersigned,  your  Committee,  having  been  named  to  meet  a  correspond- 
ing number  on  behalf  of  the  House,  and  to  confer  in  free  conference  upon  mat- 
ters of  disagreement  existing  between  the  two  Houses  in  relation  to  Assembly  Bill 
No.  5,  '^An  Act  supplementary  to  an  Act  entitled  ^  An  Act  to  provide  Revenue  for 
the  Support  of  the  Government  of  the  State  of  Nevada,'  approved  March  9th, 
1865,  and  providing  for  levying  and  collecting  Revenue  for  County  purposes, 
and  further  prescribing  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
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missioners  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  relative  thereto/'  heg  leave 
respectfully  to  report  the  following  proceedings  and  results  of  that  conference : 

On  meeting  for  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  House  Committee  submitted 
to  the  Conference  the  following  propositions,  viz  :  First — To  strike  out  all  of 
the  second  proviso  in  Section  One  of  said  bill,  and  adopt  in  lieu  thereof,  in  the 
first  proviso  to  said  section,  a  uniform  basis  of  taxation  of  eightj-seven  and  a  half 
cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  valuation  of  all  taxable  property,  includ- 
ing proceeds  of  the  mines.  This  modification  was  claimed  by  the  Assembly 
Committee  as  being  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  Ten  of  the 
Constitution.  The  proposition  was  opposed  by  the  members  of  your  Committee, 
and  after  much  discussion,  the  Assembly  Committee  abandoned  it. 

Second — ^The  Committee  then  from  the  House  proposed  to  retain  the  basis  of 
taxation  as  contemplated  by  the  bill,  but  to  so  change  the  amendment  proposed 
by  the  Senate,  as  to  impose  a  rate  of  taxation  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  valuation  of  all  taxable  property  other  than 
the  proceeds  of  mines  as  contemplated  in  the  first  proviso  to  section  one,  and 
thirty-seven  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  valuation  of  the  proceeds  of 
mines.     This  proposition  we  could  not  agree  to,  and  it  was  therefore  abandoned. 

Your  Committee  then  insisted,  in  view  of  the  impending  difficulties  and  em- 
barrassments to  our  State,  which  would  inevitably  grow  out  of  a  failure  of  agree- 
ment between  the  two  Houses,  upon  this  all-important  question,  that  the  House 
should  concur  in  the  Senate  amendments.  And  your  Committee  are  most 
happy  in  being  able  to  report  that  the  House  Committee  agreed  to  make  a 
report  in  favor  of  the  House  concurring  in  Senate  amendments,  and  if  the  As- 
sembly indorse  iuch  report,  and  adopt  the  Senate  amendments  to  the  bill,  no 
further  action  will  be  necessary  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.

ble property  for  State  purposes ;  provided^  however,  that  when  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  levy  any  tax  they  shall  cause  such  levy  to  be  entered  on 
the  records  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  direct  their  clerk  to  deliver  a  certified 
copy  thereof  to  the  Auditor,  Assessor,  and  Treasurer,  each  of  whom  shall  file  said 
copy  in  his  office..  The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  each  county  shall 
apportion  the  revenues  coming  into  the  County  Treasury,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  after  deducting  the  four  per  cent  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the 
Trea8ur3r's  Salary  Fund,  into  such  Funds  as  are  now  or  hereafler  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law ;  provided^  that  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  to  set  aside  such  portion  of  all  the  revenues  of  the  county,  to  create 
a  Redemption  Fund  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  indebtedness,  as  is  pro- 
vided by  any  law  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed.  The  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  annually,  to 
levy  and  collect  such  additional  and  special  taxes  as  the  statutes  or  laws  of 
this  State  may  authorize  and  require  them  to  levy  and  collect. 

Also,  amend  section  7  of  bill  as  follows :  Strike  out  ^*  one  hundred  cents^*^ 
and  insert  ^'  seventy-five  cents."

From  information  deemed  reliable,  Congress  has  amended  the  Act  having 
relation  to  the  procurement  of  titles  to  town  lots  in  this  State,  which  is  above 
cited,  in  such  manner  as  renders  necessary  corresponding  amendments  to  our 
State  law,  whereby  we  may  be  enabled  to  secure  the  benefits  of  the  Federal 
Act. 

I  therefore  recommend  to  your  consideration,  such  needed  amendments  to 
the  Act  first  cited,  page  54,  Statutes  1866,  as  will  fully  secure  the  benefits 
of  the  amendatory  Act  of  Congress,  and  such  other  Acts  in  relation  to  the 
same  subject  matter  as  may  be  passed  hereafter  by  Federal  authority. 

I  herewith  transmit  communications  Nos.  1  and  2,  from  the  Controller  to 
myself,  and  call  to  your  attention  the  respective  matters  of  needed  legislation  in 
them  specified,  that  you  may  act  as  you  deem  proper  in  the  premises.

The  above  estimates  do  not  include  the  principal  and  interest  on  outstanding 
Territorial  Bonds,  Soldiers'  Bounty  Warrants,  or  the  School  Funds,  they  being 
or  to  be  provided  for  by  special  taxes.  The  estimates  are  based,  so  far  as  ^^ 
ceipts  are  concerned,  upon  the  present  laws  in  relation  to  revenue ;  and  none  of 
the  various  propositions  mooted — such  as  a  tax  upon  bullion  or  crude  amalgsffit 
a  tax  upon  Mongolians,  thousands  of  whom  will  soon  be  brought  within  the  State 
by  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  moneys  to  be  derived  from  the  sate 
of  lands — are  taken  into  the  account. 

In  computing  the  property  tax,  the  assessable  wealth  of  the  State  is  placed  at 
$16,000,000  for  the  third  fiscal  year,  $20,000,000  for  the  fourth,  and  $24,000,000 
for  the  fifth.  It  is  believed  that  the  rapid  progress  of  the  Pacific  Railrocui,  whidi 
will  doubtless  entirely  cross  our  State  before  the  expiration  of  the  fifth  fiscal  year, 
will  increase  the  taxable  property  far  more  than  is  estimated. 

The  stamp  tax  varies  but  little  from  year  to  year,  and  is  estimated  at  the  ssme 
figure  for  each  year. 

The  poll  tax  is  estimated  $5,000  higher  for  the  fourth  fiscal  year,  when  a 
general  election  will  be  held.  Experience  has  shown  that  the  collection  of  the 
tax  under  the  Registry  Law,  in  years  when  general  elections  are  held,  prodncei 
much  more  satisfactory  results  than  attained  in  other  years  by  the  Assessois. 

The  capitation  tax,  it  is  thought,  will  increase,  as  estimated,  as  the  advance  of 
the  railroad  renders  travel  more  easy  and  convenient 

It  is  also  believed  that  the  mining  tax  would  increase  somewhat,  even  if  the 
provisions  of  the  present  Revenue  Law  in  relation  thereto  remain  in  force.  The 
yield  of  the  Comstock  has  considerably  increased  the  past  six  months,  and  there 
are  fair  prospects  that  it  will  continue  to  improve.  The  Counties  of  Lander  and 
Nye  also  promise  a  much  greater  yield  in  the  future. 

In  the  calculations  in  regard  to  the  probable  expenditures,  the  amoant 
of  the  outstanding  bonds  of  1866  — $140,000  — and  of  unpaid  Controller's 
warrants — $60,000 — ^is  included  in  the  estimate  for  the  third  fiscal  year.  For 
the  fourth  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  $50,000  is  deducted — there  being  no  Session  of 
the  Legislature.  For  the  fifth  fiscal  year  the  same  amount  is  retained.  In  the 
estimate  no  calculation  is  made  for  the  interest  ceased  by  bonds  being  redeemed, 
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but  the  figures  include  an  annual  interest  of  $45,000  for  the  three  years.  With- 
out doubt  a  large  part  of  the  bonds  will  be  retired  within  that  time ;  and  to  the 
extent  of  the  interest  thereon  the  estimates  of  expenditures  will  be  too  large. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark  here,  that  the  estimates  throughout  are  made  on  a 
purely  coin  basis. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  even  at  the  low  estimates  of  receipts  and  the  high  ones 
for  expenditure  here  presented,  the  State  will,  at  the  expiration  of  three  years 
from  date,  not  only  be  free  from  debt,  save  territorial  obligations  and  Soldiers' 
Bounty  claims,  but  have  in  the  Greneral  Fund  the  handsome  sum  of  $98,000.

REPORT. 


The  Joint  Committee,  composed  of  the  Committee  on  State  Prison,  from  the 
Senate,  and  State  Institutiond,  from  the  Assembly,  who  were  directed  by  con- 
current resolution  to  visit  and  make  a  thorough  examination  relative  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  State  Prison,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the  same  are 
conducted,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

SANITABY  CONDITION. 

Your  Committee  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  the  Prison  in  a  satisfac- 
tory sanitary  condition.  There  is  no  sickness  among  the  prisoners  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  nor  has  any  prevailed  to  any  great  extent  during  the  past  year. 

The  Prison  is  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  wholesome  condition ;  the  inmates  are 
comfortably  and  warmly  clothed,  and  the  food  furnished  them  is  of  an  excellent 
quality. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  some  improvement  should  be  made  in  the 
matter  of  ventilation,  by  providing  gi*ated  doors  for  the  cells  already  constructed 
and  now  in  use,  and  for  those  about  to  be  constructed. 

•While  all  other  arrangements  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  pris- 
oners are  as  perfect  as  could  be  desired,  it  is  certainly  to  be  hoped  that  this  one, 
Tirhich  would  perhaps  conduce  more  than  all  others  to  their  health  and  comfort, 
should  not  be  neglected.  The  arrangements  are  not  yet  completed  which  were 
designed  to  supply  the  Prison  with  water  for  bathing  purposes.  There  was  not 
sufficient  money  to  carry  out  the  original  plan,  and  your  Committee  recommend 
that  the  work  be  completed  as  soon  as  possible,  as  a  sanitary  measure.  The 
supply  of  water  is  abundant,  and  only  a  small  outlay  is  necessary  to  complete 
the  plans  heretofore  projected. 

BUILDING. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  building,  twenty-two  (22)  by  seventy-six  (76) 
feet,  has  been  completed  in  the  rear  of  the  main  prison  building.  It  is  substan- 
tially constructed,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  properly  secured  against  the 
escape  of  prisoners^  It  is  divided  into  two  apartments  by  a  wall  thirty  (30)  feet 
from  the  east  end,  and  is  intended  as  a  kitchen,  and  the  other  portion  for  a  pris- 
oners' dining  room.  We  would  recommend  that  an  addition  be  erected  on  the 
'west  end  of  this  building,  of  the  same  width  and  forty-one  (41)  feet  in  length, 
ivhich  would  extend  it  to  the  end  of  the  Territorial  addition  (now  in  use  as  a 
dining  and  cell  room).  This  would  afford  room  for  thirty-two  (32)  new  cells, 
in  case  the  necessity  for  the  same  should  arise. 
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KEW  CELLS. 

Your  Committee  would  hIso  recommend  the  erection  of  sixteen  (16)  new  cells 
as  soon  as  practicable.  Eight  (8)  of  them  should  be  located  in  the  Territorial 
addition,  opposite  those  already  erected,  and  the  other  eight  (8)  in  the  proposed 
new  building,  against  the  south  wall  of  the  Territorial  addition.  Bj  this  arrange- 
ment none  of  the  cells  thus  constructed  would  be  connected  with  the  outer  walls, 
there  being  a  passage-way  for  the  guard  entirely  around  them,  which  would  add 
greatly  to  the  security  of  the  Prison.  The  rock  for  eight  (8)  new  cells  is  now 
quarried  and  dressed.  We  would  advise  that  no  further  improvementa  be  made 
within  the  walls  of  the  old  buildings,  the  outer  walls  of  which  are  very  weak  and 
insecure,  requiring  extra  vigilance  to  prevent  the  escape  of  prisoners. 

BEPAIBS  NEEDED. 

The  east  end  of  the  main  building,  lower  floor,  now  used  as  an  officers'  diDinf 
room,  offices,  store  room  and  Warden's  quarters,  is  scarcely  habitable,  and  need« 
lathing  and  plastering  throughout ;  nearly  all  the  plastering^  which  waa  done  al 
an  early  day,  ha<)  crumbled  and  fallen ;  some  of  the  partitions  are  of  adobe  brkk, 
and  others,  which  are  simply  posts  and  studs,  canvased,  are  rotting  with  age 
and  damp.  These  partitions  should  be  made  permanent  in  order  to  support 
the  upper  story  of  the  building,  the  weight  of  which  is  now  almost  entirely  sap- 
ported  by  the  outside  walls.  The  east  (end)  wall  is  badly  cracked,  and  the  State 
will  be  saved  expense  in  rebuilding  the  same  if  the  necessary  improvement  is 
soon  made. 

,  We  would  also  recommend  that,  as  soon  as  it  can  be  done  consistently,  the 
barn  be  removed  and  rebuilt,  as  it  now  stands  in  such  a  position,  apart  from  the 
main  building,  as  to  require  extra  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  oiiicers  to  keep 
the  prisoners  in  view,  working  in  that  part  of  the  yard.  Workshops  should  be 
built  as  soon  as  possible,  and  we  would  suggest  that  when  plans  for  the  same  are 
finally  determined  on,  the  stable  should  be  made  part  of  the  same  building,  as 
by  this  arrangement  the  guards  can  be  more  advantageously  placed  while  on  duty. 

WALL. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  a  substantial  wall,  to  sarround  the 
Prison,  be  commenced  at  an  early  day.  Such  an  improvement  is  much  needed, 
and  while  contributing  to  the  security  of  the  Prison,  it  would  also  lessen  the  ex- 
pense now  incurred  for  police  force. 

Your  Committee  would  urge  in  favor  of  pushing  forward  these  improTements : 
the  State  has  no  contracts  at  the  present  time  from  which  any  revenue  can  be  de- 
rived from  the  labor  of  prisoners,  and  they  will  consequently  remain,  in  a  mea^ 
ure,  unemployed,  unless  employed  on  these  works.  The  additional  expense 
that  would  be  incurred  by  the  State  in  completing  these  improvements,  woold  be 
slight  in  comparison  to  the  benefits  that  would  arise  from  them.  All  that  wooM 
be  required  in  addition  to  the  labor  of  the  prisoners,  would  be  the  purchase  of 
lime  and  sand,  and  the  employment  of  one  or  two  mechanics  to  supervise  the 
work. 

It  is  certainly  to  be  regretted  that  the  Prison  is  so  located  that  the  labor  oC 
the  prisoners  affords  no  material  revenue  to  the  State,  and  it  is  only  by  improve- 
ments upon  the  Prison  itself,  that  such  labor  can  be  made  of  any  benefit. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  with 
those  superintending  the  construction  of  the  United  States  Branch  Mint,  to  fur- 
nish rock  for  that  institution. 
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TOOLS  BSQUIBED. 


Year  Committee  find  that  many  additions  are  needed  to  the  supply  of  tools 
used  in  the  varioas  branches  of  business  now  being  carried  on,  viz :  quarrymen, 
stone-cutters,  carpenter,  blacksmith,  and  shoemaker. 


MATERIAL,  ETTG. 


All  the  shoes  and  uniform  clothing  required,  are  manufactured  by  the  prison- 
ers. The  material  for  the  uniform  is  bought  directly  from  the  manufacturer, 
and  it  would  be  a  considerable  saving  to  the  State  if  other  material  used  in  the 
several  departments  of  labor,  were  bought  in  San  Francisco. 


DIBCSPUNK 

Tour  Committee  found  the  Prison  in  an  excellent  state  of  discipline,  and  have 
no  suggestions  to  make  in  regard  to  the  same. 

APPBOFBIATION. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  proposed  improvements,  and  furnish  the  Warden 
with  sufficient  funds  to  purchase  supplies  at  all  times  for  cash,  your  Committee 
would  recommend  a  liberal  appropriation  to  the  State  Prison  Fund,  for  the  next 
two  years.  A  balance  of  $3,483  ,98,  reported  by  the  late  Warden  as  remaining 
in  the  State  Prison  Fund  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1866,  reverted  on  or 
about  the  first  day  of  January,  1867,  to  the  General  Fund.  Your  Committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation  of  $70,000  should  be  made  for  the  en- 
suing two  years. 

OFFICEBS. 

We  find  that  the  number  of  officers  and  guards  employed  by  J.  S.  Slingerland 
(the  present  Warden)  are  necessary  for  the  care  and  safety  of  the  prisoners  un- 
der his  charge,  while  the  same  force  would  effectually  guard  and  control  a  greater 
number. 

As  the  Prison  is  situated,  with  its  imperfect  securities  for  the  prevention  of 
escapes,  constant  vigilance  is  required  on  the  part  of  all  of  the  officers  connected 
with  the  Prison. 

W^e  also  submit  a  full  and  complete  inventory,  as  near  as  the  same  could  be 
obtained,  of  all  the  material,  supplies,  etc,  remaining  on  hand  on  the  dth  day 
of  January,  1867.

BEFORE  THE  SENATE  AND  ASSEMBLY,  IN  JOINT  CONVENTION. 


SECOND  INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 


DELIVERED  JANUARY  8th,  1867. 


Fellow  Citizens: 

Upon  again  taking  the  official  oath  as  your  Executive,  and  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  that  responsible  office  for  the  next  four  years,  it  is  becoming  that  I  re- 
turn my  grateful  acknowledgments  to  a  confiding  constituency,  and  assure  them 
that,  in  the  future  as  in  the  past,  my  earnest  efforts  shall  be  to  do  my  whole  duty. 
When  first  inaugurated,  Nevada  had  been  a  member  of  the  Federal  Union  but 
one  month.  Many  then  doubted  our  ability  to  maintain  separate  State  or- 
ganization, and  sincerely  questioned  the  wisdom  and  policy  of  the  step.  Hap- 
pily, I  may  now  congratulate  the  people  upon  the  disappearance  of  these  doubts, 
upon  the  certain  and  permanent  success  of  the  State,  and  upon  the  great  pro- 
gress made  in  the  discovery  and  development  of  our  mineral  and  other 
resources. 

The  visionary  schemes  of  speculation  which  distempered  and  well  nigh  ruined 
the  legitimate  business  of  the  people,  have  given  place  to  more  healthy  and 
permaneut  existence  ;  and  now  every  department  of  labor  and  all  branches  of 
industry  are  conducted  with  system,  economy,  and  profit.  The  blind  reliance 
upon  fortune  or  chance,  which  at  first  characterized  so  many  of  our  citizens — 
the  delusion  that  the  possession  of  an  undeveloped  mining  daim  was,  in  itself, 
a  certain  guarantee  of  exhaustless  wealth — ^have  given  place  to  the  conscious- 
ness that  development  will  alone  insure  results.  And  now,  stimulated  by  the 
certain  knowledge  of  the  permanence  and  value  of  our  mines,  honest  labor  and 
determined  effort  are  everywhere  seen. 

Mining  has  become  systematized,  science  and  invention  are  brought  to  the  aid 
of  labor,  and  a  business  once  considered  speculative  and  hazardous  has  become 
legitimate  and  safe.  In  the  past  year  much  larger  quantities  of  the  prec- 
ious metals  were  taken  from  our  older  mines  than  that  preceding.  The  devel- 
opments made  in  the  new  districts  are  more  than  satisfactory.  In  some  locali- 
ties, where  twelve  months  ago  minerals  were  not  supposed  to  exist  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  be  worthy  of  attention,  mines  of  great  value  have  been  discovered, 
and  from  some  of  them  large  amounts  of  bullion  have  been  received.  We  may 
reasonably  expect  during  the  ensuing  year  new  and  more  valuable  discoveries, 
greater  developments,  and  increased  products.  Our  mines,  though  permanent, 
extensive,  and  rich,  are  not  our  only  source  of  wealth.  Our  agricultural  lands 
are  productive,  and  gradually  being  occupied,  improved,  and  cultivated.    The 


time  is  not  far  distant  when  we  may  confidently  expect  them  to  yield  an  abnod- 
ance  for  home  demands. 

To  render  all  our  natural  resources  fully  available,  railroad  commanication 
is  indispensable.  It  is  encouraging,  indeed,  to  know  that  this  necessity  is  being 
supplied  by  the  rapid  approach  of  the  Central  Pacific  from  the  west  and  the 
Union  Pacific  from  the  east.  The  energy  and  perseverance  displayed  by  the 
former  company  in  pushing  forward  their  work,  is  highly  commendable.  I  am 
credibly  informed — and  congratulate  you  thereupon — that  it  is  their  intention 
to  complete  their  road  to  a  point  some  twenty  miles  within  our  borders  during 
the  coming  summer,  thus  affording  us  cheap  and  speedy  transportation  to  and 
from  tide  water. 

What  has  already  been  accompliBhed  by  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
has  materially  shortened  the  time  necessary  for  communication  between  as  and 
the  East ;  and  from  the  energy  displayed  by  both,  I  doubt  not  that  within  three 
years  we  will  communicate  with  the  Atlantic  by  this  mode.  When  this  grett 
work  shall  have  been  completed,  new  and  more  profitable  fields  of  industry  and 
enterprise  will  be  opened ;  the  tide  of  material  prosperity,  in  all  its  departments, 
will  pour  in  upon  us ;  immigration,  now  retarded  by  the  present  expensive  and 
tedious  means  of  transit,  will  be  vastly  increased,  multiplying  the  number  of  our 
farmers,  mechanics,  laborers,  and  all  classes  of  citizens  so  essential  to  the  devel- 
opment of  the  country. 

Then  will  society  become  more  permanent  and  elevated — our  people  be, 
and  feel  that  they  are,  surrounded  by  the  associations,  comforts,  and  ties  of 
home. 

I  congratulate  you  upon  the  increased  morality  of  the  State,  and  the  ad- 
vanced condition  of  our  system  of  public  instruction.  The  higher  standard  of 
morals  attained ;  the  rapid  advancement  of  our  youth  in  all  the  departments  of 
useful  knowledge ;  the  disappearance  of  many  of  the  vices  prevalent  during  the 
first  years  of  our  history  ^  the  impartial  enforcement  and  prompt  execution  of 
the  laws  by  those  in  authority ;  and  the  cheerful  and  almost  universal  obedienoe 
rendered  by  the  citizen,  form  a  pleasing  contrast  with  the  past,  and  afford  us 
matter  of  just  pride  and  special  congratulation.  Continued  fidelity  upon  the  part 
of  those  filling  the  places  of  public  trust,  continued  obedience  upon  the  part  of 
the  people,  and  united  effort  upon  the  part  of  both,  cannot  fiedl  to  promote  the 
happiness  and  insure  the  general  prosperity  of  alL 

Since  the  admission  of  Nevada  into  the  Union,  great  events  have  passed  to 
the  pages  of  our  nation's  history,  the  most  momentous  of  which  is  its  triumph 
over  armed  rebellion  in  its  efforts  to  destroy  the  Grovemment  and  subvert  its 
authority.  Peace  has  been  measurably  restored  throughout  our  borders — actual 
war  having  ceased.  The  instruments  of  warfare  have  been  exchanged  for  im- 
plements of  husbandry.  A  pleasing  hope  of  lasting  tranquillity  has  lighted  again 
thousands  of  firesides,  lately  stricken  and  made  desolate  by  sanguinary  stnfe ; 
and  notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the  ordeal  through  which  we  have  passed, 
the  final  triumph  of  Republican  institutions  is  sure,  and  the  name  Americak 
encircled  by  a  brighter  halo  of  glory  than  ever  before. 

But  it  is  a  source  of  intense  mortification  to  every  patriot  that  such  a  wide 
difference  of  opinion  and  policy  existed  between  the  Executive  and  Legislative 
branches  of  the  General  Gk)vemment  when  the  country  was  just  emerging  from  the 
throes  of  war,  when  questions  were  pending  more  vital  to  the  nation  than  at  any 
previous  period,  and  when  the  peculiar  exigencies  of  the  times  demand  unity 
of  purpose^  the  exercise  of  the  soundest  judgment,  and  the  adoption  of  the 
wisest  policy  statesmen  could  devise. 

Could  they  thus  widely  differ  upon  questions  involving  the  recoBstniction  and 
the  future  destiny  of  the  Union,  unless  one  or  the  other  was  intent  upon  the 


sacrifice  of  some  fundamental  principle,  indispensable  to  the  security  of  the 
Grovemment  ?  In  this  connection,  I  can  but  justify  and  commend  the  action 
and  the  policy  of  the  late  Congress,  while  I  regretfully  disapprove  that  of  the 
President. 

The  former,  prompted  by  a  spirit  of  fidelity  to  principle  and  patriotic  devotion 
to  the  whole  country,  earnestly  endeavored  to  reunite  it  upon  terms  just  and 
equitable  to  all. 

The  latter,  seeming  to  forget  that  Congress  were  the  immediate  representa- 
tives of  the  people,  having  the  right  to  devise  and  adopt  measures  other  than 
such  as  he  might  originate  or  personally  approve,  vainly  endeavored  to  thwart 
the  will  of  the  people  by  the  immediate  restoration  of  treason  to  power,  without 
the  exaction  of  sufficient  guarantees  for  the  future  safety  of  the  Republic. 

But  Congress  with  firmness  maintained  its  legitimate  prerogative,  carried  out  its 
policy  to  the  extent  of  its  authority,  and  the  results  of  the  recent  elections  show 
that  the  people — the  final  arbiters  between  them — ^have  decided  against  the 
theories  of  the  President,  and  ratified  the  views  of  Congress.  Thus  have  they 
evinced  their  wisdom,  given  proof  of  their  fidelity  and  patriotism,  and  furnished 
the  world  with  yet  another  assurance  of  man's  capacity  for  self-government  and 
of  the  permanency  and  worth  of  Republican  Institutions.  I  have  faith  in  the 
Congress  of  the  people.  I  believe  they  will  complete  the  work  so  nobly  begun. 
I  believe  they  will  reconstruct  these  dissevered  States  upon  a  broader  and  more 
permanent  foundation,  re-unite  the  people  by  ties  of  closer  intimacy  and  more 
enduring  friendship,  and  restore  the  Union  with  more  than  its  former  dignity 
and  splendor  upon  principles  of  Universal  Liberty,  Justice,  and  Humanity. 

For  these  blessed  hopes  and  reassuring  prospects,  let  us  be  ever  grateful  to 
Him  '^  in  whose  hands  nations  are  as  men." 
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those  lately  in  rebellion  to  their  forfeited  lives  and  estates  and  dothe  Uiem  again 
with  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  dignity  of  American  citizens. 

Can  a  victorious  nation,  jealous  of  its  honor  and  vigilant  of  its  liber^,  exact 
less  ?  Can  conquered  rebels  reasonably  expect  more  ?  Borne  hurled  her  traitors 
from  the  Tarpeian  Rock,  and  all  other  civilized  governments  punish  treasoo 
with  death. 

Shall  America  commit  to  the  keeping  of  her  criminal  enemies,  without  qaali- 
fication  and  without  guarantees,  the  Government  they  so  madly  made  war  to 
destroy  and  the  liberties  they  so  wickedly  attempted  to  subvert?  I  heaitily 
approve  the  proposed  Amendment  I  believe  its  adoption  by  the  requisite  num- 
ber of  States  will  effect  the  perfect  restoration  of  the  Union  and  complete  an 
equitable  readjustment  of  our  national  difficulties.  I  believe  it  is  just  to  the 
Southern  people  themselves  and  necessary  to  their  moral,  social  and  material 
advancement ;  that  through  it  the  obstacles  that  have  retarded  their  progress 
in  the  past  will  be  swept  away.  I  believe  it  will  remove  that  prejudice,  aBaj 
that  hatred  which  was  the  great  source  of  our  national  ills,  and  induce  tliat 
comity  and  friendship  always  indispensable  to  the  public  prosperity  and  peace. 
I  believe  it  will  place  the  national  life  beyond  the  hazard  of  another  rebdfioa, 
and,  by  securing  the  great  results  of  the  war,  perpetuate  republican  institntioos. 
I  believe  it  will  give  to  humanity  a  new  impulse,  and  surround  liberty  with  new 
barriers  alike  impregnable  to  anarchy  and  despotism.  I  transmit  the  proposed 
Amendment  to  you  with  the  confident  belief  that  your  patriotbm,  fidelity  and 
zeal  for  the  public  welfare  will  prompt  your  immediate  action,  and  with  the 
earnest  hope  that  the  wisdom,  justice  and  necessity  of  the  measure  will  com- 
mand your  unqualified  approval. 

TINASCR  AND  8TATE  DEBT. 

The  Treasurer  and  Controller  have  not  yet  submitted  their  annual  reports ;  is 
is  impossible,  therefore,  to  give  an  exact  detailed  statement  of  the  finances  of  tbe 
State.  The  State  debt,  exclusive  of  Territorial  liabilities  assumed,  approxi- 
mates $278,000  in  coin.  Of  this  amount  there  will  be  due,  February  Ist,  1867, 
$218,000,  and  of  floating  debt,  $60,000.  The  balance  in  the  Treasury,  Jannsr 
let,  1866,  was  $51,000.  The  total  receipts  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  from  ^ 
sources,  were  $425,000.  The  total  disbursements  were  $320,000.  The  balaoes 
on  hand,  in  all  the  different  funds,  is  about  $156,000,  mostly  in  currency.  Is 
the  Legislature  will  not  again  convene  until  January,  1869,  it  will  be  neoessaiy 
to  make  appropriations  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government  for  tv? 
years.  To  meet  these  expenses,  provide  for  the  payment  of  outstanding  m- 
debtedness  and  place  the  afiairs  of  the  State  upon  a  permanent  cash  bass.  I 
recommend  the  negotiation  of  a  loan  of  $300,000.  This  amount,  with  accroiss: 
revenues,  will,  in  my  opinion,  entirely  relieve  our  financial  embarrassment  az^ 
leave  us  with  ample  means  in  the  treasury  to  meet  cuirent  expenses.  I  wooH 
recommend  the  issuance  of  ten  per  cent,  bonds,  to  run  ten  years,  and  the  appn)- 
priation  of  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  first  revenue  arising  from  the  proptt^ 
tax  to  pay  the  interest  thereon  semi-annually  and  create  a  sinking  fund, 
which  will  extinguish  the  principal  within  ten  years.  In  addition  to  the  debt 
strictly  that  of  the  State,  there  are  outstanding  liabilities,  incurred  by  the  laa 
Territory  of  Nevada  and  assumed  by  the  State,  which  are  not  fully  provided 
for.     I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  providing  for  their  payment. 

PUBLIC    LANDS. 

Throupch  the  generosity  of  the  General  Grovemment,  this  State  is  the  doneei 
of  the  following  lands : 
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Ftrg^ — ^The  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  of  each  township. 
Second — Five  handred  thousand  acres,  ander  Act  of  Congress,  1841. 
TTiird — ^Thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representative  of  the 
State  in  CSongress,  under  Act  of  Congress,  July  2,  1862. 

Fourth — ^Twenty  sections  under  section  8  and  twenty  sections  under  section 
9  of  the  Enabling  Act  of  March  21,  1864. 
Fifth — Seventy* two  entire  sections,  under  Act  of  July  4,  1866. 
These  donations,  exclusive  of  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections,  amount 
to  661,680  acres.  Of  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  there  are  over 
8,000,000  acres.  These  gifts  were  made  for  the  following  specified  purposes, 
named  in  the  above  order : 

The  first  for  educational  purposes,  and  is  so  applied  by  the  Constitution. 
The  second  for  internal  improvements,  applied  by  the  Constitution  to  university 
and  educational  purposes,  which  application  was  sanctioned  by  Congress  July 
4th,  1866.  The  third  (90,000  acres)  for  teaching  ""  agriculture  and  the  me- 
chanic arts,"  applied  by  the  Constitution  to  university  and  education ;  and  Con- 
gress, July  4, 1866,  gave  permission  for  it  to  be  used  for  the  additional  purpose 
of  teaching  the  theory  and  practice  of  mining.  The  fourth  for  public  build- 
ings at  the  State  Capitol,  for  legislative  and  judicial  and  State  Prison  purposes 
equally,  is  applied  by  the  Constitution  to  university  and  education,  subject  to 
Congressional  sanction  not  yet  given.  The  fifth,  for  university  purposes  exclu- 
sively. In  disposing  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  these  lands,  the  Legislature 
can  place  so  much  as  it  chooses  arising  from  the  sales  of  the  first  and  second 
donations  in  each,  the  University  Fund  and  the  Public  School  Fund ;  must 
place  all  from  the  third  and  fifth  in  the  University  Fund,  and  those  from  the 
fourth  equally  in  a  ^  Legislative  and  Judicial  Public  Building  Fund  "  and  a 
'*  State  Prison  Building  Fund''  (or  if  otherwise  appropriated,  it  must  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  Congress). 

In  addition  to  the  above.  Congress  has  provided  that  this  State  shall  receive 
five  per  cent  of  all  the  moneys  realized  from  sales,  by  the  United  States,  of 
public  lands  lying  within  our  limits  after  the  admission  of  Nevada  into  the 
Union,  to  be  applied  to  ^  making  and  improving  public  roads  and  constructing 
ditches  or  canals,  to  efi^ect  a  general  system  of  irrigation  of  the  agricultural  lands 
of  the  State,  as  the  Legislature  shall  direct." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  State  is  already  provided  with  Prison  buildings, 
and  has  no  means  on  hand  with  which  to  construct  legislative  and  judicial  build- 
ings, would  it  not  be  well  to  provide  that  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  all  the  lands 
g^ranted  for  those  purposes,  as  well  as  the  five  per  cent,  upon  lands  sold  by  the 
United  States,  be  placed  in  a  ^  Legislative  and  Judicial  Building  Fund,"  and  to 
obtain,  if  possible,  the  sanction  thereof  by  Congress  ?  If  done,  these  moneys 
can  be  temporarily  invested  in  State  or  national  securities. 

An  Act  of  1864-5,  amended  in  1866,  provides  for  the  sale  in  part  of  the 
sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections.  Some  2,127  acres  have  been  sold,  at  the 
price  fixed  by  law,  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  too  high.  It  is  not  fair  to  presume 
that  any  considerable  portion  of  those  lands  will  be  sold  by  the  State  at  two  and 
a  half  dollars  per  acre,  when  the  United  States  is  selling  at  one  and  a  quarter. 

Xhe  amendatory  Act  of  1866  renders  the  law  ambiguous  and  defective. 
There  are  other  Acts  which  provide  for  the  location  only  of  the  forty  sections 
and  the  500,000  acres  above  stated.  No  action  has  yet  been  taken  under  them. 
Jt  'would  be  well  to  repeal  all  former  legisladon  upon  this  subject,  and,  carefully 
preserving  all  rights  acquired  under  it,  pass  one  general  law  embodying  plain 
and  full  provisions  for  the  sale  of  all  the  above  enumerated  lands,  and  the  appli- 
cation of  the  various  proceeds  as  indicated ;  the  issuance  and  sale  of  floating 
land  warrants  to  be  located  upon  them  before  or  afler  ofiicial  survey  should  be 
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provided  for.  In  order  to  preTent  complicitj,  secure  the  interests  of  tlie  State 
in  the  best  possible  manner,  and  expedite  the  k>cadon  and  sale  of  all  the  knds 
belonging  to  the  State,  it  would  be  well  to  establish  a  State  ^  General  Land 
Office,"  and  create  the  offices  of  **  General  Agent"  and  ^'Loeating  OimiBis- 
sioner."  It  should  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Locating  Commisaoiier  to  awfrtsiri, 
as  speedily  as  possible,  all  instances  in  which  the  16th  and  d6th  seetions  have 
been  disposed  of  by  the  General  GoTemment,  and  locate  other  lands  in  lieo 
thereof,  as  permitted,  that  we  may  not  lose  them  entirely.  Also^  to  locate  all  the 
different  donations  as  fast  as  sunreyed  by  the  United  States  Sorreyor  Genenl, 
report  them  to  the  General  Agent,  and  he  by  proper  legal  proceedings  obtain 
the  patent  of  the  United  States  therefor.  In  this  particular  the  State  would 
lose  much  by  delay.  In  enacting  these  prortsions,  especially  in  relatkm  to 
location  and  sale,  it  would  be  necessary  to  obsenre  closely  the  priyileges  given 
and  the  restrictions  nuide  by  ^  An  Act  concerning  certain  Lands  granted  to  the 
State  of  Nevada,"  approved  July  4, 1866.  Also,  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  secdou 
of  the  Enabling  Act.  These  locatioas  may  be  made  as  a  whole  withoet  refer- 
ence to  the  donations  severally,  but  if  so  made,  the  proceeds  of  sales,  as  £Ht  as 
paid  into  the  Treasury,  should  be  apportioned  to  the  several  funds  above  dea^ 
nated,  ratably  in  proportion  to  the  whole. 

The  manner  of  issuing,  selling,  locating,  and  making  proper  proof  and  reoord 
of  locating  floating  land  warrants,  should  be  carefnUy  specified  \  also^  when, 
where,  from  whom  and  under  what  requirements  patents  may  be  obtained. 
Failure  to  provide  for  the  early  location  and  prompt  sale  of  these  State  lands 
can  but  result  in  great  injury ;  on  the  other  hand,  if  judicioasly  disposed  o^  the 
general  prosperity  of  the  State  will  thereby  be  greatly  advancedi 

STATS  OFFIGKBS. 

The  duties  of  all  the  State  officers  have  not  been  defined  by  law.  Some  of  them 
are  discharging  their  duties  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution  only,  or  by  virtue  of 
that  and  incidental  provisions  of  statutes.  It  is  evidentlv  perplexing  to  them  to 
be  guided  only  by  the  general  permissions  and  restrictions  of  the  fandammtsl 
law.  Among  the  legislation  needed  under  this  head  may  be  instanced  that 
contemplated  by  the  Idth  and  14th  sections  of  the  5th  Article  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

STATE  MIRSEAXiOGIST. 

Herewith  I  transmit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  State  Mineralogist,  made  as 
required  by  law  to  the  '*  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University."  I  veeias- 
mend  that  the  salary  of  this  officer  be  fixed  at  a  definite  sum,  and  made  payahk 
as  those  of  other  State  officers,  from  the  fact  that  the  moneys  now  or  to  be 
placed  in  the  '<  University  Fund  "  are  by  the  Constitution  otherwise  applied 

APFOBnONlGENT  OF  SBKATOBS  A1«D  ASSEMBLYlfBK. 

Under  existing  laws  the  Legislature  is  composed  of  fifty-seven  member 
nineteen  of  them  Senators  and  thirty-eight  Assemblymen,  apportioned  amoi^  the 
several  counties  as  follows:  Storey  County,  4  Senators  and  12  Assemblymen; 
Douglas  County,  1  Senator  and  2  Assemblymen ;  Esmeralda  County,  2  Sen- 
ators and  4  Assemblymen ;  Humboldt  County,  2  Senators  and  3  Assemblymen ; 
Lander  County,  2  Senators  and  4  Assemblymen ;  Lyon  County,  2  Sensitors  and 
3  Assemblymen;  Churchill  County,  1  Senator  and  2  Assemblymen;  Xye 
County,  1  Senator  and  2  Assemblymen ;  Ormsby  County,  2  Senators  and*^  3 
Assemblymen ;  Washoe  and  Roop  Counties,  2  Senators  and  3  Assemblymen. 

In  my  opinion  it  would  be  prudent  and  just  to  re-apportion  the  repx^soitatioc 
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in  both  branches,  basiog  the  new  apportionment  principally  npon  present  popn- 
latioD ;  thus  giving  to  each  county,  as  near  as  may  be,  its  equal  and  fair  voice  in 
determining  the  policy  and  prescribing  the  laws  of  the  State.  It  would  be  wise 
to  redaoe  the  aggregate  representation  in  the  Legislature.  Twelve  Senators 
and  twenty-five  Assemblymen  would,  in  my  judgment,  constitute  a  body  suffi- 
ciently numerous  to  protect  the  general  interests  of  the  people  at  large  as  well 
as  the  local  interests  of  the  several  communities. 

LOSSES  BY  INDIANS. 

During  the  last  session  an  Act  was  passed  by  which  a  Commission  was  created 
to  ascertain  the  losses  sustained  by  citizens  of  Humboldt  County  by  Indian 
depredations  during  the  years  1864,  1865  and  1866,  and  report  thereon  to  the 
Governor.  The  Commission  have  faithfully  performed  their  duty,  and  sub- 
mitted their  report,  which  I  herewith  transmit,  and  recommend  that  you  forward 
the  report  and  accompanying  proofs  to  and  memorialize  Congress,  asking  an 
appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the  claims  and  expenses  incident  to  the 
Commisraoo* 

ELECTION  LAW. 

The  dlst  section  of  this  Act,  page  216,  Statutes  of  1866,  provides,  in  effect, 
that  if  any  two  or  more  candidates  for  a  State  office  shall  receive  an  equal,  and  the 
highest,  number  of  votes  cast  for  the  same  office,  the  Governor  shall  issue  a  proc- 
lamation, ordering  a  new  election  therefor.  That  provision  is  in  contravention 
of  Section  4,  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution,  which  requires  that  in  such  cases 
^*  The  Legislature,  by  joint  ballot  of  two  branches,  shall  elect  one  of  said  persons 
to  fill  said  office."  The  law  should  be  made  to  conform  to  the  Constitution.  It 
should  be  further  amended  so  as  to  provide  a  mode  by  which,  in  all  proper  cases, 
the  offices  of  Senators  and  Assemblymen  may  be  officially  declared  vacant,  and 
writs  of  election  thereupon  be  issued  to  fill  them. 

EASTEBN  AND  S0T7THEBK  BOUNDARIES. 

By  Act  of  Congress,  approved  May  5,  1866,  there  was  added  to  this  State  on 
the  east  all  the  territory  lying  between  the  37th  and  38th  degrees  of  longitude, 
ivest  from  Washington,  extending  from  the  d7th  to  the  42d  degree  of  north 
latitude,  embracing  18,000  square  miles,  or  11,530,000  acres.  This  grant  was 
anticipated  and  provided  for  in  the  formation  and  adoption  of  the  State  Constitu- 
tion, and,  therefore,  no  further  action  is  required.  A  further  addition  "  com- 
rn  encing  on  the  37th  degree  of  north  latitude  at  the  37th  degree  of  longitude, 
9rest  from  Washington,  and  running  thence  south  on  said  degree  of  longitude  to 
he  middle  of  the  river  Colorado  of  the  West ;  thence  down  the  middle  of  said 
^▼er  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  State  of  California ;  thence  northwesterly, 
ilong  said  boundary  of  California,  to  the  37th  degree  of  north  latitude ;  and 
bence  east,  along  said  degree  of  latitude,  to  the  point  of  beginning,"  was  contin- 
gently made  to  become  effectual  upon  the  acceptance  of  the  State,  through  its 
L^egislature.  This  grant, connecting  ns  as  it  does  with  the  navigable  waters  of  the 
>>lorado  River,  and  embracing  extensive  and  valuable  agricultural  and  mineral 
LKids,  is  of  great  importance  to  the  State,  and  should  be  promptly  accepted. 
«cK>king  alone  to  the  Act  of  Congress,  it  would  seem  that  all  the  action  neces- 
iry  on  the  part  of  the  State,  for  a  full  and  final  acceptance  of  this  last  named 
^ssion,  would  be  that  of  the  Legislature  in  the  form  of  an  Act  or  joint  resolu- 
on.  But  the  establishment  of  boundary  lines  by  the  Constitution  would  seem 
»    leave  the  liegislatore  without  present  authority  to  bind  the  State  in  the 
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premises.  In  order  that  no  misapprehension  may  arise  from  a  failure  to  oomplj 
with  the  Act,  I  suggest  the  propriety  of  immediate  legislative'  acceptance  as 
therein  contemplated.  And  in  order  to  legally  and  fully  extend  the  jurisdictico 
of  the  State  over  the  ceded  territory/I  suggest  the  propriety  of  proposing  and 
submitting  to  the  people,  for  their  ratification,  an  amendment  to  the  Coostitutico 
conforming  our  southern  boundary  to  the  lines  designated  in  the  grant. 

GAMmo. 

The  only  law  against  gaming  is  that  on  pages  169  and  170,  Statutes  of 
1864-5.  The  second  section  appropriates  fines  collected  under  it  to  purposes 
not  permitted  by  Section  3,  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution,  which  devotee  ^ali 
fines  collected  under  the  penal  laws  of  the  State  "  to  educational  purposes.  The 
law  should  be  conformed  to  the  Constitution,  and,  if  possible,  made  more  efieetoal 
in  the  detection  and  punishment  of  the  crime.  Gaming  is  an  intolerable  and 
inexcusable  vice.  It  saps  the  very  foundation  of  morality,  breeds  contempt  fx 
honest  industry,  and  totally  disqualifies  its  victims  for  the  discharge  of  the 
ordinary  duties  of  life.  Every  energy  of  the  State  should  be  invoked  to  sop- 
press  it. 

CARE  OF  THE  TSBASE. 

In  my  last  Annual  Message  it  was  recommended  that  provision  be  made  for 
the  care  of  the  insane.  A  Fund  should  be  created  for  this  purpose,  to  be  drmwn 
upon,  and  the  State  never  without  such  means,  when  needed,  until  provided  with 
an  Asylum,  and  permanent  arrangements  for  the  safe  keeping,  aapport  and 
proper  medical  treatment  for  those  thus  unfortunate.  I  hope  this  important 
subject  will  receive,  as  it  merits,  your  prompt  and  favorable  action. 

EDUCATION. 

It  is  truly  gratifying  that  so  thorough  a  system  of  education  has  been  inaoga- 
rated  throughout  the  State  ;  that  in  all  places  where  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils 
are  found,  Free  Schools  are  in  successful  operation ;  that  the  average  attendaoee 
thereon  is  commendably  large,  and  this  great  cause  in  such  an  advanced  and 
prosperous  condition.  For  detailed  information  and  valuable  suggestioos  as  to 
needed  legislation  upon  this  subject,  I  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  Ajinnai 
Report  of  our  late  worthy  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  to  the 
Eleventh  Article  of  the  Constitution. 

STATE  LIBRABT. 

• 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  State  Library  during  the  last  jear  if 
1,432,  of  which  1,828  are  law,  and  104  are  miscellaneous — mtJ^ing  a  total  now 
of  4J21  volumes;  of  law,  2,209,  and  of  miscellaneous  works,  2,512.  The 
rapidity  with  which  this  Library  has  been  accumulated — the  number,  value 
and  importance  of  the  volumes  it  contains,  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  State^ 
With  continued  fostering  care,  it  will  soon  be  an  object  of  great  pride. 

PABD0N8. 

Jim,  (an  Indian  boy)  on  the  2d  of  January,  1866,  was,  by  the  Recorder » 
Court  at  Virginia  City,  convicted  of  petit  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  impris^iD- 
ment  in  the  Storey  County  Jail  for  four  months.  He  was  pardoned  on  the  8th 
of  February,  1866,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  City  Recorder,  befcn^e  whom 
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tried,  and  the  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  case,  for  reasons  of  good  behavior, 
paltry  character  of  the  offense,  and  safficient  punishment 

H.  F.  Swazey,  on  the  8th  of  December,  1863,  was  convicted  by  the  First 
Judicial  District  Court,  Washoe  CSounty,  N.  T.,  of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced 
to  three  years  in  the  Territorial  Prison.  He  was  pardoned,  and  restored  to 
citizenship  on  the  9th  of  March,  1866,  at  the  request  of  many  good  citizens, 
amongst  them  all  the  Senators  and  all  the  Assemblymen  (except  one)  of  the 
second  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  because  he  had  been  imprisoned  sufficiently 
long,  as  the  Board  of  Pardons  were  convinced,  to  fully  answer  the  demands  of 
public  justice. 

Antonio  Martinez,  on  the  29th  of  January,  1866,  was  convicted  of  petit  lar- 
ceny by  the  Recorder's  Court  of  Virginia  City,  and  sentenced  to  six  months  in 
the  Storey  County  Jail.  He  was  pardoned  on  the  22d  day  of  June,  1866,  on 
recommendation  of  said  City  Recorder  and  many  good  citizens  of  said  county, 
for  reasons  of  good  conduct  and  sufficiency  of  punishment. 

John  Egbert,  on  the  28th  of  September,  1865,  was  convicted  of  grand  larceny 
by  the  Second  Judicial  District  Court,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  State 
Prison.  He  was  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship  on  the  15th  of  March, 
1866,  on  recommendation  of  the  prosecuting  witness,  the  District  Attorney,  who 
prosecuted,  the  Judge  who  sentenced  him,  and  many  others,  for  reasons  of  good 
conduct  and  doubt  of  guilt. 

J.  F.  Hewitt,  on  the  19th  of  January,  1866,  was  convicted  of  forgery  by  the 
First  Judicial  District  Court,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  State  Prison.  He 
was  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship  September  15th,  1866,  on  recommen- 
dation of  many  good  citizens,  because  of  mitigating  circumstances,  first  offense, 
advanced  age,  dependent  family,  and  good  conduct  in  prison. 

Jesse  Bonds,  on  the  20th  of  March,  1865,  was  convicted  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  by  the  Seventh  Judicial  District  Court,  and  sentenced  to  ten  years 
in  the  State  Prison.  He  was  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship  October  ISth, 
1866,  on  the  recommendation  of  many  good  citizens  of  Lander  County,  on  grounds 
of  previous  good  character,  excellent  deportment  in  prison,  and  sufficient  punish- 
ment. 

F.  W.  Ames,  on  the  19th  of  January,  1866,  was  convicted  of  forgery  by  the 
Seventh  Judicial  District  Court,  and  sentenced  to  one  year  in  the  State  Prison. 
He  was  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship  November  2dd,  1866,  because  of 
good  conduct  and  term  about  expired. 

Charles  Moreau,  on  the  25th  of  January,  1866,  was  convicted  of  grand  larceny 
by  the  Seventh  Judicial  District  Court,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  months  in  the 
State  Prison.  He  was  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship  November  26th, 
1866,  because  of  infirmity,  good  conduct,  and  suffidency  of  punishment. 

Henry  Charles  Kettles,  on  the  2d  of  December,  1865,  was  convicted  of  arson 
in  the  second  degree,  by  the  Second  Judicial  District  Court,  and  sentenced  to 
five  years  in  the  State  Prison.  He  was  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship 
December  29th,  1866,  because  of  committing  offense  at  instigation  of  another, 
whose  conviction  and  punishment  he  was  the  means  of  procuring  by  his  confes- 
sion and  evidence. 

J;  McGahan,  on  the  27th  of  June,  1866,  was  convicted  of  ^  an  assault  with  a 
deadly  weapon  with  intent  to  inflict  great  bodily  injury  upon  another  person,"  by 
the  First  Judicial  District  Court,  and  sentenced  to  two  years  in  the  State  Prison. 
He  was  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship  December  Slst,  1866,  because 
strongly  recommended  by  many,  among  them  the  Judge  before  whom  tried,  and 
eleven  of  the  trial  jury,  and  for  good  conduct. 

Frank  Woods,  on  the  8th  of  July,  1864,  was  convicted  of  grand  larceny  by  the 
Third  Judicial  District  Court  of  Nevada  Territory,  and  sentenced  to  five  years 
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in  the  Territorial  Prison.    He  was  pardoned  January  2d,  1867,  beeanse  of  se- 
verity of  sentence,  first  offbnse,  and  sufficiency  of  punishment 

BEMISBION. 

On  the  6th  of  October,  1862,  A.  W.  NightingiU,  in  Humboldt  County,  N.  Tm 
became  a  surety  on  the  bail  bond  of  one  Robert  Ferris,  held  to  answer  the  charge 
of  murder.  Said  Ferris  did  not  appear  as  required,  and  his  bail  was  forfeit^ 
This  forfeiture  as  to  said  NightingiU,  was  remitted  September  26tb,  1866,  opon 
recommendation  of  the  County  Commissioners  of  Humboldt  County,  it  appear- 
ing satisfactory  that  the  homicide  committed  by  said  Ferris  was  in  seU-defeose. 

MISCEIJ.ANB0U8  SUGGESTIOlirS. 

The  charge  made  by  the  State  for  each  commission  issued  to  a  CommissioDer 
of  Deeds  is  fifteen  dollars ;  this  is  more  than  is  charged  by  any  other  State,  and 
should  be  reduced. 

The  choice  at  the  last  general  election  of  a  Public  Administrator  (to  be  ei- 
officio  Corouer)  in  each  county,  was  provided.  This  was  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution.  The  people  choose  such  officers,  but  when  and 
how  to  qualify,  their  duties,  and  the  manner  of  discharging  them,  are  not  provided. 
A  general  law  should  be  passed  at  the  earliest  practicable  time  upon  this  sub- 
ject. 

Section  3,  Article  XI,  of  the  Constitution,  pledges  all  fines  collected  under 
penal  laws  to  educational  purposes.  A  law  should  be  enacted  carrying  out  thif 
provision. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  an  Act  of  the  Territorial  Legislative  Assembly, 
approved  December  9th,  1862,  limiting  to  six  months  the  time  of  commencing 
civil  actions  upon  judgments,  contracts,  obligations  or  liabilities  for  the  payment 
of  money  or  damages  obtained,  made,  or  executed  out  of  the  State.  The  period 
fixed  by  this  Act  is  too  short,  and  the  discrimination  against  non-resident  credi- 
tors is  odious  and  unjust.  In  repealing  it,  all  acquired  rights  should  be  carefuf!/ 
preserved. 

I  also  recommend  the  amendment  of  the  existing  Attachment  Law,  by  extend- 
ing its  provisions  to  non-resident  creditors. 

These  measures,  as  they  exist,  while  radically  unjust,  present  also  a  sericc- 
barrier  to  the  obtaining  that  credit  abroad  so  indispensable  to  our  business  prc»r 
perity,  and  the  repeal  and  amendment  suggested  will,  in  my  opinion,  if  adopted. 
promote  the  general  interests  of  the  people. 

Provision  should  be  made  by  law  for  the  disposal  of  persons  convicted  of  mor- 
der,  whose  punishment  may  be  commuted  from  death  to  imprisonment. 

CX>K€L17ai02r. 

I  have  thus  briefly  called  your  attention  to  those  measures  of  legislatioa  wbl:^ 
I  deem  most  important.  In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  express  the  hope  tluu  yo;r 
labors  may  be  pleasant,  and  characterized  throughout  by  prudence,  economy,  a»i 
wisdom ;  that  all  branches  of  the  Grovemment  may  act  with  harmony,  uaitT.  aiji 
fidelity  of  purpose,  so  indispensable  to  the  adoption  of  wise  and  just  lamrs,  and 
the  promotion  of  the  public  welfare.

Sir — I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  transactions  of  this  office, 
commenciDg  January  1,  1866,  and  ending  December  81, 1866,  inclusive,  being 
the  second  fiscal  year.  A  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures^  and 
all  transactions  of  this  office,  are  arranged  under  the  following  headings : 

A — Statement  of  the  Receipts  by  counties  and  from  all  sources  of  revenue 
for  the  second  fiscal  year,  ending  December  81,  1866. 

B-^Statement  showing  the  apportionment  to  the  different  funds. 

C— Statement  showing  the  balances  in  the  State  Treasury,  December  81, 
1866,  belonging  to  the  different  funds. 

I>--Statement  showing  the  total  expenditures  from  January  1,  1866,  to  De- 
cember 31, 1866,  inclusive. 

E — Statement  showing  the  amount  of  warrants  drawn  against  the  different 
funds. 

F — Statement  showing  the  transactions  of  the  different  funds. 

G — Statement  showing  the  amount  of  State  indebtedness,  December  81, 1866. 

H — Statement  showing  the  amount  collected  for  the  State,  the  amount  of 
expenses  allowed,  and  the  net  amount  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

I — Statement  showing  the  assessment  roll  of  1864-5,  1865,  1866,  and  the 
delinquent  tax  of  1866. 

K— Estimate  of  receipts  for  the  fiscal  years  1867  and  1868.

The  receipts  have  not  come  up  to  the  estimates  made  by  this  office  in  the  last 
Report :  not,  however,  from  the  inefficiency  of  the  Revenue  Law,  but  principally 
from  the  depreciation  in  value  of  the  assessable  property  of  the  State.  For 
the  present  fiscal  year  the  prospects  are  more  cheering.  Under  the  Acts  of 
Congress,  passed  last  winter,  having  reference  to  public  lands  donated  to  the 
State,  a  large  amount  of  valuable  agricultural  domain  can  be  surveyed  and  sold, 
adding  greatly  to  the  revenue. 

The  Pacific  Railroad  now  being  graded  within  our  limits,  will  probably  before 
the  next  Report  is  made  cross  the  State,  vastly  increasing  the  value  of  property 
in  its  vicinage,  besides  constituting  in  itself  a  very  considerable  source  of  taxation. 


It  may  reasonably  be  hoped,  in  view  of  the  many  circumstances  which  will 
conspire  in  the  immediate  fature  to  augment  and  render  permanent  the  souto^ 
of  revenue,  that  the  end  of  the  fourth,  or,  at  farthest,  the  fifth  fiscal  year  will 
find  the  State  comparatively,  if  not  wholly,  free  from  debt,  and  the  Treasury  in 
a  flourishing  condition. 

CAPITATION  TAX. 

The  amount  derived  from  the  tax  on  passengers,  under  the  amendment  made 
to  the  Revenue  Law  last  winter,  has  not  realized  the  expectations  formed. 
Total  receipts  from  this  source  have  but  little  exceeded  $6,000 — a  sum  so  much 
smaller  than  was  anticipated  an  to  raise  some  doubts  as  to  the  law  being  &ith- 
fully  complied  with.  If  this  tax  is  fully  collected  during  the  coming  year,  the 
aggregate  amount  should  be  largely  increased,  as  the  facilities  for  convenient 
and  easy  transportation  afforded  by  the  fast  approaching  railroads  will  induce 
more  frequent  and  general  travel. 

POLL   TAX* 

In  regard  to  the  Poll  Tax,  I  would  earnestly  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law 
of  a  character  sufficiently  stringent  to  fully  secure  the  large  revenue  which  may 
and  should  be  derived  from  the  thousands  of  Mongolians  soon  to  become  inhab- 
itants of  the  State  as  laborers  on  the  Pacific  Railroad.  From  this  souroe  an 
annual  income  of  not  less  than  $40,000  can  be  obtained,  if  a  proper  bill  is 
framed.  But,  inasmuch  as  Chinese  thus  employed  are  engaged  in  California, 
and  their  wages  paid  to  agents  in  San  Francisco,  it  will  require  the  utmost  care 
to  draft  a  bill  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  from  them  this  tax.  As  this  is 
about  the  only  revenue  which  can  be  derived  from  this  class  of  population,  I 
commend  this  matter  to  the  Legislature,  trusting  that,  in  their  wisdom,  they 
may  devise  some  scheme  which  will  successfully  accomplish  the  desired  result 

MIKES. 

The  revenue  from  the  proceeds  of  mines  has  fallen  very  far  short  of  even  the 
low  estimate  made  at  the  commencement  of  the  first  fiscal  year.  The  law  ap- 
pears ample  to  enforce  collections,  and  the  fault  is  solely  in  the  rate  imposed. 
During  the  past  year  the  tax  upon  the  proceeds  of  mines  yielded  the  State 
Treasury  the  paltry  sum  of  but  little  over  $10,000  ;  that  being  the  entire  revenue 
derived  from  a  bullion  product  exceeding  $1 6,000,000  in  assay  value.  The 
Revenue  law  should,  in  my  judgment,  be  so  amended  as  to  include  bullion  and 
crude  amalgam,  with  other  assessable  property ;  repealing  the  present  tax  upon 
the  proceeds  of  the  mines  and  levying  thereon  the  State  rate  of  taxation,  and 
providing  a  penalty  for  its  shipment  from  the  State  without  being  first  stamped 
as  having  paid  the  amount  assessed.  There  can  be  no  valid  reason  why  an 
individual  owning  one  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  bullion  should  not  pay  to  the 
State  the  same  tax  as  the  individual  who  owns  one  thousand  dollars'  worth  of 
any  other  property.  And  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  mines  are  almost  wholly 
the  property  of  foreign  capitalbts  and  non-residents,  who,  while  draining  the 
State  of  its  metallic  wealth,  render  scarcely  any  equivalent  therefor,  it  would 
seem  but  simple  justice  that  they  should  bear  their  equal  share  of  the  burdmu 
of  the  State.  Besides,  it  is  asserted  by  many  of  our  ablest  and  most  eminent 
jurists  that  the  property  tax,  as  at  present  assessed,  is  directly  in  violation  of 
the  organic  law  of  the  State,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not  levied  upon  bullion  as 


well  as  all  other  species  of  property ;  Section  1,  Article  10  of  the  Gonstitation, 
prescribing  that  "  the  Legislature  shall  provide  bj  law  for  a  uniform  and  equal 
rate  of  taxation."  Should  the  State  rate  be  levied  upon  the  proceeds  of  the 
mines,  a  revenue  would  be  derived  nearly  sufficient  to  defray  the  current  ex- 
penses  of  the  State  Grovemment.  By  including  them  in  the  assessment  roll,  the 
rate  of  taxation  could  with  safety  be  reduced  from  one  and  one-quarter  per  cent, 
to  one  per  cent. ;  as  it  would  more  than  double  the  taxable  property  of  the 
State.  By  such  a  course  the  finances  of  the  State  would  at  once  be  placed  on  a 
healthy  foundation,  the  burdens  of  the  people  greatly  lightened,  and  the  intent 
of  the  Constitution  carried  out.  To  this  matter,  of  so  vast  importance  to  the 
State  and  its  individual  citizens,  I  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Legislature. 

STAMP  TAX. 

The  proceeds  of  the  Stamp  Tax  have  been  about  the  same  as  for  1865  ;  but 
being  collected  for  the  past  year  in  currency,  the  amount  falls  considerably 
short  of  that  received  for  that  preceding,  and  below  the  estimate  in  my  last 
report.  The  receipts  would  undoubtedly  have  been  much  larger  had  the  law 
been  strictly  complied  with.  While  being  satisfied  that  many  parties  have 
evaded  the  provisions  of  the  law,  I  have  had  no  opportunity  to  ascertain  to  a 
certainty  who  the  offenders  were,  and  consequently  have  been  unable  to  enforce 
the  statute.  No  fault  can  be  found  with  the  law  itself,  which  is  sufficiently 
clear  and  explicit;  but  it  is  a  matter  of  great  difficulty  to  obtain  the  proof  of  its 
violation,  necessary  to  a  conviction  and  the  imposition  of  the  penalties  provided. 


COIN  AND   CUBRENCT. 

By  the  terms  of  an  Act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  it  was 
provided  that  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1866,  all  taxes  should  be  collected,  and 
all  salaries  and  other  demands  against  the  State  paid  in  legal  tender  notes  of 
the   United  States,  excepting  only  the  public  printing.     At  the  time  it  was 
thought  tills  course,  although  not  required  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
annulling  the  Specific  Contract  Act,  would  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  State  by 
inducing  the  adoption  of  United  States  currency  as  the  currency  of  general  circu- 
lation, causing  a  rapid  influx  of  capital  from  the  East.     The  result  of  the  experi- 
ment, however,  has  proved  that  this  supposition  was  entirely  fallacious,  and  plainly 
shown  that  the  citizens  of  the  State  are  too  strongly  prejudiced  in  favor  of  coin 
as  a  circulating  medium  to  look  with  any  degree  of  favor  upon  any  measure 
tending  to  replace  specie  with  paper.    And  whilst  the  result  sought  to  be  ob- 
tained has  utterly  failed  of  accomplishment,  the  effect  upon  the  finances  of  the 
State  has  been  most  disastrous.    In  most  instances  property  has  been  assessed 
at  the  same  valuation  in  paper  ^dollars  that  it  would  have  been  in  metallic  dollars ; 
and  in  consequence  the  State  has  lost  in  revenue  the  exact  difference  between 
tbe  market  worth  of  the  two.    The  total  receipts  from  the  property  tax  of  1866 
fall  about  $80,000  short  of  the  receipts  from  the  same  source  for  1865,  and 
being  collected  in  1866  in  currency  instead  of  in  coin,  as  was  the  case  in  1865, 
tbey  do  not  in  reality  amount  to  but  little  more  than  ludf  the  sum  obtained  during 
tbe  former  year.    It  cannot  be  contended  that  the  value  of  the  taxable  property 
oF  the  State  depreciated  fifty  per  cent,  in  the  twelvemonth  between  the  two 
assessments  ;  but  the  fault  must  be  attributed  to  the  suicidal  transition  from  coin 
to  currency ;  while  the  receipts  have  been  lessened,  the  expenses  of  caiTying  on 
tbe  government  have  been  krgely  increased  from  the  same  cause*    Whenever 
ajrticles  have  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  various  departments,  the  price 
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has  inyariably  been  raised  by  the  vendors  to  a  figure  in  currencj  equivalent  to 
the  charge  made  in  coin  to  private  buyers.  Inasmuch  as  no  advantage  has  been 
derived  by  either  the  State  or  any  of  its  citizens  from  the  workings  of  the  Act 
referred  to,  but  on  the  contrary,  great  detriment,  it  would  seem  but  wisdom  to 
return  as  speedily  as  possible  to  the  system  under  which  all  the  transactions  of 
the  government  were  conducted  upon  a  coin  basis.  Believing  that  a  lai^ 
minority  of  the  people  would  sanction  such  a  course,  as  in  accordance  with  £e 
dictates  of  sound  public  policy,  I  call  your  attention  and  that  of  the  Legislature 
to  the  matter,  that  the  change  may  be  made  should  your  judgment  and  theirs 
coincide  with  my  own.

Governor  of  Nevada — 

Sir — I  herewith  transmit  my  Report  of  the  transactions  in  this  office  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  1866. 

All  of  the  funded  obligations  of  the  State,  including  those  of  the  Territory  of 
Nevada  assumed,  which  became  due  during  the  year,  were  promptly  paid  as 
presented ;  but  there  is  a  considerable  indebtedness  in  the  form  of  warrants,  as 
will  be  noticed  by  reference  to  Statement  H. 

Warrants  on  the  General  and  Current  Expense  Funds  have  been  paid  only 
to  the  first  of  April,  and  those  on  the  Prison  Fund  to  the  first  of  Nx)vember, 
while  the  large  amount  on  the  Soldiers'  Fund  remains  as  before,  unprovided  for.

The  one-year  gold  bonds  for  $200,000,  authorized  by  the  Act  of  January 
19th,  1866,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  per  cent  per  annum,  were 
sold  in  San  Francisco  at  par.   They  will  be  due  on  the  first  of  February  ensuing. 

The  ten  years'  loan  authorized  by  the  Act  of  February  26th,  1866,  has  not 
been  negotiated.  Bonds  could  not  then,  and  cannot  now,  be  sold  in  San  Fran- 
cisco at  the  rate  required  by  the  provisions  of  that  bill.  The  action  of  the 
Legislature  in  passing  it  was  undoubtedly  based  upon  the  well-founded  opinion 
current  in  financial  circles  throughout  the  country,  that  during  the  year  1866, 
the  premium  on  gold  would  decline  to  a  rate  which  would  have  admitted  of  the 
negotiation  of  our  gold  bonds  in  the  New  York  money  market,  on  terms  advan- 
tageous to  the  State. 


This  opinion  still  prevailed  when  I  arrived  there  on  the  first  of  May,  the 
premium  then  being  twenty-seven  per  cent;  and  negotiations  for  the  sale  of  the 
bonds  were  progressing  favorably,  when,  almost  without  warning,  the  news  of 
the  financial  crisis  in  Europe  came  upon  the  money  market,  and  the  premium 
on  gold  rapidly  advanced  to  such  a  rate  as  rendered  success  out  of  the  question. 

To  explain  this  result,  it  is  necessary  to  add  that  although  the  provisions  of 
the  law  required  the  bonds  to  be  sold  for  gold,  negotiations  were  conducted  on 
the  basis  of  a  currency  price ;  and  it  can  be  readily  understood  that  the  price 
for  which  the  bonds  could,  and  can  be  sold,  viz :  about  105  in  currency  for  gold 
bonds  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  or  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  required 
that  the  premium  on  gold  should  recede  to  about  twenty-three  per  cent,  in  order 
that  the  currency  proceeds,  reckoning  a  currency  dollar  at  eighty-one  cents, 
could  be  converted  into  coin,  and  the  bonds  bring,  as  required  by  the  provisions 
of  the  bill,  at  least  eighty-five  cents  in  gold. 

Under  the  circumstances,  I  could  do  nothing ;  but  being  advised  by  leading 
financiers  that  a  favorable  change  might  be  expected  by  July,  I  waited  until 
then  ;  and  was  reluctantly  compelled,  afler  making  arrangements  for  the  sale  of 
the  bonds  in  the  event  of  an  improvement  in  the  market,  to  return  without 
accomplishing  the  desired  object. 

Of  course  nothing  has  since  been  done,  as  the  premium  on  gold  having  onlv 
recently  receded  from  forty  per  cent  and  upwards,  still  remains  at  too  high  k 
rate. 

In  making  pp vision  for  our  present  indebtedness,  I  presume  there  will  be 
no  difference  of  opinion — taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  it 
is  payable  in  coin — ^as  to  the  inexpediency  of  issuing  any  but  gold  bondd. 

The  notably  improved  condition  of  the  State  from  what  it  was  one  year  ago, 
and  the  increasing  evidences  of  permanent  prosperity,  have  inspired  a  confidence 
which  will  probably  make  practicable,  in  the  San  Francisco  market,  whatever 
negotiations  for  money  the  Legislature  may  deem  expedient  to  authorize. 

Although  a  large  amount  of  money  may  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands 
donated  to  the  State  by  Congress  for  educational  purposes,  which  can  be 
invested  in  State  securities,  it  would  probably  be  better  not  to  consider  this, 
except  incidentally,  in  connection  with  the  provisions  for  the  State  debt :  as  any 
anticipated  benefit  from  this  source,  can  be  readily  realized  at  any  time  by  the 
purchase  of  State  bonds,  or,  if  they  are  not  in  the  market,  Government  bonds 
can  always  be  easily  obtained  for  the  investment  of  School  Fund  moneys. 

I  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  bonds  be  issued  for  State  purposes  to  the 
full  extent  authorized  by  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  money  derived  from 
their  sale  be  used  only  for  State  purposes;  leaving  the  outstanding  Territo- 
rial and  Soldiers'  Fund  indebtedness  to  be  provided  for  by  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  other  bonds. 

Supposing  the  time  for  these  bonds  to  run  to  be  ten  years,  and  estimating  the 
annual  property  valuation  of  the  State  during  that  time  at  twenty  million  dol- 
lars in  gold — certainly  not  too  high  an  estimate — a  tax  of  sixty  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  of  valuation  would  provide  an  ample  fund  for  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  largest  amount  of  bonds  it  would  be  neces- 
sary to  issue — say  $600,000 — even  in  case  they  shoold  be  sold  at  as  great  a 
discount  as  twenty  per  cent. 

With  some  well  devised  plan,  having  in  view  the  consolidation  of  our  entire 
debt,  we  can  probably  soon  succeed  in  placing  our  finances  in  a  better  condition 
than  they  have  hitherto  been.

REVIEW  OF  STATISTICS. 


It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  in  considering  the  results  comprised  in  these 
tables,  that  thej  cover  a  period  of  great  financial  depression.  The  spirit  of 
speculation,  so  wild  and  ungovernable  under  Territorial  rule,  was  followed, 
as  it  nearly  always  is,  with  embarrassment  and  disaster.  Families  who  had 
taken  up  their  abode,  and  who  began  to  feel  a  particular  interest  in  the  cause 
of  education,  suddenly  found  themselves  unsettled,  and  compelled  to  seek  a 
residence  elsewhere.  The  stream  of  population  which,  at  an  early  day, 
turned  so  strongly  towards  this  silver  land,  was  checked  or  diverted  into  other 
channels.  Property  depreciated  in  value,  and  the  means  necessary  to  com- 
pletely organize  and  efficiently  sustain  the  Public  Schools  were  wanting. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  crisis  is  past.  The  sober  thought,  chastened 
judgment,  determined  purpose  and  patient  industry  everywhere  manifested, 
indicate  the  adoption  of  a  sounder  policy,  the  existence  of  a  more  healthy 
state  of  business,  a  better  condition  of  society,  and  the  return  of  a  more 
permanent  prosperity. 

How  the  system  of  Public  Schools,  but  partially  inaugurated,  withstood 
the  trial  to  which  it  was  thus  early  subjected,  is  apparent  fix)m  the  returns 
exhibited. 

The  reports  of  the  School  Census  Marshals  show  only  a  decrease  of 
thirty-two  in  the  whole  number  of  white  children  between  six  and  eighteen 
years  of  age,  while  there  is  a  small  increase  in  the  number  between  eighteen 
and  twenty-one.  Of  those  under  six  there  is  a  decrease  of  two  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  which  is  partly  compensated  by  an  increase  of  one  hundred 
and  forty-three  of  those  under  twenty-one  bom  in  Nevada.  The  number 
of  children  between  four  and  six  years  of  age  who  attended  public  school, 
has  fallen  off  almost  one-half.  This  diminution  is  not  to  be  regretted. 
Children  at  so  tender  an  age  should  not  be  closely  confined  to  the  school 
room,  nor  should  their  mental  capacities  be  subjected  to  severe  discipline  : 
judicious  parental  instruction,  the  power  of  well  regulated  home  influences, 
the  force  of  good  example,  wise  counsel,  and  free  exercise  in  the  open  air, 
are  far  more  important. 

The  number  of  children  reported  as  attending  private  schools  is  five 
hundred  and  sixty-three-— one  hundred  and  sixty-two  less  than  were  reported 
last  year,  while  the  number  enrolled  on  the  School  Registers  is  two  thousand 
one  hundred  and  eighty-one — one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  more  than 
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were  enrolled  last  year.  This  fact  clearly  indicates  the  growing  attachment 
of  the  people  to  the  public  schools.  It  shows  an  increasmg  confidence  in 
the  efBciency  of  these  institutions,  and  a  willingness  to  sustain  them. 

The  number  of  children  between  six  and  eighteen  years  of  age  who  do 
not  attend  any  school,  has  not  materially  increased.  There  are  but  twentv- 
nine  more  than  were  reported  last  year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every 
obstacle  which  may  have  deprived  these  children  of  the  advantages  of  in- 
struction, whether  existing  in  parental  indifference  or  a  want  of  pro]>er 
facilities,  will  be  speedily  removed. 

In  examining  the  statistics  from  the  reports  of  teachers  and  trustees,  it  is 
found  that  there  has  been  a  gain  in  every  point  essential  to  real  growth  and 
prosperity.  This  year  there  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled 
on  the  Registers ;  the  average  number  belonging  to  the  schools ;  the  average 
daily  attendance ;  the  number  studying  the  advanced  branches ;  the  number 
of  schools  maintained;  the  number  using  the  entire  State  series  of  text  books; 
and  in  the  number  maintained  more  than  six  months.  Evidence  of  progress 
is  also  apparent  in  the  increased  number  of  good  substantial  school  houses, 
the  convenient  manner  in  which  they  are  furnished,  and  the  fact  that 
comparatively  few  changes  have  been  made  in  teachers,  two  of  whom  are 
reported  to  have  taught  the  same  schools  for  two  years  or  more. 

A  public  school  for  colored  children,  the  first  and  only  one  in  the  State, 
was  organized  and  maintained  for  nearly  six  months.  It  had  an  average 
attendance  of  twenty-nine  pupils. 

These  statistics  certainly  present  no  very  discouraging  features.  The 
first  school  law  was  enacted  in  October,  1861.  The  first  attempt  to 
organize  public  schools  under  its  provisions  was  made  during  the  year  1862. 

The  following  tables  exhibit  the  comparative  growth  and  development 
of  the  system.

By  a  careful  consideration  of  these  statistics,  it  will  be  seen  that  during 
tiie  years  1863  and  1864  there  was  a  rapid  increase  of  pupils,  and  a  great 
advancement  of  all  the  material  interests  of  the  public  schools.  The  little 
fonntsdn  that  had  been  opened  anud  the  deserts,  had  suddenlv  been  swollen, 
and  become  quite  a  stream.  At  first  there  were  willing  hands  to  contribute 
to  its  wants,  until  the  public  resources  became  sufficient  to  sustain  it 
When  the  State  was  organized,  it  had  a  practical  working  system  of  educa- 
tion, which  had  established  school  distncts  in  every  county — ^had  erected 
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and  famished  seventeen  good  substantial  school  houses,  some  of  them 
made  of  brick,  and  ^some  of  them  of  stone — it  had  in  successful  operation 
thirty-seyen  different  schools,  under  the  direction  of  competent  teachers, 
rapialy  supplying  the  mental  wants  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  fiffy- 
seyen  children.  It  had  enrolled  on  its  school  registers,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  twenty-^four  pupils — ^had  made  liberal  provisions  for  an  irredu- 
cible fund  for  educational  purposes,  and  had  rendered  that  fund  and  other 
resources  productive  to  the  amount  of  seventy-four  thousand  six  hundred 
and  eighty-one  dollars.  It  had  also  provided  for  the  proper  gradation  of 
the  Public  Schools,  and  had  wisely  foreshadowed  departments  for  the 
^^  benefit  of  Agriculture,  the  Mechanic  Arts  and  Mining,  which  should  con- 
stitute the  nucleus  of  a  future  university." 

As  we  have  seen  from  the  statistics  of  1865-66,  this  system  possessed 
sufficient  vitality  not  only  to  live  through  the  period  of  financial  depression 
which  embarrassed  the  State  for  the  last  two  years,  but  it  has  gained  a  surer 
hold  in  the  hearts  of  the  people — ^grown  m  usefulness,  and  developed  in  its 
resources. 

The  following  table  is  an  exhibit  of  the  salary  of  the  State  Superintend- 
ent, amounts  annually  expended  in  visiting  schools,  office  expenses,  cost  of 
printing,  &c.,  from  1862  to  the  close  of  the  year  1866  inclusive :

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The  salary  and  trayeling  expenses  charged  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two  were  for  Rev.  W.  G.  Blakeley,  who  was  the  acting  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  until  about  the  close  of  that  year.  The  blank  forms 
printed  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  included  full  sets  for  all  the 
school  ofBcers  and  teachers.  There  is  a  supply  remaining  sufficient,  at 
least,  for  the  next  two  or  three  years.  There  have  been  no  expenditures 
for  office  rent,  fuel,  lights,  or  clerk  hire.  At  all  times  and  under  all  cir- 
cumstances, the  strictest  economy  has  been  studied  and  practiced,  consistent 
with  the  demands  and  interests  of  the  school. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

The  total  valuation  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Public  Schools  in 
this  State  is  reported  at  thirty-five  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventeen 
dollars.  Last  year,  it  was  thirty-four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents.  The  increase  is  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents — ^not  very  large — but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that, 
amid  the  general  downward  tendency  of  property,  the  schools  have  suffered 
so  little. 

In  the  valuation  of  school  apparatus,  there  has  been  a  slight  decrease. 
Last  year,  it  was  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars.  This  year,  it  is  only 
six  hundred  and  seventy-five — ^less  than  it  was  last  year  by  one  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  dollars. 

The  valuation  of  the  Public  School  libraries  has  not  materially  changed. 
In  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty -five,  it  was  estimated  at  one  hundred  and  fi(^ 
dollars  ;  this  year,  at  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars — ^a  gain  of  thirty- 
nine  dollars. 

THE  AVERAGE  LENGTH  OF  SCHOOLS. 

In  this  State  four  school  weeks  are  regarded  as  a  month.  The  following 
table,  compiled  by  Hon.  John  Swett,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
in  California,  and  published  in  his  "  First  Biennial  Report,'^  page  41,  shows 
how  the  schools  of  Nevada  compared  with  those  of  other  and  older  States  in 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five.

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The  retarns  make  eight  months  and  more  than  twenty-three  one-hun- 
dred ths  as  the  average  length  of  the  schools  in  this  State  for  the  year  1866, 
being  an  increase  over  the  year  1865  of  more  than  eighty-three  one- 
hundredths  of  a  month.  It  is  probable  that,  in  this  respect,  Nevada  will 
now  head  the  list  of  States. 

FREE  SCHOOLS. 

Not  a  district  in  the  State  voted  a  district  tax  to  raise  school  funds,  and 
thirty-one  schools  were  maintained  without  rate  bills.  It  is  confidently 
expected  that  in  a  short  time  the  opportunities  of  a  thorough  practical 
education  will  be  offered  as  freely  as  the  mountain  air,  to  every  child. 

teachers'  wages. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  average  monthly  wages  of  teachers 
over  the  year  1865  of  fifteen  dollars  and  thirty-four  cents.  In  California, 
the  average  monthly  wages  of  male  teachers,  in  1865,  was  seventy-four 
dollars.  In  Nevada,  in  1866,  it  is  one  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and 
twenty-eight  cents,  thirty-nine  dollars  and  twenty-eight  cents  more  than  in 
California.  The  average  monthly  wages  of  female  teachers  in  California,  in 
1865,  was  sixty-two  dollars.  In  Nevada,  in  1866,  it  is  ninety-two  dollars 
and  thirty-seven  cents,  or  thirty  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents  more  than  in 
California. 

Board  in  California  is  estimated  at  an  average  of  twenty-five  dollars  per 
month.  In  Nevada,  it  is  estimated  at  thirty-five  dollars.  This  leaves  a 
salary  in  California  for  male  teachers,  of  forty-nine  dollars ;  for  females,  of 
thirty-seven  dollars,  and  is  paid  in  coin.  In  Nevada,  it  leaves  a  salary  for 
male  teachers,  of  seventy-eight  dollars  and  twenty-eight  cents  ;  for  female 
teachers,  of  fifty-seven  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents,  and  is  paid  in  currency 
at  gold  value.  In  fact,  there  is  no  other  State  where  teachers  are  so  well 
paid,  especially  females. 

The  public  schools  which  offer  such  remunerative  inducements,  should 
command  the  best  talent  in  the  country.  It  is  certainly  no  small  encour- 
agement for  persons  whoso  opportunities,  qualifications  and  tastes  are  favor- 
able, to  adopt  teaching  as  a  profession.  Ability,  experience  and  genuine 
worth  will  be  appreciated,  and  faithful  labor  rewarded.  By  this  liberality, 
Nevada  asks  that  the  standard  of  excellence  for  the  instructors  of  her  youth 
be  elevated ;  that  teachers  by  the  manifestation  of  the  highest  type  of  man- 
hood and  womanhood  command  respect,  and  merit  the  lasting  gratitude  and 
love  of  those  committed  to  their  charge. 

female  teachers. 

One  distinguishing  element  of  power  in  the  public  schools  of  this  State 
is  the  preponderance  of  female  talent  and  inSuence.  Twenty-eight  of  the 
forty-six  teachers  employed  during  the  school  year  which  has  just  closed, 
were  females.  In  the  course  of  nature,  children,  during  their  infancy,  are 
necessarily  committed  to  the  fostering  care  of  mothers.  Habituated  thus 
to  be  directed  and  governed  by  women,  the  transition  to  the  school  room 
where  she  presides  is  easy  and  natural.    Here  she  fulfills  one  of  Uie  great 
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objects  of  her  eartUj  mission.     Her  active  sjtnpathies,  her  clear  percep- 
tions, her  delicate  sense  of  right,  her  gentleness,  purity,   soundness  of 
judgment  and  refined  tastes,  enable  her  to  win  and  retain  the  confidence  of 
childhood,  to  restrain  its  waywardness,  to  awake  and  direct  its  aspirations 
for  that  which  is  good  and  noble  with  peculiar  success.     She  knows  more  of 
human  nature  in  its  early  history  and  manifestations  than  man.     Its  secret 
springs  and  latent  powers  have  not  escaped  her  observation.     Their  derel- 
opment  has  fixed  her  attention,  engaged  her  thoughts,  and  opened  to  her  a 
most  pleasing  and  deeply  interesting  study.     She  loves  children,  and  hence 
female  teachers  of  thorough  qualifications  excel  in  a  correct  knowledge  of 
the  capabilities  of  their  pupils,  and  the  best  methods  of  instruction.     Thej 
are  the  best  acquainted  with  their  intellectual,  moral  and  physical  wants, 
and  are  the  accurate  judges  of  character.     They  have  more  tenderness, 
moi*e  patience,  and  more  congeniality  than  men,  and  easily  and  naturallj 
become  the  most  acceptable  and  efficient  instructors  of  the  young. 

A  doubt  has  been  expressed  by  some  as  to  the  ability  of  female  teachers 
to  discipline  a  school,  especially  in  a  country  so  new,  where  children  young 
in  years  are  often  old  in  vice — ^where  there  is  but  littie  judicious  home 
government,  parental  restraint  or  example.  This  doubt  disappears  before 
the  experience  of  the  last  four  years.  The  first  schools  organized  and  es- 
tablished were  taught  by  females.  They  came  with  the  first  tide  of  immigra- 
tion after  the  discovery  of  the  mines,  and  began  the  work  of  instruction 
before  Nevada  had  a  name  or  a  Territorial  existence.  At  that  early  day, 
society  was  in  its  most  chaotic  state.  The  civil  law  was  the  arm  of  might ; 
and  the  tribunal  from  the  decisions  of  which  there  was  no  appeal,  was  the 
revolver  and  the  bowie  knife.  It  was  a  period  of  the  wildest  excitement, 
and  of  the  most  desperate  adventures,  afiecting  all  classes,  all  ages  and  all 
conditions.  Yet  amid  these  scenes  of  confusion,  the  schools  lived,  flour- 
ished, and  accomplished  good.  If  the  discipline  was  not  of  that  high  char- 
acter attained  since,  and  observed  in  older  communities,  it  was,  neverthe- 
less, sufficient  to  answer  the  purposes  of  instruction,  and  the  pupils  of  these 
schools  are  said  to  have  made  commendable  improvement.  From  that  early 
day  to  the  present  time,  female  teachers  have  been  identified  with  the  prog- 
ress of  the  cause  of  education,  and  many  of  the  most  orderly  and  best 
conducted  schools  now  in  operation,  are  governed,  disciplined  and  instructed 
by  capable,  accomplished  female  teachers.  The  pupils  are  of  both  sexes, 
among  the  most  advanced  classes,  and  of  all  ages. 

It  is  not  maintained  that  it  is  best  to  place  the  public  schools  whoUy  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  female  teachers.  Judgment  must  be  exercised  in 
all  cases.  It  is  only  intended  that  where  the  way  is  open,  where  the  ci^ 
cumstances  are  favorable,  and  where  there  are  thoroughly  qualified,  intelli- 
gent, faithful  female  teachers,  their  claims  to  preference  should  be  carefully 
considered  by  both  parents  and  trustees.  They  must  not  be  ignored  and 
denied  a  field  of  usefulness  to  which  experience  has  proven  they  are  pecu- 
liarly adapted,  and  in  which  God  designed  they  should  reap  an  abundant 
harvest. 

REPOBTS. 

Some  improvement  has  been  made  by  the  County  Superintendents,  in 
preparing  the  statistical  part  of  their  annual  reports.    Too  great  care  cannot 
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be  given,  to  have  every  number  correct  and  correctly  entered.  All  the 
returns  of  the  School  Officers,  compiled  by  the  County  Superintendents, 
shotdd  be  made  ready  for  publication  before  leaving  their  hands.  Mistakes 
will  occur,  and  experience  has  shown  that  errors  will  multiply  in  copying, 
and  in  printing ;  but  every  officer  should  discharge  his  duty  faithfully,  and 
not  leave,  as  has  often  been  done,  a  mass  of  statistical  matter  and  of  facta 
in  a  state  of  confusion,  to  be  aitanged  by  some  one  higher  in  authority. 

While  statistical  tables  furnish  the  clearest  evidence  of  the  progress  and 
true  condition  of  the  Public  Schools,  still  there  are  many  facts,  circum- 
stances, results,  and  suggestions,  not  to  be  expressed  by  figures.  The  moral 
power  of  a  school,  in  a  given  district  or  county,  the  intellectual  development 
of  pupils,  their  attainments  in  scholarship,  the  excellencies  or  particular 
defecto  of  the  law,  the  efficiency  of  its  administration,  the  peculiar  wants  of 
a  people,  the  standard  of  public  opinion,  and  many  other  matters  of  interest 
— ^must  be  expressed  in  words.  Hence,  written  statements  accompanying 
the  statistics  are  essentbl.  Heretofore,  something  of  this  kind  has  been 
attempted,  and,  whenever  prepared  with  any  considerable  care,  has  been 
published.  Usually,  abstracts  have  been  made,  as  nearly  as  possible,  in  the 
words  of  the  authors.  This  year,  only  one  brief,  writUn  report  has  been 
received.  In  every  other  instance,  tiie  blank  forms,  furnished  from  this 
ofiSce,  were  filled  and  returned  without  comment. 

The  Treasurers  of  Lander,  Lyon,  Ormsby,  and  Washoe  Counties,  have 
made  reports,  as  required  by  section  fifteen,  division  fourth,  of  the  School 
Law.  The  QYeasurers  of  Douglas,  Esmeralda,  Humboldt,  Storey,  Churcb- 
ill,  Ifye,  and  Roop  Counties,  have  not  reported.  The  important  statistical 
information,  in  regard  to  the  County  School  Fund,  which  can  only  be  de- 
rived from  these  returns,  fsuthfuUy  prepared,  has  not  been  received.  Any 
compilation  of  the  reports  made,  would  not  only  be  unsatisfactory  but  useless, 
and  has,  therefore,  been  omitted. 

The  returns  of  the  Census  Marshals  have  been  received,  from  twenty- 
three  districts ;  but  the  teachers  and  trustees  of  only  eighteen  districts  have 
made  reports,  and  several  of  these  are  very  deficient. 

COUNTY  BOARDS  OF  EXAMINERS. 

As  the  School  Law  now  is,  the  authority  to  decide  on  the  qualifications, 
and  grant  certificates  to  applicants  wishing  to  teach,  is  committed  to  County 
Boards  of  Examiners,  consisting  of  ^'  three  competent  persons,  appointed  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction.'*  These  appointments  were 
primarily  made,  in  almost  every  instance,  on  the  recommendation  and  petition 
of  prominent  citizens  in  the  respective  Counties.  Some  of  these  Boards 
have  been  fdthful  and  earnest  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  They  placed 
the  standard  of  qualification  much  higher  than  it  had  ever  been  before  ;  and, 
consequently,  the  Schools  in  these  Counties  have  risen,  proportionably,  in 
character  and  efficiency. 

Other  Boards,  without  a  just  appreciation  of  the  need  of  thoroughness  and 
ability  in  the  school-room  have  granted  certificates,  if  not  to  incompetent  per- 
sons, at  least  to  those  who  are  deficient  in  many  qualifications  necessary  to 
insure  success.  This  action  works  a  hardship  upon  the  schools.  The 
Trustees  are  prohibited  from  employing  persons  to  teach,  who  do  not  hold  a 
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certificate  of  qaalification  from  the  Board  of  ExamiDers  in  the   connfy 
within  which  their  district  is  located.     They  must,  therefore,  engage  onlj 
such  persons  as  hold  certificates  from  the  Boards  mentioned,  whatever  Hieir 
deficiencies  may  be.     It  is  not  designed  to  condemn  the  system,  but  the 
indifferent  mode  of  complying  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  law.      There 
IS  no  subject  of  such  vital  importance  to  the  Public  Schools  as  the  qualifica- 
tion and  ability  of  the  teachers,  and  there  is  no  point  which  should  be  more 
carefully  guarded.   As  the  County  Boards  of  Examiners  are  only  authorised 
to  grant  certificates  of  qualification  ^^  of  the  first  grade  for  teachmg  uncla^i- 
fied,  grammar  and  high  schools,  which  shall  be  good  for  two  years,"  and 
^^  certificates  of  the  second  grade  for  teaching  primary  schools,  which  shall 
be  good  for  one  year,"  it  seems  necessary  to  complete  the  system  ;  that  the 
State  Board  of  Education  be  empowered  to  examine  applicants  and  to  grant 
certificates  of  all  grades,  especially  for  the  higher  departments,  which  shall 
be  valid  for  a  period  of  two  or  more  years,  and  render  the  holder  eligible 
to  a  position  in  the  schools  of  any  district  in  the  State  as  the  law  may 
provide. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  should  also  be  authorized  to  grant  life 
diplomas  to  applicants  who  have  held  certificates  of  the  first  grade  granted 
by  the  Board,  who  have  taught  successfully  in  this  State  for  two  years 
or  more,  and  who  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  such  studies  as  the 
Board  may  determine  and  the  Legislature  may  require. 

This  arrangement,  it  is  hoped,  would  obviate  the  difficulty  arismg  from  the 
inefficiency  of  the  County  Boards  of  Examiners.  It  would  also  eneoorage 
teachers  to  study  and  to  become  proficient  in  their  profession.  The  repeated 
thorough  exammations  and  the  test  of  experience  required  would  be  a  sore 
guarantee  against  the  commitment  of  the  grammar  and  high  schools  to  Ihe 
care  and  direction  of  incompetent  and  unqualified  teachers.  The  liberal 
salaries  now  paid  for  instruction,  and  the  actual  wants  of  the  schools,  seem 
to  demand  the  adoption  of  some  such  system  without  delay. 

SCHOOL  TRUSTEES. 

The  principle  intended  to  be  established  by  the  law  providing  for  &e 
election  of  district  trustees  "  for  the  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years  re- 
spectively," is  productive  of  the  greatest  good,  and,  under  proper  regulations^ 
should  be  maintained.  When  the  law  was  approved,  the  twentieth  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-five,  the  time  positively  fixed  for  the 
first  election  and  for  deciding  the  "  terms  by  lot "  had  passed  nearly  two 
weeks.  The  County  Superintendents  filled  the  vacancies  by  appointment, 
but  there  was  no  authority  to  decide  "  the  terms,"  and  the  law  specifically 
states  that  each  succeeding  year  thereafter  (1865)  "  one  trustee  shall  be 
elected  for  the  full  term  of  three  years."  In  some  districts  difficulties  arose 
from  this  complication,  which,  for  a  time,  greatly  embarrassed  the  interests 
of  the  schools.  By  amendment  of  the  law,  no  further  trouble  need  be 
apprehended,  and  the  benefits  arising  from  always  retaining  in  office  two 
trustees  of  experience,  will  be  secured. 
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SCHOOL    VISITS. 

The  number  of  school  visits  made  by  School  Trustees  in  1865  was  one 
hundred  and  twenty-seven.     This  year  it  was  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
three,  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  fifty-six.    Last  year  the  number  of 
school  visits  made  by  other  persons  was  six  hundred  and  thirty-two.     This 
year  it  was  one  thousand  and  nineteen,  an  increase  of  three  hundred  and 
eighty-seven.     This  is  certainly  a  gratifying  result,  and  augurs  good  for  the 
future.     It  is  evidence  of  a  growing  public  interest  in  the  schools  of  the 
State,  and  of  an  increasing  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  the  officers  most  nearly 
associated  with  them.     If  parents,  guardians,  and  citizens  generally  would 
spend  more  time  in  the  school-room,  it  would  have  a  most  salutary  effect.     It 
would  greatly  stimulate  the  efforts  of  both  teachers  and  pupils.     None  per- 
ceive more  readily  than  children  when  others  are  interested  in  their  intellect- 
ual growth.     They  know,  intuitively,  when  a  parent  is  moved  with  sympathy 
with  them  in  their  mental  conflicts.     Words  of  encouragement  are  well,  but 
the  frequent  presence,  in  the  school-room,  of  those  whom  they  love,  and 
whom  they  delight  to  please,  is  of  the  greatest  moment.     It  attaches  im- 
portance to  the  child's  mental  eflbrts  and  to  its  studies,  and  makes  it  feel 
that  the  school  is  a  place  of  privilege,  and  that  it  is  favored  by  being  there, 
where  the  scroll  of  knowledge  is  enrolled — where  the  elements  of  its  nature 
are  expanded — its  latent  energies  developed,  and  its  character  moulded  after 
the  most  perfect  type  of  true  manUness.     Such  visits  are  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance to  teachers.     They  greatly  need  the  hearty  sympathy  and  efficient 
co-operation  of  parents  and  guardians.     Often  overworked,  frequently  tried 
by  the  waywardness  and  thoughtlessness  of  their  pupils,  worn  by  protracted 
confinement  to  the  school-room,  perplexed  by  many  questions  pertaining 
to  the  physical,  moral  and  intellectual  welfare  of  those  committed  to  their 
trust,  and,  in  many  instances,  far  away  from  former  counselors,  an  approv- 
ing smile,  a  word  of  encouragement,  a  kindly  visit  from  a  patron  of  the 
school,  greatly  lessens  their  burden  of  care.     It  does  much  to  awaken  their 
sympathies  and  give  them  a  feeling  of  personal  identity  with  their  pupils.     In 
addition  to  all  this,  it  aids  the  teacher  in  the  work  of  discipline,  impresses 
and  sustains  his  authority,  fosters  respect  for  his  instructions  and  character, 
and  places  him  in  his  true  position  in  the  school,  and  in  the  community,  as 
an  honorable  and  invaluable  assistant  to  parents  in  the  education  of  their 
children.      The  obligation   to  educate  a  family  rests  primarily  upon  its 
,  united  head,  and  cannot  be  neglected  with  impunity,  or  transferred  to  others. 
The  work  begins  as  soon  as  the  child  is  bom,  and  changes  in  manner  only  as 
the  infant  passes  into  childhood,  and  from  childhood  into  manhood.     To  the 
son,  the  father  is,  and  of  right  must  be,  the  pattern  of  all  that  is  great  and 
excellent  in  human  nature.    To  the  daughter,  the  mother  is  the  embodiment 
of  the  perfections  of  womanhood ;  hence,  the  lessons  of  the  fireside  are 
always  the  most  enduring.     This  home-teaching  is  ever  the  most  effectual, 
and  is  cherished  with  the  most  hallowed  associations  of  life.     Teachers  are 
only  to  supply  the  want  of  opportunities,  and  the  deficiencies  in  parental 
mstruction.     They  are  aids^  not  principals  in  the  work  of  education.     By 
the  association  of  the  members  of  different  households  in  the  school-room, 
they  assist  many  families  at  the  same  time.     But  it  is  not  intended  to  ex- 
clude the  parents,  or  that  their  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  complete  development 
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of  all  that  is  susceptible  of  improvement  in  their  children  shall  cease ;  and  yet, 
how  often  it  is,  that  they  seem  to  lose  all  sense  of  any  further  responsibility  ? 
Months  and  years  go  by,  and  they  have  not  visited  the  school,  and,  in  many 
instances,  are  scarcely  able  to  recognize  the  teacher  to  whose  instructiona 
they  have  committed  their  families.  Is  this  right  ?  Is  it  just?  The  mer- 
chant places  his  goods  in  the  hands  of  a  faithful  salesman,  but  he  goes  every 
day  to  see  how  his  business  prospers.  The  householder  in  the  parable 
planted  a  vineyard  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen  and  went  into  a  far  country, 
but  he  sent  his  servants  to  look  after  his  vineyard,  and  receive  of  its  fruits. 
In  business  transactions  men  are  usually  punctual  and  careful,  but  often  in 
the  education  of  their  children  they  are  culpably  negligent.  The  Great 
Father  above  watcheth  over  the  sparrows,  and  careth  for  them.  Are  not 
these  little  ones  of  our  households  "of  more  value  than  many  sparrows?" 
Let  parents,  let  guardians  and  citizens  generally,  realize  that  their  pres- 
ence is  often  needed  in  the  school-room ;  that  the  moral  and  intellectual  wel- 
fare of  the  children  assembled  there  requires  it,  and  that  the  obligations  they 
owe  to  the  rising  generation  demand  it. 

STATE  teachers'   INSTITUTES. 

Should  the  suggestions  made  in  this  Report  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Legislature,  and  should  the  School  Law  be  amended  as  hereinafter  recom- 
mended, it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  hold  an 
annual  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  examining  applicants  for  State  Certificates 
and  life  Diplomas.  A  State  Teachers'  Institute  might  be  held  at  the  same 
time  with  but  a  small  additional  expense,  which  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion might  determine.  Such  an  Institute  would  be  productive  of  the  great- 
est good.  It  would  be  an  occasion  for  the  assembling  of  the  best  talent  in 
the  State,  and  ought  to  be  accompanied  with  lectures,  addresses,  and  essays, 
and  a  full  and  free  discussion  of  the  provisions  of  the  School  Law,  and  of 
all  subjects  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  the  Public  Schools,  and  of  the 
cause  of  education  generally. 

EDT7CATI0NAL  JOURNAL. 

Two  years  ago,  the  "  California  Teacher  "  was  introduced  into  the  Public 
Schools  of  this  State.  In  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  it  was  supplied 
to  twenty-six  teachers.  This  year,  for  some  cause  not  stated  in  the  reports, 
it  has  been  furnished  to  only  fifteen  teachers.  It  is  made  the  duty  of  each 
County  Superintendent  (Sec.  18,  Division  8  of  the  law)  "  to  subscribe 
annually  for  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  *  *  *  to  furnish  each  school 
officer  and  teacher  in  his  county  with  a  copy  of  the  same,  and  one  copy  to 
be  filed  with  the  records  of  the  district." 

The  "  Teacher  "  was  offered  to  the  schools  of  this  State  on  the  most  liberal 
terms,  and  is,  and  has  been  a  faithful,  earnest,  and  able  advocate  of  every 
judicious  improvement  in  the  manner  of  couducting  schools,  and  in  the  sys- 
tem upon  which  they  should  be  established.  It  has  invited  cancUd  and 
thorough  discussions  upon  a  wide  range  of  topics,  embracing  all  that  was 
calculated  to  encourage  parents  and  guardians  to  embrace  every  oppor- 
tunity for  the  mental  and  moral  improvement  of  the  children  under  llieir 
charge.    It  has  done  much  to  sustain  teachers,  trustees,  and  school  officers 
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in  the  falthfal  discharge  of  their  duties.  It  is  the  only  joumftl  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  devoted  exclasively  to  ^^  educational  purposes,"  and  wherever 
it  has  been  read  has  awakened  interest,  quickened  effort,  and  hastened  the 
fulfillment  of  noble  purposes.  Our  teachers  and  trustees  cannot  do  without 
it,  and  the  County  Superintendents  do  them  and  the  schools  a  great  wrong 
when  they  neglect  to  subscribe  for  it  as  the  law  directs. 


AGRICULTURAL    COLLEGE. 

The  Legislature,  during  its  session  in  1865,  passed  ^'  An  Act  to  establish 
an  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  in  Washoe  County  in  this  State." 
This  law  created  a  Board  of  Regents,  consisting  of  the  Governor,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  were  ''  author- 
ized and  required  to  appoint  five  suitable  persons  as  Commissioners,  three  of 
whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  county,  to  select  a  location  for  the  College 
aforesaid." 

The  Board  of  Regents  fulfilled  the  duty  assigned  them  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  Gen.  J.  L.  Slingerland,  Hon.  Charles  La,mbert,  and  Capt.  H.  A. 
Cheever,  of  Washoe  Coun^ ;  Hon.  John  A.  Collins,  of  Storey  County, 
and  C.  L.  Anderson,  M.D.,  of  Ormsby  County,  as  the  Commissioners 
required. 

These  Commissioners  have  made  no  report  to  the  present  time,  and  it  is 
presumed  have  made  no  progress  towards  establishing  the  contemplated 
College.  In  this  connection,  I  submit  to  the  candid  consideration  of  the 
friends  of  education  in  this  State,  the  following  able  exposition  of  this  whole 
subject  pertaining  to  Agricultural  Colleges,  by  the  Hon.  Isaac  Newton, 
Commissioner  of  the  National  Agricultural  Department. 

He  says :  This  Department  has  received  various  letters  asking  its  views 
relative  to  the  best  system  of  instruction  for  the  Agricultural  Colleges  to  be  > 
established  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  July  2d,  1862,  donating  public 
lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  to  provide  Colleges  for  the  benefit 
of  agricultural  and  mechanic  arts.  As  Congress  had  in  view  the  establish- 
ment of,  at  least,  one  College  in  each  of  the  States  and  Territories,  and  as 
the  experience  of  the  United  States  in  such  institutions  has  not  been  either 
extensive  or  successful,  it  is  highly  necessary  that  public  sentiment  should 
be  awakened,  that  by  enlightened  action,  success  may  be  obtained.  This 
public  sentiment  cannot  be  acted  on  in  this  matter,  more  speedily  than 
through  this  Department,  and  hence  it  now  complies  with  the  request  in 
these  letters ;  not  expecting  to  control  pubUc  sentiment,  but  simply  to  aid  in 
its  development,  and  to  be  the  means  of  uniting  )ts  action. 

But  there  are  other  reasons  why  the  Department  must  ever  be  deeply  in- 
terested in  the  successful  establismnent  of  these  colleges ;  some  of  them  are 
the  following : 

1.  The  Department  needs  much  the  aid  it  would  derive  from  these  col- 
leges. They  will  have  experimental  gardens  and  farms,  skillful  professors 
to  properly  conduct  experiments,  to  carefully  note  them,  and  to  properly  re- 
port them.  Hence,  when  the  Department  imports  new  seeds  and  plants,  it 
can,  through  their  aid,  at  once  determine  their  adaptability  to  this  country, 
and  the  clunate,  soil,  and  cultivation  proper  to  each.    The  distribution  of 
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seeds,  cuttings,  etc.,  could  then  be  made  on  a  most  economical  basis,  be- 
cause they  would  be  distributed  only  where  they  could  be  advantageooslj 
grown.  Seeds,  when  thus  tested,  could  be  grown  by  these  institutions,  and 
tiius  a  large  sum  of  money  sent  abroad  would  be  distributed  at  home. 

2.  From  these  colleges  would  be  received  reports  of  the  experiments 
made,  and  these  would  be  placed  before  the  farming  public  through  the  re- 
ports of  the  Department  ;  and  thus,  with  the  seeds  and  cuttings  distributed, 
would  be  communicated  the  mode  of  cultivation  adapted  to  each. 

8.  A  great  object  with  this  Department  must  be  to  systematize  the  agri- 
culture of  the  United  States  ;  and  how  can  this  be  so  well  done  over  a  coun- 
try so  extensive  and  of  such  diversified  latitudes  and  products,  as  by  the  aid 
of  local  institutions,  under  the  direction  of  high  intelligence,  and  aided  by  the 
special  agencies  which  will  be  found  in  them  ? 

4.  To  render  most  practicable  and  useful  such  systematized  farming,  the 
aid  of  institutions  having  local  influence  will  be  essential,  as  instructors  of 
leading  farmers,  and  to  obtain  such  State  legislation  as  may,  from  time  to 
time,  become  necessary  to  a  more  speedy  advancement. 

These  reasons,  without  stating  others,  are  sufficient  to  show  how  deep  an 
mterest  this  Department  must  ever  take  in  the  proper  establishment  of  tiieae 
industrial  colleges. 

In  considering  such  establishment,  the  first  inquiry  to  be  made  is :  What 
course  of  instruction  should  be  adopted  by  them  f 

There  are  no  settled  opinions  in  answer  to  this  question  to  be  found  in  the 
United  States.  So  far  as  they  have  been  expressed  in  the  course  of  study 
in  our  few  agricultural  schools,  and  in  the  writings  of  those  who  have  sought 
to  mould  public  opinion,  the  instruction  proposed  has  contemplated  a  prepa- 
ration for  the  farm  only.  The  languages  have  generally  been  regarded  as 
useless,  and  the  course  of  mathematical  studies  has  been  too  limited.  In 
this,  we  think,  lies  the  failure  of  our  agricultural  colleges.  Such  limitation 
may  be  adapted  to  European  affairs,  where  the  son  seeks  to  continue  in  the 
fatheWs  occupation  ;  but  here,  the  farmer's  son  is  no  more  destined  to  agri- 
cultural pursuits  than  the  son  of  a  professional  man.  Here  the  merchant 
longs  to  be  released  from  the  distracting  cares  of  commercial  pursuits,  and 
the  opulent  manufacturer  from  the  danger  of  changing  markets  :  both  anx- 
iously desire  the  rest  and  enjoyment  found  in  the  country  life.  And  with 
them  in  this  wish,  is  the  professional  man  and  the  politician.  And  it  is  a 
natural  desire :  it  is  a  part  of  man's  nature,  as  it  was  in  conformity  with  it 
that  God  placed  our  first  parents  in  the  Garden  of  Eden,  and  that  the  homes 
of  illustrious  Americans  have  become  a  part  of  their  fame,  as  Mount  Ver- 
non, Monticejlo,  Ashland,  and  Mansfield.  And  this  desire  w6uld  be  a  hun- 
dred fold  strengthened  if  early  education  fitted  all  for  an  intelligent  pursuit 
of  agriculture,  as  well  as  other  occupations  of  civilized  life.  A  system  of 
education,  to  be  successful,  must  be  in  conformity  to  the  tastes  and  pursuits 
of  a  people.  The  time  is  not  yet  come  in  the  United  States  when  the  son 
will  inherit  the  father's  occupation ;  nor  is  it  desirable  that  it  ever  should  be. 
The  eminent  success  of  Americans  in  all  the  pursuits  of  life ;  the  intellectual 
and  physical  energy  thev  have  displayed  in  them,  the  facility  with  which  this 
intellect  takes  hold  of  the  most  diverse  pursuits,  all  point  tx>  a  condition  so 
difierent,  both  mentally  and  socially,  from  the  countries  of  Europe,  that  its 
agricultural  schools  furnish  but  an  imperfect  basis  upon  which  to  rear  oar 
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own.  We  must  mark  out  a  path  for  ourselves.  Congress,  in  the  act  referred 
to,  seems  to  have  been  governed  bv  this  American  condition  of  things.  Its 
provisions  are  broad  and  liberal.  It  recites  that  in  the  colleges  to  be  estab- 
lished <'  the  leading  object  shall  be,  without  excluding  other  scientific  and 
classical  studies,  and  including  military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of 
learning  as  are  related  to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  in  such  manner 
as  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  may  respectively  prescribe,  in  order  to  pro- 
mote the  liberal  and  practical  education  of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  sev- 
eral pursuits  and  professions  of  life." 

It  will  be  seen  from  this,  that  these  CoUeges  are  not  to  be  agricultural 
only.  The  education  of  mechanic,  manufacturer,  merchant,  and  miner,  is 
demanded  as  well  as  the  tiller  of  the  soil.  All  the  industrial  classes  are  to 
be  fitted  for  an  intelligent  career  in  the  several  pursuits  of  life.  Anything 
less  broad  would  not  have  been  equal  justice  to  ail.  It  requires,  too,  military 
instruction,  that  the  citizen  may  be  qualified  for  duties,  the  discharge  of 
which  is  now  demanded  of  so  many ;  and  it  does  not  exclude  '^  other  scientific 
and  classical  studies." 

The  American  youth  have  a  broad  career  before  them.  Neither  the  farm 
nor  the  workshop,  nor  a  subdivided  labor  in  either,  is  to  be  the  bound  of 
their  emulation  or  labor.  The  son  of  the  farmer  must  be  permitted  to  obey 
the  promptmgs  within  him,  and,  like  Mr.  Webster,  to  bang  the  scythe  on 
the  tree  ;  or,  like  Mr.  Clay,  to  ride  to  the  highest  political  stations,  as  well 
as  on  the  horse's  back  to  mill.  Like  Washington,  he  should  be  fitted  for 
the  chain  and  the  compass,  or  the  camp,  or  political  rule,  or  the  management 
of  a  landed  estate. 

It  may  be  answered,  in  the  senseless  aphorism,  that  a  ^'  Jack-of-all-trades 
is  master  of  none."  The  career  of  Henry  Ward  Beecher  furnishes  a  reply. 
He  lately  told  us,  when  in  England,  that  he  was  bellringer  in  his  first  church. 
When  at  Indianapolis,  he  published  an  agricultural  paper ;  and,  during  the 
past  summer,  the  Journal  of  that  city,  alluding  to  the  admiration  of  stran- 
gers for  the  beauty  of  its  gardens  and  yards,  ornamented  with  flowers  and 
evergreens  and  shrubs,  gave  all  the  credit  to  Mr.  Beecher's  teachings  when 
there.  He  left  in  the  West,  "  the  Beecher  rhubarb,"  a  seedling  variety, 
originated  by  him,  not  inferior  to  any  other ;  and  he  refoimed  the  butter 
market  of  that  city.  And  he  did  these  things  whilst  he  was  the  first  of  its 
preachers.  His  political  speeches,  in  England,  exhibit  his  power  in  another 
field. 

Another  case,  showing  the  superiority  of  a  general  education  of  the  facul- 
ties of  the  mind  over  the  disciplining  of  a  few  only,  is  seen  in  an  emment 
American  manufacturer  and  inventor.  In  exhibiting,  in  England,  one  of  his 
inventions,  he  had  the  jr^rk  mostly  done  there,  but  made  slow  progress  in 
completing  it.  Writing  home,  he  said,  that  in  English  shops,  the  workmen 
are  trained  to  such  subdivisions  of  labor,  that  one  of  them  can  do  the  work 
of  only  one  part  of  an  engine ;  that  one  part  must  be  done  before  another 
workman  can  do  hit  part ;  that  few  of  them  can  superintend  the  entire  work 
of  an  engine ;  whilst  in  his  own  manufactory  here,  most  of  his  workmen  were 
competent  to  do  this.  And  to  this  subdivision  he  attributes  the  want  of 
inventive  talent  in  England. 

Apart,  then,  from  pre-eminent  ability,  we  see  that  both  in  education  aiid 
labor,  a  development  of  mental  power  is  promoted  by  a  general  discipline  of 
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all  the  faculties  of  the  mind ;  and  that  instruction,  dwarfed  to  a  particular 
pursuit,  results  in  a  dwarfed  mind  itself.  The  powers  of  the  mind,  like 
those  of  the  body,  achieve  most  when  their  fully  developed  strength  is  cen- 
tered, for  the  time,  on  the  accomplishment  of  a  certedn  object.  If  our 
greatest  minds  have  found  this  developed  strength  in  liberal  studies,  lesser 
minds  must  be  governed  by  the  same  law  of  progress.  Confine  their  faculties 
to  a  narrow  routine  of  study,  and  whilst  a  few  facilities  may  be  partially 
strengthened,  others  remain  undeveloped. 

In  the  agriculture  of  England  and  of  the  Continent,  we  see  the  influence 
of  limited  instruction.  A  plowman  continues  to  be  a  plowman ;  and  a 
worker  in  the  vineyard  occupies  the  place  filled  by  his  grandfather's  grand- 
father.  Whatever  of  progress  we  &id  in  England  and  Scotiand,  is  to  be 
attributed  to  a  higher  and  broader  development  of  mind.  Turn  to  France, 
and  in  the  following  description  of  the  agriculture  of  tiie  South,  we  see  the 
results  of  subdivided  instruction.  One  of  our  most  intelligent  Consuls  thus 
writes: 

<<  I  received  the  request  from  the  agricultural  department  to  furnish  its 
stati&tics.  I  know  not  what  to  do.  I  who  have  always  so  loved  agricul- 
tural and  horticultural  pursuits,  would  certainlv  be  expected  to  do  much 
in  this  line.  But  when  I  loc^  around  I  find  absolutely  nothing  in  all 
France  to  interest  our  country  in  that  line.  So  far  is  France  behind  us 
in  all  labor  ^ving  machinery,  in  everything  relating  to  agriculture,  or 
the  mechanic  arts  even,  that  I  know  it  is  the  wrong  place  to  seek  light. 
Many  things  are  imearthed  in  Pompeii  and  Herculaneum  that  are  much 
in  advance  of  everything  in  France.  The  ploughs  are  of  the  siyle  of 
the  ancient  Egyptians — a  forked  tree.  The  carts  and  wagons  of  the  farm 
are  four  times  the  size  of  our  own ;  awkward  and  clumsy  affairs.  Tou  might 
worship  and  not  break  the  second  commandment,  for  they  are  the  likeness 
of  nothing  on  earth.  The  peasants  drive  in  a  single  log  to  market,  as  in 
Ireland,  and  everything  else  is  in  the  same  piddling,  picayune  style.  Is 
this  the  style  to  be  imitated  by  our  own  large-minded,  great-souled,  enlight- 
ened, freebom  Americans !    Not  by  my  aid  or  consent. 

"  This  district,  and  the  whole  south  of  France,  from  here  to  Nice,  on  the 
Italian  border,  is  a  land  mostiy  of  grapes ;  the  eastern  half  of  olives,  also : 
a  poor,  miserable  character  of  farmmg,  which  we  should  leave,  I  think, 
after  looking  over  the  whole  ground,  to  the  small-minded,  small  formers  of 
Europe.  Or  when  we  do  go  at  grape-raising,  as  we  will  largely  in  Califor- 
nia, let  us  go  at  it  in  our  own  grand  style,  as  we  raise  hogs,  com,  wheat, 
etc.  etc.;  no  piddling  or  scratching  like  this." 

Here  we  have  graphically  described  the  difference  between  the  enlarged 
American  agricultural  mind,  and  the  dwarfed  European  agricultural  mind. 
Our  agriculture  presented  a  scope  that  demanded  thought ;  it  was  vast  in 
itself,  and  by  its  own  greatness,  raised  up  the  farmers  of  our  own  counlay 
to  the  higher  standard  we  find  in  the  foregoing  contrast.  But  as  popula- 
tion becomes  more  dense,  there  will  be  a  tendency  to  European  division  of 
labor,  and  its  narrow  views.  This  must  be  counteracted  by  liberal  educa- 
tion. Grand  as  have  been  the  achievements  of  American  agriculture,  it 
has  been  aided  by  a  natural  richness  of  the  soil,  which  must  be  replaced 
and  sustained  by  the  riches  of  science. 

But  the  American  farmer  and  artisan  have  not  yet  achieved  their  great- 
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est  elevation,  either  in  their  occupations  or  in  their  positions  as  American 
citizens.  Look  into  the  army,  and  at  the  civil  officers.  A  stranger  to  our 
institutions  might  readily  suppose  that  the  profession  of  law  constituted  a 

Erivilegcd  class  in  this  country,  and  that  no  one  outside  of  its  ranks  could 
old  a  civil  or  military  position.  Is  this  just  to  the  industrial  classes  ? 
Or  is  it  safe  to  the  government  ?  The  mission  of  these  classes  is  not  one  of 
toil  merely,  but  of  equal  position  as  citizens.  The  skillful  artisan,  the 
comprehensive  farmer,  the  far-reaching  merchant,  the  enterprising  man- 
ufacturer, should  be  competent,  when  occasion  demands,  to  be  an  officer  in 
the  army,  or  statesman  at  home,  or  minister  abroad. 

Our  agricultural  colleges  have  heretofore  failed,  because  they  aimed  to 
educate  for  the  pursuit  of  agriculture  only.  The  sons  of  our  farmers  are 
not  less  ambitious  of  distinction  than  others;  and  an  education  that  regards 
them  as  farmers  only,  cannot  meet  their  approbation.  The  purpose  of  edu- 
cation is  to  teach  men  to  observe  and  think :  these  are  alike  essential  to  all 
pursuits,  and  in  these  operations  of  the  mind,  all  the  faculties  are  called 
in  requisition.  A  skillful  and  correct  use  of  their  power  is  the  boon  of 
instruction.  Their  general  development  is  first  to  be  accomplished,  and 
subsequently  this  developed  power  is  to  be  applied  to  particular  pursuits. 
A  course  of  instruction  regarded  merely  as  information  is  not  less  necessary 
to  one  pursuit  than  another ;  for  a  mere  farmer  or  mechanic  is  not  less  to 
be  discountenanced  than  a  mere  lawyer.  General  science  and  knowledge 
is  as  essential,  and  is  as  becoming  to  the  one  as  to  the  other.  All  pur- 
suits, then,  may  have  a  common  course  of  instruction. 

From  these  general  remarks,  rendered  necessary  by  prevailing  erroneous 

opinions  respecting  the  instruction  suitable  to  the  industrial  classes,  we 

return  to  the  question  asked,  that  it  may  now  be  answered  specifically — 

What  course  of  instruction  should  be  adopted  in  our  Industrial  Colleges  f 

1.  Languages. — Besides  the  considerations  just  advanced,  a  knowledge  of 
the  English  language  to  express  his  thoughts,  either  in  writing  or  speaking, 
clearly,  forcibly  and  elegantly,  is  as  important  to  one  engaged  in  an  indus- 
trial pursuit  as  in  a  professional.     In  early  years,  as  twelve  to  sixteen,  a 

irouth  cannot  make  more  progress  in  learning  it  than  by  a  study  of  the  Latin 
anguage.  It  is  a  language  that  has  added  much  to  our  own.  Its  study 
familiarizes  the  pupil  witii  English  words  and  their  meaning,  and  their  use  to 
express  ideas  both  correctly  and  elegantly.  The  study  of  the  Latin  grammar 
instructs  him  in  the  English  grammar.  And  the  knowledge  of  Latin  is 
absolutely  essential  if  he  would  better  understand  and  more  readily  remem- 
ber the  numerous  words  derived  from  this  language  used  in  works  on  the 
natural  sciences. 

The  German  language  is  used  so  extensively  in  the  business  transactions 
of  many  parts  of  the  United  States,  that  opportunity  to  acquire  it  should  be 
given  in  these  colleges.  It  need  not,  howeVer,  be  made  an  essential  part  of 
the  regular  course  of  studies. 

2.  Z%e  Mathematics, — The  study  of  the  mechanical  laws  is  directly  con- 
nected with  the  mechanical  and  manufacturing  arts.  So  far  as  mathematics 
is  essential  to  their  understanding,  to  disciplining  the  mind,  and  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  natural  sciences,  it  should  be  made  a  part  of  the  course  of 
study. 

8.  Of  the  other  branches  of  study  we  cannot  do  better  than  adopt  the 
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following,  transmitted  to  the  Department  by  Richard  Owen,  a  brother  of 
Robert  Dale  Owen,  and  of  the  late  David  Dale  Owen — a  name  familiar  to 
every  intelligent  citizen  on  account  of  his  eminent  attainments  in  science, 
and  his  practical  application  of  them  in  geological  and  mineralogical  surveys. 
Mr,  Richard  Owen  is  now  a  Professor  in  the  State  University  of  Indiana, 
at  Bloomington,  and  is  not  less  thorough  in  his  scientific  acquirements.  He 
has  received  a  military  education,  also ;  and,  until  recently,  commanded  a 
division  of  the  Indiana  troops. 

A  course  of  study,  although  briefly  Isdd  down,  by  one  who  is  as  practical 
as  learned,  cannot  but  receive  the  careful  consideration  of  all.  Mr.  Owen, 
in  his  letter,  says : 

''  I  hasten  now  to  furnish,  as  you  request,  an  outline  of  the  plan  of  study 
which  I  think  might  be  advantageously  adopted,  throwing  out  other  hints 
which  can  receive  consideration,  provided  the  means  are  sufficient  and  the 
public  mind  prepared. 

^^  Finding  the  great  advantage  of  addres^ng  all  instruction,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  the  eye,  (in  addition  to  that  given  through  the  medium  of 
the  ear)  I  would  recommend  a  Museum,  (besides  the  lecture  room,  each 
having  its  own  appropriate  specimens  and  diagrams)  to  contain — 

^'  1.  All  the  most  important  minerals,  arranged  according  to  Dana's  Text- 
book. 

*^  2.  The  necessary  rocks  and  fossils  to  illustrate  pretty  thoroughly  each 
geological  period. 

"  3.  Suite  of  plants,  arranged  according  to  the  natural  orders. 

^^  4.  Specimens  of  all  the  most  important  seed  vessels  (chiefly  firuits)  and 
seeds,  (grains,  grapes,  &c.) 

^^5.  A  zoological  departmeiit,  exhibiting  the  most  impoiiant  animals, 

from  the  sponge  and  polyp,  up  through  the  star-fishes  and  sea-eggs,  worms, 

crustaceans  and  insects,  (particularly  those  injurious  to  agriculture)  mollusks, 

^  fishes,  reptiles,  birds  and  mammals,  (including  the  skeletons  of  all  domestic 

animals)  to  end  with  man. 

^^  6.  Numerous  charts,  exhibiting  streams  of  time,  chemical  tables, 
geological  sections,  maps  of  physical  geography,  giving  meteorology,  distri- 
bution of  plants,  animals,  rain,  &c. 

*^  7.  A  good  set  of  philosophical  instruments,  to  illustrate  the  department 
of  natural  philosophy  and  land  surveying,  such  as  the  air  pump,  electrical 
machine,  mechanical  powers,  rain-gauge,  barometers,  thermometers,  hygrom- 
eters, hydrometers,  microscope,  sextant  with  horizon,  &c. 

^'  8.  Models  of  machmery,  as  grist-mills,  saw-mills,  paper-mills,  cotton 
machinery  and  the  like.  Also,  improved  agricultural  implements. of  every 
description,  and  models  of  bams,  bridges,  grain-houses,  &c. 

^'  [N.  B. — ^This  museum  should  be  open  to  the  agricultural  and  normal 
institutions.]  " 

mSTRUOTION. 

1st.  For  physical  development,  gynmastics,  agricultural  operations,  in 
suitable  weather,  at  least  for  a  part  of  the  classes,  (the  others  taking  the 
succeeding  day)  as  plowing,  digging,  mowing,  sowing,  &c. 

2d.  For  moral  culture,  religious  instruction,  moral  philosophy,  music, 
(especially  vocal,  in  parts)  social  gathermgs,  reunions,  at  least  for  some 
classes,  each  week,  when  they  should  meet  tiie  professors  and  their  families. 
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having  some  object  to  bring  them  together,  such  as  microscopic  exanunations, 
or  the  magic  lantern,  music,  or  portfolios  of  engravmgs,  &c.,  to  examine. 

3d.  For  mental  improvement — supposing  the  elementary  branches 
mastered — then  drawing  and  surveying,  geography,  book-keeping,  human 
anatomy,  physiology  and  hygiene,  comparative  anatomy  and  physiology, 
vegetable  physiology,  chemistry,  mineralogy  and  geology,  botany  and 
zoology,  lectures  on  gardening,  pruning,  fruit  raising,  wine  making,  &c., 
agricultural  chemistry,  embracing  lectures  on  manures,  improving  womoul 
lands,  drainage,  &c.,  and  lectures  on  stock  raising  and  farriery. 


THB  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

In  this,  a  great  object  should  be,  not  so  much  to  convey  any  particular 
information  on  subjects  to  be  taught,  as  to  discipline  the  would-be  teachers 
in  the  best  method  of  imparting  instruction  in  any  branch  or  department* 

Instruction  how  to  convey  information  to  the  youthful  mind  might  be 
given  on  the  following  pomts  : 

1st.  Lessons  on  things  (objects  surrounding  us)  of  every  day  occurrence. 

2d.  Pestalozzi's  system  of  arithmetic  (mental). 

3d.  Writing  on  blackboard  before  using  either  slate  or  paper,  to  give 
freedom  to  the  hand. 

4th.  The  elements  of  drawing,  and  practice  in  estimating  distances, 
areas,  &;c. 

5th.  Proper  mode  of  teaching  vocal  music,  with  metronome,  tumng 
forks,  &c. 

(These  last  three  comprise  improvement  of  the  hand,  eye  and  ear :  con- 
sequently the  development  of  three  senses — ^the  taste  and  sense  of  smeU  do 
not  require  much  cultivation.) 

6th.  Making  each  would-be  teacher  lecture  alternately  on  some  of  the 
subjects  under  discussion,  so  as  to  practice  the  imparting  of  instruction — the 
professor  criticising,  if  necessary,  his  style,  mode  of  handling  the  subject,  &c. 

N.  B. — If  female  teachers  are  to  be  received  and  instructed,  there  should 
be  a  model  kitchen  for  the  instruction  of  young  ladies  in  the  proper  mode  of 
preparing  wholesome  food,  such  as  household  bread;  and  hiomng^  not 
guessing,  when  things  are  sufficientiy  cooked  ;  also,  how  to  cook  without  the 
wasteful  and  unwholesome  use  of  so  much  lard,  and  the  advantage  of  boiling 
instead  of  frying  constantiy  in  grease,  &c. 

MODEL  FARM. 

Connected  with  the  Agricultural  College,  there  should  be  of  course  a 
model  farm,  and  the  best  stock,  implements,  &;c.;  also,  a  model  garden  and 
greenhouse.  Connected  with  the  normal  institution,  there  ought  to  be  a 
model  school  house  and  appurtenances,  and,  as  above  suggested,  a  model 
kitchen. 

MILITABT  TRAINING. 

Perhaps,  by  carrying  out  the  West  Point  system  of  traimng,  as  far  as 
consistent  with  study,  work,  &c.,  the  necessity  of  a  gynmasium  might  not 
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be  80  great  as  in  ordinary  Bcfaools  and  colleges,  where  it  oaght  always, 
undoubtedly,  to  be  introduced,  under  proper  instructions. 

The  above  may  seem  to  convey,  to  some  extent,  the  plan  which  had  been 
in  my  head  for  some  time,  but  which  had  never  assumed  quite  a  definite 
form,  for  want  of  knowing  the  exact  circumstances  under  which  such  a  plan 
could  be  worked  out ;  and  many  details  would,  of  course,  depend  upon  tiiat 
For  instance :  Congress  may,  in  the  grant,  perhaps,  prescribe  a  certain 
course;  the  State,  in  accepting,  may  prescribe  a  course  differing  in  many 
points.  The  community^  in  sending,  may  demand  certain  things ;  but  the 
above  may,  perhaps,  at  least  serve  for  a  basis  on  which  any  one  knowing 
the  circumstances,  can  work  out  the  superstructure. 

AN  EVIL  AND  ITS  RElfEDT. 

This  admirable  course  of  study,  thus  briefly  sketched  by  Professor  Owen, 
needs  no  comment ;  it  sufficiently  recommends  itself.  But  it  demands  what 
few  of  our  collegiate  institutions  have,  viz:  a  museum,  apparatus,  &c., 
which  aid  so  greatly  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  by  presenting  through  the 
senses  clear  ideas  to  the  mind. 

Why  our  institutions  are  deficient  in  these,  is  obvious  enough  when  we 
look  at  tiieir  too  great  number.  The  educational  means  of  the  communis 
have  been  expended  in  building  edifices,  to  the  great  detriment  of  thorough 
instruction,  by  the  help  of  those  agencies  referred  to  by  Mr.  Owen.  Each 
State  has  its  dozen  of  colleges,  and  the  apparatus,  museum,  libraiy,  &c., 
of  all  would  be  insufficient  for  one.  Are  these  Jndustrial  Colleges  to  he 
virtually  destroyed  by  alike  waste  of  means? 

What  are  these  means  ?  The  Act  of  Congress  ^ves  to  each  State  a 
quantity  of  land  equal  to  80,000  acres  for  each  Senator  and  Representa- 
tive in  Congress.  A  State  that  has  unsold  lands  within  its  own  borders, 
may  locate  this  grant ;  but  those  that  have  not,  are  to  receive  land  scrip, 
which  cannot  be  located  by  the  State,  but  only  by  the  assignees  of  the 
State,  at  $1  25  per  acre.  When  we  reflect  that  the  homestead  law  gives 
away  the  public  lands  to  actual  settiers,  and  that  no  large  bodies  of  good 
public  farming  lands  remain  for  entry,  it  is  pretty  clear  that  the  fund  from 
the  grant  to  the  older  States  will  be  slowly  realized,  and  then  only  at  a 
great  sacriflce.  The  law  ought  to  be  so  amended  as  to  aUow  immediate 
location  by  all  the  States.  Must  the  industrial  classes  wait  for  this  slaw 
realization  of  the  fundy  before  colleges,  so  important  to  them,  can  be  estab- 
lished ;  and  must  they  be  limited  to  an  inadequate  course  of  instruction  by 
reason  of  insvfficiency  of  the  funds  f  No !  Kansas  has  answered,  and  its 
admirable  precedent  should  be  followed  by  all  other  States  like  situated. 
No  !  Connecticut  replies,  bestowmg  its  grant  of  lands  upon  Yale  College. 
The  one  answers  for  the  west,  the  other  for  the  east.  The  new  States  of 
the  west  and  southwest  have  bad  donations  granted  them  by  Congress  for 
the  establishment  of  universities  or  seminaries  of  learmng.  Among  these, 
is  Kansas ;  and  wisely  determining  to  consolidate  and  not  dissipate  its  col- 
lege funds,  it  has  consolidated  the  grant  for  both,  merging  the  first  one  iato 
the  second,  thus  saving  the  useless  expense  of  building  two  edifices,  when 
one  is  all-sufficient ;  in  having  two  sets  of  professors  when  only  one  is  re- 
quired :  and  by  this  economy  securing  a  museum,  apparatus,  library,  &c.,  so 
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necessary  for  the  proper  instruction  of  all  occupations,  whether  profesfflonal 
or  industrial. 

Under  like  grants  we  have  the  following  universities :  Ohio,  at  Athens ; 
Indiana,  at  Bloomington ;  Illinois,  at  Springfield ;  Missouri,  at  Columbia ; 
Wisconsin,  at  Madison ;  Iowa,  at  Iowa  City ;  Michigan,  at  Ann  Arbor. 
Since  these  umversities  were  established,  many  others  have  been  founded  in 
these  and  other  States,  mostly  by  religious  denominations,  in  which  is  usually 
found  such  course  of  instruction  as  is  adapted  to  professional  pursuits ;  but 
not  to  the  industrial,  for  want  of  the  museums,  apparatus,  library,  model 
farm,  &c.,  mentioned  by  Mr.  Owen.  Why  retain  these  State  Universities 
as  competitors  of  the  private  colleges  ?  Why  not  render  them  efficient, 
economical,  more  truly  State  institutions,  by  consolidating  the  grants,  and 
thus  creating  a  college  competent  to  the  thorough  education  of  all  occupa- 
tions ?  The  sound  policy  of  such  union  is  the  more  obvious,  when  it  is  re- 
membered that  the  last  act  does  not  allow  any  of  the  fund  created  by  it  to 
be  used  in  buildings.  The  former  grants  have  provided  these  and  a  skele- 
ton library  and  apparatus,  with  a  fund  competent  only  to  sustain  a  faculty 
inadequate  to  such  instruction  as  the  wants  of  the  age  and  our  own  condi- 
tion demand.  But  all  these  would  constitute  a  basis  on  which,  as  the  funds 
from  the  recent  grant  were  realized,  colleges  adapted  to  these  wants  could 
be  built  up.  These  views  are  now  placed  before  the  public,  in  compliance 
with  the  requests  that  have  been  made,  and  with  the  hope  that  they  will 
lead  others  to  express  themselves. 

The  discussion  here  presented  is  so  thorough,  so  condensed,  and  yet  so 
wide  in  its  range,  that  there  is  but  littie  to  add.  It  shows  forcibly  what  an 
Agricultural  College  ought  to  be,  and  announces  the  only  true  policy  in  re- 
gard to  the  use  of  the  university  fund.  No  thought  should  be  entertained 
of  dissipating  that  fund  by  the  establishment  of  a  feeble,  insufficient  school, 
nonunally  for  agricultural  purposes,  in  Washoe  county,  and  a  mining  school, 
equally  as  weak  and  unproductive  of  good  results,  in  some  other  county.  If 
testimony  to  the  evils  of  scattering  our  educational  resources  in  the  estab- 
lishment of  many  institutions  were  necessary,  it  is  not  wanting.  One  of 
the  profoundest  thinkers  in  Europe,  Gustus  Leibig,  recentiy  used  the  fol- 
lowing language  in  regard  to  agricultural  colleges.  Addressing  a  distin- 
guished American,  Mr.  Elippart,  he  said : 

**  Tou  don't  want  much  land — a  few  hundred  acres  is  all-sufficient  for  all 
manner  of  experiments ;  and  you  must  allow  me  to  repeat — ^you  don't  want 
to  teach  a  specific  system  of  model  farming,  for  many  reasons :  firBt^  not  one 
student,  perhaps,  can  get  a  farm  precisely  like  your  model  farm ;  he  may  not 
be  able  to  get  so  much  grass  land,  or  so  much  upland,  or  he  may  be  unable  to 
have  farm  buildings  precisely  Uke  the  model  ones.  Then,  what  good  does  your 
model  do,  when  nobody  can  copy  it  ?  Now,  when  you  get  home,  pray,  do  not 
misrepresent  this  idea.  I  want  you  to  make  experiments:  not  simply  to 
show  what  can  be  done,  but  make  experiments  to  show  what  can  be  done 
profitably,  and  what  may  be  done  by  any  intelligent  farmer.  Of  course, 
you  cannot  expect  to  accomplish  much  for  the  present  generation  of  farmers; 
but  these  seeds  you  sow  will  be  reaped  by  the  next  and  future  generations. 
In  Ohio,  you  do  not  want  to  build  a  palace  for  an  Agricultural  School.  In 
America,  you  spend  too  much  money  in  putting  up  your  educational  build- 
ings, and  uien  starve  your  professors.    I  learn  that  you  put  up  a  very  grand 
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building  in  your  city  of  Columbus,  called  the  Starling  Medical  College;  I 
have  a  picture  of  it.  I  am  told  it  cost  some  seventy  or  seventy-five  thou- 
sand doUars ;  and  now  you  are  starving  the  professors  in  it.  You  did  the  same 
in  Cleveland  and  Cincmniati.  Then  I  am  told  you  built  two  Universities  in 
Ohio  J  and  now  the  professors  can  barely  live  on  the  salaries  you  pay.  The 
consequence  is,  that  these  schools,  colleges,  or  universities  must  run  down. 
There  is  no  place  in  the  whole  world  where  knowledge  can  make  so  much 
money,  as  in  America ;  therefore,  your  best  men  will  not  become  teachers 
or  professors,  simply  because  they  can  make  more  money  out  of  somediing 
else ;  and  they  naturally  apply  their  talent  and  abiUty  where  it  pays  the 
best.  No  man  will  engage  in  an  educational  course  of  life,  for  Ufe,  on  a 
salary  of  twelve  hundred  or  fifteen  hundred  dollai*s  a  year,  when,  by  apply- 
ing the  same  ability  in  some  other  pursuit,  he  can  make  four  thousand 
or  five  thousand  dollars  a  year.  Hence,  you  have  no  first-class  professors 
in  America ;  but  you  have,  instead,  first-class  business  men,  first-class  me- 
chanics and  managers  of  large  and  colossal  establishments." 

Congress  has  been  liberal  in  its  grants  of  land ;  but  the  proceeds  should 
be  invested  with  the  greatest  care.  The  work  of  organizing  and  establish- 
ing a  University,  such  as  will  meet  the  peculiar  wants  of  the  State,  must 
necessarily  be  laborious  and  expensive,  and  will  tax  the  energies  of  the  best 
talent  and  finest  executive  ability.  The  departments  should  be  kept  together, 
while  in  their  incipiency ,  in  the  same  building.  There  should  not  be  more  than 
one  library,  one  laboratory,  one  museum,  one  course  of  study,  and  one  faculty. 
Make  these  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  embrace  all  that  is  demanded,  and 
there  will  be  a  hope  of  success. 


MINING  DEPABTMBNT  OP  THE  STATE  UNIVBRSITT. 

The  preceding  cQscussion  in  regard  to  the  Agricultural  College,  clearly 
indicates  the  policy  which  should  be  adopted  in  relation  to  a  mming  school. 
These  are  but  different  departments  of  the  same  institution,  and  should  not 
be  separated.  They  are  so  regarded  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State. 
Economy  demands  that  they  should  be  kept  together  ;  and  the  success  and 
efficiency  of  the  whole  enterprise  pertaining  to  the  University,  depend  upon  it. 
Section  eighth,  of  the  Constitution,  provides  ^^  that  all  the  proceeds  of  tiie 

Eublic  lands,  donated  by  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  second,  eighteen 
undred  and  sixty-two,  for  a  College,  for  the  benefit  of  Agriculture,  the 
Mechanic  Arts,  and  includmg  Military  Tactics,  shall  be  invested  by  the  said 
Board  of  Regents,  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  appropriated,  exclusively,  to 
the  benefit  of  the  first-named  departments  of  the  University^  as  set  fortfi  in 
Section  four  above." 

Section  four,  just  named,  reads :  "  The  Le^lature  shall  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  a  State  University,  which  shall  embrace  departments  for 
Agriculture,  Mechanic  Arts,  and  Mining,  to  be  controlled  by  a  Board  of 
Regents,  whose  duties  shall  be  pi*escribed  by  law."  Referring  again  to 
Section  eight,  it  is  made  imperative  that  ^^  the  Board  of  Regents  shall,  firom  the 
interest  accruing  from  the  first  funds  which  come  under  their  control, 
immediately  organize  and  maintain  the  said  mining  department,  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  make  it  the  most  eSective  and  useful."    It  is  apparent,  then, 
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that  the  mining  department  of  the  University  should  take  precedence.  It 
is  one  of  '*•  the  departments  first  named  "  in  Section  four,  and,  as  such,  is 
especially  provided  for,  by  a  direct  and  specific  statement  of  the  source  from 
whence  the  fund  is  to  be  derived  for  its  maintenance,  followed  by  directions 
for  its  immediate  organization.  There  are  no  such  imperative  requirements 
in  the  Constitution,  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  a  College,  for  the 
"  benefit  of  Agriculture,  Sie  Mechanic  Arts,  including  Military  Tactics." 
With  this  understanding  of  the  Constitution,  Congress  enacted  a  law, 
approved  July  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  confinning  this 
appropriation  of  the  proceeds  of  the  grant  of  lands  mentioned. 

In  the  act  making  this  confirmation,  the  following  language  is  used  (Chap. 
CLXVI,  Sec,  8,  Statutes  of  Congress,  1865  and  1866)  :  "  And  the  diver- 
sion of  the  proceeds  of  these  lands  in  Nevada,  from  the  teaching  of  agri- 
culture and  mechanic  arts  to  that  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  mining,  is 
allowed  and  authorized  without  causing  a  forfeiture  of  said  grant."  With 
an  unprecedented  liberality,  that  body,  in  the  same  act  above  named,  donated 
for  University  purposes,  seventy-two  entire  sections  of  land,  in  addition  to 
all  its  previous  grants.  This  donation  was  made  with  the  distmct  undei^ 
standing  that,  according  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  the  Mining 
department  of  the  University  would  be  the  first  established,  and  hence  the 
proceeds  of  the  land  granted  be  appropriated  to  this  purpose.  Congress 
has  thus  manifested  the  deep  interest  felt  by  the  nation  in  the  organization 
and  maintenance  of  an  efficient  mining  school.  By  its  action,  it  has  desig- 
nated our  State  as  the  appropriate  seat  of  a  University  in  which  a  principal 
department  shall  be  devoted  chiefly  to  the  subject  of  mining,  which  is  now 
more  than  ever  engaging  the  attention  of  the  leading  intellects,  both  in  this 
country  and  in  Europe. 

Art.  11,  Sec.  3,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  provides  a  liberal,  irre- 
ducible fund  for  educational  purposes,  the  interest  only  of  which  may  be 
used  from  year  to  year,  and  also  ''  that  such  portions  of  sidd  interest  as  may 
be  necessary,  may  be  apportioned  for  the  support  of  the  State  University. 
From  all  these  resources,  the  Mining  department  of  the  University  might 
probably  be  organized  at  no  distant  day,  under  a  system  of  careful  economy 
and  prudent  management.  The  interests  of  the  State  demand  it.  With 
us,  mining  in  all  its  departments  is  in  its  infancy,  and  must  be,  for  a  long 
time  to  come,  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.  The  errors  that 
have  been  practiced,  and  the  mistakes  which  have  been  made  during  the 
last  four  years,  have  impoverished  the  State,  for  the  time,  destroyed  public 
confidence  and  driven  capital  into  other  fields,  while  the  mineral  resources 
of  the  country,  probably  unsurpassed,  if  not  the  richest  in  the  world,  have 
remained  undeveloped,  and  comparatively  unproductive.  Such  a  de- 
partment as  that  contemplated,  however  feeble  it  might  be  in  the  beginning, 
would  be  a  powerful  stimulant  to  efibrt.  It  would  afford  the  means  of  pro- 
gress, and  give  facilities  for  investigation.  Nature  is  fixed  and  unalterable 
in  its  laws.  It  is  truth,  abiding  and  eternal,  embodied.  A  treatise  correctly 
stating  the  principles  of  geology,  if  prepared  when  the  foundations  of  the 
world  were  laid,  would  be  correct  to-day.  An  accurate  essay  on  metal- 
lurgy written  when  Grod  commanded  the  dry  land  to  appear,  or  when 
Tublil  Cain  became  the  "  instructor  of  every  artiificer  in  brass  and  iron," 
would  be  true  now.    There  may  be  new  facts,  but  there  are  no  new  laws  in 
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the  physical  world.  The  province  of  science  is  discovery.  Lyell,  Mantell, 
Hitchcock,  and  Dana  never  created  a  crystal,  or  the  smallest  particle  of 
gold  that  'gUdB  the  sands.  Such  men  Ze  bU  successful  expffers,  and 
demonstrate  that  Lord  Bacon  was  correct  when  he  affirmed  that  man  was 
merely  '^  the  minister  and  interpreter  of  nature."  Werner  and  Hutton  did 
not  originate  the  power  of  fire  and  of  water  in  transforming  the  crust  of  the 
earth.  These  agencies  wrought  changes,  kindled  volcanoes,  piled  mountains, 
formed  and  destroyed  islands,  made  continents,  and  convulsed  both  sea  and 
land,  before  man  was  created.  The  sixty  elemental  substances  of  which  the 
universe  consisted  in  the  beginning,  are  the  same  to-day  that  thej  ever 
were.  The  principles  of  their  combinations,  their  chemical  changes  forming 
an  opal,  a  diamond,  a  wall  of  granite,  a  vein  for  the  gold  or  for  the  silver, 
or  a  mountain  of  iron,  continue  now,  as  they  were  at  the  commencement  of 
time.  But  to  discover  them,  to  define  them,  to  describe  their  la%vs  and 
modes  of  operation,  and  to  predict  results — ^this  is  science ;  this  is  the  field 
for  mental  conquest.  We  need  to  summon  to  our  aid  the  wisdom  and  expe- 
rience of  the  past,  the  discoveries  of  other  lands,  and  the  combined  learning 
acnd  genius  of  our  own.  This  can  only  be  successfully  done  in  a  well- 
endowed  University,  with  an  appropriate  library,  laboratory,  cabinet,  and  an 
efficient  faculty  of  thorough,  practical  men,  devoted  to  the  work  for  life. 

With  proper  legislation,  now,  the  way  is  open  to  commence  this  important 
enterprise — at  least,  to  lay  the  foundation-stone  of  the  first,  and  to  the 
interests  of  the  State  the  most  important  department.  A  delay  of  two 
years  will  be  an  irreparable  loss,  a  self-infficted  injury,  for  which  there  is 
neither  apology  nor  reason. 

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

Nevada,  it  is  hoped,  will  soon  become  of  age,  and  be  able  to  stand 
alone ;  to  think,  plan,  and  act  for  itself.  Hitherto,  the  public  schools  have 
depended  for  teachers  very  much  upon  our  older  sister  of  the  golden  tiara. 
She  has  sent  to  us  some  worthy  instructors,  a  few  of  whom  have  excelled ;  and 
we  have  drawn  somewhat  and  profitably,  too,  upon  the  talent  and  enterprise 
of  the  Atlantic  States.  But,  it  is  apparent  we  must  soon  provide  for 
the  mental  discipline  and  proper  training  of  our  own  teachers.  We  cannot 
expect  to  command  the  best  scholars  and  the  most  competent  minds  in 
Csdifomia.  There  is  an  increasing  home  demand  with  which  it  is  impos- 
sible for  us  to  compete.  The  additional  amount  of  salary  which  we  offer 
will  not  avail.  Should  it  induce  a  few  of  the  best  qualified  and  most  enter- 
prising teachers  to  seek  employment  in  our  State,  no  general  supply,  ade- 
quate to  our  wants,  could  be  expected,  and  the  greater  number  of  our  schools 
would  be  compelled  to  engage  second-rate  talent:  As  a  matter,  then,  of  self- 
defense,  we  must  have  a  State  Normal  School. 

Such  an  institution,  properly  conducted,  would  secure  a  permanent  supply 
of  well  qualified  teachers,  thoroughly  identified  with  the  interests  of  the 
schools  and  of  the  State.  It  would  do  more  than  anything  else  to  introduce 
uniformity  of  government,  to  insure  a  high  character  of  mental  discipline, 
and  to  harmonize  the  various  methods  of  imparting  knowledge.  It  would 
vitalize  the  whole  system  of  public  instruction,  and  pve  dignity  to  the  pro- 
fession of  teaching.     It  would  command  public  confidence,  and  do  much  to 
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destroy  the  praudice  against  popular  education.  All  the  educational  in- 
terests  of  the  State  demand  the  Normal  School ;  and  the  intelligence  and 
standard  scholarship  of  the  children  and  youth  in  every  district,  depend  upon 
it  in  a  great  measure. 

As  a  matter  of  economy,  and  as  a  guarantee  of  efficiency  and  success, 
this  school  ought  to  be  associated  intimately  with  the  first  organized  depart- 
ment of  the  State  University.  The  aid  would  be  mutual.  It  is  probable, 
that  for  sevei*al  years  to  come,  the  same  buildings  and  grounds  might  be  used  ; 
and  it  is  certain,  that  many  of  the  lectures  and  experiments,  and  much  of 
the  instruction  in  the  class-room,  ought  to  be  in  common.  It  is  not  main- 
tained that  the  same  Board  of  Instruction  throughout,  would  be  sufficient 
for  both  schools,  but  only  that  an  economical  arrangement  might  be  made  for 
the  mutual  accommodation  of  pupils,  where  the  studies  prescribed  were  the 
same.  This  plan  of  concentrating  all  the  higher  departments  of  education 
into  one  institution,  is  consistent  with  the  graded  system  of  public  schools 
already  established.  The  preliminary  school  is  the  first  step  in  the  ladder. 
Then  there  is  the  intermediate  department,  the  grammar  school,  and  the 
high  school.  Shall  we  not  complete  the  plan,  and  have  the  State  Normal 
School,  the  Mining  School,  and,  when  the  means  justify  it,  the  Agricultural 
College,  the  Medical,  and  other  departments,  untu,  by  a  sound  and  healthy 
growth,  the  State  University  is  perfected  in  all  its  parts  ?  Is  not  this  the 
safest  mode  of  progress  ? 

If  nothing  more  can  be  done  in  the  course  of  the  next  year,  let  the  State 
Mineralogist  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  required  to 
deliver,  at  the  State  Capital,  a  course  of  lectures  before  such  persons,  mi- 
ners, teachers,  and  others,  as  may  choose  to  attend ;  each  selecting  for  his 
subject  such  matters  of  interest  as  may  appropriately  appertain  to  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  which  may  constitute  an  introduction  to  the  study  of  min- 
ing and  metallurgy,  and  to  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching.  Perhaps 
the  year  following  a  class  or  two  might  be  instructed  for  a  time,  and  thus 
the  nucleus  of  the  Mining  Department  of  the  State  University,  and  of  a 
State  Normal  School,  be  formed  at  once.  This  would,  at  least,  have  the 
merit  of  an  earnest  purpose,  and  would  lead  to  investigation,  and  arrest  pub- 
lic attention. 

SCHOOL  LANDS. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State,  in  Article  eleven.  Section  three,  sets  apart 
generally  for  educational  purposes  "  all  the  proceeds  of  lands  that  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  (from  the  time  of  ttie  adoption  of  the  Constitution  in 
1864)  be  granted  or  appropriated  by  the  United  States  to  this  State."  It 
then  specifies :  "the  proceeds *of  the  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  in 
eveiy  township,  granted  by  Act  of  Congress,  March  twenty-first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  for  the  support  of  common  schools."  It  also  desig- 
nates for  the  same  purpose  the  proceeds  of  the  grant  of  five  hundred  thou- 
sand acres  of  land,  made  under  Act  of  Congress,  September  fourth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  for  internal  improvements.  This 
division  was  approved  and  confirmed  by  Congress,  July  fourth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-six.  The  proceeds  derived  from  these  and  other 
sources,  specified  in  the  article  and  section  above  named,  were  to  constitute 
an  irreducible  fund,  to  be  mvested  in  United  States  Bonds  or  in  the  Bonds 
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of  ibis  State,  and  the  interest  only  to  be  apportioned  for  the  support  of  the 
pablic  schools. 

UNIVERSITY   LANDS. 

Article  eleven,  Section  eight,  of  the  Constitution,  appropriates  "  all  the 
proceeds  of  the  public  lands  donated  to  the  State  by  Act  of  Congress, 
approved  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, "  to  the  organization 
and  maintenance  of  a  Mining  Department  of  the  State  University."  This 
land  was  originally  a  grant  of  thirty  thousand  acres  for  each  senator  and 
representative  in  Congress  for  an  Agricultural  College.  The  diversion  of 
the  proceeds  of  this  land  was  allowed  and  authorized,  by  Congress,  July 
fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  and,  at  the  same  time,  an  additional 
donation  of  "  land  equal  in  amount  to  seventy-two  entire  sections,  was  made 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  university."  This  last  grant 
remains  to  be  accepted  by  act  of  the  next  Legislature  of  this  State. 

The  whole  amount  of  land  thus  appropriated  for  university  purposes,  the 
interest  on  the  proceeds  of  which,  by  Article  eleven,  sections  eight  and  four, 
of  the  Constitution,  to  be  applied  in  "  organizing  and  maintaining  the  Mining 
Department,"  is  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  and  eighty  acres. 

The  Constitution  also  provides  in  addition,  (Art.  11,  Sec.  3)  "  that  such 
portions  of  said  interest"  (derived  from  the  proceeds  of  the  school  lands 
and  other  sources  mentioned)  "  as  may  be  necessary,  may  be  apportioned 
for  the  support  of  the  State  University." 

There  is  but  one  other  source  whence  a  fund  may  be  derived  for  the 
establishment  of  a  mining  school,  but  this  is  not  from  the  proceeds  of  public 
lands.  Section  forty-four  of  an  act  concerning  the  location  and  possession 
of  mining  claims,  approved  February  twenty-seventh,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-six,  provides  that,  '^  all  moneys  paid  to  the  District  Recorder  as 
assessment  dues,  ♦  *  *  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  mining  school  fund.** 
As  yet,  no  funds  have  come  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Regents  from 
this  source. 

STATE  MINSRALOaiST. 

Soon  after  the  approval  of  the  law  (March  9th,  1866)  creating  the  office 
of  State  Mineralogist,  the  Board  of  Regents,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  gave  the  appointment  for  that  position  to  Prof.  R.  H.  Streteh,  who 
at  once  began  the  work  of  exploration,  the  collection  of  facts  pertaining  to 
the  mineralogy  of  the  country,  the  investigations  of  its  peculiar  geological 
formations ;  and  has  already  gathered  the  nucleus  of  a  State  cabinet.  He 
will,  in  due  form,  report  the  results  of  his  labors  and  investigations.  He  has 
been  greatiy  embarrassed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  for  the  want  of 
means  to  enable  him  to  pursue  successfully  his  most  economical  plans.  To 
make  this  office  available  for  good,  a  more  liberal  policy  must  be  adopted. 

SELECTIONS  OP  PUBLIC  LANDS  IN  LIEU  OP  THE  SIXTEENTH  AND  THIRTY-SIXTH 

SECTIONS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  law,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
And  sixty-six,  requiring  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  in  cases

where  portions  of  the  "  sixteenth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  have  been  entered 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preemption  laws  of  the  United  States,  to  select 
from  the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  a  like  quantity  of  land  so  entered," 
selections  have  been  made  to  the  amount  of  eight  hundred  acres. 

Under  Ae  requirements  of  section  four  of  the  law  above  named,  twenty- 
eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  twelve  acres  and  twenty-three  one-hun- 
dredths  have  been  "  reported  '*  to  the  Surveyor  General,  and  to  the  Board 
of  State  Land  Gonmiissioners. 


PEOPOSSD  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  SCHOOL  LAW. 

The  law  under  which  the  present  system  of  public  schools  is  maintained, 
constitutes  the  Governor,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
Surveyor  General,  a  State  Board  of  Education.  The  duties  enjoined  on 
this  Board  are :  to  have  a  seal ;  to  hold  two  sessions  annually  to  devise  plans 
for  the  better  organization  of  the  Public  Schools,  and  for  the  improvement 
and  management  of  the  public  school  fund ;  to  invest  the  principal  in  United 
States  Bonds,  or  in  the  bonds  of  this  State ;  to  prescribe  and  cause  to  be 
adopted  a  uniform  series  of  text  books,  and  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  County  Boards  of  Examiners.  From  the  fact  that  the  Surveyor  General 
resides  in  Virginia  City,  it  has  been  difficult  to  have  full  meetings  of  this 
Board  at  any  time.  The  constantiy  pressing  and  multifarious  duties 
devolving  upon  the  Governor,  in  immediate  connection  with  his  office, 
necessarily  occupy  all  his  time,  and  severely  tax  his  energies;  and  now 
that  Congress,  during  its  last  session,  made  such  liberal  grants  of  the  public 
lands,  from  the  proceeds  of  which  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  principal 
of  the  fund  for  educational  purposes  will,  in  a  short  time,  be  greatiy  increased, 
and  thus  proportionably  increase  the  responsibility  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education ;  and  furthermore,  in  view  of  the  fact,  that  before  the  time  fixed 
in  the  Constitution  for  the  convening  of  the  Legislature  in  1869,  a  new 
series  of  text  books  will  be  required,  to  prepare  which  is  a  work  within  itself 
of  great  magnitude,  and  of  the  most  vital  importance  to  the  schools ;  it  is, 
therefore,  recommended  that  the  school  law  be  so  amended  that  the  Board 
of  Education  shaU  be  made  to  consist  of  the  Governor,  the  Superintendent 
of  Public 'Instruction,  the  Surveyor  General,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and 
the  State  Mineralogist. 

Also,  that  in  addition  to  the  duties  already  required  of 'this  Board,  a 
clause  be  added  to  the  law  empowering  the  Board  to  examine  applicants 
and  to  grant  certificates  of  qualification  to  persons  wishing  to  teach,  of  the 
first  grade,  which  shall  be  valid  for  four  years,  for  teaching  grammar  and 
high  schools ;  of  the  second  grade,  which  shall  be  valid  for  two  years,  for 
teaching  grammar  and  high  schools ;  and  of  the  third  grade,  which  shall  be 
valid  for  two  years,  for  teaching  primary  and  ungraded  schools ;  and  also  that 
the  State  Board  of  Education  be  further  empowered  to  grant  life  diplomas 
to  applicants  who  propose  to  continue  teaching  as  a  profession  in  this  State, 
and  who  have  held  a  certificate  of  the  first  grade  above  named,  and  who 
have  been  successfully  engaged  in  teaching  for  two  years  or  more,  and  who 
sustain  a  satisfactory  examination  in  such  studies  as  the  Board  may  determine 
and  the  Lej^lature  may  require.    These  certificates  and  diplomas  to  be 
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sufficient  evidence  of  qualification,  and  render  the  holder  eligible  to  a  cor- 
responding position  in  any  public  school  in  the  State.  It  should  further  be 
made  the  imperative  duty  of  this  Board,  and  of  the  County  Boards  of 
Examiners,  to  revoke  any  certificate  or  diploma  upon  convicting  evidence  of 
immoral  or  unprofessional  conduct,  such  as  profanity,  intemperance,  gamblings 
Sabbath  breaking,  cruelty,  &;c. 

Every  exammation  should  be  required  to  be  conducted  mainly  in  writing ; 
and  every  applicant  for  a  certificate  of  qualification,  before  examination 
should  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar  towards  a  fund  for  the  purchase 
of  school  libraries  or  apparatus. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  should  be  required  to  prepare  a  list  of 
books  suitable  for  public  school  libraries,  from  which  it  should  be  the  daty 
of  district  Trustees  to  select  m  all  cases  before  purchasing.  Otherwise 
school  libraries  may,  by  injudicious  selections,  become  sources  of  evil,  if  not 
positive  immorality. 

The  State  Board  of  Education,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Begents  of  the  University,  should  be  required  at  an  early  day  to  organise 
and  maintain  a  State  Normal  School  in  connection  with  the  Mning  Depart- 
ment of  the  University.  They  should  have  power  to  provide  and  furnish 
rooms,  examine  and  employ  teachers,  prescribe  the  course  of  study,  the 
text  books  to  be  used,  and  to  have  the  full  supervision  of  the  schooL  No 
persons  should  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  school  who  are  not 
willing  to  pursue  ordinarily,  or  to  be  examined  in  the  whole  course  of  stud- 
ies prescribed,  and  to  pledge  themselves  to  engage  in  teaching  for  a  defi- 
nite period  in  this  State.  The  funds  required  for  the  support  of  this 
school,  and  necessary  to  defi*ay  the  eicpenses  of  a  State  Teachers'  Institute, 
should  be  set  apart  from  the  general  school  fund  of  the  State,  by  the 
State  Controller,  the  amount  in  each  case  being  certified  by  Ihe  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  subject  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  by  the 
warrant  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

The  school  law  needs  amending,  so  as  to  fix  the  terms  of  office  of  the 
Trustees  m  the  various  districts.  See  Sections  22,  23  and  18,  division 
sixth. 

The  provision  in  Section  41,  by  which  the  State  Board  of  Education  is 
empowered  to  "  remove,  examine  and  fill  vacancies,"  in  County  Boards  of 
Examiners,  is  superfluous.  The  members  of  the  Coun^  Boards  act  volun- 
tarily by  the  appointment  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and 
will  not  submit  to  examinations.  The  branches  designated  to  be  taught  in 
tiie  various  grades  of  the  schools  are  not  stated  with  sufficient  definiteness 
in  Sec.  42.  This  section  combines  two  subjects  which  should  have  been 
kept  separate.  The  proviso  at  the  end  of  the  section  should  properiy  be 
inserted  after  the  words  "  eighteen  and  sixiy-five,"  and  before  the  word 
"  orthography." 

There  are  other  amendments  apparent  to  the  careful  reader,  necessary 
to  make  the  law  harmonious  in  all  its  parts  and  workings.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  verbal  inaccuracies  will  be  corrected. 

Laws  ^'for  establishing  an  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  in 
Washoe  County,  approved  March  9th,  1865,"  and  "  for  establishmg  and 
maintaining  a  ACning  School,  and  create  the  office  of  State  Mineralogist, 
approved  March  9, 1866." 
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It  ifi  recommended  that  these  laws  be  repealed,  and  that  such  parts  of 
them  as  relate  to  the  office  and  duties  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  of 
the  State  Mineralogist,  and  the-  organization  of  a  Mining  department  of 
the  Universitj,  be  compiled,  carefully  revised,  and  embodied  in  one  Act. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  enjoined  at  present  on  the  Board  of  Regents, 
they  should  have  power  to  invest  the  University  funds,  and  to  control  the 
interest  for  the  immediate  organization  of  the  Mining  department,  and  in 
connection  with  it,  pemut  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  establish  and 
conduct  a  State  Normal  School.  It  is  not  intended  that  these  institu- 
tions should  be  united  further  than  for  mutual  aid  in  their  incipiency ;  and 
in  all  cases  the  funds  of  each  should  be  kept  separate,  and  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  proper  Board.  There  should  also  be  a  provision  made  for  the 
election  of  a  new  Board  of  Regents  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution,  Art.  11,  Sec.  7,  of  which  the  State  Miner- 
alogist should  be  a  member  and  the  Secretary.  The  law  should  definitely 
fix  his  salary,  and  provide  for  its  payment,  and  also  for  the  payment  of  his 
traveling  and  other  expenses,  in  the  same  manner  and  from  the  same  fund 
as  the  salaries  and  expenses  are  paid  of  the  other  State  officers. 

Laws  providing  ^^  for  the  disposition  of  the  sixteenth  and  thirtr-sixth  sec- 
tions of  tlie  public  lands,  approved  Februa^  27th,  1865,"  and  the  ^^  Act 
amendatory  thereto,  approved  March  3, 1866." 

Through  the  action  of  Congress,  such  liberal  grants  of  public  lands  have 
been  made  to  this  State,  that  it  seems  necessary  that  the  next  Legislature 
should  make  provisions  for  a  State  Land  Office,  to  which  should  at;tach  aU 
the  rights,  authorities,  and  powers  necessary  and  usual  in  such  cases.  The 
ofiBce  of  State  Land  Commissioner  should  also  be  created,  who  should,  among 
other  duties,  have  the  selection  and  location  of  all  the  lands  thus  granted  to 
the  State  for  various  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Acts  by  which  the  grants 
were  made.  Therefore,  it  is  respectfully  reconm&ended  that  the  laws  above 
named  be  repealed,  and  also  that  such  parts  of  them  as  may  be  pertinent  to 
an  arrangement  by  which  these  lands  may  be  brought  into  market  on  reason- 
able terms  and  at  an  early  day,  be  carefiilly  revised  and  condensed  into  one 
Act.  The  duties,  responsibilities,  and  compensations  of  all  the  officers  en- 
gaged in  the  disposition  of  these  lands,  should  be  clearly  and  fully  defined 
and  stated. 

STATISTICAL  TABLES. 

Table  number  one  attached  to  this  report,  shows  the  apportionment  of  the 
General  School  Fund  for  January  and  July  of  this  year.  Table  number 
two  includes  the  financial  Reports  of  the  County  Superintendents.  Table 
number  three  includes  the  returns  of  the  Census  Marshals,  Teachers,  and 
District  Trustees. 

NATIONAL  BUREAU  OF,  BDUOATION. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  the  subject  of  a  National  Bureau  of  Education 
was  discussed  and  urged  upon  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.  The  import- 
ance of  such  a  department  must  be  apparent.  The  annual  expenditures  of 
the  United  States  for  educational  purposes  is  about  122,000,000  ;  the  nxm- 
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ber  of  pupils  in  the  public  schools  is  about  6,000,000.  When  efficient  sys- 
tems of  public  instruction  shall  be  established  in  the  Southern  States,  these 
expenditures  will  probably  be  doubled,  and  Uie  number  of  school  children 
greatly  increased. 

This  Oovemment  has,  by  a  bitter  experience  for  the  last  five  years,  been 
taught  the  absolute  necessity  of  popular  education  to  its  peace,  prosperity, 
and  perpetuity.  K  the  character  of  a  nation  depends  on  the  intelligence  of 
its  citizens,  then,  is  it  not  time  for  legislative  bodies  to  memorialize  Congress 
upon  this  deeply  important  subject  ?  Is  it  not  time  that  statesmen  should 
see  that  the  growth,  moral  and  mental  education  of  children  is  of,  at  least, 
equal  importance  to  the  rearing  and  improvement  of  cattle  and  sheep— or  to 
the  cultivation  of  the  different  varieties  of  grasses  and  grsdns  ?  K  we  muft 
have  a  National  Agricultural  Bureau,  is  the  necessity  any  less  for  a  National 
Bureau  of  Education  ? 

NATIONAL  MONUMENT  TO  THE  MEMOET   OF   ABRAHAM   LINCOLN. 

Attention  was  called  to  this  subject  in  the  Report  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-five.  It  was  desired  that  the  public  schools  of  Nevada  might 
make  a  voluntary  offering  towards  the  erection  of  a  National  monument  in 
memory  of  our  martyred  President,  Abraham  Lincoln.  The  schools  in 
California  have  contributed  liberally,  and  the  patriotism  of  the  children  of 
other  States  is  manifested  by  the  most  generous  offerings  for  this  purpose ; 
but,  as  yet,  nothing  has  been  done  in  this  State.  It  is  hoped  that  efficient 
measures  will  speedily  be  taken  by  County  Superintendents,  Teachers  and 
Trustees,  to  awaken  an  interest,  and  to  show  that  the  Public  Schools  of 
Nevada  are  not  wanting  in  patriotic  zeal  and  in  heartfelt  gratitude  to  the 
defender  and  preserver  of  the  nation  in  its  hour  of  greatest  peril. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  Report,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  record  an  earnest  hope 
that  the  system  of  public  instruction  which  it  littie  more  than  foreshadows, 
may  be  developed  and  established,  until  it  is  complete  and  harmonious  in  all 
its  departments  ;  and  imtil  in  its  efficient  workings  the  benefits  of  a  good, 
sound,  practical  education  are  freely  extended,  without  money  and  without 
price,  to  every  child  and  youth  in  tiie  State.

APPORTIONMENT  OF  THE  GENERAL  SCHOOL  FUND  FOR  1866. 
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REPORT. 


To  the  HonorahU  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Nevada : 

Gentlemen — In  accordance  with  the  reqtdrements  of  the  law,  I  here- 
with submit  this,  my  annual  Report. 

The  management  and  government  of  Criminals  is  a  subject  requiring 
much  thought  and  experience :  not  all  who  are  so  unfortunate  as  to  get  into 
the  State  Prison  are  so  hardened  in  sin  and  crime  as  to  be  beyond  the  hope 
of  reformation,  and  of  restoration  to  their  friends  and  to  society  as  good 
citizens,  being  made  wiser  by  the  hard  experience  of  the  past.  To  the 
accomplishment  of  this  object,  as  well  as  for  their  safe  keeping,  I  have 
given  much  thought.  I  have  endeavored  to  treat  them  kindly,  and  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  lead  them  to  think  more  of  themselves,  and  to  know  that 
their  punishment  was  intended  for  their  reformation  as  well  as  for  the  pro- 
tection of  society,  rather  than  that  society  was  taking  revenge  on  them ;  and 
the  less  hardened  to  feel  that  they  yet  have  reason  to  hope  for  their  former 
rights  with  all  attendant  blessings. 

mPRO  YEMENIS. 

The  improvements  recommended  in  my  former  Report  to  the  Legislature, 
have  been  in  part  carried  out.  The  new  building  in  the  rear  of  the  main 
Prison  building  is  twenty-two  by  seventy-eight  feet  with  two  feet  walls,  well 
built,  with  as  good  mortar  as  the  country  affords.  It  has  two  skylights  and 
four  windows,  all  thoroughly  grated  with  iron  bars,  one-half  inch  by  two 
inches.  The  doors  are  four  inches  in  thickness,  well  ironed  with  fastenings, 
so  arranged  that  when  locked  they  hang  on  the  four  heavy  iron  bars  in  such 
a  manner  as  not  to  be  easily  tampered  with.  The  buildmg  is  divided  by  a 
wall  thirty  feet  firom  the  east  end,  making  a  large  and  airy  kitchen,  so  situ- 
ated as  to  connect  with  the  officers'  dining-room,  tibrough  a  aouble-grated  door 
in  the  hall  of  the  main  building.  The  west  end,  forty-eight  feet,  is  intended 
for  a  prisoners'  dining-room ;  at  present,  a  portion  of  it  is  temporarily 
partitioned  off  and  used  as  a  shoemaker  and  tailor  shop,  where  the  making 
and  repairing  for  the  prisoners  is  done.  The  roof  is  tinned,  and  has  had  two 
coats  of  oil  paint  upon  it.  The  inner  surfaces  of  the  walls  of  both  these 
rooms  have  been  plastered.  This  new  building  is  so  arranged,  that  when 
an  addition  of  the  same  width  and  forty-one  feet  long  is  put  on  the  west 
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end,  in  the  rear  of  the  present  cell-room,  connected  therewith  hy  a  hall, 
there  will  be  but  one  door  between  the  kitchen  and  the  dining-room,  and 
but  one  door  between  ike  dining-room  and  the  cell-room — which  will  be  a 
material  improvement  on  the  present  condition  of  the  institation,  as  bj  this 
arrangement  there  will  be  a  block  of  cells  in  the  center  of  a  biulding  sur- 
rounded by  a  hall  between  them  and  the  outer  wall  of  the  building. 

WATER. 

On  the  east  end  of  this  new  building,  next  to  the  main  building,  I  hare 
built  a  water  tank  of  masonry  of  sufficient  capacity  to  hold  fifty  barrels  of 
water,  which  is  supported  by  masonry  fix)m  the  main  bed-rock  below.  It  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  use  of  a  force  pump  located  in  the  new  dining- 
room,  drawing  water  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  from  the  well  sunk  last 
season  near  the  Warm  Springs  Hotel ;  then  forced  up  perpendicularly  about 
twenty  feet,  to  the  eaves  of  the  main  building ;  thence  through  a  horizontal 
pipe  to  the  tank.  The  distributing  pipes  are  not  yet  all  complete,  one 
leading  into  the  hall  on  the  second  floor  of  the  main  building,  and  one  into 
the  new  kitchen — ^ving  only  two  points  for  present  use ;  but  these  we  find 
a  very  great  improvement  on  our  former  means  of  supplying  water  to  the 
institution,  viz :  the  barrel  and  wheel-barrow ;  and  in  case  of  fire,  would 
give  us  a  good  supply  of  water  ready  at  hand. 

CELI/-R00M. 

The  walls  of  the  cell-room  were  very  loosely  and  imperfectly  built ;  so 
much  so  that  the  wind  came  through  in  places,  sufficiently  so  as  to  blow  oat 
a  candle.  It  was  from  this  room  that  five  prisoners  made  their  escape,  last 
year,  by  diggmg  through  the  wall.  I  have  had  the  walls  plastered,  which  I 
think  adds  materially  to  the  security,  by  making  a  smooth  surface,  so  that 
thev  cannot  so  easily  cover  their  tracks  as  with  a  rough  wall.  It  must  also 
maKe  the  room  materially  warmer,  requiring  much  less  fuel. 

WALL. 

The  wall  of  the  southwest  comer  of  the  yard,  adjoining,  or  in  the  rear  of 
the  Warm  Springs  Hotel,  has  been  raised  four  (4)  feet,  which  somewhat 
increases  the  security  in  that  direction. 

OHIMNBTS. 

The  chimneys  in  the  old  Prison  Building  have  been  a  source  of  trouble 
from  time  to  time  since  I  have  been  here— at  times  refusing  to  draw  entirely. 
In  November,  I  built  a  large  one  from  the  second  story  mrough  the  center 
of  the  roof,  which  efiectually  answers  the  purpose. 

YARD. 

The  yard  in  the  rear  of  the  building  has  been  much  improved  this  season, 
by  being  enlarged  in  blasting  out  the  quarry,  and  making  a  good  road  firom 
the  lower  yard.  The  front  yard  was  sown  in  clover  and  alfalfa — ^the  latter 
did  well,  the  former  was  a  failure. 


The  place  where  the  hogs  were  kept,  was  m  a  bad  condition.    I  have 
had  a  new  pen  built. 


GARDEN. 


Our  garden  this  year  was  a  moderate  success,  furnishing  a  good  supply 
of  vegetables,  besides  the  satisfaction  of  looking  at  it  while  growing,  appear- 
ing like  an  oasis  in  this  sage  brush  desert. 


QUARRY. 


The  quarry  is  in  good  condition  for  getting  out  rocks ;  the  stone  dressed 
this  year,  is  about  equal  to  the  amount  sold. 

ARMORY. 

The  armory  is  well  supplied  with  arms  and  ammunition ;  several  addi- 
tions have  been  made  this  year. 

TOOLS,  FIXTURES  AND   SUPPLIES. 

I  have  been  continually  adding  to  the  tools  and  fixtures  about  the  place. 
The  stonecutters  and  quarrymen  are  now  well  supplied  with  all  that  they 
need  in  their  line.  I  bought  a  second-hand  derrick  for  ninety  dollars, 
($90)  and  have  expended  about  sixty  dollara  ($60)  in  repairing  and  im- 
proving it ;  we  find  it  useful. 

BLACKSMITH. 

The  blacksmith  has  a  fair  set  of  tools,  with  probably  one  hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  bushels  of  coal,  and  four  hundred  pounds  of  iron. 

CARPENTER. 

In  the  carpenter  shop  there  is  also  a  fair  set  of  tools  for  ordinary  work, 
to  which  several  additions  have  been  made  during  the  past  year.  There  are 
probably  fifteen  hundred  (1,600)  feet  of  lumber  on  the  place,  besides  the 
wheeling  planks.  There  are  now  four  (4)  pumps  in  working  order ;  two 
(2)  single  acting,  and  two  (2)  double  acting,  force  pumps ;  one  hundred 
feet  of  India  rubber  hose,  with  necessary  couplings  and  pipe ;  •  also  seventy- 
five  feet  of  gas  pipe,  which  will  be  needed  to  complete  the  water  works  ;  a 
good  kit  of  shoemaker's  tools,  with  considerable  leather  on  hand ;  horse, 
wagon  and  harness,  the  two  latter  much  the  worse  for  wear ;  one  good  sad- 
dle ;  one  cow ;  two  tons  of  hay ;  ten  hogs ;  six  stoves  and  pipes ;  ten  cords 
of  wood ;  two  and  one-half  tons  of  potatoes ;  with  the  usual  amount  of 
other  supplies  for  the  table  on  hand. 

The  officers'  dining  room  (with  the  exception  of  chairs)  is  ftdly  supplied 
with  crockery  and  all  other  necessary  fixtures. 

The  kitchen  and  washroom  each  have  all  the  necessary  conveniences 
that  their  names  entitle  them  to.  The  kitchen  stove  is  badly  burned  out, 
and  will  soon  need  replacing. 

.    The  only  addition  made  to  the  office  fixtures  during  the  year  is  that  of  a 
bookcase  for  the  prison  library,  which  is  a  convenient  piece  of  furniture. 
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The  guard  room  remams  fdth  the  same  amoimt  of  fbimtme  as  reported 
last  year. 

The  celk,  fourteen  in  number,  are  calculated  to  accommodate  two  pris- 
oners  each. 

Each  prisoner  has  a  mattress,  which  has  recently  been  filled  witli  oat 
straw ;  a  pnla  pillow,  with  a  slip,  three  pairs  of  blankets,  and  a  towd. 

PBISONSBS'  CLOTHING. 

Poring  the  month  of  March  I  made  an  arrangement  bj  which  I  obtained 
from  the  Mission  Woolen  Mills,  at  San  Francisco,  thurty-seyen  suits  of 
striped  gray  and  black  woolen  cloth,  such  as  is  worn  at  San  Quentin, 
which  makes  a  good  warm  suit,  but  bears  a  striking  contrast  to  citizens' 
•clothing.  It  is  our  invariable  rule,  on  the  receipt  of  a  prisoner,  to  have 
him  take  a  bath,  and  put  on  an  entire  suit  of  State  clothing,  or  uniform,  do 
op  his  citizen's  clothes  in  a  bundle  and  put  on  a  ticket,  so  that  he  can  have 
them  to  wear  when  he  is  discharged.  I  also,  in  September,  sent  down 
and  got  four  dozen  more  of  the  shirts  or  blouses  (over  three  dozen  <^ 
which  are  now  on  hand) :  so  that  now  the  prisoners  are  all  warmly  and  com- 
fortably clothed,  with  a  good  supply  of  good  clothing  and  bedding  on 
hand. 

IMPBOVEMENTS  NEEDED. 

There  should  be  built,  at  an  early  day,  a  range  in  the  new  kitchen,  as 
the  cooking  stove  now  in  use,  is  failing ;  otherwise  there  will  have  to  be 
another  one  bought. 

Eight  new  cells,  for  which  the  rock  is  now  dressed,  should  be  built  early 
in  the  spring,  which  would  probably  give  sufficient  cell  capacity  for  another 
year. 

I  would  recommend  the  building,  as  soon  as  1868,  of  an  addition  to  tiie 
prison,  twenty-two  by  forty-one  feet,  connected  with  the  present  cell  rooms 
m  such  a  manner  as  to  aflford  a  space  for  a  block  of  cells,  (one-haJf  in  the 
present  cell  rooms)  with  a  hall  between  them  and  the  walls  of  the  building. 

Workshops  are  needed  for  the  prisoners,  and  could  probably  be  built 
next  season  without  much  extra  expense. 

The  office  and  other  rooms  on  the  lower  floor  in  the  east  end  of  tlie 
building,  should  be  lathed  and  plastered. 

A  wall  inclosing  the  yard  is  much  needed,  but  it  does  not  seem  practica- 
ble to  attempt  to  do  much  in  that  direction  until  we  get  out  from  under 
the  one  per  cent,  limit  of  our  Constitution,  (winch  expires  next  year)  or 
have  it  amended  in  regard  to  the  limitation  of  indebtedness  to  $300,000,  or 
else  have  more  taxable  property  in  our  State ;  as  any  attempt  to  push  the 
building  of  an  outer  wall  would  be  attended  with  heavy  expense. 

REVIEW  OP  PKISONERS. 

I  commenced  the  year  with  twenty-one  (21)  prisoners ;  during  the  year, 
sixteen  (16)  new  ones  have  been  received ;  five  (5)  discharged  bv  expi- 
ration of  sentence ;  and  seven  (7)  pardoned  and  restored  to  citizenship,  most 
of  whom  had,  in  connection  with  the  commutation  they  had  secured,  nearly 


served  out  their  time ;  one  discharged  on  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus :  leaving 
the  present  number  twenty-four  (24).  For  further  information,  reference 
will  be  had  to  the  tabular  statement  hereunto  attached. 

REMARKS. 

Conimued  observation  and  experience  confirm  mj  faith  in  the  wisdom  of 
that  legislation  which  provides  that  the  prisoner  may  commute  five  days  per 
montii  of  his  sentence  by  good  behavior  and  faithful  labor.  Most  of  the 
number  have  received  the  credit  for  each  month  in  the  year. 

The  system  of  government  has  been  such  that  we  have  been  able  to 
maintsdn  good  order  and  discipline,  and  administer  much  less  punishment 
this  year  than  last,  during  which  time  no  prisoners  have  escaped. 

LIBRARY. 

In  my  report  of  last  year,  I  recommended  that  there  be  furnished,  for  the 
use  of  prisoners,  a  library,  which  was  done  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature^ 
transferring  from  the  State  Library  "  Harper's  School  Library,"  consisting 
of  three  hundred  and  two  (302)  volumes  of  well-selected  miscellaneous 
reading. 

From  observations  of  the  year,  I  am  fully  convinced  of  the  wisdom  and 
humanity  of  the  act,  as  by  it  tiiey  are  furnished  with  good,  profitable  reading, 
a  privilege  which  most  of  them  prize  very  highly :  as  while  they  are  im- 
proving the  mind,  it  aids  them  much  in  passing  off  many  a  dreary  hour 
while  in  their  cells,  as  each  cell  is  furnished  with  a  lamp  until  nine  o'clock,  p.m. 

During  the  past  season,  previous  to  October,  the  Bev.  Warren  Nimms 
has  regularly  held  religious  services  on  the  Sabbath  in  the  prison,  in  which 
many  of  the  prisoners  hiave  seemed  to  take  a  lively  interest ;  to  some,  no 
doubt,  it  has  only  been  a  pleasant  pastime — a  change  from  the  dull  monotony 
of  prison  life ;  wnile  others,  apparentiy,  have  been  led  to  make  new  resolves  to 
lead  a  more  moral  and  upright  life.  I  feel  that  he  is  entitied  to  much  credit 
for  his  untiring  efforts  to  promote  the  moral  and  educational  interests  of  the 
institution,  and  that  it  would  be  well  to  provide  for  the  same  in  future. 

SANITARY. 

During  the  past  year,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  has  been  good. 
There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  severe  illness,  which  have  readily  yielded 
to  the  wise  and  skillful  treatment  of  Dr.  George  Munckto,  of  Carson.  I 
attribute,  in  a  great  degree,  the  good  health  thus  enjoyed  by  the  prisoners 
to  the  care  and  constant  attention  to  the  quality,  preparation  and  variety  of 
food  prepared  for  their  use. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Whereas,  I  was  advised  about  the  first  of  January,  by  L.  G.  Smith, 
Sheriff  of  Ormsby  County,  that  one  H.  C.  Kitties  had  been  sentenced  by 
the  District  Court  of  the  Second  Judicial  District,  to  the  State  Prison ; 

And  whereas  said  sheriff  informed  me  that  he  would  like  to  hire  said 
Kittles,  and  that  he  would  feed,  clothe,  and  become  his  keeper,  and  be 
responsible  for  his  safe  keeping ;  and  for  the  services  of  said  Kitties  he 
would  pay  the  State  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  month ; 
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And  whereas,  upon  consultation  with  the  Board  of  State  Prison  Conmiis- 
sioners  the  whole  matter  was  laid  before  and  considered  by  them,  upon 
which  it  was  agreed  and  so  ordered  by  them  at  their  meeting  on  the  first 
day  of  February,  1866,  that  I  might  accept  the  proposition  of  said  Sheriff 
Smith,  and  consider  him  the  keeper  of  said  Kittles: 

Hence,  I  have  received  the  pay  for  said  services,  although  the  name  of  said 
H.  G.  Kittles  does  not  appear  on  the  records  of  the  prison,  he  not  having 
been  formally  delivered  to  me ;  and  now  as  the  said  Kittles  was,  on  this 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  pardoned  by  the  proper  authorities,  the  above 
statement  will  account  for  the  fact  that  his  name  does  not  appear  in  the  list 
of  prisoners  hereunto  attached. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

If  we  had  an  overflowing  treasury,  I  would  suggest  that  an  appropriation 
be  made  to  the  prison  fund  for  the  year  1867  that  would  allow  of  pushing 
forward  the  improvements ;  but  for  reasons  already  given,  and  as  there  is  a 
balance  left  over  from  this  vear  of  $3,483.98  to  be  continued  in  the  fund, 
which  with  the  sum  of  $1,180.91,  earnings  of  the  yeaf  that  will  probably 
be  paid  in  during  the  first  quarter,  as  hereafter  shown,  making  a  total  of 
$4,664.89,  which  is  now  left  to  the  credit  of  the  fund,  I  would  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  be  set  apart  to  the 
Prison  Fund,  making  a  total  for  the  fiscal  year  of  tweniy-nine  thousand  six 
hundred  sixty-four  and  eighty-nine  himdredths  dollars,  ($29,664.89)  which 
is  twenty-six  hundred  fourteen  and  thirty-nine  hundredths  dollars  ($2,614.39) 
more  than  the  institution  has  cost  the  State  this  year ;  and  as  there  is  no 
session  of  the  Legislature  next  winter,  I  would  recommend  that  the  further 
sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000)  be  appropriated  from  the  first 
moneys  that  may  come  into  the  treasury  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1868,  as  a  Prison  Fund  for  the*  fiscal  year  of  1868,  as  it  is  probable  that  by 
that  time  greater  improvements  will  be  needed. 

FINANCE. 

Prisoners  must  be  fed,  clothed,  and  guarded,  and  it  would  be  great  econ- 
omy for  the  State  if  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Prison  could  be  placed  on  a 
cash  basis,  as  the  following  facts  and  figures  will  show : 

The  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  dollars  ($33,000)  was  appropriated  by 
the  last  Legislature  as  a  Prison  Fund,  out  of  which  was  to  be  paid  the  sum 
of  fifteen  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  ($1,665.52)  of 
indebtedness  of  last  year ;  and  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  ($900) 
was,  by  enactment,  ordered  paid  out  of  the  same  for  expenses  incurred  last 
year  in  looking  up  escapes,  for  which  amounts  warrants  were  issued. 

The  total  expense  of  this  year,  for  which  warrants  have  been  drawn,  is 
twenty-nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($29,111.50).  If,  from  this  amount,  we  take  the  sum  of  two  thousand  and 
sixty-one  dollars  ($2,061)  which  has  been  paid  into  the  Prison  Fund  (for 
winch  I  have  the  Comptroller's  receipt)  as  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the 
year,  wo  find  that  to  support  the  prison,  with  the  improvements  that  have 
been  made,  has  cost  the  State  twenty-seven  thousand  and  fifty  dollars  and 
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fifty  cents  ($27,050.60)  for  tiie  fiscal  year  1866  ;  we  also  find  that  there  are 
three  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents. 
({$3,483.98)  still  in  fund.

Now,  if  we  take  the  amount  of  coin  warrants  issued  for  the  first  quarter 
(f  5,660.60)  from  the  tweniy-seven  thousand  and  fifty  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
('$27,050.60)  which  is  the  amount  of  cost  to  the  State  above  the  receipts  of 
the  prison,  we  have  the  sum  of  twenty-one  thousand  three  hundred  and 
ninety  dollars  ($21,390)  of  currency  warrants,  which,  as  I  will  hereaftier 
show,  have  been  mostly  issued  on  the  basis  of  three  dollars  for  two,  showing 
that  the  prison  has  cost  the  State  seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  ($7,130)  more  than  it  would  have  done  if  we  had  paid  coin  monthly, 
upon  which  basis  the  prison  would  have  only  cost  the  State  nineteen  thous- 
and nine  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($19,920.50). 

It  was  ascertained,  immediately  afber  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature, 
bhat  there  was  not  a  dollar  of  cash  to  go  into  the  Prison  Fund,  so  that  I  have 
been  greatly  crippled  in  the  way  of  financiering  for  the  institution,  as  the 
irst  sack  of  flour  bought  in  January  has  not  yet  been  paid  for.  Then  again, 
ill  indebtedness  incurred  siuce  Apnl  1st  was  to  be  on  a  currency  basis.  This 
jvould  not  have  been  so  bad,  had  there  been  currency  in  the  treasury  with 
^hich  to  have  paid  every  month  ;  but  as  there  was  none,  and  as  there  was 
nuch  nncertainty  as  to  when  the  treasury  would  be  replenished,  and  as  there 
vas  mach  fluctuation  in  the  price  of  currency,  it  left  us  in  a  very  unsatisfactory 
condition.  But,  owing  to  the  confidence  and  faith  in  our  Government  and 
ts  oflicers  on  the  part  of  Mason,  Huff  &  Co.,  E.  B.  Kail,  George  Bence, 
md  most  of  the  others  who  had  been  supplying  us,  I  have  been  able  to  get 
)ur  supplies  through  the  year  by  an  addition  of  fifty  per  cent,  to  the  coin 
>rices.     This  arrangement,  though  it  adds  immensely  to  our  current  ex- 
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penses,  was  the  best  that  could  be  effected ;  and  at  the  same  time,  I  beliere 
it  was  liberal  on  the  part  of  our  creditors,  in  view  of  the  uncertainties  as  to 
time  and  the  price  of  currency. 

It  also  became  necessary  to  increase  the  salaries  of  guards  and  other  offi- 
cers. At  first,  currency  was  worth  about  eighty  (80)  cents ;  guards  who  were 
getting  sixty  dollars  ($60)  per  month  on  a  coin  basis,  had  their  salaries  iir 
creased  to  seventy-five  dollars,  (9^75)  with  expectation  of  getting  their  pa; 
in  July.  Very  soon,  currency  went  down  to  about  seventy  (70)  cents,  wii 
a  poor  prospect  of  getting  it  during  the  year ;  then  their  salaries  were  raised 
to  ninety  dollars,  ($90)  and  other  officers  in  the  same  ratio.  These  prices 
and  salaries  were  matters  I  could  not  fix  without  the  approval  of  the  Boar: 
of  Commissioners.  It  was  necessary  to  increase  the  salaries  in  order  to  re- 
tain the  services  of  competent  and  responsible  men,  as  I  consider  it  inex[<e- 
dient  to  change  officers  unless  for  good  cause. 

It  would  be  very  gratifying  if  I  was  able  to  show  a  much  larger  credit  i 
the  Prison  Fund ;  but,  situated  as  we  are,  building  stone  is  about  the  oolj 
thing  we  have  to  depend  upon  for  revenue  ;  and  as  there  has  been  compan^ 
tively  no  building  done  within  hauling  distance  of  the  prison,  oar  receif<s 
are  not  what  they  would  otherwise  have  been. 

In  August,  I  took  a  contract  to  furnish  100  cords  of  rubble  stone,  deliT- 
ered  on  the  Mint  lot  in  Carson  City  at  $16.50  per  cord  in  currency,  out  of 
which  I  paid  $10  for  hauling  as  soon  as  received,  leaving  to  the  credit  of  the 
State  $650  on  the  contract.  After  the  same  was  completed,  by  agreement. 
I  continued  to  deliver  stone,  and  was  to  have  the  same  price  as  the  ner^ 
contract  was  let  for,  which  was  $30  per  cord  ;  twenty-two  (22)  cords  were 
thus  delivered,  on  which  there  is  now  due  $660.  The  hauling  of  the  same 
has  been  fixed  at  $15  per  cord,  making  $330,  on  which  I  have  psdd  $46.50, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $283.50  to  be  paid  to  John  Wagner  as  soon  as  received 
as  per  agreement — ^leaving  a  balance  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State 
of  $376.50,  on  account  of  rock  furnished  the  U.  S.  Branch  Mint  at  Carson. 

Last  year,  I  entered  into  a  contract  to  furnish  dressed  and  rubble  stoi^ 
for  buildmg  a  Methodist  Church  at  Carson,  a  portion  of  which  was  famished 
last  year,  the  balance  this  year.  Total  charge  for  stone  and  work  on  the 
same,  $1,534.50.  $319.14  was  paid  last  year,  which  was  embraced  in  mj 
former  report.  $410.95  has  been  paid  this  year,  making  a  total  of  $730.  OK 
most  of  which  was  paid  in  vegetables,  hay  and  lumber.  The  balance. 
$804.41,  now  due,  they  say  that  they  expect  to  pay  within  the  next  sixty  <.: 
ninety  days — making  a  totel  from  the  two  sources  of  $1,180.91,  of  wha: 
I  consider  solvent  debts,  that  will  probably  be  paid  during  the  next  quarter. 

I  am  fully  aware  of  the  fact  that  there  are  those  on  the  outside  who  hare 
had  no  experience  in  institutions  like  this,  who  will  think  our  force  of  officeis 
too  large  ;  yet  I  have  thought  best  to  act  upon  the  principle  that  it  is  better 
to  pay  more  for  officers,  and  less  for  looking  up  escapes. 

Therefore,  in  April,  I  divided  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Lieutenant  of  the 
Guard  and  Superintendent  of  Labor,  and  have  one  man  for  each  position. 
so  that  the  latter  could  be  constantly  among  the  prisoners  when  at  labor ; 
and  the  latter  part  of  the  season  I  thought  best  to  employ  another  man  as  a 
support  for  the  front  and  to  attend  to  the  gate,  so  as  to  have  the  place  s^: 
secured  as  to  give  the  prisoners  no  reason  to  hope  for  success  in  getting  up 
a  general  ^meute^  in  which  the  lives  of  officers  would  be  endangered. 
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Therefore  I  have  two  more  men  employed  now  than  one  year  ago,  and  am 
satisfied  that  it  is  an  improvement  on  my  former  policy. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  this  institution  is  in  its  infancy, 
and  has  not  got  the  strong,  high  walls  of  older  ones ;  therefore  the  greater 
vigilance  and  the  stronger  force  is  required. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  say  that  the  prisoners  have  been  well  fed, 
warmly  clothed,  comfortably  lodged  and  well  cared  for  when  sick,  and  when 
in  health  kept  steadily  at  work;  and,  from  the  experience  of  the  past, 
I  think  I  have  avoided  errors  and  mistakes  into  which,  as  a  be^nner,  I  may 
have  fallen. 

I  hope  my  course  has  ^ven  satisfaction ;  but  be  that  as  it  may,  the 
intention  to  do  right,  and  to  do  it  in  the  best  possible  manner,  has  been  my 
governing  purpose. 

The  care  and  custody  of  such  men  as  find  their  way  into  a  State  prison 
involves  the  necessity  of  strict  discipline  on  the  part  of  officers,  and  unceas- 
ing vigilance  on  the  part  of  guards. 

To  the  faithfulness  of  my  officers  and  guards,  and  their  strict  attention  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  prison,  I  am  indebted  in  a  great  measure, 
for  the  fact  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  not  a  prisoner  has  escaped  during 
the  year.

REPORT. 


To  Hx$  Exo^Xlenoy  Hbkbt  G.  Blasdbl, 

Govemtyr  of  the  Stale  of  Nevada : 

Sra-— la  complianoe  with  the  reqairements  of  the  Statute  creating  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  State  Library,  we  hare  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  full 
report  of  the  purchases  and  expenditures  for  the  preceding  jear,  on  account 
of  the  State  Library,  and  also  the  Report  of  the  State  Librarian. 

No  change  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  this  Board  for  the  goyemment  of  the  State  Library. 

We  have  purchased  during  the  past  year  from  Banks  &  Brothers,  of  New 
York,  392  volumes — ^mostly  Law  Reports — of  which  a  list  is  given  in  the 
Report  of  the  Librarian  hereto  annexed.    These  cost  in  New  York  the  sum  of 
sixteen  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($1,610  50).    The  premium 
paid  for  insurance  to  Sacramento  was   eighty-eight  dollars  and  sixty  cents, 
($88  60)  and  the  freight  and  charges  from  New  York  amounted  to  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($134  75)  ;  making  the  whole 
cost  of  the  392  volumes  delivered  at  the  Library  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($1,833  50)  in  greenbacks.     To  pay  fbr  these 
books  we  drew  from  the  Library  Fund,  August  10,  1866,  four  hundred  and 
forty  dollars  in  coin,  ($440)  with  which  we  purchased  a. coin  draft  on  New  York 
(deducting  exchange)  for  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars  and  nineteen 
cents,  ($427  19)  and  remitted  it  to  Banks  &  Brothers  as  an  advance  payment. 
They  sold  it  at  current  rates  in  New  York  and  credited  us  with  the  proceeds, 
being  six  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($620  50)  in  greenbacks. 
Upon  receipt  of  the  books  we  drew  eleven  hundred  dollars  ($1,100)  in  green- 
backs from  the  Library  Fund,  and  remitted  the  same  (less  $5  50,  commission  of 
Post  Master)  by  Post  Ofiice  orders  to  Banks  &  Bros.,  thus  paying  the  balance 
due  them  on  books  already  purchased,  and  leaving  a  balance  of  fifteen  dollars 
and  ninety  cents  ($15  90)  to  credit  of  the  State  to  apply  on  an  order  for  some 
additional  books  sent  with  the  remittance.    The  only  other  purchase  of  books 
made  by  the  Board  during  the  past  year  was  of  five  volumes  of  law  books 
bought  of  Isaac  Atwater,  costing  the  State  twenty  dollars  ($20)  in  greenbacks. 

The  Library  has  received  considerable  accessions  of  books  from  other  States 
and  from  Congress,  during  the  past  year,  but  they  are  scattering  volumes  of 
Statutes  and  Reports,  for  the  most  part  of  little  reid  value  to  the  State,  except 
those  sent  from  California.  Sent  to  us,  as  they  generally  are,  by  Express, 
their  cost  delivered  here  (although  a  gift  originally  from  the  States  sending 
them)  is  generally  greater  than  if  we  should  buy  the  same  books  in  New  York 
and  have  them  sent  us  by  slow  freight  across  the  Isthmus.  The  Report  of  the 
Librarian,  hereto  annexed,  gives  a  schedule  of  the  books  so  added  to  the  Library 
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We  append  hereto  a  tabular  statement  of  the  disbursements  made  from  the 
Library  Fund  during  the  year  last  past. 

The  last  Legislature  made  no  provision  for  a  Clerk  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  take  charge  of  the  Library.  The  Secretary  has  found  it  necessary  to  employ 
a  clerk  for  that  purpose,  as  himself  and  his  deputy  cannot  perform  their  official 
duties  and  attend  upon  the  Library.  Unless  there  is  a  Librarian  constantly  in 
attendance  great  inconvenience  must  ensue,  and  there  is  danger  of  frequent  loss 
of  books.  We  respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  of 
a  reasonable  compensation  to  Joseph  F.  Hatch,  who  has  had  the  care  of  the 
Library,  under  the  Secretary,  during  the  past  year,  and  provision  for  cleik 
hire  for  the  same  purpose  until  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  State  Library  now  contains  a  tolerable  selection  of  law  books.  Still,  it 
falls  short  of  what  a  State  Library  should  be  in  that  respect.  There  are  Terj 
many  practicing  lawyers  in  the  country  who  have  more  extensive  law  libraries. 
But  its  great  lack  just  now  is,  we  think,  in  works  of  a  political  nature.  We  Deed 
very  much  a  set  of  the  "  Congressional  Globe  **  and  "  Niles'  Register "  from 
their  commencement,  and  there  is  not  a  copy  in  the  Library  of  the  debates  ob 
the  Federal  Constitution,  nor  even  of  the  Madison  papers.  The  current  receipt^ 
by  fees,  &c.,  under  present  laws,  are  no  greater  than  should  be  expended  for 
the  purchase  of  law  books,  and  we  suggest  the  propriety  of  a  small  appropriatioo 
(say  two  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purchase  of  works  of  the  class  abo^ 
referred  to.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT. 


Nevada  State  Libsabt,  )

To  ike  Directors  of  the  Nevada  State  Library : 

Gentlemen  —  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  in  relation  to  the  State  Library,"  approved  February  14th,  1865, 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  my  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  State 
Library. 

The  whole  number  of  books  now  in  the  State  Library  is  four  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  (4,721)  of  which  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  nine 
(2,209)  are  in  the  Law  Department,  and  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  twelve 
(2,512)  are  in  the  Miscellsmeous  Department.  The  Statutes  of  Nevada,  and 
Journals  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  are  included  in  this  number. 

Your  attentioi^  has  heretofore  been  called  to  the  necessity  of  binding  the 
State  newspapers,  the  regular  files  of  which  are  furnished  to  the  Library  by  the 
publishers  free  of  charge,  and  will,  in  the  future,  become  a  valuable  acquisition 
to  the  Library,  if  they  are  properly  preserved  for  reference.  Large  numbers 
of  papers  are  now  accumulating,  but  in  their  present  form  are  almost  useless. 
I  would  respectfully  ask  that  an  appropriation  be  made  sufiicient  to  bind  these 
papers  in  substantial  form. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  an  appropriation 
for  the  Library  Contingent  Fund.  Almost  all  the  exchange  of  Reports,  Session 
Laws,  and  Legislative  Documents  are  received'  by  Express,  and  postage  charges 
lar^e,  for  which  there  is  no  appropriation  provided. 

The  accumulation  of  books,  during  the  past  year,  rendered  the  removal  of  the 
partition  between  the  Library  and  the  room  occupied  by  the  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  necessary,  and  the  shelf  room,  with  this  addition,  is  manifestly 
insufficient  for  the  convenient  and  advantageous  disposition  of  the  books  now 
belonging  to  the  Library,  and  it  will  be  difficult,  even,  to  store  the  exchanges  of 
the  next  year,  without  some  additional  room. 

The  almost  constant  use  of  the  books  in  the  Law  Department  demand  the 
constant  attendance  of  some  competent  person.  For  the  past  year  I  have  em- 
ployed J;  F.  Hatch,  Esq.,  and  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  an  ap- 
propriation be  made  for  the  purpose  of  paying  him  therefor.  Also  that  authority 
be  given  me  to  procure  the  services  of  some  person  to  take  charge  of  the 
Library,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required 
in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  books  received  from  other  States  by  exchange, 
and   by  individuals  by  donation. 

I  also  furnish  herewith  a  list  of  books  bought  of  Banks  &  Bros.,  New  York, 
and  of  Hon.  J.  Atwater.

REPORT. 


The  Committee  on  Federal  Relations,  to  whom  was  referred 
**  Joint  Memorial  and  Resolutions,  asking  Government  aid  in 
the  construction  of  the  Sutro  Tunnel,"  beg  to  report  the  same 
back,  and  recommend  its  passage. 

Along  with  said  Memorial,  and  as  a  part  thereof,  they  likewise  submit  the 
following  Report : 

EXTENT   OF   THE   MINING   REGIONS. 

The  vast  regions  eihbracing  portions  of  California,  Nevada,  Dakota,  Ne- 
braska, Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Arizona,  Utah,  Washington,  Oregon,  Idaho  and 
Montana,  covering  an  area  of  one  million  of  square  miles,  containing  untold 
wealth  in  gold  and  silver  mines,  to-day  command  the  attention  of  the  American 
statesman. 

GOLD   MINING   IN    CALIFOBNIA. 

Mining  for  gold  and  silver  is  comparatively  of  recent  date  within  this  country. 
The  discovery  of  gold  in  California  gave  the  first  active  impulse  to  the  search 
for  precious  metals.  The  immense  ** placers  "  of  that  region  invited  a  numerous 
and  adventurous  population  from  all  parts  of  the  globe,  and  the  facility  with 
which  the  surface  earth  yielded  its  golden  treasures,  the  implements  required  con- 
sisting only  of  a  pick,  a  shovel  and  a  rocker,  within  the  reach  of  every  one,  soon 
swelled  the  amount  of  bullion  produced  to  astounding  figures,  and  worked  a 
revolution  in  the  financial  condition  of  the  entire  world. 


PLACER   MINING   NOT   PERMANENT. 

But  the  gold  distributed  in  th^  alluvial  deposits,  attacked  as  it  was  by  many 
thousands  of  miners,  soon  disappeared  in  the  most  favored  localities.  The 
enterprising  mining  population  looked  for  more  permanent  deposits,  and  dis- 
covered them  at  some  depth  upon  the  bedrock,  where  ancient  rivers  had  de- 
posited the  precious  particles. 

These  also  gave  no  promise  of  permanency;  and  the  intelligent  miner  now 


turned  his  attention  to  the  fountain  head,  the  true  matrix  of  the  precious  metak 
from  whence  the  immense  distribution  had  taken  place,  which  covers  the  hiUrsida 
and  valleys — the  quartz  mines  of  the  country. 


THE    COMSTOCK   LODE. 

The  discovery  of  the  Comstock  Lode,  in  the  then  Territory  of  Utah,  on 
which  are  located  the  most  productive  mines  at  present  wrought  in  the  world 
gave  a  new  impulse  to  quartz  mining. 

This  remarkable  mineral  deposit  occurs  in  what  is  termed  a  true  fissure  veio, 
or  a  vein  formed  at  a  very  remote  period  by  some  great  volcanic  convulsioo, 
causing  the  crust  of  the  earth  to  be  rent  in  twain,  thus  creating  an  immense  chasm 
or  fissure,  several  hundred  feet  in  width,  and  several  miles  in  length. 


CONTINTJITT   IN   DEPTH. 

This  large  fissure,  which  gradually  filled  up  by  ascending  vapors  and  gases. 
carrying  with  them,  in  a  volatile  form,  quartz,  gold  and  silver,  leaves  no  doub; 
to  the  scientific  investigator,  of  its  permanency ;  for  the  very  theory  of  its  form- 
ation, having  been  filled  from  unknown  depth,  compared  with  which  the  deepest 
mining  works  appear  insignificant,  proves  it  conclusively. 

Lidependently  of  theory,  however,  practical  experience  has  shown  all  over  tk 
world,  that  true  fissure  veins  are  continuous  in  depth ;  and  not  a  single  authenti- 
cated instance  is  recorded  where  one  of  them  has  failed.  Notwithstanding, 
mining  is  looked  upon  as  a  hazardous  undertaking  y  and  no  matter  what  theories 
demonstrate,  or  what  experience  in  other  countries  teaches,  capital  is  reluctantlj 
invested  in  adventures  of  that  kind. 

As  stated  already,  quartz  lodes  are  the  true  source  of  the  precious  metal^: 
to  them  must  we  look  for  the  future  supply,  and  anything  which  tends  to  det^op 
that  interest,  should  he  regarded  by  the  legislators  of  the  country  as  an  aU-impcfi- 
ant  benefit  to  the  nation. 


THE   8UTBO   TUNNEL. 

What  is  required  to  thoroughly  develop  that  interest,  and  to  induce  private 
capital  hereafter  to  embark  largely  in  mining  pursuits,  is  a  practical  and  po^* 
tive  demonstration  of  the  continuity  of  the  mineral  lodes  in  depth ;  and  no  work 
will  prove  this  propo.sition  more  thoroughly  and  satisfactorily  than  the  proposed 
Sutro  Tunnel.  This  tunnel,  starting  near  the  borders  of  Carson  River,  a  dis- 
tance of  four  miles,  will  cut  the  Comstock  Lode  at  a  depth  of  2,000  feet;  while 
if  continued  a  short  distance,  it  will  reach  a  point  under  the  summit  of  Mount 
David<«on  at  a  depth  of  3,500  feet.  By  means  of  the  tunnel  the  mines  can  be 
worked  at  least  1,000  feet  below  its  level,  thus  demonstrating  the  continuance  of 
the  Comstock  Lode  to  a  depth  of  3,000  feet,  a  greater  depth  than  has  yet  been 
reached  in  any  mine  in  the  world. 

IMPORTANCE    OF  TH^   WORK. 

The  bearing  this  work  will  exercise  upon  the  future  of  the  mining  interest  in 
the  United  States,  cannot  be  too  highly  appreciated.  Capital  will  be  invested 
in  enterprises  of  the  like  character  where  no  confidence  exists  now ;  millions  of 
treasure  will  see  the  light  which  now  lie  buried  deeply  in  the  bowels  of  our 


raoantain  ranges.  The  immediate  and  direct  results  from  this  work  will  be  the 
developments  made  on  the  Comstock  Lode.  This  great  lode  was  discovered  in 
the  year  1859,  and  has  yielded  thus  far  $64,000,000  in  silver  and  gold--chiefl7 
the  former.     The  regular  annual  yield,  now,  is  $16,000,000. 


OTHEB   LODES. 

If  we  compare  this  lode  with  other  great  mineral  lodes,  we  find  that  none  were 
ever  worked  in  the  old  world  of  equal  or  approaching  magnitude.  The  Amer- 
ican continent  has  produced  three  similar  mines — the  great  Potosi  mine  of  Bo- 
livia, which  yielded  $1,200,000,000,  the  V^ta  Madre,  of  Guanajuato,  $800,000,000, 
and  the  Vdta  Grande,  of  Zacatecas,  $650,000,000 — the  two  last  named  being 
in  Mexico.  Competent  geologists  assert  that  the  Comstock  is  a  larger,  more 
regular  aqd  permanent  vein  than  either  of  the  others  mentioned.  What  can 
we  expect  to  be  its  yield,  with  the  proposed  tunnel  once  finished,  enabling  the 
miner  to  explore  the  same  to  a  depth  of  three  thousand  feet,  with  the  modem 
improved  appliances  for  mining,  and  the  enterprise  and  energy  of  the  Ameri- 
can artisan  to  guide  its  operations  ? 


FUTURE   YIELD. 

If  we  estimate  its  yield  after  the  proposed  tunnel  is  completed,  at  $30,000,000 
per  annum,  toe  vyill  have,  in  thirty  years,  the  enormous  yield  of  $900,000,000 ; 
and  this  may  be  be  considered  a  moderate  estimate.  Without  the  projected 
tunnel,  this  vast  and  important  property,  which  direqtly  and  indirectly  gives 
employment  to  nearly  or  quite  100,000  people,  will,  afler  the  lapse  of  a  few 
years,  have  to  be  abandoned,  for  reasons  which  are  at  once  apparent  and  con- 
clusive. 

DIFFICULTIES   IN  MINING. 

The  yield  of  these  mines  for  the  year  ending  Dor^ember  81st,  1866,  has 
been  $16,000,000,  which  was  procured  at  a  cost  to  the  mining  companies  of 
$15,500,000,  leaving  the  paltry  net  profit  of  $500,000.  This  extraordinary 
result  is  due  to  various  causes,  prominent  amongst  which  are,  the  difficulty  of 
removing  the  water  from  the  mines,  want  of  ventilation,  the  increase  of  heat 
in  going  downwards,  and  the  expense  of  transportation.  These  mines  are  sit- 
uated on  the  side  of  a  mountain,  and  are  approached  by  perpendicular  shafts, 
of  which  there  are  over  forty.  These  have  reached  a  depth  of  from  500  to 
900  feet,  and  on  each  of  them  a  steam  engine  is  placed,  which  propels  pumps, 
and  at  the  same  time  hoists  the  ore  and  debris.  The  cost  of  fuel  at  Virginia 
City  and  Gold  Hill,  where  these  shafts  are  located,  is  sixteen  dollars  per 
:;ord,  in  gold ;  and  the  consumption  of  fuel  is  so  great,  that  this  item  alone 
ibsorbs  a  large  share  of  the  yield,  and  that  item  of  expenditure  increases  for 
3vei*y  foot  of  descent.  These  engines  are  kept  in  motion  day  and  night;  for 
K'cre  they  allowed  to  stopf,  the  mine  would  fill  with  water. 


INCREASE  OF  HEAT. 

Another  serious  obstacle  as  depth  increases,  is  the  difficulty  of  keeping  the  mines 
supplied  with  a  sufficiency  of  fresh  air  to  furnish  the  oxygen  required  for  respira- 
ion.  The  increase  of  heat,  which  amounts  to  one  degree  of  Fahrenheit  for  every 
iixty  feet  in  depth,  prevents  the  miner  from  performing  the  same  amount  of 
vork  as  if  he  were  employed  in  a  healthy  atmosphere,  and  at  a  moderate  tern- 


peratnre.  The  pecaniarj  loss  from  this  source  is  very  large,  considering  that 
3,000  persons  are  employed  at  an  average  pay  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  in 
gold  per  day  of  eight  working  hours.  This  loss  is  estimated  at  twenty-five 
percent. 

EVIL    EFFECT   OF   FOUL   AIR. 

But  a  consideration  of  a  still  graver  character,  is  the  evil  effect  a  fovl  atmos- 
phere exercises  vpon  the  health  of  the  miner,  Amadee  Burat,  an  eminent 
French  writer,  says  upon  this  subject : 

"  Thte  circulation  of  fresh  air  is  one  of  the  most  impbrtant  in  mining.  This 
importance  may  be  readily  understood  when  we  find  that  four-fiflhs  of  all 
workmen  who  perish  in  mines,  are  victims  of  foul  air." 

Scoffren,  an  English  writer,  makes  use  of  the  following  language : 

"  The  stagnant  air  acts  on  the  organs  of  respiration,  producing  consumption 
and  other  allied  diseases,  which  carry  off  the  miner  in  the  prime  of  life.  As  a 
class,  they  are  robust  and  naturally  less  liable  than  even  seamen  to  such  dis- 
eases ;  but  such  are  the  pernicious  effects  of  the  impure  air  they  breathe,  that 
fifly-two  per  cent,  die  of  consumption,  in  a  country  where  the  per  centage  amongst 
agricultural  and  other  surface  laborers  amounts  only  to  twenty  per  cent,  in  the 
worst  localities."  77ie  cause  of  humanity  should  provide  a  remedy,  when  an 
effectual  one  is  within  reach! 

Many  other  difficulties  present  themselves  in  deep  mining,  which  increase  in 
a  fearful  ratio  as  depth  increases ;  and  the  profits,  which  have  already  dwindled 
down  to  a  small  amount,  soon,  thereafter,  will  be  absorbed  entirely,  and  then 
be  exceeded  by  the  cost  of  mining. 

The  fate  of  these  mines,  if  no  remedy  is  found,  is  therefore  clearly  fore- 
shadowed. ' 

NEOESSITT   OF   A   TUNNEL. 

The  only  remedy,  positive  and  sure  in  its  operation,  which  presents  itself  is^ 
the  construction  of  a  deep  adit  or  tunnel  It  will  cut  the  mines  at  a  depth  of 
2,000  feet,  draining  off  the  water  to  that  depth  by  its  natural  flow,  securing  the 
best  ventilation,  cooling  the  atmosphere  itk  the  mine,  furnishing  facilities  for 
transportation,  and  making  it  possible  to  dispense  with  all  pumping  and  hoisting 
machinery :  for  the  miner  can  enter  the  mines  from  below,  work  upwards,  and 
the  ore  will  fall  by  its  own  gravity,  whilst  a  railroad  in  the  Tunnel  will  trans- 
port the  same  at  small  cost  to  the  adjacent  valley. 

Such  are  some  of  the  considerations  which  present  themselves,  and  which 
show  that  the  proposed  work  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance,  and  one  of  absolute 
necessity  to  the  State  of  Nevada. 


MINING   COMPANIES. 

The  mining  companies,  which  are  mostly  incorporated  in  California,  and  the 
stock  owned  to  a  large  extent  in  San  Francisco,  are  unfortunately  mainly  con- 
trolled by  a  class  of  men  who  speculate  from  day  to  day  upon  the  varying  for- 
tunes of  the  mines,  and  only  care  to  increase  the  momentary  price  of  the  shares. 
Their  interest  in  the  permanent  yield  is  but  small ;  and  this  cause,  together  with 
the  present  financial  condition  of  most  of  the  companies,  give  little  hope  of 
substantial  aid  from  that  source. 


EUROPEAN   MINES. 

Whilst  we  are  enriching  the  whole  nation  hy  the  production  of  large  amounts 
of  hiUion,  we  are  ourselves  growing  poorer  from  dag  to  dag.  In  all  European 
mining  countries,  the  respective  Governmental,  with  an  eye  to  the  importance  of 
the  production  of  bullion,  and  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  the  population, 
have  given  substantial  and  liberal  aid  to  similar  undertakings — ^a  number  of  which, 
on  a  much  larger  scale  than  the  one  here  proposed,  have  been  successfully  car- 
ried out,  and  the  future  of  their  mines  secured.  A  tunnel  was  lately  finished 
in  Hanover  fourteen  miles  in  length ;  one  in  Saxony  is  nearly  completed  eight 
miles  in  length  ;  and  another  in  Austria  of  equal  length. 

Your  Committee  now  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  important  hearing  the 
increased  production  ofhullion  will  exercise  upon  the  financial  condition  of  the 
country^  and  in  the  payment  of  the  national  debt, 

DEPRECIATION   IN   VALUE   OP   MONET. 

The  world's  stock  of  coin  in  the  year  1848  was,  in  round  numbers,  eighteen 
hundred  millions  of  dollars ;  to  this  has  been  added  to  the  present  time,  an 
equal  amount,  of  which  the  United  States  have  furnished,  according  to  Secre- 
tary McCulloch's  late  Report,  eleven  hundred  millions.  Allowing  two  thousand 
millions  as  the  natural  increase  of  taxable  property  by  the  growth  of  the  country, 
ive  still  find  that  the  same  has  doubled  in  the  United  States,  within  the  period 
named.  From  seven  thousand  millions  it  has  increased  to  sixteen  thousand 
millions.  This  result  is  due,  not  to  a  direct  depreciation  of  the  precious  metals, 
for  that  is  regulated  by  the  standard  adopted  by  our  Government,  but  by  an 
increase  in  value  of  all  property  and  commodities.  Thus  the  same  article  that 
could  have  been  bought  eighteen  years  ago  for  one  silver  dollar,  now  requires 
two ;  or,  in  other  words,  two  silver  dollars  at  the  present  time  only  have  the 
intrinsic  value  of  what  one  then  had. 


DIFFERENCE   BETWEEN   THE    PRECIOUS    METALS   AND    OTHER   COMMODITIES. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  is  a  vast  difference  between  the  production 
of  gold  and  silver  and  all  other  commodities.  Most  of  the  latter  are  articles  of 
consumption  ;  they  are  useful  for  a  special  purpose,  in  the  application  of  which 
fhey  are  consumed,  disappear,  and  cease  to  exist.  The  farmer  who  produces 
wheat  to  the  value  of  $1,000,  and  the  miner  who  digs  out  gold  to  that  amount, 
may  derive  an  equal  profit  from  their  different  pursuits  ;  and  hence  one  stands 
on  an  equality  with  the  other,  so  far  as  individual  gain,  or  the  interest  of  a  par- 
ticular locality  is  concerned :  yet  wheat  is  ground  into  fiour,  made  into  bread, 
and  consumed,  while  the  gold  dug  out  by  the  miner  finds  its  way  into  the  chan- 
nels of  trade,  is  transferred  from  one  nation  to  another,  as  the  balance  of  trade 
may  require,  and  forms  a  permanent  addition  to  the  stock  of  the  precious  metals 
of  the  world, 

INCREASE   IN    QUANTITY   OF   THE    PRECIOUS   METALS. 

At  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  America,  in  1492,  the  stock  of  the  precious 
metals  in  Europe  was  estimated  at  $170,000,000.  In  the  year  1600,  it  had 
increased  to  $650,000,000 — ^a  gain  of  nearly  four  fold. 

That  extraordinary  addition  to  the  precious  metals  in  a  little  more  than  one 
hundred  years,  had  a  corresponding  effect.  Gold  and  silver  became  cheaper  in 
the  same  ratio  as  their  quantity  had  increased.    It  required  four  times  the 
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amount  to  buy  any  commodity — that  is  to  say,  all  commodities  increased  in 
price  four  fold.  The  same  increase  in  prices  can  be  traced  distinctly  to  the  pres- 
ent day,  as  the  stock  of  the  precious  metals  gradually  incrieased,  while  making 
due  allowance  for  all  other  causes  which  would  exercise  a  bearing  in  that  diIe^ 
tion,  such  as  the  increase  of  commerce,  the  grdwth  of  populaUon,  facilities  for 
intercourse  between  different  nations,  etc.,  etc 


APPBECIATION  IN  VALUE  OF  PROPERTY. 

The  conclusion  we  arrive  at,  by  carefully  examining  into  this  subject,  which  is 
clear  and  positive,  is  that  the  increase  in  quantity  of  the  precious  metals  de^x^ 
ates  their  value  in  precisely  the  same  proportion  as  it  appreciates  the  value  of 
all  kinds  of  property.  Or,  in  other  words,  the  per  centage  added  to  the  stock  o^ 
the  precious  metals  in  circulation,  adds  the  same  per  centage  to  the  money  valoe 
of  all  property  in  the  world. 

Francis  Bowen,  the  best  American  authority  on  political  economy,  expresses 
this  view  in  the  following  words : 

"  The  general  principle  is,  that  the  value  of  money  falls  in  precisely  the  same 
ratio  in  which  its  quantity  is  increased.  If  the  whole  money  in  circulation  should 
be  doubled,  prices  would  be  doubled ;  if  it  was  only  increased  one-fourth,  prioes 
would  rise  one-fourth." 

The  same  principle  is  laid  down  by  John  Stuart  Mill,  well  known  as  the  high- 
est modern  authority  in  England.     He  says  : 

"  It  is  to  be  remarked  that  this  ratio  would  be  precisely  that  in  which  tbe 
quantity  of  money  had  been  increased.  If  the  whole  money  in  circulation  vs 
doubled,  prices  would  be  doubled ;  if  it  was  only  increased  one-fourth,  prices 
would  increase  one-fourth." 


INCREASK    OF   TAXABLE    PROPERTY  IN   THE   WORLD. 

To  illustrate  the  immense  bearing  this  rise  in  prices  exercises  aU  over  tie 
world,  we  will  assume  the  following  figures : 

Taking  the  taxable  property  of  the  whole  civilized  world  at  $200,000,000,000. 
the  amount  of  money  in  existence  at  $3,600,000,000,  the  addition  of  $900,000,0»>j 
would  depreciate  the  precious  metals  25  per  cent.,  and,  in  consequence,  it  wooM 
require  $250,000,000,000  to  purchase  all  the  taxable  property  of  the  world.  TIk 
addition  of  $900,000,000  in  money,  therefore,  would  have  the  effect  of  pio- 
ducing  $50,000,000,000  in  the  increased  value  of  property.  Every  addition  c4' 
$100,000,000  has  its  corresponding  influence  on  the  increased  value  of  aE 
property  ;  it  adds  over  $5,000,000,000  to  the  property  of  the  world.  This  il^ 
crease  of  value  may  not  be  perceptible  from  year  to  year ;  the  aggregate  resuk 
however,  after  a  number  of  years,  is  inevitable.    Bowen  refers  to  this  as  follows 

*^  There  may  be  brief  and  violent  fluctuations  in  the  relative  value  of  partico- 
lar  commodities,  while  the  great  movement  is  steadily  going  on  which  slowlj  tsr 
hances  the  value  of  all." 


IT  DOES   NOT  AFFEOT    INDIVIDUALS. 

This  increase  in  value,  however,  does  not  materially  affect  individuals :  i<x 
when  the  cost  of  living  increases,  the  rates  of  wages  do,  also ;  btU  it  acU  as  i 
stimulus  to  enterprise,  and  thus  creates  general  prosperity, 

Hume,  long  ago,  remarked  that,  **  in  every  kingdom  into  which  money  beglo? 
to  flow  in  greater  abundance  than  formerly,  everything  takes  a  new  face, 


and  industry  gain  life,  the  merchant  becomes  more  enterprising,  the  manafac- 
turer  more  diligent  and  skillful,  and  even  the  farmer  folloiys  his  plough  with 
greater  alacrity  and  attention.  But  when  gold  and  silver  are  diminishing,  the 
workman  has  not  the  same  employment  from  the  manufacturer  and  merchant, 
though  he  pays  the  same  price  for  eveiything  in  the  market ;  the  farmer  cannot 
dispose  of  his  corn  and  cattle,  though  he  must  pay  the  same  rent  to  his  landlord. 
The  poverty,  beggary,  and  sloth  that  must  ensue,  are  easily  foreseen." 

Even  so  cautious  and  conservative  a  writer  as  the  distinguished  English  polit- 
ical economist,  McCuUoch,  fully  admits  the  truth  of  this  view,  though  he  adds 
the  just  qualification  that  the  fall  in  money  must  proceed  from  natural  causes. 
William  Jacob,  in  his  valuable  treatise  on  the  precious  metals,  remarks : 
"  The  world  is  very  little  really  richer  or  poorer  from  the  portion  of  metallic 
wealth  that  may  be  distributed  over  its  surface :  the  whole  mass  of  material  wealth 
is  neither  diminished  nor  increased  by  any  change  in  the  relative  weight  of  gold 
and  silver  to  the  usual  measures  of  other  commodities.  The  only  benefit  to  the 
world  in  general,  from  the  increase  of  those  metals,  is,  that  it  acts  as  a  stimulus 
to  industry  by  that  general  rise  of  money  prices  which  it  exhibits  to  the  view.  It 
matters  little  to  him  who  raises  a  bushel  of  wheat  whether  it  is  exchanged  for  a 
pennyweight  or  an  ounce  of  silver,  provided  it  will  procure  for  him  the  same 
quantity  of  cloth,  shoes,  liquors,  furniture,  or  other  necessaries  which  may  be 
desirable  to  him." 

IT  MATERIALLT  AFFECTS   A   DEBT. 

J3ut  when  a  debt  already  exists,  being  a  fixed  number  of  doUarSj  the  decrease 
of  value  of  each  dollar  reduces  the  debt  in  the  same  proportion.  The  immortal 
and  much  lamented  Lincoln  thoroughly  understood  this  question,  when,  in  his 
stnnual  message  of  1862,  he  made  use  of  the  following  language : 

"  The  immense  mineral  resources  of  some  of  those  Territories  ought  to  be  de- 
veloped as  rapidly  as  possible.  Every  step  in  that  direction  would  have  a  teu- 
lency  to. improve  the  resources  of  the  government  and  diminish  the  burdens  of 
;he  people.  It  is  worthy  of  your  serious  consideration  whether  some  extraordi- 
lary  measures  to  promote  that  end  cannot  be  adopted," 

That  wise  and  good  man  had  carefully  studied  the  effect  which  was  then 
(trongly  felt  in  Europe,  and  which  is  alluded  to  by  Alison,  the  English  historian, 
IS  follows : 

BENEFICIAL   INFLUENCE   IN   GREAT  BRITAIN. 

^^  It  will  belong  to  a  succeeding  historian  to  narrate  the  wonderful  spring  which 
his  country  (England)  made  during  the  five  years  which  followed  1852,  under 
be  infiuence  of  the  gold  discoveries  in  America  and  Australia.  The  annual 
upply  of  gold  and  silver  for  the  use  of  the  world  was,  by  these  discoveries,  sud- 
leoly  increi^ed  from  an  average  of  ten  millions  to  thirty-five  million  pounds  ster- 
ing.  Most  of  all  did  Gr^at  Britain  and  Ireland  experience  the  wonderful  effects 
»f  this  great  addition  to  the  circulating  medium  of  the  globe.  Prices  rapidly 
ose,  wages  advanced  in  a  similar  proportion,  exports  and  imports  enormously 
ncreased,  while  crime  and  misery  rapidly  diminished.  Wheat  rose  from  forty- 
ive  to  sixty-five  shillings,  but  the  wages  of  labor  of  every  kind  advanced  in  nearly 
is  great  a  proportion ;  they  were  found  to  be  about  30  per  cent,  higher  than  they 
lad  been  five  years  before.  In  Ireland,  the  change  was  still  greater,  and  proba- 
ly  unequaled  in  so  short  a  time  in  the  annals  of  history.  The  effect  of  the  im- 
mense addition  to  the  currency  of  the  world,  to  the  industry  of  all  nations,  and  in 
,n  especial  manner  of  the  British  Isles,  has  been  prodigious.  It  has  raised  our 
xports  from  £58,000,000  in  1851  to  £97,000,000  in  1854,  £95,000,000  in  1855, 
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and  £115,000,000  in  1856;  and  augmented  our  imports  from  £157,000,000  in 
the  former  to  £172,000,000  in  the  latter  year." 

PKOSPERITT   OP  THE    UNITED    STATES. 

Thus,  the  influence  of  the  increased  metallic  currency  saved  Great  Britain 
from  bankruptcy  ;  and  while  its  mysterious  agency  was  working  these  wonders  in 
Europe,  it  exercised  a  similar  bearing  in  this  country.  Some  years  before  the 
rebellion,  this  country  had  commenced  to  prosper ;  and  when  that  deplorable 
event  began,  our  resources  were  just  beginning  to  expand  under  the  beneficial 
influence  of  the  increased  metallic  wealth.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  constant  and 
continuous  flow  from  California,  which  increased  the  resources  many  fold,  when 
they  were  most  needed,  the  difficulties  of  providinjg  the  requisite  means  to  carry 
on  the  war  would  have  been  so  great  that  the  disruption  of  the  Union  might 
have  been  the  result  It  has  been  the  wonder  and  marvel  of  all  Europe  how 
the  United  States  carried  on  that  gigantic  war  for  four  years,  kept  one  million 
of  men  in  the  field,  contracted  during  that  brief  space  of  time  a  national  debt  of 
nearly  $3,000,000,000,  and  came  out  in  a  more  flourishing  and  prosperous 
condition  than  when  engaged  in  it  The  explanation  of  this  wonderful  phe- 
nomenon is  simple — the  magic  agency  of  gold  wrought  %U 

FINANCIAL    CRISIS. 

Since  the  war  is  ended,  the  immense  increase  in  prices,  which  is  particularly 
noticeable  in  the  large  cities  of  the  East,  where  real  estate,  rents,  wages,  and 
evei'ything  else  have  assumed  an  apparently  exorbitant  value,  has  been  mainly 
ascribed  to  an  inflated  paper  currency,  and  an  extensive  financial  crisis  has  been 
predicted  as  a  necessary  consequence.  We  have  been  expecting  it  for  three  years 
past,  and  it  has  not  taken  place  yet,  nor  do  we  consider  it  probable  that  it  will  at 
all  occur,  so  long  as  the  increase  of  metallic  wealth  keeps  pace  with  the  expan- 
sion of  trade.  The  credit  system  of  the  United  States  has  been  much  curtailed 
since  the  war,  and  there  has  been  no  time  in  our  history  when  the  business  com- 
munity have  been  less  in  debt.  How  can  a  great  financial  crisis  and  panic  occur 
when  no  overtrading  on  a  credit  basis  has  taken  place,  and  not  sufiicient  crea- 
tors exist  to  make  their  alarm  the  cause  of  such  a  commercial  convulsion  ? 


THE   NATIONAL    DEBT. 

The  issuance  of  a  depreciated  paper  currency  during  the  war  has  had  the 
effect,  as  confidence  became  restored,  and  as  its  metallic  value  increased,  of  en- 
riching the  population  at  large  who  held  that  currency,  enabling  them  to  pay  off 
their  private  debts,  while  the  Grovemment,  issuing  at  one  time  as  much  as  three 
paper  dollars,  which  only  had  the  value  of  one  metallic  dollar,  became  proportion- 
ally more  in  debt  The  result,  therefore,  has  been,  that  the  individual  debts  of 
the  American  people  have,  to  a  large  extent,  been  transferred  to  the  Govern- 
ment, increasing  the  same  to  an  enormous  extent,  and  amounting  to-day  to 
$2,500,000,000.  That  debt  is  a  burden  on  $16,000,000,000  of  taxable  property; 
if  we  increase  the  latter,  we  virtually  reduce  the  former. 


INCREASE   OP   TAXABLE    PROPERTY    IN   THE   UNITED    STATES. 

The  amount  of  the  precious  metals  at  present  in  circulation  throughout  the 
world,  amounts  to  $3,600,000,000.    The  proposed  tunnel  to  the  Comstock  Lode 
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will,  within  thirty  years,  add  $900,000,000  to  the  same,  or  twenty-five  per  cent. 
It  will  consequently  add  twenty-five  per  cent  to  the  taxable  property  of  the 
United  States,  eqaal  to  $4,000,000,000,  which,  at  the  rate  of  taxation  of  two 
per  cent.,  will  give  an  annual  increase  to  the  resources  of  this  Government  of 
$40,000,000  for  each  of  the  first  thirty  years,  and  $80,000,000  for  each  year 
thereafter. 

INCREASE    OF    BEVENUE. 

The  proposed  work  adds  each  year  $30,000,000  to  the  stock  of  the  precious 
metals,  equal  to  the  one  hundred  and  twentieth  part  of  the  $3,600,000,000  in 
existence.  It  therefore  adds  the  one  hundred  and  twentieth  part  to  the 
$16,000,000,000  of  taxable  property  in  the  United  States,  equal  to  an  annual 
increase  of  $133,333,333.  That  addition,  made  from  year  to  year,  gives  the 
above  stated  result,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table :

PAYMENT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  DEBT. 

^thts  annual  increase  in  revenue  he  set  apart  for  ike  purpose,  it  will  pay  off 
the  whole  National  debt  in  forty-six  years. 

When  Francis  Bowen  wrote  his  "  Principles  of  Political  Economy,"  we  had 
no  National  debt.    In  referring  to  that  of  Great  Britain,  he  says : 

'^  As  the  depreciation  goes  on,  taxation  may  be  extended  pari  passu  without 
throwing  any  additional  burden  upon  the  community;  and  a  sinking  fund  formed 
out  of  the  surplus  thus  obtained,  would  pay  off  the  National  debt  in  less  than 
one  generation.  Our  National  debt,  it  is  true,  is  but  small,  and  what  little 
there  is,  will  quickly  be  extinguished.  But  the  debts  of  the  individual  States 
are  large,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  over  $200,000,000,  a  large  portion  of 
which  is  owned  in  Europe.  It  is,  therefore,  satisfactory  to  remember  that  as 
the  monetary  revolution  will  operate  exclusively  to  the  benefit  of  the  indebted 
party,  our  own  land  will  derive  as  much  benefit  from  it,  in  proportion  to  our 
means,  as  any  other  country  on  earth." 

SIB  BOBEBT   PEEL. 

The  effect  of  the  increase  of  bullion  on  taxable  property  and  a  National 
debt,  has  been  long  recognized  by  the  financiers  and  statesmen  of  Great 
Britain,  and  was  enunciated  in  the  following  language,  held  by  Sir  Robert  Peel, 
in  1844  : 

'^  There  is  no  contract,  public  or  private,  no  engagement,  National  or  indi- 
vidual, which  is  not  affected  by  it  The  enterprises  of  commerce,  the  profits 
of  trade,  the  arrangements  made  in  all  domestic  relations  of  society,  the  wages 
of  labor,  pecuniary  transactions  of  the  highest  amount  and  the  lowest,  the  pay- 
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meni  of  the  National  dtiUy  the  provision  for  the  National  expenditure,  the  com- 
mand which  the  coin  of  the  smallest  denomination  has  over  the  necessities  of 
life,  are  all  affected  hy  it." 

M.    CHEYALIER. 

.  M.  Chevalier,  the  well  known  French  writer  on  Political  Economy,  in  his 
treatise  on  "  The  Probable  Fall  in  the  Value  of  Gold,"  published  in  1859,  says : 
"  Owing  to  the  discovery  of  the  new  gold  mines,  a  tiipe  will  arrive  when  a 
change  will  come  over  the  British  Treasury  as  if  some  genii,  an  enemy  of  its 
creditors,  had  spirited  away  their  dividend  warrants,  and  substituted  others  of 
only  half  their  value.  Not  that  the  number  of  pounds  sterling,  due  to  them  as 
principal,  and  of  which  the  interest  is  counted  to  them  every  six  months,  will  be 
diminished — ^not  that  the  quantity  of  gold  contained  in  the  pound  sterling  will 
be  lessened ;  but  the  British  Treasury  will  henceforth  draw  from  the  tax-payers 
each  pound  sterling,  with  as  little  difficulty  to  them  as  it  previously  took  to  pay 
a  half  sovereign." 

IHPOBTANCE   OF  THE   QUESTION. 

Tonr  Committee,  in  presenting  the  above  views  on  the  importance  of  the 
proposed  Tunnel  as  the  means  of  furnishing  a  large  addition  to  the  stock  of  the 
precious  metals  of  the  world,  has  found  it  necessary  to  enter'  somewhat  into 
details  as  to  its  bearing  upon  the  future  of  the  United  States,  and  the  payment 
of  the  National  debt  This  important  question  is  but  little  understood;  we 
have  tried  to  throw  as  mnch  light  upon  it,  by  giving  quotations  from  eminent 
writers  as  the  limited  space  of  a  report  would  allow,  and  hope  the  attention  of 
onr  National  Legislators  will  be  drawn  towards  this  subject 

NATIONAL    AID. 

The  proposed  tunnel  to  the  Comstock  Lode  is,  in  our  opinion,  a  work  of  such 
magnitude  and  vast  national  importance,  that  our  Government,  though  it  has 
always  been  reluctant  to  aid  private  enterprise,  and  was  only  induced  to  aid  the 
Pacific  Railroad  as  '*  a  war  measure^  will  give  such  sul^tantial  aid  to  this 
enterprise,  as  will  insure  its  being  carried  out  upon  the  ground  that  it  is  emi- 
nently "  a  peace  measure.^

Sir — ^In  compliance  with  "An  Act  concerning  the  office  of  Surveyor  General," 
I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

geographical  position  and  area  of  the  state. 

The  State  extends  from  about  the  d5th  to  the  42cl  degree  of  North  latitade,^ 
and  from  the  37 th  to  the  4dd  degree  of  longitude  West  from  Washington  (114^ 
to  120**  West  from  Greenwich). 

In  mj  former  report,  on  the  authority  of  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office,  the  area  of  the  State  was  given  as  81,539  square 
miles,  or  52,184,960  acres.  Congress,  last  session,  cut  off  from  Utah  and  added  to 
Nevada,  a  strip  of  land  one  degree  of  longitude  in  width,  and  five  degrees  of 
latitude  in  length,  containing  18,426  ^^  square  miles,  or  11,792,933  acres.  An 
irregular  tract  lying  between  the  Colorado  River  on  the  east,  California  on  the 
west,  and  the  parallel  of  37^  North  latitude,  was  taken  from  Arizona,  and  given 
to  Nevada — equal,  according  to  a  statement  of  the  R,  R,  Reveille^  to  7,823,926 
acres  (12,224  X  square  miles). 

From  the  above  data,  the  area  of  the  State  would  be  112,190  fSSa  square  miles, 
or  71,801,819  acres.  The  R.  R.  Reveille  states  the  area  to  be  71,751,741  acres, 
as  copied  in  the  Gold  HtU  News — ^less  by  50,078  acres  than  the  preceding  es- 
timate. 

Assuming  the  water  surface  of  the  several  lakes  in  the  State  to  cover  an  area 
of  1,690|%  square  miles,  or  1,081,819  acres,  there  will  remain  110,500  square 
miles,  or  70,720,000  acres,  as  the  land  area  of  the  State. 
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8TATB  LANDS.

The  Assessor  of  Humboldt  County,  in  his  last  yearns  report,  estimated  the 
swamp  and  overflowed  land  of  that  county  at  about  158,000  acres,  and  as  there 
is  similar  land  in  other  portions  of  the  State,  it  is  probable  that  the  State  lands 
will  equal  5,000,000  acres ;  all  of  which,  together  with  five  per  cent,  of  the  net 
proceeds  of  all  sales  of  public  lands  made  in  the  State  by  the  Greneral  Grovem- 
ment,  having  been  donated  to  Nevada  by  the  United  States,  and  by  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  State  having  been  devoted  to  the  cause  of  education,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  State  has  the  material  whence  may  be  derived  a  School  Fund  of  vast 
proportions.

On  the  10th  instant  I  received  ^  List  No.  4"  similar  to  the  preceding,  (List 
No.  1)  and  presumed  to  have  come  from  the  Saperintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, containing  the  information  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
had  applied  on  the  7th  instant,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  for  the  southeast  one- 
fourth  of  Section  14,  Township  16  N.  Range  21  E.,  containing  160  acres.  Also 
for  the  southeast  one-fourth  of  Section  34^  Township  16  N.  Range  19  E.,  for 
160  acres,  in  lieu  of  lands  entered  bj  pre-emption  on  the  16th  and  d6th  Sections, 
accompanied  bj  the  certificate  of  the  Register  and  Receiver,  that  '<  no  valid 
conflicting  right  is  known  to  exist,"  bearing  date  December  7th,  1866. 

Warrants  have  been  presented  for  location  upon  lands  selected  in  lieu  of  lands 
entered  by  pre-emption  on  the  16th  and  d6th  Sections,  but  finding  no  provisions 
either  in  the  original  Act  or  the  amendment  concerning  the  sale  of  the  16th 
and  36th  Sections  for  the  sale  of  lands  selected  in  lieu  thereof,  the  wan*ants  were 
retained,  notice  of  application  filed,  but  the  recording  of  the  same  delayed,  in 
order  that  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  might  be  obtained  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  recording  the  desired  locations. 

The  matter  was  immediately  submitted  to  him,  but  his  opinion  has  not  yet 
been  received  (Dec.  18th,  1866). 

In  case  the  Statutes  do  not  authorize  the  sale  of  such  lands,  immediate  pro- 
vision for  such  sale  is  recommended,  at  a  price  not  much  in  excess  of  that  estab- 
lished by  the  General  Government. 

STATE   LAND    OFFICE   AND   REGISTER. 

The  establishment  of  a  State  Land  Office,  of  which  the  Surveyor  Greneral 
should  be  the  Register,  as  in  California,  is  recommended ;  which  office  should 
be  located  at  Carson.  It  is  believed  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  should 
constitute  a  Board  of  Land  Commissioners,  to  which  should  be  intrusted  the 
selection  and  supervision  of  all  lands  to  which  the  State  may  be  entitled,  and 
that  the  Surveyor  General  should  be  authorized  to  obtain  from  the  United 
States  Surveyor  General,  and  the  Register  and  Receiver,  such  plats,  maps  and 
information  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  be  requisite  for  a  judicious 
selection  of  lands  for  the  State,  which  plats  and  maps  would  furnish  vialuable 
material  for  the  compilation  of  a  map  of  the  State.* 

Should  the  foregoing  suggestion  not  be  adopted,  it  is  recommended  that 
measures  be  taken  to  abolish  the  office  of  Surveyor  General. 

IRRIGATION  AND   RECLAMATION    OF  LANDS. 

In  my  former  report  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  many  millions  of 
acres  of  land  in  this  State  now  comparatively  worthless  would  become  valuable 
if  irrigated,  and  that  several  hundred  thousands  of  acres  of  swamp  and  over- 
flowed land  required  drainage  and  protection  from  overflow. 

Attention  was  also  called  to  the  fact  that  there  is  upon  our  western  border 
one  of  the  finest  natural  reservoirs  in  the  world — Lake  Tahoe — the  waters  of 
which  might  be  brought  in  an  extensive  canal,  (which  might  serve  to  float  timber 
and  wood  to  within  a  moderate  distance  from  our  mills  and  mines)  to  be  used  as 
a  motive  power  and  for  the  purposes  of  irrigation;  and  the  opinion  was  expressed 

*  December  19th,  1866. — This  day  received  Attorney  Generars  opinion  that  the  Statutes 
do  not  authorize  the  sale  of  lands  other  than  the  16th  and  36th  sections.  Should  the  foregoiog 
suggestion  be  adopted  it  would  be  necessary  to  affix  a  salary  to  the  State  Register's  office, 
which,  with  that  of  the  Surveyor  General,  would  justify  the  incumbent  in  devoting  his  whole 
time  to  the  duties  of  those  offices.  His  duties  would  then  be  the  most  laborious,  and  not  the 
least  responsible  of  any  of  the  State  Officers.

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that  were  the  facts  laid  before  Congress  a  grant  of  these  now  useless  lands  might 
be  obtained  on  condition  of  reclamation  bj  irrigation. 

This  project  may  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  probabilities  of  the  not  very 
distant  future ;  it  may  not,  therefore,  in  this  connection  be  improper  to  call 
attention  to  a  project  for  the  diversion  of  a  portion  of  these  waters  from  their - 
natural  channel,  by  which  they  are  discharged  into  this  State,  (the  Truckee 
River)  for  the  benefit  of  California.  There  is  a  bill  now  before  Congress  for 
the  authorization  of  this  project,  and  if  Congress  has  the  right  to  authorize  the 
same  it  certainly  behooves  Nevada  to  protest  against  the  exercise  of  that  right : 
for  this  State  has,  or  will  soon  have  use  for  every  particle  of  water  now 
possessed,  or  which  can  be  obtained. 

FOREST   AND   TIMBER  TREES. 

The  great  scarcity  or  entire  absence  of  wood  and  timber  in  extensive  portions 
of  the  State,  and  the  fearful  rapidity  of  their  disappearance  from  portions  where 
now  abundant,  would  appear  to  suggest  the  necessity  of  making  some  provision 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  cultivation  of  "  Forests  and  Timber  Trees.**  The 
great  and  beneficial  effects  upon  the  soil  and  climate  resulting  from  an  extensive 
cultivation  of  timber,  it  is  believed,  would  alone  repay  the  expenditure. 

I  call  attention  to  the  subject,  in  the  hope  that  those  much  better  informed 
than  myself  may  be  induced  to  propose  a  practicable  scheme  for  the  accom- 
plishment of  so  desirable  a  result. 

HAP  OF  THE  STATE  AND  EASTERN  BOUNDARY. 

An  accurate  map  of  the  State  has  become  a  necessity :  in  view  of  which  fact 
I  respectfully  submit  the  following  remarks,  most  of  which  were  presented  in 
my  former  report,  and  would  also  call  attention  to  important  suggestions  upon 
this  subject  made  by  the  State  Mineralogist  in  his  report. 

The  Act  concerning  the  office  of  Surveyor  General  says :  '^  When  required 
by  law,  the  Surveyor  General  shall  make  an  accurate  and  complete  survey,  by 
astronomical  observations  and  linear  surveys  of  the  boundaries  of  the  State." 

It  will  soon  be  necessary  to  have  the  southern  portion,  at  least,  of  the  eastern 
boundary  of  the  State  established;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  provisioa 
should  be  made  for  this  object  by  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature.  The 
expense  would  not  be  great,  the  determination  of  longitude  having  become  an 
easy  matter  since  the  const^ction  of  the  telegraph ;  but  the  whole  boundary 
should  be  established  at  an  early  day ;  and  I  would  recommend  that  Coogress 
be  requested  to  make  immediate  provision  for  this  object. 

The  Act  also  provides  that:  "  When  required  by  law,  he  shall  make  an 
accurate  map  of  the  State,  and  shall  survey  and,  when  necessary,  designate  by 
plain  visible  marks  or  monuments,  and  shall  describe  on  the  map  of  the  State, 
the  boundary  line  of  the  several  counties  ; "  and,  "  When  called  upon  by  the 
County  Commissioners,  of  any  county,'^  it  requires  him  to  run  any  county  line, 
or  portion  of  the  same. 

It  has  been  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Surveyors  to  transmit,  when  called 
upon,  to  the  Surveyor  General,  copies  of  field  notes  and  plats  of  their  official 
surveys.  It  has  also  been  made  the  ^*  duty  of  all  railroad  and  toll  companies  to 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor  General  complete  topographical  maps  of  the 
roads,  and  the  county  through  which  their  roads  may  run." 

Scarcely  any  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  above  requirements  by  County 
Surveyors,  or  railroad  or  toll  road  companies,  which  is  to  be  regretted,  for  tkey 
are  admirable  provisions,  so  far  as  they  go ;  but  something  further  is  necessary : 
8 
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Idt  It  is  recommended  that  a  law  be  passed  requiring  the  construction  of  an 
accurate  map  of  the  State. 

2d.  A  penalty  should  be  attached  to  the  failure  of  County  Surveyors  to 
comply  with  their  duties  prescribed  by  law ;  but  a  fair  compensation  should  be 
Allowed  for  every  duty  imposed. 

dd.  The  present  law  does  not  define  the  time  at  which  topographical  maps  of 
railroads  and  toll  roads  shall  be  filed  in  this  office,  nor  does  it  affix  a  penalty 
for  non-compliance  with  this  requirement. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  require 
topographical  maps  and  profiles  of  all  toll  roads  now  in  operation,  also  of  all 
railroads  and  toll  roads  now  surveyed,  to  be  filed  in  this  office  within  three 
months  from  the  passage  of  this  proposed  amendment ;  also  that  railroad  com* 
panics  whose  routes  are  not  yet  surveyed  be  required  to  file  their  maps  and 
profiles  within  three  months  of  the  completion  of  the  maps  or  profiles,  or  of  the 
surveys ;  also  that  all  toll  road  companies  not  now  in  operation  be  required  to 
file  the  same  within  three  months  from  the  completion  of  maps  and  profiles,  or 
surveys,  and  before  they  be  entitled  to  collect  toll.  A  severe  penalty  should  be 
attached  to  a  non-compUance  with  the  law,  sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of 
obtaining  such  maps  and  profiles. 

The  adoption  of  the  above  suggestions  would  secure  valuable  material  for  a 
correct  map  of  the  State. 

The  Surveyor  General  should  be  authorized  to  obtain  copies  of  the  United 
States  township  plats  at  an  expense  not  to  exceed  dollars  each,  to  be 

used  in  compiling  the  State  map,  and  in  the  selection  of  land  belonging  to  the 
State. 

This  office  ought  to  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  maps  and  field  notes 
of  the  State  boundary  surveys. 

It  is  believed  that  in  case  a  further  survey  of  the  State  boundary,  or  surveys 
of  county  boundaries,  should  be  deemed  necessary,  that  such  surveys  should  be 
made  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor  General ;  and  such  surveys  should 
always  be  made  with  the  view  of  obtaining  all  the  data  practicable  for  the  State 
map,  every  line  surveyed  being  used  trigonometrically  to  determine  the  position 
of  and  to  locate  upon  the  map  the  topographical  features  of  the  adjoining 
county. 

For  the  survey  of  county  boundaries,  an  appropriation  of  eight  thousand 
dollars  ($8,000)  is  recommended.  It  is  also  recommended  that  in  any  county 
boundary  survey,  the  counties  interested  be  required  to  defray  half  the  expense. 

An  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars  (S2,000)  is  recommended,  to  defray 
the  expense  of  employing  a  draughtsman  in  compiling  the  State  map. 

Any  attempt  at  a  geological  survey  of  the  State  would  be  almost  abortive, 
except  so  far  as  it  might  be  based  upon  an  accurate  map,  at  least  of  those  por- 
tions examined. 

COUKTT  BOADS. 

For  suggestions  concerning  county  roads,  reference  is  respectfully  made  to  my 
former  report,  in  which,  it  is  believed,  they  have  been  presented  at  least  one  gen- 
eration too  early.

I  regret  the  necessity  of  transmitting  a  clipping  from  the  Reese  River  Reveille^ 
in  which  several  errors  in  Mr.  Barker's  report  are  pointed  out 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  in  several  counties  the  county  commissioners  have  en- 
tirely failed  to  enforce  a  compliance  with  the  law  in  regard  to  the  collection  and 
transmission  of  statistical  reports  by  the  county  assessors  and  county  surveyors, 
I  would  recommend  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  prevent  the  county  com- 
missioners auditing  or  paying  any  bills  of  the  assessor  or  surveyor,  unless  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  from  the  Surveyor  Grenend  that  the  last-named  officers 
have  complied  with  the  law  defining  their  duties  in  relation  to  his  office. 

Should  the  above  suggestion  be  acted  upon,  I  am  certain  we  will  see  a  vast 
improvement  in  the  next  report  over  the  last,  or  the  assessing  and  surveying  for 
the  counties  for  the  present  year  will  be  done  for  nothing. 


STATISTICS. 

The  following  summary,  tabular  list,  and  notes  of  mills  crushing  ore  from  the 
Comstock  Lode  in  1866,  have  been  compiled  with  a  great  deal  of  labor  and  care, 
and  although  incomplete,  and  in  some  Vespects  erroneous,  yet  I  believe  them  to 
be  approximately  correct,  and  by  far  the  most  complete  exhibit  of  the  mills  of 
Storey,  Lyon,  Ormsby,  and  Washoe  Counties  yet  compiled,  and,  I  believe,  will 
be  found  valuable  and  interesting. 

In  compiling  the  tabular  list,  I  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  and  have  obtained 
a  great  deal  of  information  from  Mr.  Buckman,  Secretary  of  the  Belcher  Com- 
pany, and  I  might  say  nearly  the  same  concerning  my  professional  partner,  Greo. 
Hunt,  C  E.,  who  has  at  all  times,  when  not  necessarily  otherwise  engaged,  wil- 
lingly assisted  in  the  collecting  of  statistics,  and  in  copying,  tabulating,  etc.  I  have 
also  used  extensively  in  summary,  table  and  notes,  information  furnished  for  my 
former  report  by  D.  A.  Armstrong,  Deputy  Assessor  of  Lyon  County,  which 
was  so  erroneously  printed  as  to  be  greatly  depreciated  in  value ;  and  last,  but 
not  least,  I  have  availed  myself  of  nearly  all,  if  not  the  whole,  information  con- 
tained in  a  valuable  article  upon  the  ^*  Quartz  Mills  about  Virginia  and  Gold 
Hill  Districts,  Nevada,"  in  the  San  Francisco  lining  and  Scientific  Press  of 
September  29th,  1866,  from  information  furnished  that  journal  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Starr.  Much  information  has  been  obtained  directly  from  parties  owning  or  em- 
ployed about  the  mills.   • 

In  all  cases  I  have  g^ven  the  information  deemed  most  reliable.

No  tests  in  the  mill  have  yet 
been  made  from  it ;  but  will  work  about  the  same  as  the  other.  As  I  do  not

THE  OCCIDENTAL  MINE,  ON  LODE  EAST  OF  THE  C0M8T0CK 

LODE. 

[Prom  the  Mining  and  Sdentiflo  Proas,] 

Editors  Press  :  As  many  of  your  readers  are  doubtless  interested  in  the 
development  of  this  State,  and  more  particularly  those  mines  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  Comstock,  a  few  remarks  on  a  somewhat  remarkable  ledge  run- 
ning about  two  miles  east  and  nearly  parallel  with  this  famous  lode  may  not  be 
altogether  unacceptable.  The  lode  in  question  commences  northeast,  exhilnta 
well-defined  croppings  at  its  southern  extremity  at  the  Occidental  Mine,  situated 
about  one  and  a  half  miles  southeast  of  Virginia  City,  on  the  new  Dayton  road, 
and  runs  northerly  nearly  parallel  with  the  Comstock  as  far  as  the  Monte 
Christo  Mine,  a  little  to  the  north  of  the  Gould  and  Curry  Mill,  a  distance  of 
between  two  and  three  miles.  During  the  last  three  years  it  has  been  opened 
on  and  partially  worked  at  various  points  with  uniformly  encouraging  results — 
the  most  prominent  mines  being  the  Monte  Christo,  St.  John,  and  Occidental ; 
but  it  is  only  since  the  thorough  development  of  the  latter  by  the  spirited  and 
unaided  exertions  of  Messrs.  Weston  &  Co.  that  the  great  value  of  this  de- 
posit has  begun  to  be  appreciated  by  the  public— a  pretty  general  prejudice 
existing  here  against  mines  the  matrix  of  whose  vein  matter  is  anything  but 
quartz.  The  matrix  of  the  lode  in  the  Occidental  is  crystallized  carbonate  of 
lime  at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  claim,  (of  1,800  feet)  terminating  in  white 
quartz  at  the  northern  end.  This  quartz  continues  northward  through  the  St. 
George  claim  into  the  adjoining  St.  Patrick,  where  it  begins  to  show  evidences 
of  carbonate  of  lime,  which  increases  in  quantity  as  we  approach  the  next  claim, 
the  St.  John,  where  it  presents  precisely  the  same  crystalline  appearance  as  we 
find  in  the  southern  part  of  the  Occidental.  This  carbonate  of  lime  continues 
with  occasional  streaks  of  quartz  about  a  mile  and  a  half  farther  north,  till  we 
reach  the  Monte  Christo,  and  probably  much  farther. 
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The  following  analysis,  made  by  me  on  the  2d  of  January,  1866,  on  a  poor 
specimen  of  this  ore,  will  give  an  idea  of  its  mineralogical  character :

The  inference  to  be  drawn  from  this  is,  that  the  silver  exists  chiefly  in  the 
form  of  sulphide,  with  a  small  proportion  of  chloride — the  gold  being,  in  the 
native  condition,  invisible,  from  the  very  fine  state  of  division  in  which  it  is  dis- 
seminated through  the  mineralized  portion  of  the  ore.  The  general  appearance 
of  the  ore  is  very  similar  to  that  of  Copiapo,  in  Chile,  (with  which  I  am  ac- 
quainted from  a  five  years'  residence  as  public  assayer  in  that  country)  and 
from  which  most  of  the  Chile  silver  is  obtained.  It  was  this  remarkable  sim- 
ilarity which  induced  me  to  advise  my  friend  Mr.  Weston  to  persevere  in  the 
development  of  his  mine  some  nine  months  ago,  when  most  of  his  Nevada 
friends  were  endeavoring  to  dissuade  him  from  a  further  prosecution  of  the  un- 
dertaking, assuring  him  that  silver  could  not  possibly  be  found  in  paying  or 
lasting  quantities  in  any  other  matrix  but  quartz.  The  result  has  proved  the 
correctness  of  my  views  up  to  the  present  time,  t.  e.,  within  twelve  months  up- 
wards of  $180,000  worth  of  bullion  has  been  taken  out  of  this  one  mine,  yield- 
ing at  the  mill  an  average  of  about  twenty  dollars  per  ton — the  average  value 
of  the  bullion  being  about  $1.90  per  ounce,  t.  e.,  as  near  as  possible  the  quality 
of  that  obtained  from  the  Comstock  ore.  In  all  probability  the  average  yield 
will  be  much  larger  next  year,  as  the  ore  appears  to  increase  in  value  as  well  as 
quantity  as  greater  depth  is  reached.  This  is  shown  by  the  following  assays, 
made  within  the  last  few  weeks,  on  samples  taken  from  the  most  recent 
workings :

The  lode  itself  varies  from  eight  to  fourteen  feet  in  thickness,  and  carries  pay 
ore  from  one  foot  to  two  feet  in  width.     This  pay  ore  is  distinguished  from  the 
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barren  portioD8  of  the  Tein  by  minute  spots  of  black  sulphide  of  silver,  with 
arborescent  black  oxyde  of  manganese,  which  latter  is  beautifully  developed  on 
the  milk  white  compact  quartz  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  mine  in  the 
form  of  ferns,  similar  but  more  distinct  to  those  found  in  the  casing  of  some 
portions  of  the  Comstock  Lode.  The  lode  dips  to  the  east  at  an  angle  of  about 
48  deg.,  and  has  well  defined  walls  of  a  hard  schistose,  like  altered  porphyry, 
the  rock  consisting  of  that  formation,  of  a  gi^enish  gray  color,  and  much 
harder  than  the  bluish  variety  found  in  the  Comstock.  The  result  is,  that 
although  the  mine  has  obtained  a  depth  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  having 
been  worked  down  from  the  croppings,  no  timbering  has  yet  been  required ;  and 
as  the  dip  corresponds  very  closely  with  the  slope  of  the  mountain,  the  mine  can 
be  worked  by  means  of  short  tunnels  to  a  depth  of  over  a  thousand  feet,  thereby 
avoiding  the  very  heavy  expense  of  hoisting  and  pumping  works.  From  the 
brilliant  success  which  has  attended  the  experiments  of  opening  out  the  Occi- 
dental mine,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  claims  on  this  magnificent  ledge,  par- 
ticularly the  St.  John  and  Monte  Christo,  will  soon  be  put  into  vigorous 
operation,  when  we  may  expect  this  ledge  will  prove  one  of  the  richest  and 
most  enduring  in  the  State,  outside  the  Comstock.

NOTES  ON  THE  OCCIDENTAL  MINE. 

BY   GEO.  HUNT,  G.  E.,  DECEMBER,  1866. 

From  the  croppings  to  the  depth  of  one  hundred  feet  (vertical)  the  vein  had 
been  worked  out  for  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  pillars,  which  are  now  being  worked  out.  The  "  pay  streak  "  is  from  two 
to  fifteen  feet  in  width ;  average  width,  five  feet. 

The  above  mentioned  workings  are  from  the  middle  tunnel  to  the  surface. 
From  this  tunnel  an  incline  has  been  sun^  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  feet,  to  connect  with  lower  tunnel  in  three  hundred  and  five  feet. 
Estimated  length  of  lower  tunnel  to  connection  with  incline,  three  hundred  and 
fifty  feet.    Incline  shows  good  ore  throughout  entire  length.

QVAWfRULY  RETURNS.

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The  above  table,  says  the  Beveille,  embraces  forty-seven  mines,  which  have 
yielded  more  or  less  bullion  during  the  quarter,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the 
ore  reduced  is  of  a  good  grade,  sufficiently  so  to  admit  its  being  worked  here  re- 
muneratively. It  will  be  observed,  that  a  number  of  mines  which  were  included 
in  the  previous  quarters  of  the  year  do  not  appear  in  the  present  list,  as  weU  as 
that  several  mines  appear  for  the  first  time.  According  to  the  Assessor's  re- 
turns, there  are  in  Lander  County — and  mainly  in  the  Reese  River  District — 
fuUy  seventy-five  mines  which  have  produced  bullion  during  the  past  year.  As 
we  have  remarked,  the  ore  worked  is  very  generally  of  a  high  grade,  as  the 
average  yield  per  ton  will  show.  A  considerable  number  of  the  mines  em-' 
braced  in  the  quarterly  lists  were  subjected  only  to  testing  operations,  and  the 
general  results  must  be  deemed  very  encouraging,  and  their  excellent  character 
argues  well  for  the  future  of  this  district  In  the  case  of  the  Savage  Mine,  the 
average  yield  of  the  ore  is  less  than  in  several  quarters  preceding,  but  is  still 
high,  being  $103.25  per  ton.  The  yield  of  the  Washington,  Chase,  Buel  North 
Star,  Great  Eastern,  Semanthe,  Magnolia,  Florida,  Timoke,  Idora,  Metacom, 
Taylor  &  Passmore,  etc.,  is  grand,  and  as  most  of  them  are  pretty  well  devel- 
oped, they  may  be  fairly  classed  henceforth  among  the  producing  and  paying 
mines  of  the  Reese  River  District. 


REMARKS   ON  MILLING   AND  MINING  OPERATIONS  AT 

REESE   RIVER. 

In  the  Appendix  may  be  found  quite  an  interesting  and  elaborate,  and,  in  my 
opinion,  valuable  article  upon  this  subject,  to  which  the  attention  of  mining  and 
mill  men  throughout  the  State  is  invited*  It  has  been  kindly  furnished  by  Mr. 
C.  A.  Luck  hart,  mining  engineer,  by  special  request 

Mr.  Luckhart  has,  at  least,  endeavored  to  direct  us  in  the  way  in  which  our 
future  prosperity  evidently  lies,  viz :  greater  economy  in  our  mining  and  mill- 
ing operations,  and  improved  processes  for  saving  the  precious  metals. 


THE  SUTRO  DRAIN  TUNNEL. 

The  absolute  necessity  of  providing  drainage  for  the  mines  on  the  Comstock 
Lode,  it  is  believed,  will  become  more  apparent  with  the  development  of  each 
succeeding  year.  As  this  subject  was  somewhat  extensively  treated  in  my 
former  report,  it  will  now  be  dismissed  with  the  remark  that,  as  the  great  mining 
companies  have  now  become  convinced  that  they  must  do  something  to  help 
themselves  before  others  will  assist  them,  and  as  several  of  them  have  already 
subscribed  $100,000  each  towards  the  project,  and  as  others  will  probably  do 
equally  well,  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  great  project  will  be  commenced  before 
another  year  shall  have  been  lost  by  delay. 


THE  VIRGINIA  AND   GOLD  HILL  WATER  COMPANY. 

This  company  was  formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill 
Water  Works,  on  the  twelfth  of  May,  1863,  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
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the  Territoiy  of  Neyada.    Its  capital  stock  is  $1,000,000,  in  10,000  shares  of 
$100  each. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbarsements  of  these  woriis 
from  July,  1863,  to  February,  1866,  inclusire:

The  following  table  exhibiting  the  receipts  and  disbursements  may  be  of  inter- 
est It  contains  the  proceeds  for  the  latter  half  of  February,  1866,  which  is 
included  above.  It  shows  that  the  mills  and  mines  have  paid  over  $79,000,  and 
the  citizens  of  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill  have  paid  over  $54,000  during  the  year 
for  water.  Total,  over  $138,000;  of  which  more  than  half,  over  $70,000,  was 
profit.

CONTINGENT  EXPENSES  OF  OFFICE. 

APPEAL   FROM  DECISION   OF  BOABD   OF  EXAMINERS. 

In  my  former  report,  complaint  was  made  that  ^'  this  office,  for  the  past  year," 
(1865)  had  '^  been  rpnning  on  its  own  responsibility,  paying  its  own  expenses 
for  post  office  and  express  charges,  fuel,  rent,  etc.,"  and  a  small  appropriation  as 
a  contingent  fund  was  asked  for. 

As  a  reason  for  the  non-introduction  of  a  bill  to  provide  for  such  expenditure, 
I  was  informed  by  members  of  the  Legislature  that  no  specific  appropriation 
for  the  Surveyor  General's  office  was  necessary,  but  that  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners was  authorized  to  audit  and  allow  all  claims  for  necessary  contingent 
expenses.  A  bill  was  therefore  made  out  against  the  State,  and  transmitted  to 
the  Board,  April  2d,  1866,  which  elicited  a  call  from  the  Board  for  a  bill  of 
items,  verified  by  vouchers  or  affidavit,  and  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  that  month 
the  following  bill  of  expenditures  of  $712  in  coin,  verified  by  my  affidavit,  and 
accompanied  by  the  explanatory  letter  now  appended  to  the  bill,  was  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board :

Sir — The  following  was  the  action  on  your  bill  by  the  Board  of  Examiners, 
April  SOth,  1866,  yiz:  Approved  for  $45.75,  being  amount  of  proper  contingent 
expenses  since  January  1st,  1866.  Rent  deemed  improper  charge,  because 
there  is  no  authority  of  law  for  allowing  the  Surveyor  General  an  office.  Porter- 
age and  printing  Errata  deemed  improper  charges.  All  expenses  incurred  in 
1864  and  1865  are  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Surveyor  General  for  the  year  1865  (page  28)  shows  that  up  to  the  close  of  that 
year  the  Surveyor  Grenerars  office  had  been  running  on  its  own  responsibility, 
and  paying  its  own  expenses  for  post  office  and  express  charges,  stationery,  fuel, 
rent,  etc.  You  will  find  a  warrant  for  the  amount  approved,  at  the  Con- 
troller's office.

That  the  above  is  a  remarkable  document  to  issue  from  a  Board  consisting  of 
the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  Attorney  Greneral  of  the  State  of 
Nevada,  will,  doubtless,  be  generally  conceded ;  but,  as  your  Excellency  had 
been  for  some  time  absent  from  the  capital  at  the  time  of  its  issuance,  the  glorj 
of  its  authorship  must  be  conceded  wholly  to  the  other  members  of  the  Board. 
At  first  view,  it  appears  like  a  practical  joke  perpetrated  at  my  expense,  or  like  the 
quibble  of  a  tricky  lawyer  employed  by  a  dishonest  debtor  to  defraud  a  creditor, 
but  as  the  document  bears  the  impression  of  the  ^^  Great  Seal  of  ihe  State  of 
Nevada,"  it  is  doubtless  genuine  ;  and  as  the  Board  was  acting  under  a  solemn 
oath  to  faithfully  perform  its  duties,  the  supposition  of  a  joke  or  a  quibble  mast 
not  be  entertained,  especially  as  the  reason  assigned  by  me  for  asking  for  an  appro- 
priation is  ostentatiously  paraded  by  the  Board  as  a  reason  for  rejecting  my  bilK 
viz  :  "  That  this  office  has  been  running  on  its  own  responsibility,  paying  its  own  ex- 
penses, etc. ;"  in  other  words,  that  Ihad  paid  the  eocpenus,  which  the  Board  ought 
to  have  known  was  the  intended  meaning,  especially  when  followed  by  a  bill  of 
it<^s,  vouched  for  by  affidavit.  Does  not  the  foregoing  document  declare  thai  the 
Board  rejects  my  claim  for  expenses  of  this  office  because  Ihad  paid  those  expenses  f 
Such  a  stultifying  pretext  for  the  rejection  of  4  bill  never  should  have  been  ac- 
knowledged by  a  Secretary  of  State  and  Attorney  General.  The  bill  for  1864 
and  1865  amounts  to  $474.25  in  coin ;  the  bill  for  the  first  four  months  of  1866 
is  $237.75  in  coin.  Total,  $712  in  coin,  all  of  which  was  rejected  by  the  Board, 
except  $45.75  of  the  latter  bill,  for  the  items  designated  thus,  (*)  for  which  I 
was  offered  a  warrant  worth  about  $20  in  coin,  which  I  declined  to  accept.  The 
Board  did  allow  six  dollars  for  a  record-book  in  1865,  the  only  sum  received  by 
the  undersigned  for  contingent  expenses  of  this  office  since  its  organization,  over 
two  years,  to  the  close  of  1866,  and  by  the  liberal  action  of  the  Board  I  might 
have  received  about  $20  more,  in  coin,  or  $26  in  all-^a  trifie  more  than  one 
dollar  per  month.  Has  an  equally  rigid  economy  governed  the  Board  in  its  ac- 
tion on  the  bills  of  other  State  officers  ?    My  bill  for  the  last  eight  months  of 
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1866  amounts  to  $205  in  coin,  of  which  th^  Board  would,  if  presented  to  it,  have 
rejected  all  but  $51.25,  for  which  it  would  probably  have  allowed  a  warrant  worth 
about  $25  in  coin.  To  save  time  I  therefore  send  this  bill  to  be  transmitted  di- 
rectly to  the  Legislature,  to  which  I  have  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the 
Board  upon  my  former  bill.  It  may  not  be  improper  to  remark,  in  this  connec- 
tion, that  when  I  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office,  the  provision  was  that 
the  salary  should  be  paid  in  coin  ;  but,  by  virtue  of  a  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  I  understand  it  would  have  been  paid,  for  the  last  three  quarters 
of  1866,  in  greenbacks,  had  there  been  any  greenbacks  to  pay  with,  but 
it  has  been  paid  in  warrants,  worth  less  than  fifly  per  cent  in  coin;  and 
although  I  believe  there  are  not  more  than  two  of  the  executive  State  offices 
which  demand  a  greater  amount  of  personal  attention  than  does  this,  and  although 
this  is  the  poorest  paid  of  all,  yet  as  all  are  alike  affected  by  the  decision  of  the 
Court  and  the  lack  of  funds  in  the  treasury,  I  make  no  complaint,  and,  had  a  de- 
cent pretext  been  given  for  rejecting  the  bill  of  expense  prior  to  1866,  merely  a 
respectful  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Board  would  have  been  presented. 
But  when  it  was  rejected  under  such  a  pretext,  it  appeared  to  me  that  intentional 
insult  had  been  added  to  injury,  and  that  a  mild  protest  against  the  action  of  the 
Board  would  not  be  out  of  place. 

The  law  requires  my  report  to  be  transmitted  to  your  Excellency  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  December ;  yet  last  year,  and  this,  such  reports  as  I  could 
have  transmitted  at  the  specified  time  would  have  been  comparatively  worthless. 
Last  year,  though  assisted  somewhat  by  friends,  I  was  compelled  to  have  an  as- 
sistant for  eighteen  days,  for  which  I  paid  $90  in  coin,  in  order  to  be  able  to 
transmit  my  report  on  the  thirty-first  of  January.  The  Board  deemed  the  $90 
an  '^  improper  charge."  It  is  now  the  eleventh  of.  February,  and  I  have  been 
unable  thus  far  to  complete  my  report,  although  I  have  been  greatly  assisted  by 
my  partner,  Mr.  Hunt,  and  by  Mr.  Bruckman,  and  am  also  under  obligations  to 
Mr.  Hetzel  and  Mr.  Krutschnitt,  the  present  Assessor  of  Storey  County,  and  to 
Mr.  Balch,  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners.  No  improper  charges  are 
made  by  these  gentlemen.  Last  year's  report  was  so  full  of  errors,  by  fault  of 
copying  clerk  or  the  compositor,  as  to  be  comparatively  worthless.  I  paid  $10 
coin  to  the  "  Enterprise  "  for  printing  2,500  copies  of  "  errata,"  nearly  2,000  of 
which  I  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  Some  of  these  were  used,  but  none  were 
inserted  in  the  appendix  to  the  Journals.  But  the  Board  deemed  the  ^*  charge  " 
an  ^  improper  one."  The  Board  allowed  three  dollars  freight  on  reports  from 
Carson,'  and  three  dollars  for  distributing  the  same  in  this  city,  but  would  not  al- 
low $10  for  correcting  an  otherwise  almost  worthless  document.  Was  the  Board 
guided  by  law  or  by  whim  ? 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  it  has  been  my  endeavor,  under  rather  dis- 
couraging circumstances,  to  make  this  office  useful  to  the  State ;  and  although  I 
have  fallen  far  below  even  my  own  expectations,  and  perhaps  much  more  below 
those  of  others,  yet  I  believe  all  intelligent  men  will  concede  it  is  no  fault  of 
mine.  I  therefore  appeal  to  the  Legblature,  confidently  expecting  that  justice 
will  be  done,  and  asking  for  nothing  more.

CIRCULAR  TO  COMTY  SURVEYORS  AND  ASSESSORS. 


Surveyor  General's  Office,  ) 

Virginia,  Nevada,  January  28,  1866.  ]" 

Sir  :  I  reRpectfullj  call  jour  attention  to  the  duties  of  your  office,  in  rela- 
tion to  that  of  the  Surveyor-General. 

From  "  An  Act  concerning  the  office  of  Surveyor-General,"  approved  March 
20th,  1865, 1  extract  the  following : 

"  Sec.  3.  When  required  by  law,  he  (the  Surveyor-General)  shall  make 
an  accurate  Map  of  the  State,  and  shall  survey,  and  when  necessary,  designate 
by  plain  visible  marks,  or  monuments,  and  shall  describe  on  the  map  of  the 
State,  the  boundary  lines  of  the  several  counties,  and  incorporated  cities  and 
towns  in  the  State ;  and  when  a  boundary  line  of  the  State,  or  of  any  county, 
intersects  with  or  passes  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  any  lake,  stream,  range  of 
bills  or  mountains,  or  other  conspicuous  object  on  the  surface  of  the  earth,  be 
shall,  by  the  proper  observation,  determine  the  place  of  such  intersection,  or  the 
distance  and  bearing  from  the  said  boundary  line,  of  such  ppint  of  such  object 
as  may  be  nearest  to  said  boundary  line,  and  will  best  serve  as  a  distinguishing 
landmark.  He  shall  also  determine  and  describe  on  the  map  of  the  State,  the 
length  and  course  of  every  important  stream  and  lake,  and  of  every  important 
range  of  hills  or  mountains,  and  the  greatest  elevation  of  [the]  highest  peak 
thereof,  within  the  limits  of  any  county.  When  called  upon  by  the  County 
Commissioners  of  any  county,  he  shall  run  any  boundary  line,  or  portion  of  a 
line,  between  such  county  and  an  adjoining  county." 

(In  case  of  application  for  surveys  of  county  boundaries,  from  County  Commis- 
sioners, the  County  Surveyor  will  be  deputed  to  make  the  survey,  unless  th 
should  be  good  reasons  for  a  different  i^pointment.) 

"Sec.  5.  The  Surveyor-General  shall  be  Chief  Engineer  and  Commis- 
sioner of  Internal  Improvements.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  Governor,  annually, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  his  report,  which  shall  contain : 

First — An  accurate  statement  of  the  progress  he  may  have  made  in  the  exe- 
cution of  the  surveys  enjoined  on  him  by  law,  and  in  the  preparation  of  the 
Map  of  the  State. 

Second — Plans  and  suggestions  for  the  construction  and  improvement  of  roads, 
turnpikes,  railroads,  canals,  and  aqueducts ;  also,  plans  and  suggestions  for  the 
preservation  and  increase  of  forests  and  timber  trees ;  for  the  draining  of 
marshes,  prevention  of  overflows,  and  the  irrigation  of  arable  lands  by  means 
of  reservoirs,  canals,  artesian  wells,  or  otherwise. 

Third — An  estimate  of  the  aggregate  quantity  of  land  belonging  to  the  State, 
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and  the  best  information  he  may  be  able  to  obtain  as  to  the  characteristics  of  the 
same. 

Fourth — An  estimate  of  the  aggregate  quantity  of  all  land  used  for  or 
adapted  to  tillage  and  grazing  within  this  State,  and  each  county  of  the  State ; 
together  with  a  description  of  the  location  in  which  the  same  may  be  situated. 

Fifth — An  estimate  of  the  aggregate  number  of  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and 
swine  within  the  State,  and  each  county  of  the  State. 

Sixth — An  estimate  of  the  aggregate  quantity  of  wheat,  rye,  maize,  potatoes, 
grapes,  and  other  agriciiltural  productions  of  the  preceding  year. 

Seventh — An  estimate  of  the  aggregate  quantity  of  all  mineral  lands  in  the 
State,  and  the  quantity  and  value  of  each  mineral  produced  during  the  preced- 
ing year,  together  with  a  description  of  the  locality  in  which  such  minerals  may 
be  found. 

Eighth — ^All  facts  which  may  be  within  his  personal  knowledge,  or  which  he 
may  learn  from  reliable  sources,  and  which  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  calculated  to 
promote  the  full  development  of  the  resources  of  the  State. 

^  Seo.  6.  He  shall  address  a  circular  letter  to  the  County  Surveyors  and 
County  Assessors,  instructing  them,  and  it  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  their  offi- 
cial duties,  to  use  their  utmost  diligence  in  collecting  information  relative  to  'each 
and  every  matter  mentioned  in  section  five  of  this  Act,  and  to  transmit  to  him 
quarterly,  at  the  seat  of  government,*  a  report  in  writing,  setting  forth  the 
results  of  their  inquiries ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners to  refuse  to  audit  or  pay  any  bills  for  services  of  the  Countj  Sur- 
veyor or  County  Assessor,  in  case  they  shall  have  failed  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Act. 

**  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  County  Surveyors  to  transmit,  when  required, 
to  the  Surveyor- Greneral,  a  copy  of  the  field  notes  and  plats  of  official  surveys 
made  by  them,  (except  surveys  of  city  or  town  lots)  expressing  the  bearings 
from  the  true  meridian,  and  noting  the  variations  of  the  magnetic  from  the  tree 
meridian,  and  indicating  plainly  upon  the  plat  at  what  point  of  any  river,  stream, 
or  county  line,  or  any  line  of  the  United  States  surveys,  or  any  road,  canal  or 
railroad,  may  be  touched  or  crossed ;  also  indicating  the  position  of  any  moun- 
tain or  other  prominent  landmarks  within  or  near  the  lines  of  the  surveys. 

"  Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  railroad  and  toll  road  companies  to  file, 
in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor- General,  complete  topographical  maps  of  the  roads 
and  the  country  through  which  their  roads  may  run." 

You  are  hereby  instructed  to  '^  use  your  utmost  diligence  in  collecting  infor- 
mation in  relation  to  each  and  every  matter  mentioned "  specifically  in  the 
above  extracts ;  also,  all  other  facts  which  may  be  calculated  to  promote  the  full 
development  of  the  resources  of  the  State,  or  furnish  data  for  a  map  of  the 
State,  and  to  transmit  them,  together  with  such  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions as  you  may  be  pleased  to  make,  to  this  office. 

Your  attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  following :

I  would  suggest  the  furnishing  of  a  copy  of  this  Circular  to  all  Superintend- 
ents of  mines,  and  other  men  of  intelligence,  who  will  probably  interest  them- 
selves in  the  matter,  with  the  urgent  request  that  they  will  cooperate  with  us  in 
our  efforts  to  obtain  the  materials  for  a  complete  statistical  history  of  the  State.

To  the  Eon.  S.  K  JtfarMe, 

Surveyor  General  of  the  State  of  Nevada  : 

Sir — ^In  compliance  with  the  law  we  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report: 

Churchill  Conntj  lies  between  the  parallels  of  39  and  40  degrees  north  lati- 
tude, and  extends  from  Lander  County  on  the  east  to  Lyon  County  on  the  west, 
thus  occupying  the  central  portion  of  the  State  of  Nevada.  The  western  half, 
except  along  Carson  and  Old  Rivers,  and  the  upper  and  lower  Sinks  of  the  Car- 
son, is  a  sandy  and  alkaline  plain,  surrounded  on  the  northwest  and  south  by  low 
barren  hills,  and  on  the  east  by  the  silver  range  of  mountains.  The  eastern 
portion  of  the  connty  is  quite  mountainous,  and  contains  three  distinct  ranges  of 
mountains — Silver  Hill,  the  western ;  Clan  Alpine,  the  central ;  and  Edwards 
Creek,  or  New  Pass,  the  eastern  range.  These  mountain  ranges  have  the  same 
general  direction  of  about  north  30  degrees  east,  by  south  30  degrees  west 
Carson  River  enters  the  county  from  the  west,  in  latitude  about  39  degrees  and 
30  minutes  north,  from  which  point  to  Ragtown,  a  distance  of  about  sixteen  miles, 
its  course  is  northeasterly.  At  Ragtown  the  river  bears  around  to  the  southeast, 
which  course  it  retains  to  Carson  Lake,  (or  upper  sink)  a  distance  of  nine 
miles.  The  river  divides  at  St.  Clair's  Station,  the  main  channel  running  into 
Carson  Lake,  thence  through  the  outlet  of  the  lake,  and  past  Stillwater  to  the 
Lower  Sink — ^a  distance  via  the  lake  and  river  of  about  fifty  miles.  The  other 
channel,  called  Old  River,  (and  supposed  in  some  former  time  to  have  been  the 
main  channel  of  the  river)  leaving  the  main  channel  at  St.  Clair's,  runs  in  a 
northeasterly  direction  a  distance  of  about  thirty  miles,  when  it  also  empties  into 
the  Lower  Sink.  This  sink  is  a  shallow  lake  of  brackish  water,  and  is  about 
thirty  miles  long  from  east  to  west,  by  fifteen  wide  from  north  to  south.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  waters  of  the  Carson  it  also  receives  the  water  from  the  outlet  of 
the  Humboldt  Lake,  and  is  therefore  the  common  sink  of  both  the  Carson  and 
Humboldt  Rivers.  Its  elevation  above  the  level  of  the  sea  is  a  little  less  than 
1000  feet,  being  probably  the  lowest  portion  of  the  State  of  Nevada.  Along  the 
western  and  northern  margin  of  Carson  Lake  (Upper  Sink)  there  is  a  large 
body  of  tule  and  meadow  land,  and  another  extensive  tract  lies  between  Stillwa- 
ter and  the  Lower  Sink.  These  two  tracts,  embracing  the  principal  meadow 
lands  of  the  county,  produced  the  present  season  about  2200  tons  of  hay.  The 
principal  arable  lands  of  the  county  are  located  along  the  main  Carson  and  Old 
Rivers.  Much  of  the  available  land  has  already  been  taken  up  and  improved, 
[t  yields  in  profusion  all  kinds  of  grain  and  vegetables  conmion  to  this  latitude, 
[n  a  former  report  reference  was  made  to  the  necessity  existing  of  some  method 
being  devised  to  protect  the  farmers  along  Old  River  fix>m  the  danger  of  over- 
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flow  from  the  annual  spring  floods ;  and  it  was  suggested  that  a  bulkhead  acros 
Old  River,  near  St.  Clair's  Station,  would  fulfill  all  the  requiremente  of  the  case 
The  legislature  at  its  last  session  passed  an  Act  conferring  the  necessary  authori- 
tj  for  constructing  the  bulkhead.  Under  that  authority  a  substantial  bulkhead 
has  been  constructed  by  citizens  of  the  county  immediately  interested,  which,  it 
is  believed,  will  afford  the  necessary  protection.  As  an  immediate  result  a  great Ij 
increased  quantity  of  land  will  be  brought  under  cultivation,  and  a  consequent 
increase  of  all  kinds  of  farmers'  produce. 

The  following  is  an  estimate  of  the  stock  owned  and  of  the  products  of  the 
county  the  present  season.  Number  of  horses,  400 ;  mules,  50 ;  cattle,  €00 : 
hogs,  150.  Number  of  tons  of  hay  raised,  2,500 ;  barley,  250 ;  potatoes,  ^50, 
besides  considerable  quantities  of  wheat,  com,  and  all  kinds  of  vegetables.  Tli€ 
Overland  Mail  Road  passes  through  the  whole  length  of  the  county,  entering  the 
county  about  33  miles  east  of  Virginia,  and  leaving  it  at  Mount  Airy,  a  distance 
of  about  120  miles.  The  California  State  and  the  United  States  Telegraph 
Companies  each  have  a  line  passing  through  the  county,  of  a  united  length  ci 
about  240  miles.  There  are  four  post  offices  in  the  county — St.  Claires  Station. 
Stillwater,  La  Plata,  and  Clan  Alpine,  and  each  is  supplied  with  a  daily  mail 

MINES   AND   MIKING. 

Since  the  report  of  last  year  little  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  devel- 
opment of  the  mines  of  this  county.  In  Desert  District  a  five-stamp  mill  was 
completed  and  made  a  few  runs  with  considerable  success,  but  the  mill  was  built 
on  borrowed  capital,  drawing  a  heavy  rate  of  interest ;  besides,  the  cost  of 
wood  being  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  cord — ^for  these  reasons  the  mill  did  not  prove 
to  be  a  paying  investment,  and  passed  into  other  hands,  and  the  owners  are  wait- 
ing for  the  advance  of  the  Pacific  Railroad  to  supply  them  with  fuel  at  a  cheaper 
rate,  or  to  ship  their  ore  to  some  place  where  it  can  be  worked  cheaper,  Tlie 
ores  of  that  district  are  rich  in  both  gold  and  silver,  but  there  is  neither  wood  nor 
water  within  any  convenient  distance  to  the  mines. 

In  Mountain  Wells  District  are  situated  the  mines  of  the  Silver  Wave  Mining 
and  Land  Company ;  the  Connecticut  and  Nevada  Silver  Mining  Company ;  the 
Nevada  Silver  Mining  Company ;  the  Madison  Silver  Mining  Company ;  the 
Wyoming  Silver  Mining  Company,  and  the  Monumental  Silver  Mining  Com> 
pany.     The  above  companies  are  all  incorporated  in  the  east. 

The  Silver  Wave  Company  have  completed  a  ten-stamp  mill  with  three  fur- 
naces. They  have  power  to  add  ten  additional  stamps,  and  have  made  some 
progress  in  developing  their  mines.  The  management  of  their  mines,  nnfbrta- 
nately,  was  intrusted  to  inexperienced  men,  with  the  usual  result.  Large  sums 
were  expended  in  exploring  near  the  surface,  and  of  course  neither  the  quality 
nor  the  worth  of  their  mine  has  been  ascertained.  The  company  became  embar- 
rassed, and  the  works  are  at  present  at  a  standstill.  This  company  own  five 
ledges,  only  one  of  which  has  been  worked.  They  also  own  the  town  site  of  La 
Plata,  (the  county  seat)  and  a  wood  ranch  adjoining  their  mines,  of  1,500  acres. 

The  Connecticut  and  Nevada  Company  have  also  erected  a  ten-stamp  steam 
mill,  with  sufiicient  power  for  ten  additional  stamps.  No  furnaces  built  yet.  Tliis 
company  are  prosecuting  the  work  on  their  mines,  their  aim  being  to  obtain  ore 
in  sufiicient  quantities  to  keep  their  mill  going  when  they  start  up.  They  have 
already  ascertained  that  the  quality  is  satisfactory.  This  company  own  ten 
ledges  in  this  district,  and  have  been  working  on  three  of  the  number — the  Sat- 
ellite, Vermont,  and  the  Washington.  Some  2000  feet  of  shafts  and  tunnek 
have  already  been  run.  Their  work  at  present  is  being  expended  on  one  ledge, 
with  the  view  of  getting  to  the  water  level.     Rock  from  this  ledge,  near  the  sur- 
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face,  has  worked  from  $80  to  SI  35  per  ton,  and  at  a  depth  of  140  feet  has  as- 
sayed upwards  of  $1,600.  This  company  own  the  town  site  of  Averill  and  two 
wood  ranches,  containing  over  2,000  acres. 

The  Nevada  Silver  Mining  Company  have  continued  their  shafl  on  the  Gray 
Eagle  ledge  to  a  depth  of  100  feet,  but  have  suspended  work  for  a  short  time  for 
want  of  funds.  This  company  own  four  ledges  and  a  wood  ranch  containing 
465  acre8. 

The  Monumental  Company  own  three  ledges,  on  one  of  which  they  have  an 
incline  sunk  of  70  feet.     This  company  is  also  waiting  for  funds. 

The  Madison  Silver  Mining  Company  have  not  commenced  operations  yet. 
This  company  owns  three  ledges. 

The  Wyoming  Silver  Mining  Company  is  making  arrangements  to  commence 
work.    This  Conipany  owns  four  ledges. 

The  most  prominent  mines  in  this  district  outside  of  those  belonging  to  the 
above  named  companies  are  the  Sheba,  Leviathan,  Michigan,  Mohawk,  Lincoln, 
Red,  White  and  Blue,  Catharine  Laura,  Panillia,  Laura  Cluster,  Anaconda, 
Eclipse,  Cumberland,  Everitt,  Manhattan,  Knickerbocker,  Bancroft,  Cousins, 
Ruby,  Sherman,  Cabin,  Antelope,  Jenny  Lind,  Warren,  Fenton,  Mathilde,  # 
Leah  Francis,  Menken,  and  New  York.  These  and  others  have  been  worked 
by  resident  owners  according  to  their  means,  some  by  tunnels  of  from  ten  to 
three  hundred  feet,  and  inclines  and  shafts  of  from  ten  to  eighty  feet  Many  of 
these  show  large  bodies  of  excellent  mineral.  The  valuable  minerals  of  this 
district,  viz  :  gold  and  silver,  are  associated  in  many  oases  with  copper,  galena, 
iron,  sulphur,  arsenic,  antimony,  etc.,  rendering  the  roasting  process  absolutely 
necessary  in  nearly  all  cases.  The  country-rock  of  this  region  is  highly  meta- 
morphosed, silicious,  argillaceous,  and  calcareous  sediments,  among  which  are 
clay,  slates,  quartzites,  gneiss,  and  blue  argillaceous  limestone,  with  intrusions  of 
porphyry,  granite,  and  trap.  The  vein  matter  is  principally  quartz,  though  in 
some  instances  combined  with  calcareous  and  manganese  spars.  There  are  two 
distinct  systems  of  veins  in  this  district,  the  oldest  having  a  northwest  and  south- 
east bearing,  and  the  more  recent  a  northeast  and  southwest,  the  first  mentioned 
being  larger  and  containing  more  gold  and  less  base  metal  as  far  as  developed, 
and  are  attracting  more  attention  of  late.  Silver  Hill  District,  located  northeast 
of  Mountain  Wells,  and  on  the  same  range,  has  made  little  progress  in  develop- 
ing its  mineral  resources  during  the  past  year.  The  advantages  possessed  by 
this  district  have  been  strangely  overlooked.  The  number,  size,  and  richness  of 
the  ledges ;  the  facilities  for  working,  such  as  wood  and  water,  which  are 
abundant ;  and  its  convenience  to  the  great  salt  marsh,  should  certainly  attract 
more  attention  and  capital.  A  company  is  being  formed  in  this  county  on  the 
United  States  Series,  (three  ledges)  who  seem  to  have  their  eyes  open  to  the 
advantages  mentioned ;  and  as  $24,000  is  to  be  spent  in  opening  and  prospect- 
ing the  ledges  prior  to  the  erection  of  the  **  usual  mill,"  we  look  for  success  to 
the  undertaking.  This  district  is  rich  in  galena  ores,  and  the  abundance  of 
nut  pine  wood  in  every  part  of  the  district  will  render  their  reduction  easily 
accomplished.  The  country-rock  is  composed  of  granite,  slates,  argillaceous 
limestones,  and  porphyry,  with  their  various  modifications.  There  are  also  cop- 
per, iron,  antimony,  and  zinc  in  this  district  Alamo  District  is  located  east  of 
Silver  Hill,  on  the  opposite  range,  and  is  also  attracting  considerable  attention, 
having  large,  well  defined  ledges,  which  assay  rich  in  both  gold  and  silver. 
There  are  also  copper,  iron,  and  antimony  lodes  in  this  district,  and  it  is  abun- 
dantly supplied  with  wood  and  water.  It  is  also  convenient  to  the  great  salt 
marsh.  In  this  district  granite  and  slate  predominate.  Hiawatha  and  Augusta 
District  are  located,  the  former  on  the  north  and  the  latter  on  the  east  of  Alamo, 
and  are  said  to  contain  valuable  mines  rich  in  silver  ores,  with  every  facility  to 
reduce  them.     All  that  is  required  is  capital  well  applied  to  bring  them  into 
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notice.  New  Pass  District  is  located  on  the  range  opposite  to  Augusta  doe  east 
and  is  noted  for  its  rich  gold-bearing  ledges.  This  district  is  well  aapplied  witii 
wood  and  water.  Empire  District  is  located  at  the  head  of  Fair  View  Yallej. 
south  of  the  Mountain  Wells  District  Its  ledges  are  gold  bearing,  but  the  dis- 
trict is  nearly  destitute  of  wood  and  water,  as  is  the  Sandspring  District.  Hie 
rock  is  also  gold  bearing.  This  district  is  located  southwest  from  MountaiD 
Wells,  and  is  principally  noted  for  its  extensive  salt  bed.  Clan  Alpine  District 
is  located  east  of  Mountain  Wells,  on  the  same  range  as  Alamo,  Hiawatha,  and 
Augusta.  The  Silver  Lode  Mining  Company  have  completed  a  splendid  steas 
mill,  ten  stamps,  which  has  made  a  successful  run  on  rock  from  one  of  the  cooi- 
pany's  ledges — the  "  McGregor" — on  which  they  have  an  incline  following  the 
ledge  down  200  feet.  This  ledge,  not  over  twelve  inches  on  the  surface, 
has  increased  as  they  descend  till  it  has  attained  a  width  of  over  twelft 
feet,  and  is  well  cased,  showing  every  evidence  of  being  a  valuable  and  per- 
manent ledge;  and  as  the  ore  requires  neither  roasting  nor  chemicals  ie 
the  working,  it  must  prove  a  source  of  great  profit  to  the  owners.  Thert 
aie  numerous  ledges  in  this  district,  some  of  them  extremely  rich  it 
silver,  with  no  combinations  of  base  metals.  This  district  has  an  unfiulisg 
supply  of  wood  of  the  best  quality,  and  a  fair  supply  of  water. 

OTHER  MINERALS. 

A  former  report  mentions  the  extensive  salt,  sulphur^  and  soda  deposits  found 
in  this  county,  to  which  may  be  added  an  excellent  variety  of  limestone  ;  aka 
fine  clay,  granite,  sandstone,  slate,  and  chalk  fof  building  purposes,  and  manr 
other  valuable  minerals.

Surveyor  General  of  the  State  of  Nevada : 

Sir — In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  hereby  transmit  to  you  my  report  k 
Assessor  of  Douglas  County,  for  the  present  year.  If  not  complete  as  desirable, 
and  too  late  to  be  incorporated  in  your  annual  report,  I  rely  for  an  excuse  upoo 
the  fact  that  I  am  an  invalid,  and  have  been  obliged  to  depend  upon  a  deputy  to 
perform  most  of  the  labor  of  assessing  and  collecting  the  desired  statistical  iofo^ 
mation.  Your  circular  for  the  year  1866  has  not  reached  me.  Douglas  Countj 
embraces  an  area  of  about  1,500  square  miles,  or  960,000  acres.  Its  surface  15 
broken  into  mountains  and  valleys.  The  most  extensive  range  of  the  former  u 
a  spur  of  the  Sierras  known  as  the  East  Summit,  which  (separates  Lake  and

Carson  vallejB)  crosses  its  western  border,  while  through  its  ceoter  an  exten- 
sive spur  of  the  Walker  Biver  range  crosses,  forming  the  eastern  rim  of  Carson 
Vullej.  It  also  embraces  portions  of  Lake,  Walker,  Mason's  and  nearly  the  whole 
of  Carson  Valley.    These  valleys  comprise  the  entire  arable  portions  of  the 
county,  with  few  exceptions,  while  the  mountains  and  rolling  hills  afford  bunch 
grass  pasturage  for  herds  of  loose  stock.     Lake  Valley,  or  that  portion  of  it  em- 
braced within  the  county  lines,  lies  on  the  western  slope  of  the  previously  men- 
tioned spur  of  the  Sierras,  and  possesses  few  attractions  beyond  the  beauties  of 
its  elevated  scenery.    The  mountains  slope  abruptly  to  the  shores  of  Lake  Tahoe, 
and  afford  but  little  opportunity  for  cultivation.     Some  experiments  have  been 
tried,  however,  and  considering  the  sandy  nature  of  the  soil,  and  its  great  alti- 
tude, (6,200  feet  above  the  sea  level)  have  proved  a  decided  success.    Oats, 
barley  and  wheat  mature  with  a  fair  average  yield,  and  all  the  hardier  vegeta- 
bles.    Beets,  rutabagi^  and  potatoes  grow  to  astonishing  dimensions.    A  heavy 
growth  of  pine  timber  covers  the  valley  and  the  slopes  of  the  mountains,  which, 
manufactured  into  lumber,  finds  its  way  into  the  markets  of  Virginia  and  Beese 
River.    Carson  Valley  has  an  elevation  of  5,500  feet,  and  skirts  the  eastern  slope 
of  the  Sierras  for  about  twenty-five  miles.    Its  area  is  about  80,000  acres,  one 
tenth  of  which  lies  within  the  boundary  of  California.    Some  30,000  acres  are 
under  fence,  cultivated  principally  to  grass.    Here,  along  the  western  side  of 
the  valley,  and  on  either  side  of  the  Carson  River,  which,  formed  by  the  junction 
of  the  East  and  West  forks,  traverses  its  entire  length,  are  found  the  luxuriant 
meadow  lands  that  have  supplied  the  markets  of  Nevada  for  the  last  six  years 
with  hay.     So  remunerative  was  this  crop,  that  every  available  acre  has  been 
devoted  to  its  production,  the  yield  amounting  to  15,000  tons  for  the  year  1865, 
and  scarcely  less  for  the  present.    The  prospective  depreciation  in  price  from 
excess  of  supply  induced  many  farmers  to  attempt  the  cultivation  of  the  cereals, 
and  with  splendid  success,  wherever  water  can  be  obtained  to  irrigate  with. 
Early  varieties  of  com  mature  with  a  respectable  yield.    I  am  unable  to  give 
you  anything  like  a  reliable  estimate  per  acre,  as  no  one  seems  to  have  t^en 
any  pains  to  ascertain.    The  present  low  price  of  hay,  and  the  vast  quantities 
on  hand,  will  have  the  effect  of  breaking  up  the  exclusiveness  of  this  crop. 
Grain  will  be  cultivated  extensively ;  more  live  stock  will  be  raised,  and  dairies 
established.    Heretofore  some  of  the  farmers  have  purchased  Eastern  butter  for 
daily  use,  rather  than  maintain  stock  for  its  manufacture.    The  fact  is,  very 
little  farming  has  been  done.    To  raise  sufficient  vegetables  for  their  own  use, 
cut  and  gather  their  hay  crop,  seemed  to  be  the  whole  end  and  aim  of  existence 
with  the  Carson  Valley  ranch  men.    Now  that  he  has  no  market,  necessity  com- 
pels him  to  cultivate  the  soil,  or  devote  his  broad  acres  to  pasturage.    The 
change  will  be  salutary  in  the  end,  for  they  will  not  be  at  the  mercy  of  a  fluctu- 
ating and  ruinous  market  with  their  single  crop. 

Experiments  on  an  extensive  scale  have  been  made  for  the  past  three  years 
to  cultivate  the  sage  plains  that  lie  along  the  eastern  side  of  the  valley,  and  be- 
tween the  forks  of  Carson  River ;  but  ^e  difficulty  of  getting  water  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  irrigate  with,  together  with  the  cost  of  maintaining  their  supply 
against  the  mill  companies  below,  who  claim  the  right  to  use  the  water,  has  ren- 
dered these  attempts,  in  most  cases,  disastrous  failures.  A  light  sandy  soil,  it 
.  requires  an  abundant  supply  of  water,  which  is  afforded  by  the  east  fork  of  Car- 
son River ;  but  the  agents  of  the  water  monopolists  patrol  this  stream  whenever 
the  supply  begins  to  slacken,  and  shut  off  the  water  from  the  irrigating  canals  of 
the  farmers — not  unfrequently  depriving  them  of  a  sufficient  supply  for  stock,  or 
even  friendly  use.  Much  litigation  has  grown  out  of  this  condition  of  affairs, 
but  the  mills  have  been  sustained  in  their  priority  of  right  under  the  Common 
Law — no  special  statute  existing  for  the  protection  of  the  settler,  and  the  result 
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is,  thousands  of  acres  of  good  arable  land  lie  vacant  and  tenantless,  because  wv 
ter  cannot  be  obtained  to  irrigate  them  with ;  this,  too,  in  the  heart  of  one  of  tbe 
finesi  agricultural  valleys  in  the  State.  A  feeble  attempt  has  been  made  on  tk 
part  of  our  Senator  to  mitigate  this  evil,  but  it  proved  abortive ;  and  how  Iod« 
the  plodding  farmer  must  continue  to  steal  the  water  that  raises  his  childreai 
bread,  or  how  long  the  agricultural  interest  of  our  young  State  must  be  held  sob* 
servient  to  the  milling  interest,  is  a  question  for  our  Solons  to  answer.  ^  Yon 
may  grind  quartz  by  steam,  but  you  can't  raise  barley." 

Genoa  is  the  oldest  town  in  the  State — was  settled  by  the  Mormons  in  I85C 
It  is  the  county  seat — the  only  town  in  the  county ;  boasts  a  new  court-hoose. 
erected  at  an  expense  of  $20,000,  and  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best  in  tk 
State ;  also  a  brick  school-house,  and  about  150  souls.  The  transfer  of  tbt 
travel  from  the  Placerville  to  the  Dutch  Flat  route  has  had  a  Sunday  aftenooB 
effect  upon  it,  which  time  will  most  likely  render  chronic 

Walker  River  Valley,  like  Carson  Valley,  is  a  grass  and  grain  growing  sectiot 
Distance  from  market  renders  the  hay  crop  of  little  or  no  value  beyond  the  looi 
demand.  An  unusual  quantity  of  barley  was  raised  there  this  season,  whid 
will  be  increased  each  year  until  Walker  Valley  assumes  its  position  as  one  a^ 
the  leading  grain  growing  secEions  of  our  State. 

West  Walker  River  courses  the  valley  from  one  end  to  the  other,  affordiuf 
unlimited  facilities  for  irrigation,  etc. 

COUNTY   BOUNDARY. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  county  lines  are  not  estab- 
lished, and  much  dissatisfaction  exists  in  consequence  thereof.  Parties  who 
reside  for  miles  on  either  side  of  the  line  claim  their  residence  wherever  it  sait> 
their  individual  purposes,  and  not  unfrequently  escape  paying  their  taxes  ahd- 
gether. 

MINES. 

No  paying  mines  exist  in  this  county.  The  Sierra,  located  in  the  moontsioK 
near  Genoa,  was  for  several  years  thought  to  be  one  of  the  best  prospecdTe 
mines  in  the  State.  But  after  an  expenditure  of  about  $125,000,  and  ^y^  years' 
constant  labor,  work  has  been  entirely  suspended.  The  Mammoth  ledge  is 
still  being  run  for,  with  fair  prospect  of  success.  Work  has  been  vigorooilj 
prosecuted  upon  this  ledge  for  about  the  same  length  of  time,  and  perhaps  an 
expenditure  of  $100,000.  Another  prospectively,  rich  mine  exists  about  tuo 
miles  south  from  Genoa,  known  as  the  Fitch,  or  Hot  Spring  mine.  Considerable 
amounts  have  been  expended  here  for  the  control  of  the  title,  but  very  lit^ 
work  has  been  done  towards  developing  it.  One  tunnel  was  driven  in  to  a  coo* 
siderable  distance,  that  demonstrated  the  fact  that  hell  or  hot  water  was  verr 
close  by,  and  it  was  consequently  abandoned.

Strawberries  and  other  fruits  are  being  cultivated  in  limited  quantities,  but 
with  marked  success.  The  prevailing  high  winds  are  fatal  to  the  peach,  apple, 
&c.,  unless  planted  in  some  sheltered  nook,  but  berries  flourish  luxuriantly,  and 
yield  equal  to  the  average  of  New  Jersey.  It  is  estimated  that  strawberries 
^ill  yield  eighty  bushels  to  the  acre  without  extra  attention.  If  so,  Nevada 
nay  supply  her  own  markets  with  these  luxuries  at  no  distant  period.

MIHERAL  BE80UBCES  AND   MIKING. 

Most  of  the  useful  minerals  are  found  in  this  county,  but  none  of  them  an 
sought  for  'much,  excepting  silver  and  gold.     Salt  is  found  and  easily  obtaina 
from  beds,  and  large  quantities  of  it  are  used  in  the  reduction  of  silver  orei 
It  is  delivered  at  the  different  mills  and  in  Austin  at  about  $45  per  ton.    Tb 
principal  production  of  silver  has  been  from  the  more  developed  mines  in  aiA 
about  Austin.     Lately  many  new,  large  and  rich  veins  have  been  discovert 
and  prospected  in  the  eastern  and  southwestern  part  of  the  State,  which  shot 
evidences  of  great  and  lasting  wealth.    The  distance  of  Central  and  EasteA 
Nevada  from  the  coast ;  the  newness  and  undeveloped  condition  of  the  countii 
and  consequent  high  cost  of  labor  and  supplies,  and  want  of  capital,  has  operate 
adversely  to  the  interests  of  the  miners,  and  caused  many  failures.     As  tfe 
country  becomes  more  opened  and  cultivated,  labor  and  materials  lower  in  {nrk. 
many  mines  which  are  now  unproductive  will  be  opened  and  made  profitabl. 
and  occupation  and  means  of  good  support  thereby  afforded  for  a  large  popul- 
tion.    There  are  erected  and  in  process  of  erection  thirty-four  steam  hoistic 
works,  varying  in  motive  power  from  six  to  thirty  horse  power,  and  at  an  ave- 
age  cost  of  about  $6,000  each.    There  are  many  other  mines  worked  by  hote 
whims  and  by  hand.     There  are  twenty-four  mills  for  the  reduction  of  silver  o^ 
of  which  twenty-two  are  run  by  steam,  and  two  by  water  power.     They  t^t 
from  five  to  twenty  stamps  each.    The  whole  number  of  stamps  is  about  tH 
hundred  and  fifty.     Dry-crushing  and  roasting  is  the  general  practice  in  the^ 
duction  of  ores.    About  three-fourths  of  a  ton  of  ore  is  crushed  per  stamp  b 
twenty-four  hours.    It  has  been  found  necessary  to  roast  all  the  ores  to  obtis 
a  profitable  return,  which  makes  the  cost  of  reduction  much  more  than  in  Im 
western  portion  of  the  State.    The  present  cost  of  reduction  at  custom  milli$ 
$45  to  $50  per  ton.     For  the  nine  months  ending  30th  of  September,  196L 
there  were  reduced  in  this  county,  as  per  mining  assessment  roll,  four  thousi^ 
three  hundred  and  sixty-four  tons  of  ore,  which  produced  $507,301,  avenifi« 
in  value  $116.25  per  ton.     The  deepest  mining  shaft,  which  is  in  the  citof 
Austin,  is  upwards  of  five  hundred  feet  in  depth.    There  are  several  oler 
shafts  and  inclines  which  reach  three  hundred  feet  and  upwards.    Tlie  besCnd 
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most  productive  mines  are  those  apon  which  deep  shafts  and  inclines  have  been 
sunk.  These  are  the  Savage,  Great  Eastera,  Diana,  Yankee  Blade,  Whitlach, 
Union,  Camargo,  North  River,  Timoke,  Cortez,  and  some  others.  Most  of  them 
produce  ores  which  average  in  value  $150  and  upwards  per  ton. 


BUILDING   MATERIALS. 

Lime  is  produced  plentifully  and  cheaply.  Good  building  stone  is  abundant. 
Good  bricks  are  made  easily  in  most  parts  of  the  county,  atid  are  sold  at  from  $12 
to  $18  per  thousand.  Contrary  to  expectations,  most  of  the  lumber  used  in  the 
erection  of  mills,  hoisting  works  and  building  of  other  kinds  has  been  obtained 
from  our  own  mountains.  Good  timber  scantling  and  boards  of  white  pine  are 
sold  in  this  city  at  $100  per  thousand  feet.  Some  California  and  Carson  lumber 
is  used  for  finishing  and  particular  work,  which  is  sold  for  $125  to  $175  per 
thousand  feet. 

WOOD. 

The  supply  of  wood  continues  to  be  abundant,  and  the  price  not  exorbitiM^t. 
Good  wood  is  sold  at  the  mills  and  in  the  city  at  $9  per  cord. 


STOCK. 

There  are  in  the  county  one  thousand  and  eighty-five  horses,  two  hundred  and 
five  mules,  three  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-seven  homed  cattle,  one  hundred 
and  forty-two  swine,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety  sheep.

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A6BICULTUBB. 


In  consequence  of  frequent  frosts,  apparent  barrenness  of  the  land  and 
absence  of  rains,  it  was  thought  by  the  first  settlers  that  little  of  anything  could 
be  raised  or  cultivated ;  but  from  the  large  crops  of  grains  and  vegetables  that 
have  been  successfully  cultivated  and  gathered  the  past  season,  the  doubts  and 
fears  of  the  inhabitants  regarding  agriculture  have  vanished,  and  they  now  feel 
satisfied  that  more  than  enough  can  be  raised  to  supply  our  own  wants,  and  for  a 
much  larger  population.  The  products  of  the  soil  are  now  afibrded  at  reasonable 
prices,  and  at  much  less  than  they  can  be  brought  from  outside  the  county. 
The  past  season  two  thousand  five  hundred  acres  of  grain,  principally  barley, 
together  with  some  oats  and  wheat,  have  been  raised.  The  yield  averaged 
thirty  bushels  to  the  acre.  Potatoes  and  vegetables  of  all  the  different  kinds 
have  been  raised  in  large  quantities.  The  crop  of  hay  is  large,  and  quantity 
cut  unknown ;  the  price  is  from  $25  to  $30  per  ton.  Barley  is  sold  in  the  city 
at  from  five  to  six  cents  per  pound.  Potatoes  are  sold  at  from  two  to  three 
cents  per  pound.  The  city  of  Austin,  the  county  seat  of  Lander,  has  much 
improved  in  appearance  and  stability  during  the  past  year ;  several  costly  mills 
of  brick  have  been  erected  in  the  city  and  vicinity,  also  numerous  fine  hoisting 
works.  Two  fine  brick  churches  have  been  erected,  one  by  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Society,  at  a  cost  of  about  $40,000  ;  the  other  by  the  Catholics,  at  a 
C96t  of  about  $30,000.  A  fine  City  Hall  of  brick,  with  lock-ups,  has  been  put 
up  by  the  city  the  past  year ;  also  several  fine  stores  and  dwellings  of  brick. 
There  are  two  telegraphic  lines  running  through  the  county,  being  the  lines  of 
the  California  State  Telegraph  Company  and  the  Union  PaciOc  Telegraph  Com- 
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pany.  The  total  namber  of  miles  of  telegraph  lines  is  about  five  handred.  TIk 
total  assessed  valnation  of  property  in  the  county  for  the  year  1866,  is  upwaida 
of  three  millions  of  dollars.

The  Beese  River  Reveille^  of  December  Ist,  notices  at  length  the  report  of  ibe 
County  Assessor  of  Lander  Co.  to  Surveyor  General,  and  points  out  some  ituK- 
curacies,  as  follows :  The  information  conveyed  in  these  official  reports  ought  to 
be  absolutely  accurate.  There  are  one  or  two  errors  in  the  report  of  our  Asses- 
sor that  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  corrected.  It  gives  the  number  (/ 
quartz  mills  in  the  county  at  twenty-four,  with  about  two  .hundred  and  fiih 
stamps.  This  is  a  careless,  but  serious  misstatement.  There  are  twentj  miOs 
in  the  county,  with  precisely  two  hundred  and  nineteen  stamps.  If  the  Ab^xsss 
included  in  the  number  given  the  unfinished  building  of  the  New  York  and 
Lander  Company,  the  Clifton  **  Mill,"  the  Pioneer,  at  Big  Creek,  and  the  Con. 
and  Aspinwall,  at  Amador,  there  would  be  twenty-four  mills,  with  ^  about  two 
hundred  and  fifly  stamps ; "  but  they  are  not  now  mills  for  the  reduction  of 
quartz,  any  more  than  piles  of  brick  and  stone  and  iron  and  wood  constitute 
such  mills.  The  Pioneer,  or  Lippitts  Mills,  at  Big  Creek,  was  abandoned  as  u 
abortion  shortly  after  it  was  built,  and  is  now  a  total  wreck.  The  New  Yoii 
and  Lander  (formerly  the  Pioneer)  never  has  been  a  "  mill "  of  any  sort  The 
Coral  and  Aspinwall  is  a  thunderbolt  crusher — an  exploded  humbug — ^whicb 
absolutely  cannot  fitly  crush  potatoes,  much  less  quartz ;  while  the  Uttle  fo(u^ 
stamp  mill  at  Cliflon  has  been  abandoned  for  nearly  two  years,  and  never 
successfully  reduced  anything  but  the  hopes  of  the  miner  who  carried  bis  rock 
there,  or  the  fortune  of  its  owner  or  lessee.  The  incomplete  structure  of  the 
New  York  and  Lander  Company  may  ultimately  ripen  into  a  quartz  mill,  bat 
the  others  will  certainly  never  again  see  the  color  of  quartz.  We  have  idle  aod 
inefficient  mills  enough  in  the  country,  without  having  abandoned  abortions  aod 
myths  foisted  into  the  list  of  ^'  mills  "  for  the  reduction  of  silver  ore.  In  eno- 
merating  the  '*  best  and  most  productive  mines,"  we  should  have  found  room  for 
such  old  and  well  developed  mines  as  the  Oregon,  North  Star,  and  MetscoO' 
While  giving  names,  why  did  not  the  report  specify  them  ?  In  the  statement  of 
the  cost  of  the  CathoUc  Church,  which  is  given  at  $30,000;  there  is  a  considera- 
ble error,  which  we  have  been  requested  to  con'ect.  The  whole  cost  of  tlial 
edifice,  when  completed,  will  not  exceed  $9,000,  in  gold.  We  attribute  these 
errors  to  carelessness  and  haste,  which  would  seriously  affect  the  reputation  of  a 
daily  journal,  and  should  not  mar  and  lessen  the  value  of  an  official  report.

Sir — Our  anoual  report  is  brief.  The  only  addition  to  our  reports  of  past 
year  is  the  erection  of  a  mill  and  furnace  for  working  the  tailings  coming  down 
Gold  CaSon,  for  which  a  reservoir  has  been  made,  and  about  200,000  tons 
saved.  The  mill  at  present  is,  unfortunately,  closed  by  litigation.  One  mill  has 
been  destroyed  by  fire  during  the  year.  The  rest  appear  to  be  doing  a  good 
business.  The  few  farmers  in  the  county  appear  satisfied  ivith  their  crops,  there 
being  no  material  difference  from  last  yeai^s  report.  Our  mines  are  undevel- 
oped. Nut  pine  wood  is  the  staple  of  the  county.  The  Sutro  Tunnel  is  ex- 
pected soon  to  be  under  headway  for  the  Comstock.  We  must  apologize  for 
the  meagreness  of  this  report,  but  it  is  difficult  to  make  a  lengthy  one  without 
the  material.

Sir — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  my  statistical  report  for  the  current  year, 
containing  such  information  as  I  have  been  able  to  obtain  from  reliable  sources, 
and  as  taken  from  the  Assessment  Roll  of  this  county,  with  some  general  obser- 
vations tending  to  show  the  condition  and  resources  of  the  county. 

It  has  been  almost  a  matter  of  impossibility  for  me  to  obtain  a  correct  account 
of  the  agricultural  and  other  products  of  the  county,  on  account  of  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  time  allowed  the  Assessors  for  performing  their  official  duties,  and  the 
inability  or  unwillingness  of  those  engaged  in  agricultural  and  other  pursuits  to 
give  true  and  exact  statements  of  the  condition  and  products  of  the  enterprise  in 
which  they  are  engaged.  Consequently,  I  have  to  compile  from  very  incom- 
plete and  unreliable  information,  and  make  returns  that  will  not  convey  much 
useful  knowledge  nor  be  of  much  interest  to  the  State,  aware  of  the  fact  that  the 
aim  proposed  by  the  legislation  demanding  from  the  Assessors  statistical  reports 
is  not  attained. 
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A6RICULTUBAL  AND  GRAZINO  LAND. 

The  estimate  of  the  aggregate  quantity  of  land  in  OnuBbj  Countj,  ased  kt 
or  adapted  to  tillage  and  grazing,  is  8,000  acres ;  being  mostly  confined  to  the 
vallej  in  the  vicinity  of  Carson  City,  and  a  few  mountain  ravines  and 
meadows  with  some  narrow  bottoms  on  Carson  River  and  along  Clear  Creek ; 
of  this  amount  of  ]and  about  one-half  is  grazing  and  hay  land,  the  remainder 
being  adapted  to  the  raising  of  grain  and  all  kinds  of  vegetables  natural  to  this 
latitude.  The  hills  and  sage-brush  plains  in  this  country,  as  in  other  portions 
of  the  State,  furnish  an  excellent  quality  of  bunch  grass,  upon  which  slock  cid 
feed  and  thrive  well  during  summer  and  fall. 

TIMBER  LAND. 

* 

The  timber  land  in  Ormsby  County  comprises  about  20,000  acres,  situated 
on  the  west  side  of  the  county,  commencing  at  the  base  of  the  mountain  range 
about  three  miles  west  of  Carson  City,  and  extending  west  between  the  noi^ 
and  south  boundary  of  the  county  to  Lake  Bigler.  These  lands  contain  a  heavy 
growth  of  pine  and  fir  timber,  which  is  easy  of  access,  and  which  will  (on  acoonm 
of  tb^  limited  quantity  of  timber  land  within  our  borders)  be  of  vast  future  im- 
portance to  the  State.  In  addition  to  the  above  described  lands,  there  aie 
about  2,000  acres  of  pinon  (pine  timber)  land  situated  in  the  southeastern 
corner  of  the  county,  bordering  on  Douglas  and  Lyon  Counties.  The  timber 
upon  the  last  mentioned  land  is  of  little  use  except  for  fuel,  large  quantities  of 
which  are  being  cut  into  cord  wood  and  transported  to  market. 

Although  the  amount  of  tillable  land  in  this  county  is  not  large,  the  extensive 
water  power  afforded  by  the  Carson  River  and  numerous  other  streams  coming 
down  from  the  mountains,  the  heavy  growth  and  excellent  quality  of  the  timber. 
and  the  facility  with  which  it  can  be  converted  into  lumber,  compensate  in  a 
great  measure  for  the  want  of  farming  lands,  the  wood,  lumber  and  milling 
business  forming  the  principal  industrial  feature  of  the  county.  The  cord  wood 
assessed  in  this  county  the  present  year  amounts  to  20,000  cords ;  of  this  amount 
about  14,000  cords  are  the  product  of  this  county.  The  remainder  was  floated 
down  the  Carson  River  from  Alpine  County,  California.  The  estimated  amount 
of  lumber  manufactured  in  the  county  during  the  present  year  is  seven  millioD 
feet,  two  million  feet  of  which  is  from  the  timber  lands  of  this  county,  the  re- 
mainder is  from  Alpine  County,  California ;  the  logs,  like  the  wood,  having  been 
floated  down  the  Carson  River  to  Empire  City,  in  this  county,  and  manufactured 
into  lumber  and  square  timber  at  Messrs.  Russell  &  Co.'s  sawmill  situated  at 
that  place.

The  foregoing  account  of  live  stock  is  taken  from  the  Assessment  Koll  of  the 
present  year ;  the  cattle  slaughtered,  from  returns  made  to  the  Federal  Asses- 
sor. There  is  little  or  no  stock  raised  in  this  county,  most,  if  not  all,  of  the 
cattle  slaughtered  having  been  driven  to  this  market  from  CaHfomia. 


MIKES  AND  MIKERAL8. 

Mining  in  Ormsby  County  has  not  occupied  the  attention  of  the  people  to  any 
great  extent  during  the  last  two  years,  and  at  present  there  are  no  producing 
mines  in  this  county,  although  quartz  ledges  are  found  in  different  parts  of  the 
county,  all  more  or  less  impregnated  with  the  precious  metals.  Near  the  base 
of  the  mountains,  about  three  miles  west  of  Carson  City,  is  located  the  Athens 
Mine,  the  rock  of  which  prospects  very  well  in  gold  and  silver.  There  has  been 
some  work  done  upon  this  mine,  but  it  has  not  been  sufficiently  opened  to  deter- 
mine its  real  character.  There  are  other  veins  of  quartz  rock  in  the  same 
vicinity,  which,  it  is  said,  prospect  well,  but  at  present  there  is  no  work  being 
done  upon  them.  Should  they  prove  to  be  permanent  and  paying  ledges,  their 
value  will  be  enhanced  by  the  extreme  facility  with  which  they  can  be  worked 
and  the  ores  reduced,  owing  to  their  proximity  to  wood  and  water  power.  In 
the  foothills,  near  Cedar  Creek,  a  number  of  ledges  were  located  some  time  in 
the  years  1861  and  1862,  which,  it  is  said,  prospected  well  in  both  gold  and 
silver,  and  extensive  prospecting  operations  were  set  on  foot.  Many  shafls  were 
sunk,  houses  for  the  accommodation  of  workmen  erected,  and  other  expenses 
incurred,  indicating  a  high  degree  of  confidence  in  these  ledges  on  the  part  of 
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those  opening  them,  but  owing  to  the  want  of  capital  on  the  part  of  those  who 
located  them,  work  has  been  suspended,  and  most  of  them  abandoned. 

In  Sullivan  District,  east  of  Carson  Kiver,  a  great  number  of  ledges  were 
located  in  the  summer  of  1860,  but  were  subsequently  abandoned.  Lately, 
copper  ore  was  discovered  on  the  east  side  of  Carson  Biver,  about  six  miles 
from  Carson  City,  which,  I  have  been  informed,  assays  from  forty  to  sixty  per 
cent,  of  copper ;  but,  as  yet,  there  has  been  nothing  done  to  indicate  the  extent 
of  the  ledge.  There  is  also  in  the  same  vicinity  a  gold  and  silver  bearing  ledge, 
known  as  the  ''  Wood  Chopper  Ledge,"  which  prospects  extremely  well  and  is 
about  twelve  feet  wide,  but,  like  all  others,  remains  undeveloped  for  want  of 
capital. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  there  are  many  ledges  in  this  county  bearing 
gold,  fiilver  and  copper  that  will  pay  when  the  cost  of  working  them  shall  become 
less. 

IiIXE. 

There  are  extensive  deposits  of  limestone  at  many  points  in  the  county — one 
about  half  a  mile  south  of  Carson  City,  and  another  on  the  east  side  of  Carson 
ver. 

BUILDIKG  MATERIALS. 

There  is  an  abundance  of  building  stone  in  this  county,  both  sandstone  and 
granite,  nneqnaled  for  the  excellence  of  the  article  and  the  facility  with  which  it 
can  be  obtained.  Suitable  earths  for  making  brick  abound  in  many  portions  of 
the  county. 

QUARTZ  KILLS. 

There  are  eight  quartz  mills  in  this  county,  all  of  which,  with  the  exception 
of  two,  the  Sierra  and  Mexican  mills,  are  in  constant  operation,  reducing  ores 
from  the  mines  of  Storey  County — ^the  former  not  having  been  in  operation  since 
March,  1865,  and  the  latter  having  been  mostly  engaged  in  working  over  tail- 
ings which  had  accumulated  in  the  reservoir.

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TOLL   ROADS. 

The  Lake  Bigler  Road,  owned  bj  the  Lake  Bigler  Road  Compan  j,  commeocs 
at  Carson  Citj,  runs  up  King's  Canon  to  its  source,  thence  along  the  side  of  iht 
mountain  to  the  summit,  thence  to  Lake  Bigler,  thence  along  the  shore  of  Lake 
Bigler  to  Friday's  Station.  This  road  was  built  during  the  year  1863,  at  a  oos 
of  one  hundred  and  twenty-fi^e  thousand  dollars.  Its  length  is  twentj-one  mile?- 
ten  miles  of  which  are  in  this  county,  and  the  remainder  in  Douglas  CoantT. 
This  road  is  kept  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  heaviest  grade  is  eight  feet  to  ok 
hundred. 

The  Bedford  and  McDonald  Road,  now  owned  by  the  Devil's  Gate  ToU-n^ 
Company,  commences  at  Carson  City  and  runs  along  the  foothills  to  the  norJ: 
of  Empire  City,  to  the  Half-way  House,  a  distance  of  six  miles. 

The  Curry  Road,  leading  from  Carson  City  to  Empire  City,  via  the  Sts:^ 
Prison,  a  distance  of  four  miles,  is  macadamized  from  Carson  City  to  the  Sens 
Prison  with  sandstone,  which,  though  it  slacks  to  a  certain  extent  in  extreiK 
wet  weather,  still  forms  a  tolerably  firm  bed,  and  is,  in  reality,  a  great  improre 
ment  to  the  road. 

In  addition  to  these  roads  is  the  Walton  Road,  ten  miles  in  length ;  tb? 
Washoe  and  Eagle  Valley  Road,  one  and  one-half  miles  in  length ;  the  Marbk 
Cafion  Road,  seven  miles  in  length ;  and  Craner  &  Co.'s  Road,  some  twelTc 
miles  in  length.    The  two  latter  roads  are  chiefly  used  as  wood  roads. 

TELEGRAPH   LIKES. 

We  have  about  thirty  miles  of  telegraph  line  in  this  county,  belonging  to  tk 
California  State  Telegraph  Company,  with  an  office  in  Cai^on  City.

Of  wood,  it  is  estimated  that  there  could  be  obtained  from  the  tops,  small 
trees,  and  trees  not  suitable  for  lumber  or  square  timber,  fifty  cords  of  wood  to 
the  acre,  making  a  total  of  1,000,000  cords.  The  average  price  of  wood  at  Car- 
son City  is  $6.50  per  cord,  equal  to $6,500,000

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I  would  here  remark  that  these  lands  have  been  surveyed  by  the  United 
States  Surveyor,  and  the  plate  deposited  in  the  United  States  I^nd  Office  at 
Carson  City.  They  are  mostly  embraced  within  the  limito  of  Township  Fifteen, 
north  of  Range  Nineteen,  east,  according  to  the  United  States  land  surveys.  It 
will  be  readily  observed  by  reference  to  the  foregoing  estimate,  that  these  lands 
are  not  only  valuable  at  the  present  time,  but  must,  on  account  of  the  limited 
amount  of  timber  land  within  the  borders  of  this  State,  as  the  State  grows  older, 
and  the  demand  for  wood,  lumber  and  timber,  becomes  greater,  as  evidently  will 
be  the  case,  increase  greatly  in  value. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  it  would  be  good  policy  on  the  part  of  this  State, 
to  cause  to  be  selected  '  as  soon  as  possible  a  portion  of  the  lands  donated  b j 
Congress  to  this  State,  from  among  the  unappropriated  timber  lands  situated  in 
the  range  of  mountains  along  the  western  border  of  the  State. 

2.  SAW  KILLS. 

Messrs.  Russell  &  Co.'s  saw  mill  is  situated  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Carson 
River,  one  quarter  of  a  mile  below  Empire  City.  It  was  built  in  1862,  and 
has  since  been  enlarged.  The  timber  used  is  cut  in  Alpine  County,  California, 
a  distance  by  the  river  of  eighty  miles,  and  driven  down  the  stream  to  the 
mill.  It  takes  about  forty  days  to  run  a  drive  of  logs  to  the  mill.  This  mill  is  the 
best  mill  in  the  county,  being  a  steam  mill  with  ninety  horse-power  engine, 
and  can  cut  40,000  feet  of  lumber  every  twenty-four  hours. 

The  cost  of  logs  and  transportation  to  the  mill  is  eight  dollars  per  '^M"  feet. 

The  cost  of  manufacturing  into  lumber,  four  dollars  per  *<  M,"  making  the 
cost  of  lumber  at  the  mill  about  twelve  dollars  per  ^  M  "  feet 

The  mill  has  advantages  not  possessed  by  any  other  saw  mUl  in  the  countj, 
its  situation  being  some  eight  miles  nearer  market,  and  the  cost  of  timber,  de- 
livered at  the  mill,  not  greater  than  that  delivered  at  other  mills. 

There  are  four  othef  saw  mills  in  Ormsby  County,  two  of  which,  the  ^  Cayota  ** 
and  *'  Clear  Creek  "  mills,  are  situated  on  Clear  Creek,  about  eight  miles  south- 
west of  Carson  City ;  the  remaining  two,  the  "•  Monitor "  and  ^*  Ashes  "  mills, 
are  situated  on  the  timber  land,  about  five  miles  west  of  Carson.  Neither  of 
the  four  last  mentioned  mills  has  been  in  operation  much  of  the  time  during 
the  last  year,  except  the  Monitor  Mill,  which  has  been  engaged  manufactaring 
lumber,  but  I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  the  exact  amount  of  its  operations. 

3.  The  average  yield  of  hay  is  one  ton  to  the  acre,  that  of  potatoes  three  tons.

Surveyor  General  of  Nevada : 

Dear  Sib — I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  condition  of 
our  county  : 

farming  and  grazing  land. 

The  grazing  land  of  Nye  County  embraces  nearly  one*half  of  its  entire  limits, 
but  the  tillable  land  consists  of  probably  fitly  thousand  acres,  about  four  thousand 
of  which,  in  Monitor,  Smoky,  Reese  River,  and  Fahranagat  valleys,  are  settled, 
and  produce  excellent  vegetables.  The  hay  crop  amounts  to  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  tons,  and  about  one  hundred  tons  of  potatoes  have  been  raised  in  the 
same  vicinity,  and  one  hundred  tons  of  barley,  thus  dispelling  the  doubt  that  has 
heretofore  existed  concerning  the  successful  raising  of  barley.  We  have  fifteen 
hundred  head  of  cattle,  about  five  hundred  head  of  the  same  being  work  oxen ; 
about  three  hundred  head  of  horses,  one  hundred  head  of  mules,  and  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  hogs. 

QUARTZ  MILLS. 

There  are  eight  mills  in  the  county :  one  at  lone,  cost  about  $50,000 ;  one  at 
San  Antonio,  ten  stamps,  cost  $75,000 ;  one  at  Fahranagat,  five  stamps,  cost  about 
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$30,000 ;  one  at  Twin  River,  twenty  stamps,  been  running  since  the  middle  of 
October,  cost  $200,000  ;  one  at  Felmont,  ten  stamps,  cost  $30,000,  been  ranniog 
since  the  middle  of  August ;  one  at  Silver  Peak,  ten  stamps,  cost  $50,000 ;  one 
at  Bed  Mountain,  three  stamps,  cost  $4,000 ;  Knickerbocker  and  Nevada,  about 
three  miles  south  of  lone,  twenty  stamps,  cost  $100,000,  been  running  since 
June.  The  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Company,  six  miles  south  of  lone,  have  most 
of  the  machinery  on  the  ground  for  a  twenty-stamp  mill.  There  is  also  one 
mill  in  process  of  erection  in  Hot  Creek  District,  at  a  cost  of  probably  $50,000. 
The  crushing  power  of  the  above  mill  is  equal  to  about  one  thousand  poands  of 
quartz  in  twenty-four  hours,  for  each  stamp.  In  the  vicinity  of  lone  the  ore  re- 
quires roasting.  In  the  more  recently  discovered  districts,  as  Philadelphia  and 
Hot  Creek,  the  ore  is  being  worked  with  much  profit  without  roasting. 

SAW   MILLS. 

There  are  six  saw  mills  in  the  county,  their  capacity  being  about  three  thou- 
sand feet  per  diem.  Lumber  at  the  mills  is  worth  from  fifty  to  eighty  dollars 
per  thousand. 

In  regard  to  minerals,  such  as  copper,  galena,  iron,  etc,  the  same  can  be  said 
as  was  set  forth  in  nty  report  of  last  year. 

GENERAL   REVIEVT. 

As  was  predicted,  our  most  sanguine  hopes  as  to  the  final  mineral  wealth  szhI 
healthful  prosperity  of  Nye  County  are  fast  being  realized.  The  newly  discov- 
ered mines  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  county  have  added  and  bid  fair  to  add 
vastly  to  its  wealth  and  growing  importance.  Since  my  last  report,  the  mining 
districts  of  Philadelphia  and  Hot  Creek  have  been  discovered,  where  there  are 
mines  being  developed  which  thus  far  are  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  State.  The 
mines  of  Pahranagat  are  also  rising  in  importance,  and  the  vast  amount  of  agri- 
cultural land  lying  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mines  greatly  enhances  their  value.

In  regard  to  agricultural,  horticultural,  grazing  or  grass  lands,  I  heg  leave  to 
refer  jou  to  my  annual  report  of  last  year. 

STATE   AND   COUNTY  REYBNUE. 

The  assessment  roll  of  this  county  for  the  present  fiscal  year  foots  up  in  the 
^gE^gBite  $6,34^,353.20.  The  levy  being  two  and  ninety-hundredths  per  cent., 
brings  the  amount  of  tax  $183,957.24. 

TAX  FROM  PROCEEDS   OF   MINES. 

The  tax  derived  from  the  proceeds  of  mines  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  the 
fiscal  year  a.d.  1 866,  is  $24,500. 

PERSONAL   PROPERTY  TAX. 

I  have  collected  the  present  year  of  tax  on  personal  property — ^having  no 
realty  connected  therewith — ^in  round  numbers,  $17,000.  In  regard  to  the  de- 
fects of  the  Revenue  Law  in  connection  with  the  assessing  and  collecting  of  this 
tax,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  my  report  of  last  year. 

POLL   TAX. 

The  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  this  source  in  this  county  is  $19,712. 
This  law  in  connection  with  the  registry  law  should  be  amended.  Men  who  are 
maimed,  cripples — ^those  who  are  not  able  bodied — should  be  exempt  from  this 
tax,  the  legislature  under  our  State  Constitution  having  full  power  to  do  so. 
The  imposing  this  tax  on  the  above  named  dasses  of  men  is  not  in  accoi'dance 
with  the  spirit  of  our  free  institutions.  Again :  the  law  as  it  now  exists,  dividing 
the  collection  of  this  tax  between  the  County  Assessor  and  the  Justices  of  the 
Peace  of  the  respective  counties,  produces  infinite  confusion,  and  is  the  principal 
reason  causing  the  delay  of  this  report.  The  law  gives  the  Assessor  and  Justices 
until  the  first  day  of  November  to  make  their  final  settlements  with  the  County 
Auditor ;  so  it  is  impossible  for  the  Assessor  to  get  the  necessary  statistics  at  an 
earlier  date.  The  collection  of  this  tax,  together  with  the  registration  of  voters, 
should  be  given  entirely  to  the  Assessor,  as  is  the  law  in  California,  or  should 
be  given  entirely  to  the  Justices  of  the  respective  counties. 

QUARTZ   MILLS   AND   ARA8TRA8. 

In  regard  to  quartz  mills  and  arastras  (their  number,  capacity,  aggregate 
amount  of  horse  power,  etc.)  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  my  report  of  last  year, 
merely  stating  that  considerable  improvements  have  been  made  since  that  time 
in  amalgamating  pans,  and  in  the  saving  of  the  precious  metal.

REMARKS  ON  MILLING  AND  MINING  OPERATIONS 

OP  REESE  RIVER. 

We  have  no  country  on  record  in  which  both  milling  and  mining  operations 
have  been  taken  up  with  such  zeal,  and  where,  considering  all  circumstances,  such 
rapid  progress  has  been  made  therein,  as  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  principally  the 
States  of  Nevada  and  California.    In  the  year  1850  the  first  attempt  was  made 
in  the  above  named  States  to  extract  precious  metals  by  anything  bat  mechani- 
cal means — namely,  washing.     But  since  that  time  manifold  have  been  the  en- 
deavors to  improve  on  the  benefidation  of  gold  .and  silver  from  their  ores.     In 
fact  the  manipulations  of  amalgamation  for  one,  in  particular,  known  in  other 
older  countries  for  so  many  centuries  past,  have  never  been  so  fully  tried  and 
experimented  upon  in  so  short  a  space  of  time,  and  with  such  success,  as  here. 
It  is  natural  that  this  one,  if  not  the  most  efficacious  of  all  methods  of  extraction 
of  precious  metals,  has  so  much  more  occupied  the  general  attention,  because  the 
resources  and  circumstances  of  the  country  did  not  admit  of  any  other.     It  is 
true  operations  were  made  easy  by  the  richness  and  character  of  the  ores  which 
the  country  afforded,  but  metallurgical  operations  being  comparatively  a  new 
thing,  rich  tailings  occurred,  and  losses  were  sustained  which  gradually,  more 
especially  of  late,  have  greatly  diminished,  but  not  to  such  an  extent  as  to  justify 
a  disregard  for  further  improvements  thereon. 

AMALGAMATION  AS  AN  ONLY  METHOD  FOB  US. 

The  most  simple  method  of  extraction,  but  at  the  same  time  subject  to  greater 
absolute,  unavoidable  losses  in  precious  metals  than  any  other,  and  for  that  rea- 
son almost  abandoned  in  other  countries  where  the  general  state  of  things  admits 
of  more  completed  methods :  it  has  its  own  peculiarities,  which,  to  insure  success, 
have  to  be  studied  thoroughly,  and  followed  in  every  points  In  a  great  many 
cases,  in  both  States,  operations  on  a  large  scale  have  proven  fatal  to  the  purses 
of  the  operators,  from  the  fact  of  having  paid  too  little  attention  to  these  points. 
The  mineral  wealth  of  this  country  being  so  great,  many  mining  districts  afibrd- 
ing  such  rich  ores  that  the  momentary  natural  success  content^  the  miner  and 
millman,  they  condescendingly  left  their  probable  successor  to  extract  that 
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^which  they  did  not  think  worth  their  attention  at  the  time.  But  these  rich  ores 
are  becoming  more  scarce  ;  $1,000  to  $6,000  Comstock  ores,  in  bodies  of  20  to 
2,000  tons,  are  not  a  daily  occurrence,  and  more  and  more  attention  must  be 
paid  to  lower  grade  ores  than  there  was  formerly.  The  mines  yielding  rich  ores 
and  insuring  lucrative  operations  are  but  very  few  indeed,  whilst  the  number  of 
those  giving  but  poor  ores  yield  by  thousand  fold  the  larger  revenues,  as  for  in- 
stance, according  to  Humboldt : 

The  Yalentiana  Mine  (Mexico)  produced  £2,300,000  out  of  ores  containing 
sixteen  and  three-quarter  ounces  gold  and  silver  per  ton,  which  would  be  equal 
to  $16.93  per  ton  value. 

The  Potosi  Mine  (Mexico)  produced  £219,000,000  out  of  ores  having  a  value 
of  £2  18s.  Od.  per  ton. 

The  Pasco  Mine  (Mexico)  produced  £62,000,000  out  of  ores  of  a  value  of 
£3  138.  0^.  per  ton. 

Bollardt  gives  the  value  of  the  ores  coming  from  the  desraontes  (dead  heaps) 
at  the  Yalentiana  Mine  at  £7  Os.  Od.,  giving  a  yield  of  £5  Is.  Od. 

In  Lima,  now,  eighteen  mines  yield  annually  640,000  ounces  of  silver  from 
ores  varying  from  ninety  to  ninety-six  ounces  per  cajon,  (cajon  has  5,000  pounds 
avoirdupois)  which  would  be  at  the  rate  of  $38.45  per  ton. 

The  Mina  Serro  de  Pasco,  Peru,  works  ores  four  to  five  marks  per  cajon, 
(Peruvian  cajon,  three  tons)  which  makes  the  ores  worth  $13.50  per  ton,  and 
yields  annually  $4,000,000. 

All  Freiberg  yields  annually  $1,500,000  from  its  mines,  the  average  ores  of 
which  cannot  compete  in  richness  with  those  from  any  of  our  fifth  class  mining 
districts.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  true  that  the  Saxony  government  has  to 
defray  the  yearly  occurring  deficiency,  varying  from  $15,000  to  $100,000. 

Mining  operations,  carried  on  so  extensively  in  Europe,  for  instance  in  Han- 
over, Hungary,  and  Bohemia,  produce,  in  comparison,  much  lower  grade  ores 
than  the  mines  on  this  coast,  and  still  nearly  all  of  the  former  are  very 
productive. 

A  branch  of  mining  to  which  so  little  attention  has  been  paid  as  yet,  and 
which  is,  so  to  speak,  almost  unknown  in  this  country,  forms  one  of  those  mining 
operations,  without  the  aid  of  which  a  great  many  of  the  above  named  mines, 
and  hundreds  not  named,  and  many  now  prominent  mining  districts  of  the  old 
world,  would  have  had  to  be  abandoned  as  worthless  long  ago,  is  that  of  concen- 
trating or  dressing  the  lower  grade  ores  to  such  an  extent  as  to  fit  them  for 
amalgamation  or  smelting,  as  the  case  may  be.  Especially  in  the  last  few  years, 
concentration  of  ores  has  arrived  at  a  high  state  of  perfection,  and  its  results 
have  been  the  cause  of  becoming  an  exclusive  study  to  the  mining  engineer. 
As  above  said,  in  a  great  many  of  our  mining  districts  we  have  large  veins, 
which  (if  the  expression  is  admittable)  immortalized  themselves  through  the 
massiveness  and  richness  of  their  ores,  and  moreover,  through  their  character, 
making  mining  and  beneficiation  so  easy,  and  dressing  dispensable.  Only  these 
districts  have  become  generally  known  and  appreciated,  whilst  others,  and  in 
comparison  their  number  exceeds  far  that  of  the  former,  have  not  been  thought 
worthy  of  exploration  or  the  investment  of  capital,  which  would  not  have  been 
the  case  had  "  dressing  and  concentration  '*  of  their  ores  been  universally  under- 
stood. Mining  districts  outside  of  California  and  Nevada,  which  yield  but  poor 
ores  compared  to  those  of  these  States,  give  in  comparison,  as  above  named, 
much  larger  revenues  than  our  wealthiest  mines  have  on  the  Pacific  coast.  In 
those  cases  where  metals  are  obtained  from  ores  by  smelting,  for  instance,  con- 
centration is  indispensable,  because  few  metals  occur  massive  enough,  and  free 
of  gangue  matter,  (as  iron  ores)  to  justify  a  direct  beneficiation ;  and  still  rarer 
are  those  ores,  for  example,  some  species  of  copper  ores,  (cigsfer  schiefer)  whose 
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vein  matrix  is  of  such  a  character  as  to  enable  the  metallurgist,  with  the  additioc 
of  very  little  flux,  to  obtain  good  fusible  slags. 

Again,  in  other  cases,  (Washoe)  concentration  is  dispensed  with,  when  fsm 
are  Sy  local  circumstances  compelled  to  beneficiate  gold  and  silver  ores  bjr  amal- 
gamation or  other  methods  of  extraction  in  a  wet  way.     But  if  these  ores  sfaonM 
be  of  a  character  requiring  washing,  (as  for  instance  Reese  River  ores)  the  cost 
of  extraction  is  so  high  that  lower  grade  ores  cannot  be  worked  profitabl j,  sb^ 
have  to  be  laid  aside  as  worthless.     Again,  in  the  working  of  very  rich  ores,  the 
residue  (tailings)  obtained  are  to  be  compared  with  the  above  named  low  gnuie 
ores ;  and  although  it  is  known  to  every  millman  that  this  residue  has  a  to-be- 
regarded  value,  nothing  can  be  done  with  it,  and  it  is  an  entire  loss,  if  not 
dressed  to  such  a  grade  that  at  least  some  of  its  metals  can  be  obtained.     Thai 
dressing  or  concentration  with  success  is  not  adaptable  to  all  classes  of  ores  is  not 
to  be  denied,  but  this  waste  affords  a  great  many  instances  where  it  shoald  bj 
all  means  be  adopted.     Taking,  for  instance,  the  Reese  River  mining  district  as 
an  example :  Operations  were  commenced  with  great  hopes  for  the  fa  tore,  the 
ores  which  some  of  the  veins  produced  were  exceedingly  rich,  and  led  to  the  io- 
vestment  of  much  capital;  but  such  rich  ores  cannot  be  obtained  in  quantities 
sujQScient  to  keep  the  already  established  extensive  mills  in  continuous  openh 
tion.     The  costs  of  milling  here  vary  from  $35  to  $45,  with  a  yield  of  80  to  85 
per  cent.,  of  their  value  in  silver,  (by  fire  assay)  and  ores  of  an  absolute  valoe 
of  $40  to  $50  per  ton  will  scarcely  cover  milling  expenses.     Any  one  ac- 
quainted with  this  district  knows  that  the  greater  bulk  of  ores  taken  from  itt 
mines  is  of  a  low  gra^e,  which  has  to  be  laid  aside  as  worthless.     The  geologr 
and  topography  of  Reese  River  Mining  District  has  been  so  often  described  in 
reports  and  pamphlets  that  it  is  useless  to  refer  to  that  subject    It  is  universally 
known  that  the  ores  occur  in  small  veins  in  granite,  (and  oflen  irregular)  having 
quartz  as  a  vein  matrix,  and  what  there  is  of  ore  is  of  a  very  rich  character,  (see 
below,  where  the  ores  are  classified)  but  often  disseminated  through  the  quarti 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  make  but  a  poor  average  ore,  which  for  want  of  easj 
mode  of  separation  has  often  to  be  lefl  standing  in  the  mine,  but  oftener  to  b« 
excavated  to  facilitate  the  stoppings  of  the  vein.    The  veins  are  so  irregular 
through  their  frequent  dislocations  that  it  is  sometimes  impossible  to  mine  the 
ore  pure — it  will  become  mixed  with  the  poorer  ores,  but  what  is  still  worse, 
with  the  granite,  which  latter  is  in  such  a  high  state  of  decomposition  that  a  few 
hours'  exposure  to  the  atmosphere  will  make  it  crumble  to  a  coarse  sandy  mass, 
and  mix  with  the  ore.    Any  one  not  conversant  with  this  circumstance  cannot 
credit  the  fact  to  what  an  enormous  cixtent  the  ores  diminish  in  value  thereby ; 
and  this  intermixing  cannot  always  be  prevented,  even  by  using  the  greatest 
possible  care  in  mining.     From  all  these  causes  the  cost  of  those  ores  which  are 
extracted  pure  and  fit  for  milling  is  considerable,  and  the  afterwards  absolutely 
necessary  assorting  by  hand  is  an  additional  expense. 

How  much  cheaper  would  it  be  to  extract  the  whole  ledge,  regardless  of  as- 
sorting the  ores  in  the  mine,  dispensing  with  that  expensive  care  now  requisite 
to  separate  the  ores,  and  classify  them  by  machinery  afterwards  ?  Much  more 
ore  could  be  taken  out  in  this  way  than  there  is  at  present,  and  the  cost  of  four 
or  five  fold  the  amount  of  tons  would  be  but  a  trifie  more,  if  any.  It  is  strange 
that  nothing  has  been  done  in  this  whole  mining  district  to  concentrate  either 
ores  or  tailings — ^not  even  a  common  wash  blanket  is  to  be  seen  (and  I  have  the 
honor  to  have  been  the  first  one  who  ever  put  the  common  Russian  riffle  in  use 
here).  In  a  great  many  places  great  wealth  lies  deposited  in  form  of  tailings 
and  low  grade  ores,  which  have  accumulated  since  the  time  when  very  rich  ores 
were  only  amalgamated,  in  fact  when  only  such  would  justify  milling;  and  then 
the  resources  of  the  country  at  that  period  were  so  very  limited  that  only  a  por- 
tion of  the  silver  of  these  rich  ores  was  extracted,  espedally  in  those  days  when 
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roasting  the  ores  had  not  been  generally  adopted.  Even  now  some  mills  are 
beneficiating  chloride  ores,  which  contain  a  considerably  quantity  of  sulphurets 
of  silver,  and  which  latter  are  an  entire  loss,  if  the  ores  are  not  roasted  previous 
to  amalgamating  them.  That  from  this  mode  of  working,  tailings  of  some  value 
must  exist,  there  can  be  no  doubt. 

The  veins  of  Reese  River  yield  two  entirely  different  classes  of  ores.     First 
group— ^as  ores  we  have : 

Pyrargyrite,  specific  gravity 5.8 

Stephanite,  or  Melanglarz,  specific  gravity 6.3 

Polybasite,  specific  gravity 6.1 

With  an  accompanying  vein  matter,  etc.,  of — 

Quartz,  specific  gravity  at  highest 2.6 

Calcspar,  specific  gravity 2.7 

Manganspar,  specific  gravity 3.4 

The  calc,  or  limespar,  occurs  only  subordinately,  and  is  sometimes  dissem- 
inated through  the  country-rock,  lying  in  close  proximity  to  the  vein,  and  sticks 
oAen  with  great  tenacity  to  the  richest  portions  of  the  lode,  and  is  therefore  fre- 
quently obtained  with  the  ores. 

The  ores  from  some  of  the  most  prominent  mines,  for  example,  the  Oregon 
Mine,  North  Star,  Great  Eastern,  Yankee  Blade,  etc,  belong  to  the  above  first 
group. 

Second  groop :  These  are  the  ores  to  which  more  attention  should  have  been 
paid,  as  they  form  the  larger  bulk  of  all  the  second  class  ores,  and  have  all 
€$ppearance  and  likelihood  to  continue  to  do  so.  These  ores  set  in  universally 
below  water  level  in  all  of  the  mines,  and  will  probably  fill,  or  rather  compose, 
the  entire  vein  in  greater  depths.     Here  we  have : 

Galena,  specific  gravity 7.5 

Iron  Pyrites,  specific  gravity 5.0 

Copper  Pyrites,  specific  gravity 4.2 

Zincblende,  specific  gravity 4.1 

Fahlor,  (Fahlcrz  ?)  specific  gravity : 4.5 — 5.1 

(very  rich  in  silver.) 

Further,  we  have,  but  only  subordinately,  (more  and  more  disappearing  as  the 
depth  increases)  pyrargyrite,  stephanite,  polybasite,  but  only  in  small  spots,  and 
many  of  the  veins  do  not  contain  these  ores  at  all.  As  accompanying  gangue,  we 
have  here  the  same  as  in  group  number  one,  specific  gravity  not  exceeding  2.9* 
Ores  of  this  second  group  occur,  for  example,  predominantly  in  Providential 
Mine,  Stanger  Mine.  There  exist,  further,  the  ores  near  the  surface — ^*  chlo- 
ride ores"  (which  brought  Reese  River  at  first  into  notice).  They  are  not  men- 
tioned, as  they,  after  amalgamation,  (wet-crushing)  give  tailings  which  resemble 
in  character  the  ores  of  the  first  group,  above  named.  It  will  be  seen  what 
facilities  for  dressing  these  ores  ofier,  taking  in  consideration  that  concentration 
depends  upon  the  fact  that  when  bodies  of  the  same  form  and  size,  but  of  differ- 
ent density,  (specific  gravity)  are  forced  by  an  equally  divided  uniform  power 
through  air  or  water,  or  inversely  when  water  or  air  is  driven  against  such 
bodies,  then  those  bodies  which  possess  the  greatest  density  meet  with  the  least 
resistance,  and  for  this  reason  is  separation  made  possible  by  proper  machinery. 
The  difference  in  specific  gravity  of  the  ores,  and  the  barren  substance  (gangue) 
here,  is  so  great,  that  even  an  imperfect  observation  of  the  above  named  rule. 
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and  only  limited  knowledge  of  the  various  mechanical  manipulations  eroployeii 
in  dressing  ores,  would,  nevertheless,  justify  a  surely  successful  trial,  to  illostrate 
and  draw  an  approximate  comparison. 

Under  the  present  method  of  mining  in  Reese  River  Mining  District^  one  d 
the  most  prominent  mines  excavates  and  mines  at  an  average : 

Six  tons  of  ore  per  day,  at  a  cost  of  labor. $75  to  $80  00 

ISiachinery,  etc 25  to    30  00 

Average $105  05 

Assorting  by  hand 15  00 

And  if  the  ores  are  worked  to  83  per  cent,  (?)  would  cost :  Milling, 
at  $40  per  ton,  for  &^e  tons 200  00 

Total  cost $320  00 

By  this  method  are  obtained : 

One  and  a  half  tons  first  class  ore,  average  value. $120  00  per  ton: 

and  three  and  a  half  tons  second  class  ore,  average  value. .      75  00  per  ton; 

and  one  ton,  allowing  value  to  be 40  00  per  too. 

(valueless  at  present.) 

As  above  stated,  these  five  tons,  obtained  and  beneficiated  to  83  per  cent. 
would  give  a  yield  of— total,  $369.00 ;  cost,  $320.00.  Net  margin  of  gaio 
$49.00,  with  a  loss  of  $40.00,  being  in  one  ton  waste.  This  calculation  is  msnk 
under  favorable  circumstances,  the  interest  of  requisite  working  capital  not  being 
included,  as  that  varies  so  enormously  in  Reese  River.  Supposing  the  suat 
mine  is  worked  in  such  a  manner  as  to  excavate  the  entire  lode  from  wall  to 
wall,  and  obviate  the  laborious  work  of  assorting  twice,  (once  in  the  mine  and 
once  on  the  surface)  do  away  with  taking  the  ores  out  on  cloths,  (as  is  being  doM 
now)  continuous  filling  and  emptying  of  sacks — an  incredible  expense  to  anj 
one  not  acquainted  with  Reese  River  mining  operations — say,  supposing  these 
six  tons  of  ore  extracted  with  so  much  care  could  be  easily  increased  to  twentj 
tons  per  day  by  dispensing  with  all  now  requisite  care,  they  would  have  id 
average  value  varying  from  $35.00  to  $40.00  per  ton,  whilst  the  average  of  tbe 
above  named  six  tons  would  not  overreach  $80.40  per  ton. 

Drawing  the  comparison  that  the  six  tons,  at  $80.40,  would  represent  an  abso- 
solute  value  of  $483.00 ;  the  twenty  tons,  at  $37.00,  $740.00. 

Allowing  that  the  twenty  tons  can,  at  least,  be  dressed  to  $155.00  ore,  with  8 
natural  occurring  loss  of  twenty-five  per  cent  in  dressing,  reducing  them  to  > 
bulk  of  three  and  one»half  tons ;  allowing  $25,00  per  diem  for  extra  mining 
expenses  had  in  addition  to  the  $105.00  had  in  extracting  six  tons  only  per  dAj> 

For  amalgamating  three  and  one-half  tons $  34  00 

viz. :  Amalgamating $  6  00  per  ton.

Total 24  00      *« 

And  for  crushing,  preliminary  to  fit  it  for  concentration,  at  the  rate  of 

$2.00  per  ton  for  twenty  tons,  originally $4000 

And  for  concentration  of  twenty  tons,  and  crushing  befoi*e  roasting, 
through  sixty  Q  screens,  of  three  and  one-half  tons :  for  the 
former,  $4.00  per  ton  for  twenty  tons,  and  for  the  latter,  $4.00 
per  ton  for  three  and  one-half  tons 94  00 

Total  cost  of  beneficiation,  including  concentration $348  00 
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Xhe  absolate  yalae  of  twenty  tons  crude  ore  was $740  00 

Xhe  occarring  loss  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  dressing  would  be ... .     185  00 

Remaining  absolute  value  of  three  and  one-half  tons  of $555  00 

Allowing  eighty-three  per  cent  to  be  extracted  by  amalgamation  there- 
from, would  yield $460  00* 

Incurred  entire  costs,  as  above  described 848  00

which,  even  allowing  additional  six  per  cent,  for  wear  and  tear  of  machinery 
interest,  etc.,  in  addition  to  the  ten  per  cent  already  allowed  in  the  above  made 
calculations,  would  still  leave  a  better  mai*gin,  working  with  dressing,  as  to  mine 
and  mill,  than  is  done  and  has  been  done  heretofore. 

The  merits  of  concentration,  under  very  unfavorable  circumstances,  with  re- 
fractory material  and  the  simplest  of  all  machinery,  can  be  seen  daily  all  through 
Washoe.  Thousands  of  feet  of  plain-hearths  fill  all  the  ravines  into  which  tail- 
ings are  discharged,  and  are  being  worked  profitably.  [See  Balch's  estimate  of 
profits  in  Six-mile  Gallon,  on  page  37,  of  this  Report. — S.  H.  M.] 

How  much  more  profitable  would  concentration  be  if  applied,  for  instance,  in 
Reese  River.  The  requisite  machinery  for  that  purpose  is  all  very  simple,  the 
Reese  River  country  affords  every  facility — ^plenty  of  clear  water  can  be  obtained, 
and  ores  abundantly,  and  I  allow  myself  to  advance  a  few  ideas  regarding  that 
subject : 

1.  Assorting  the  ores  in  a  rough  manner  would  be  requisite,  according  to  their 
richness  and  character,  and  their  accompanying  gangue-matter,  which,  in  treating 
Reese  River  ores,  is  not  very  laborious  or  expensive,  as  ores  from  one  and  the 
same  mine  are  generally  very  uniform  and  similar  in  character,  and  if  a  change 
takes  place  the  ores  are  very  easily  recognized. 

2.  Wet-crushing  should  universally  be  adopted,  either  through  a  battery, 
crusher,  or  rollers.  The  crusher  would  be  preferable,  as  the  object  is  to  obtain 
the  ores  in  a  coarse  powder — the  finer  pulp  and  slimes  being  subject  to  more 
loss  and  costs  in  dressing  than  the  coarser  particles.  If  a  battery  is  employed, 
it  should  have  sieves  of  not  less  than  two  """^  holes,  or  from  eight  to  twelve  p] 
holes  per  inch.  Such  a  battery  could  crush  for  stamp  upwards  of  ten  tons  per 
day :  500  pounds  weight,  sixty  lifl  revolutions,  thirteen-inch  lefl. 

3.  Separation  of  the  naturally  obtained  different  sizes  of  "  com,^  which  is  the 
most  important  point  in  dressing,  and  if  neglected  will  cause  failure,  even  if  all 
the  other  manipulations  are  carried  out  to  perfection.  There  are  a  great  variety 
of  machines  in  use  for  this  purpose :  the  most  feasible  are  rotary  sieves.  The 
pulp  coming  from  the  battery,  directly  enters  these  sieves,  (the  more  of  them, 
the  easier  the  manipulations)  with  a  stream  of  water,  and  all  sands  obtained  un- 
der 1™^  (or  25  Q]  holes  to  the  inch)  are  better  separated  in  funnel-shaped  boxes, 
such  as  are  used  universally  in  the  European  mines  (Hartz,for  instance).  They 
are  machines  constructed  of  wood,  a  square  funnel  6  feet  long,  2|—  3  feet  wide, 
and  4  feet  deep.  The  water,  as  a  medium  used  here,  enters  at  the  bottom  and 
separates  the  sands  (or  **  com  ")  in  two  or  more  different  sizes,  and  allows  the 
slum  or  slimes  with  the  very  finest  sands  to  run  over. 

4.  The  treatment  of  the  different  sizes  of  coarse  or  fine  '^  com,"  obtained  in 
different  machines,  are  classified  : 

(1.)  Sands  obtained  above  1"*^  diameter  (or  that  which  did  not  pass  a  25  Q 
sieve)  are  most  fully  dressed  on  Jigger  machines,  (Setzmaschienen)  such  as  are 
in  use  in  nearly  all  European  mines.  (For  example,  the  third  Thai  Pockwerk 
at  Clausthal  [Hartz,  Europe]  has  4  of  these  machines,  and  dresses  15  tons  of 
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ore,  requiring  880  cabic  feet  of  water,  and  1  horse  power  to  drive  them,  aasisted 
by  2  laborers.)  The  different  sizes  obtained  by  the  rotary  sieves,  namely,  above 
1  "™*  diameter,  are  worked  all  separately,  but  on  the  same  machines. 

(2«)  Middlings,  ranging  from  1°*"*  diameter  downwards,  that  class  whioh  was 
classified  in  two  or  more  sizes  in  the  funnel-shaped  Q  boxes,  are  best  dressed  on 
^  rotary  continuous  shaking  tables,  which  require,  according  to  size,  from  one-third 
to  one-quarter  horse  power  each,  and  will  dress,  if  work^  on  uniform  com,  ac- 
cording to  the  quality  of  the  ore,  from  4  to  15  tons  in  24  hoars.  Their  wcnrking 
capacity  is  greatly  increased  by  paying  attention  to  the  separation  of  **  com  "  as 
above  mentioned,  each  class  is  dressed  separately,  and  the  speed  of  the  table 
regulated  accordingly.  The  concentrator  of  Mr.  Kustel  would  give,  undoubtedly, 
excellent  results  i^ith  Reese  River  ores,  as  these  ores  are  so  much  more  easj  to 
dress  than  Washoe  ores  as  hardly  to  be  compared. 

(3.)  The  last  and  finest  corn,  slimes  included,  which  run  off  from  the  sands 
above  1*""'  diameter,  is  that  portion  of  the  ores  which  requires  a  little  more  at- 
tention than  the  coarser  sands,  especially  where  the  difference  in  the  specific 
gravity  between  the  metal-bearing  portion  and  the  vein  matter  is  not  very  great 
(as  in  Comstock  ores).  In  Europe,  these  slimes,  etc.,  are  dressed  on  rotating 
sweep  hearths,  *'  Hunt's  funnel  hearth  "  being  one  of  the  best.  The  ores  of 
Reese  River  could  be  just  as  well  dressed  on  the  common  plain  hearth,  as  it  is 
now  universally  in  use  all  over  Washoe,  thick,  hairy  blankets  being  greatly  pref- 
erable to  gunny  sacks.  All  the  manipulations  and  machinery  described  are  very 
simple,  and  if  once  systematically  constructed  cannot  fail  to  receive  universal 
approbation.  Reese  River  is  by  no  means  the  only  district  in  which  we  may 
look  for  success  in  concentrating  ores.  All  the  numerous  copper  and  galena 
lodes  now  lying  idle  offer  inducements  enough  to  the  enterprising  capitalists, 
especially  those  districts  which  give  us  argentiferous  galena  ores  of  an  assay 
value  of  $30  to  $80  per  ton :  all  of  these  are  regarded  as  valueless,  from  the  fact 
that,  at  the  present,  galena  ores  not  containing  at  least  40  per  cent,  of  lead,  and 
not,  at  least,  $100  per  ton  in  silver,  cannot  possibly  be  profitably  smelted,  whilst  by 
dressing,  many  of  these  ores  could  easily  be  brought  to  60  per  cent,  in  lead,  with 
$200  in  silver,  occurring  so  abundantly,  even  allowing  a  loss  of  35  to  40  per 
cent,  the  specific  gravity  of  galena  and  quartz  respectively  (as  generally  accom- 
panying vein  matter)  being  7.5  to  2 . 6.

The  Washoe  Bcutem  Slope  of  December  8th  says :  '^  Some  of  our  Eastern 
exchanges,  in  speaking  of  this  State,  say  that '  it  is  a  desert,  capable  only  of 
producing  sage  brush.'  The  face  of  the  country  fxxvms^ft^  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  truth  of  the  statement,  and  experience  has  proved,  and  is  yearly  proving 
its  entire  falsity.  Nevada  has  a  very  large  breadth  of  most  excellent  farming 
land,  that  even  under  the  present  inefficient  system  of  cultivation  produces 
lai^e  crops  of  cei*eals.  We  attempted  some  time  since  to  gather  some  statistics 
showing  the  productiveness  of  Washoe  Valley,  but  have  not  succeeded  to  any 
considerable  extent,  simply  because  no  one  seemed  to  take  any  interest  in  the 
matter,  and  we  coul^  not  spare  the  time  necessary  to  visit  each  farm.  The 
small  number  that  we  have  seen  report  as  follows :  Richard  Sides  raised  on 
his  ranch  the  past  season,  fourteen  tons  of  barley ;  J.  D.  Champion  raised  tliis 
season,  six  tons  of  wheat  and  sixteen  tons  of  oats ;  G.  N.  Folsom  raised  seventy 
tons  of  barley  and  fifteen  tons  of  oats ;  Ross  Lewers  harvested  on  his  farm, 
thirty  tons  of  barley  and  fourteen  tons  of  oats ;  Mr.  Musgrove  harvested  sixty 
tons  of  barley  and  sixty  tons  of  oats ;  John  Marshall  raised  thirty  tons  of  barley, 
one  ton  of  wheat,  and  thirteen  tons  of  oats ;  William  Sides  harvested  eleven  tons 
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>f  barley,  one  ton  of  wheat,  and  twelve  tons  of  oats ;  Mr.  Simmons  harvested 
brty-five  tons  of  barley  and  eleven  tons  of  oats  ;  and  Mr.  Norcross  harvested 
twenty  tons  of  wheat — ^makmg  an  aggregate  of  four  hundred  and  ninety  tons  of 
^ain  produced  by  nine  farmers  in  this  valley,  besides  a  very  heavy  root  and 
bay  crop.  Estimating  the  value  of  this  grain,  on  the  ranch,  at  twelve  and  a 
balf  cent«  per  pound,  it  amounts  to  the  snug  little  sum  of  $22,050,  an  average 
of  $2,450  per  ranch.  In  addition  to  this,  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  the  hay  crop, 
root  crop,  growth  of  stock,  and  pasturage,  would  pay  as  much  more.  Verily ! 
we  cannot  see  that  the  farmers  of  Washoe  Valley  are  likely  to  call  on  outside 
barbarians  for  aid  or  sympathy,  though  they  are  compelled  to  draw  their  support 
from  the  desert  sage-brush  wastes  of  Nevada.'' 


A    NEW    TEXTILE. 

[From  the  PhiUulelphia  Gazette.] 


'<  The  last  discovery  which  comes  to  us  from  Nevada,  is  agricultural  rather 
than  mineral,  but  very  important.      It  is  a  new  textile,  such  as  was  eagerly 
sought  when  the  rebellion  broke  out,  but  unsuccessfully.     The  plant  now  discov- 
ered has  its  home  in  the  Humboldt  Valley,  where  it  grows  in  great  quantities, 
and  can  of  course  be  made  to  grow  more  thriftily  by  cultivation,  whilst,  if  it 
has  the  value  ascribed  to  it,  it  wifi  soon  .be  removed  to  other  fields,  and  propa- 
gated among  regular  crops.    The  plant  is  said  by  the  discoverers  to  be  superior 
to  any  textile  now  in  use.     Though  styled  hemp,  it  is  so  called  on  account  of  its 
closer  similarity  to  that  than  any  other  growth.     It  has  a  stronger  and  finer 
fibre  than  the  proper  hemp,  and  a  much  longer  staple.    In  proportion  to  the 
wood,  too,  the  fibre  is  much  more  abundant.     It  can  be  more  easily  separated 
than  fiax  or  hemp,  and  can  be  stripped  clean  from  the  stalk  without  preparation. 
Nevada  lies  between  thirty-seven  degs.  and  forty-two  degs.  north.    This  corre- 
sponds with  the  latitude  of  Northern   California,  of  San  Francisco,  Salt  Lake 
City,  Indianapolis,  Columbus  and  Philadelphia.     The  Humboldt  River,  along 
which  the  new  hemp  grows,  runs  from  the  mountains  of  that  name  westward, 
through  a  mountainous  country.    If,  therefore,  experiment  proves  what  is  now 
claimed  for  this  textile,  it  can  be  prolonged  in  its  cultivation  from  its  original 
habitat  to  our  own  doors,  and  will  enhance  the  value  of  the  hemp  harvest  in 
those  States  where  it  is  now  an  important  feature." 


MECHANICAL  INVENTIONS. 

A   NBW  INVENTION   FOB  LATINO  BAILBOAD   TRACK. 

We  solicit  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the  following  communication  from  J. 
S.  Henning,  civil  engineer,  in  relation  to  an  invention  of  W.  D.  Robertson,  of 
Star  City,  of  a  machine  for  laying  railroad  track.  We  have  seen  a  fine  drawing 
of  the  machine  by  Mr.  H.,  and  from  our  knowledge  of  mechanics  believe  it  to 
be  very  simple  and  perfectly  practical.  Mr.  Roots,  County  Surveyor,  and  an 
experienced  railroad  engineer,  has  examined  the  plans,  and  is  highly  pleased 
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with  it — ^thinks  it  practical  and  the  very  thing  needed,  and  wonders  firt>m  its  sim- 
plidtj  that  it  has  not  been  sooner  discovered :

Editor  Register:  Humboldt  is  about  to  be  made  famous  for  being  the 
birthplace  of  an  invention,  by  W.  D.  Robertson,  of  a  machine  which,  if  succe^ 
ful,  will  prove  second  only  to  the  steam  engine — a  machine  for  laying  railnad 
track.  A  short  description  of  it  will  doubtless  be  interesting  to  tdl  who  feel  i 
desire  to  see  the  Central  Pacific  hurried  to  completion. 

The  machine  is  supplied  in  front  with  a  movable  scraper,  to  cut  down  or  fiS 
up  irregularities  of  ground  after  hand  grading.  Immediately  behind  the  scraper 
is  a  feed  box,  into  which  the  ties  are  thrown,  and  by  rods  worked  by  dams  or 
eccentrics  are  dropped  at  any  given  distance  apart.  This  apparatus  is  similar 
to  and  as  simple  as  the  lever  on  a  shot  pouch  for  putting  regular  charges  in  a 
shot  gun.  Following  the  feed  box,  a  battery  of  four  stamps  is  arranged  to  drop 
at  the  same  regular  intervals  that  the  rails  are  dropped ;  the  stamps  set  the  tk 
firmly  in  the  ground,  and  retain  it  in  position  until  revolving  cutters,  like  tho^ 
used  in  planing-machines,  pass  across  and  cut  the  tie  to  the  grade  to  receive  tk 
rail.  These  cutters  are  adjustable,  and  may  be  made  to  cut  the  tie  to  any  re- 
quired depth.  As  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  the  ties  have  been  laid  and  est 
a  rail  with  a  chair  properly  placed,  is  lowered  to  the  ties  and  driven  back  into 
the  chair  on  the  preceding  rail.  A  very  simple  (though  difficult  to  explaic 
without  drawings)  apparatus  follows,  and  sets  the  spike  in  each  tie,  and  they  ait 
driven  home  by  one  or  more  stamps  following,  and  each  giving  it  a  blow,  hot 
cannot  fall  so  as  to  batter  the  head  afler  it  is  driven.  The  ties  and  rails  an^ 
supplied  by  hand  cars  on  tracks  on  platform  of  main  car,  these  cars  ronniDf 
back  on  the  cars  of  the  supply  train.  The  wholiB  machinery  is  driven  by  gear- 
ing, belts,  etc.,  from  the  wheels  of  the  car ;  and  the  whole  may  be  driven  by  i 
common  locomotive  moving  the  supply  train,  or  by  a  small  engine  on  the  cod- 
struction  engine. 

The  whole  machinery  is  arranged  on  true  mechanical  principles,  and  there  b 
no  more  reason  to  doubt  the  accurate  working  of  all  the  parts  of  it  than  there  i- 
to  doubt  the  proportionate  movements  of  the  several  hands  of  a  watch.  I  h^ 
the  honor  of  making  the  drawings  for  the  Patent  Office,  and  am  thus  familiar 
with  its  arrangements.  It  has  been  examined  by  several  engineers  and  ndlro&d 
men,  and  none  doubt  its  final  success.

P.S. — Since  writing  the  above,  Mr.  R.  has  made  some  important  improve- 
ments in  the  machine.  They  consist  of  an  apparatus  on  rear  of  the  conscnK- 
tion  car,  for  bending  the  rails  for  any  given  curve,  and  a  little  difierent  arrange- 
ment of  the  machinery  or  gearing — making  it  more  simple,  lighter,  and  occc^ 
pying  less  space  than  in  the  plans  you  have  seen.  I  am  now  engaged  in  makic* 
a  new  drawing,  and  will  send  you  a  copy. 

The  machine  is  calculated  to  build  road  at  the  rate  of  one  quarter  of  a  mild 
per  hour,  and  may  be  covered  by  tent  or  oil  cloth,  and  accompanied  bj  sleepii^ 
and  cooking  cars,  so  as  to  run  night  or  dny,  or  in  any  weather. 

J*  S.  H. 
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GRIM'S  CONCENTRATOR  AND   SETTLER. 

This  znacbine  was  invented  bj  A.  K.  Grim,  of  Virginia,  Nevada,  in  1865. 
Xhe  inventor  claims  that  this  machine  gathers  the  precious  metals  from  the 
pulp  after  it  has  passed  from  the  pans  or  grinders.  It  also  re-collects  the 
quicksilver  in  a  pure  state,  and  concentrates  the  sulphurets. 

The  machine  is  intended  to  follow  the  pans,  and  receive  the  pulp  direct  there- 
from, thereby  doing  away  entirely  with  the  settlers,  at  present  in  use.    The 
barrel,  or  hollow  cylinder,  is  five  feet  in  diameter,  and  eight  feet  in  length. 
The  lower  half  of  the  interior  surface  is  lined  with  copper  plate,  with  a  groove 
at  the  bottom.     There  is  a  shafl  running  through  the  cylinder  lengthwise,  to 
which   are  attached  two  leather  rubbers,  which  are  intended  to  brighten  the 
copper  plates,  and  to  rub  the  amalgam  and  quicksilver  from  the  plates  to  the 
groove.     The  motion  is  reciprocal,  and  the  cylinder  moves  one-sixteenth  of  a 
revolution  each  way  from  the  center.    The  rubbers  have  the  same  kind  of 
motion,  but  the  reverse  of  that  of  the  cylinder,  and  travel  one-eighth  of  a  revo- 
lution, thereby  giving  the  rubbers  a  rubbing  surface  on  the  plates  of  one-half 
the  circumference  of  the  cylinder,  or  say  eight  feet  square.    The  machine  has 
about  eighty  motions  per  minute,  and  works  a  charge  of  one  ton  of  pulp  every 
two  hours,  and  requires  one  horse-power  to  drive  it     One  man  can  attend  to 
at  least  five  machines.    Each  machine  is  capable  of  working  twelve  tons  per 
day. 

The  inventor  is  constructing  one  at  the  Gould  &  Curry  mill,  which  will  be  in 
successful  operation  in  a  short  time. 

If  the  inventor  can  demonstrate  by  actual  working  what  he  claims,  this 
machine  will  be  a  most  wonderful  and  useful  invention.  The  saving  of  quick- 
silver will  be  enormous,  as  the  loss  per  annum  by  present  processes  is  estimated 
at  more  than  $250,000 ;  and  the  concentration  of  sulphurets,  were  the  machine 
generally  used,  would  dispense  with  the  sluice  and  blanket  washings  now  in 
operation  in  the  ravines  below  our  mills. 

Several  tests  have  been  made  with  a  model,  which  show  that  this  invention 
will  save  eighty  per  cent  of  what  is  being  lost  by  present  processes.

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  an  Act  defining  the  duties  of  the  State 
Viineralogist,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  Report,  which  will  be 
bund  to  contain  a  large  amount  of  valuable  information  relative  to  the  mining 
nterests  of  our  State ;  much  more,  I  believe,  than  has  ever  been  put  together  in 
\  collective  form  at  anj  previous  tipie.  The  Appendix  will  be  found  to  contain, 
amongst  other  items : 

Fint.  An  enumeration  of  nearly  one  hundred  and  fiflj  mining  districts  of  the 
State,  with  such  information  relative  to  each  as  the  limited  means  at  my  com- 
mand have  enabled  me  to  procure. 

Second.  A  catalogue  of  all  the  principal  minerals  hitherto  discovered  in  Ne- 
vada, with  the  localities  in  which  they  have  been  noted. 

Third.  Analyses  of  ores  and  waters  from  various  districts  in  the  State. 

Fcurth.  A  table  of  quartz  mills  in  the  State :  and, 

Fifth  Two  articles ;  one  on  "  The  Causes  of  the  Decay  of  Mining  Enterprises 
in  many  portions  of  the  State,"  and  the  other  "  On  the  Early  Development  of 
Mining  Property ;"  both  of  them  suggested  by  circumstances  which  have  come 
.  under  mj  personal  observation  at  various  times. 

It  is  a  cause  of  much  regret  that  the  Report  is  as  imperfect  as  I  feel  it  to 
be.  It  is  not  presented  as  a  complete  enumeration  of  our  resources  by  any 
means,  being  little  more  than  the  skeleton  of  what  I  had  hoped  to  accomplish 
when  I  received  the  appointment  of  State  Mineralogist,  in  March  of  the  present 
year. 

The  following  is  a  sketch  of  what  the  Report  ought  to  contain,  and  which  I 
earnestly  hope  may  be  accomplished  during  the  Summer  of  1867. 

Firtt,  An  exhaustive  sketch  of  the  Physical  Geography  of  the  State,  with 
such  information  relative  to  its  geology  as  can  be  collected  during  the  year. 
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Bchool  in  contemplation.  The  cost  of  carrying  ont  such  a.  project  would  be  bo: 
trifling,  and  might  well  be  left,  under  a  limited  appropriation,  in  the  hands  of 
the  Commission  proposed  in  the  report  now  before  the  Legislature. 

<*  It  is  a  matter  of  utmost  importance  that  an  elementary  mining  school  ehoold 
be  establiv«hed  at  once  in  this  city,  where  a  good  practical  miner  may  in  a  few 
months  acquire  a  fair  amount  of  general  knowledge  bearing  upon  his  busings. 
in  addition  to  his  already  acquired  skill ;  and  by  which  he  may  be  enabled  w 
form  a  tolerably  correct  judgment  with  regard  to  the  principal  minerals,  aini 
accomplish  the  simpler  processes  of  assaying  usually  required  in  the  ordinair 
course  of  prospecting.  Hundreds  of  miners  visit  this  city  every  season,  and 
spend  quite  time  enough  here,  and  have  sufficient  leisure,  to  acquire  an  amoont 
of  information  in  that  direction  which  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  them  on  their 
return  to  the  mountains.  The  need  of  such  a  school  is  daily  impressed  upoE 
us  by  the  scores  of  miners  who  are  constantly  calling  at  this  office  during  their 
occasional  visiis  to  the  city,  desiring  books,  papers,  and  other  means  of  infoimi- 
tion  which  may  be  useful  to  them  in  their  mining  operations. 

'^  Of  course  such  a  scheme  as  the  one  here  suggested  differs  entirely  from  tk 
proposed  institution  of  a  college  of  mines,  or  ^  polytechnic  school "  of  high  grade, 
where  geology,  chemistry,  mechanics,  physics,  botany,  natural  history,  minei^ 
alogy,  metallurgy,  mining,  agriculture,  surveying,  &c.,  <&c.,  should  be  tau^t  hj 
a  competent  corps  of  professors  and  lecturers.  But  the  project  here  propos^ 
need  in  no  way  conflict  with  the  carrying  out  of  the  proposed  higher  grade  of 
school.  It  may  either  be  made  the  basis  of  that  institution  or  a  preparatoir 
school  for  it ;  or  it  may,  at  the  proper  time,  be  discontinued,  and  the  material 
which  may  have  accumulated  transferred  to  its  more  pretentious  successor. 

*'  In  most  European  mining  districts  elementary  schools  of  this  description  har? 
been  established,  generally  having  no  connection  whatever  with  the  higher 
grade  of  mining  schools.  They  are  usually  located  convenient  to  the  mines,  and 
are  resorted  to  chiefly  by  working  miners,  or  employed  for  educating  a  class  <^' 
mQn  to  become  trustworthy  and  intelligent  agents  and  under-overseers.  An  insti- 
tution of  this  class,  and  located  in  this  city  under  the  control,  at  first,  perhaps,  of  a 
single  instructor,  is  one  just  suited  to  the  present  and  immediate  wants  of  the  gr^ 
majority  of  our  citizens  ;  and  it  is  an  institution  entirely  within  our  pecuniaiy 
reach.  The  appropriation  needed  for  such  an  institution  would  be  very  small 
A  moderate  amount  of  apparatus,  only,  would  be  required,  especially  to  start 
with  ;  and  a  collection  of  minerals  for  ordinary  use,  not  necessarily  complete. 
but  such  as  could  readily  be  collected  from  the  numerous  mining  offices  in  tbi? 
city,  would  be  all  that  would  be  needed.  Of  course  the  State  Cabinet  shoaM 
be  made  available,  under  proper  restrictions.  Such  a  school  would  be  of  incal- 
culable benefit  to  prospectors ;  its  beneficial  effects  would  soon  be  felt  throughout 
the  State,  and  its  importance  become  inore  and  more  apparent  as  it  progressed 
One  of  its  earliest  effects  would  be  to  free  our  community,  in  a  great  measure. 
from  the  mistakes  of  honest  ignorance,  as  well  as  from  the  vexatious  imposition* 
of  shallow  pretenders  who  have  not  the  shadow  of  scientific  acquirements,  or  a 
moiety  even  of  practical  experience,  to  guide  them,  but  who  still  continue  to 
bamboozle  adventurers  and  overwhelm  confiding  capitalists  with  a  weight  of 
words  and  assertions  sufficient  to  relieve  them  of  thousands  of  dollars,  whiob 
are  worse  than  thrown  away  upon  foolish  or  criminal  mining  schemes. 

"  There  is  a  fiourishing  school  now  in  existence  at  St.  Etienne,  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Loire,  France,  which  was  founded  in  1816,  upon  a  similar  plan  ro 
the  one  here  suggested,  and  which  has  been  advanced  from  an  original  elemen- 
tary grade  to  one  of  a  very  high  order.  The  annual  grant  upon  which  tlii< 
school  is  based  never  reached  $4,000,  including  about  $1,200 *for  rent ;  and  vh 
it  has  succeeded  in  securing  large  collections  of  every  kind,  a  fine  library,  cbem- 
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cal  laboratory,  &c.  The  school  is  now  under  the  chief  direction  of  the  Inspector 
oreneral  of  the  Department,  aided  by  three  engineers  of  mines,  and  two  or  three 
>tber  assistants.  Of  course  it  has  received  private  aid  from  time  to  time,  to  a 
small  extent.  Beyond  this  it  has  been  self-sustaining.  Numerous  other  schools 
which  have  now  arrived  to  positions  of  great  usefulness  might  also  be  enumerated, 
which  have  been  very  successfully  established  on  very  slender  pecuniary  foun- 
dations. We  have  no  lack  of  men  to  place  at  the  head  of  such  a  school  from 
aznon^  those  who  have  had  experience  in  -similar  institutions  abroad. 

^^  We  sincerely  trust  the  Legislature  will  take  this  matter  in  hand,  and  look 
into  it  carefully  from  the  standpoint  here  proposed.  We  feel  confident  that  so 
small  an  amount  as  five  or  six  thousand  dollars,  even,  can  be  most  usefully  em- 
ployed in  this  way,  and  made  to  benefit  the  State  many  a  hundred  fold  ere  that 
body  is  again  called  to  assemble  in  the  State  Capitol." 

PARIS   EXPOSITION   OP   1867. 

The  policy  of  having  our  State  fully  represented  at  this  grand  collection  of 
the  industry  of  all  nations  has  occupied  n^uch  attention  on  the  part  of  His  Ex- 
cellency Governor  Blasdel  and  myself.  The  miserable  pittance  of  $250  voted 
by  the  last  Legislature  for  the  promotion  of  this  object,  if  expended  in  the  col- 
lection of  specimens,  would  have  lefl  nothing  for  their  transportation  to  Paris ; 
and  afler  much  consultation  as  to  the  best  course  to  be  adopted,  we  finally  issued 
the  following  advertisement  to  the  miners  of  the  State,  being  unable  to  send 
collectors  to  the  various  mining  localities,  as  would  have  been  the  more  effective 
plan  :

No  more  favorable  opportunity  for  dissemiaating  correct  information  abroad,  as  to  the 
extent  and  richness  of  oar  mineral  resources,  will  probably  occur  for  some  years ;  and  that 
the  advantage  may  not  be  lost  to  us,  and  that  we  may  not  be  behindhand  with  the  other 
States  on  the  Pacific  coast,  the  gift  or  loan  of  good  specimens  of  ores  and  minerals  from 
every  section  of  the  State,  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  send  a  collection  which  shall  fairly 
represent  our  unrivaled  wealth,  and  be  at  the  same  a  credit  to  as,  is  hereby  earnestly  solicited 
from  all  who  may  in  any  way  be  willing  to  assist  us  in  the  enterprise. 

The  time  at  our  disposal  is  limited,  and  the  object  can  only  be  attained  by  the  speedy  and 
hearty  co-operation  of  persons  in  every  locality.  The  importance  of  the  desired  result  will 
commend  itself  to  all  when  it  is  remembered  that  our  future  prosperity  depends,  in  a  great 
measare,  upon  the  introduction  of  large  amounts  of  capital ;  and  until  we  remove  the  false 
impressions  which  have  most  unfortunately  been  created  abroad,  we  cannot  reasonably 
expect  the  tide  to  turn  in  oar  favor.  Nothing  will  conduce  to  that  result  more  than  a 
good  representation  at  this  coming  Exposition  at  Paris,  where  the  miners  and  capitalists 
of  the  world  will  be  collected  together,  to  a  great  extent.  In  the  hands  of  a  competent 
Ck)mmi88ioner,  thoroughly  conversant  with  our  resources  and  necessities,  much  may  be 
accomplished. 

For  oar  credit  and  benefit  as  a  State,  it  is  hoped  that  every  one  interested  in  the  success 
of  oar  mines  will  at  once  extend  to  us  their  cordial  co-operation  and  support,  for  without  it 
we  cannot  achieve  anything  beneficial. 

Specimens  may  be  of  any  size — ^their  weight  will  be  no  objection,  provided  they  are  really 
valaable.  They  should  be  accompanied  with  a  written  description,  giving  all  details  which 
may  be  of  interest ;  and  if  it  is  desired,  they  will  be  returned  at  the  close  of  the  Exposition.

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It  has  appeared  in  the  Territorial  JEnterpr%s9y  in  Yirginia,  the  Reese  Ritc? 
Eeveille,  in  Austin,  and  the  Humboldt  Regi$i€r.  Up  to  the  date  of  my  wiitk^ 
this,  (December  10th)  nothing  has  been  received  in  response  to  the  call 
though  assistance  has  been  promised.  What  the  results  will  be  it  is  iiiLpwasilM! 
to  say  until  the  time  approaches  at  which  the  donations  should  be  sent  in.  1 
have  also  applied,  personally,  to  a  number  of  mining  companies  in  Lander,  Nj?. 
and  Humboldt  GountLes.  When  first  appointed  in  the  spring,  I  undertook,  £ 
•  the  suggestion  of  His  Excellencj,  Governor  Blasdel,  to  devote  some  time  h 
every  district  I  visited  to  this  object,  but  circumstances,  already  descnbed. 
frustrated  that  intention.  I  would  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  L^is- 
lature  be  called  to  this  subject  immediately  after  their  convention,  and  that  die 
sum  of  $3,000,  in  gold  coin,  be  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a  compe- 
tent Commissioner ;  and  that,  if  the  contributions  of  the  State  do  not  furnish  sod 
a  collection  of  minerals  as  it  is  desirable  to  send,  he  be  authorized  to  use  ili<; 
State  Cabinet  to  supply  deficiencies  as  far  as  maj  be  required.  I  wouki 
urge  on  your  honorable  Board  the  necessity  of  a  careful  selection  of  the  Cosd- 
missioner,  as  the  information  possessed  bj  him  will  naturally  be  taken  as  the 
standard  of  our  knowledge  of  mining  matters  in  Nevada;  and  if  a  suitable 
person  cannot  be  found,  that  the  cabinet  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commis- 
sioner for  California.  If  the  collection  sent  in  from  the  State  is  inferior  in  05 
character,  I  would  recommend  that  the  enterprise  be  abandoned  altogether. 
But,  should  a  Commissioner  be  sent  to  the  Exposition,  it  would  be  well  tc 
authorize  the  printing  of  such  portions  of  this  Report  as  describe  the  ^esoulte^ 
of  the  mining  districts  of  the  State,  for  distribution  at  the  said  Exposition.  ti< 
parties  engaged  in  mining  and  metallurgical  operations  in  Europe.  It  sbou^ 
also  be  made  his  duty,  while  in  Europe,  to  procure  for  the  State  Cabiii€i 
a  thorough  series  of  European  minerals,  and  everything  which  could  be  made 
available  for  the  use  of  our  Mining  School,  whenever  such  an  institution  maj 
be  organized  in  Nevada. 

PBESENT   PBOSPECTS    OF  MINING    IN   NEVADA. 

For  the  condition  of  mining  enterprises  in  Nevada  at  tlie  present  time,  1 
may  refer  to  the  Appendix  to  this  Report,'  which  embodies  nearly  all  the  infbr- 
mation  now  in  my  possession.     At  no  time  have  our  prospects,  as  a  State, 
rested  on  a  more  secure  basis,  or  looked  better  for  the  future  than   they  do 
to-day.     The  doubts  which  hung  over  the  probabilities   of  successful   deep 
mining  on  the  Comstock  Lode  in  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill,  are  gradually  bm 
surely  being  dissipated  by  the  result  of  explorations  made  during  the  past  year. 
These  have  been  of  the  most  encouraging  character,  and  give  promise  of  a 
permanence  and  richness  in  depth  of  a  really  fiattering  nature.    The  gradml 
failure  of  some  mines  which  have  yielded  largely  in  the  past,  in  no  way  affects 
the  general  truth  of  this  remark.     By  reference  to  the  table  of  Virginia  mines 
on  the  Comstock  Lode,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  number  of  shafts  have  attained  t 
depth  varying  from  600  to  800  feet  below  the  croppings  of  the  vein,  and  ihax 
fine  bodies  of  ore  have  been  developed  on  the  lowest  levels  which  have  been 
opened ;  and  that  too  in  ground  which  nearer  the  surface  was  entirely  nnpro- 
ductive.     This  has  been  remarkably  the  case  with  the  Hale  and  Norcross,  and 
the  southern  portion  of  the  Savage  claims.     The  former  company  prosecuted 
their  explorations  almost  uninterruptedly  for  fi\Q  years  without  success,  nor  was 
it  until  they  had  attained  a  depth  of  seven  hundred  feet,  that  the  mine  ever 
paid  a  dividend.     At  two  hundred  feet  below  the  surface  the  North  Potosi  rao 
many  hundreds  of  feet  of  exploring  drifts,  through  the  southern  half  of  the 
Savage  mining  ground,  developing  nothing  of  value ;  yet,  in  this  same  ground, 
at  a  depth  of  nearly  seven  hundred  feet,  two  valuable  deposits  of  ore  have  been 
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opened  out  This  circumstaoce  is  sufficient  to  dispel  axij  discouragement  which 
may  be  temporarily  felt,  at  the  apparent  failure  of  some  mines  which  in  the 
upper  works  produced  fine  bodies  of  ore,  but  in  the  lower  levels  look  less  favor- 
able. In  mines  like  those  on  the  Comstock  Lode,  where  the  Bonanzas  are 
isolated  in  immense  masses  of  vein  matter,  it  must  always  happen,  that  they 
"will  vary  in  their  productiveness  from  time  to  time,  as  bodies  of  ore  are  worked 
out  or  fresh  ones  encountered.  Just  as  in  the  instances  given  above,  ground 
^hich  to-day  is  barren,  may,  at  a  lower  level,  again  become  productive.  In 
other  portions  of  the  State,  the  prospects  are  equally  encouraging.  This  is 
especially  the  case  in  Lander  and  Nye  Counties,  which  promise  ultimately  to 
produce  as  much  bullion  as  the  mines  of  Storey  County.  The  southeastern 
section  of  Nevada,  until  the  spring  of  the  present  year,  was  almost  a  terra 
incognita,  and  had  the  reputation  of  being  a  perfect  desert.  Several  unsuccess- 
ful attempts  had  been  made  to  explore  it  and  to  reach  the  Colorado  River  by  a 
direct  southern  route ;  but  during  the  months  of  April  and  May,  a  company 
organized,  and,  accompanied  by  the  Governor  of  Nevada,  crossed  it  from  west 
to  east  a  little  south  of  the  Arizona  line,  returning  in  a  very  direct  line  from 
Pahranagat  to  Indian  Springs,  about  eighty  miles  south  of  Austin.  Since  that 
time  it  has  been  traversed  in  every  direction  by  prospectors,  who  have  used  the 
settlements  at  Pahranagat  and  the  mining  districts  of  the  Toiyabe  Mountains 
as  bases  of  supplies,  and  found  it  to  be  for  the  most  part  as  well  supplied  with 
wood,  water,  and  grass,  in  all  the  portion  north  of  a  line  drawn  from  Indian 
Springs  to  the  intersection  of  the  37th  parallel  of  north  latitude  with  the 
115th  meridian  of  west  longitude,  as  most  portions  of  the  State.  South  of  such 
a  line  the  whole  region  is  excessively  barren.  The  lofty  mountain  ranges 
dwindle  down  to  low  broken  hills,  alternating  with  wide  desolate  valleys  ;  water 
becomes  scarce  even  in  the  few  places  where  it  is  found ;  wood  disappears  almost 
entirely,  consisting  chiefly  of  small  mesquite  bushes ;  and  even  the  sparse 
Indian  population  must  find  it  difficult  to  procure  a  living.  (For  details  of  this 
portion  of  Nevada,  see  Journal  of  Governor  Blasdel's  exploring  party,  in  the 
Appendix.)  In  the  eastern  section  of  Nye  County,  some  of  the  most  wonderful 
discoveries  ever  made  in  the  State  have  been  opened  up  during  the  present 
summer.  The  reports  which  come  in  from  the  Reveille,  Hot  Creek,  Silver 
Bend,  Danville,  and  Northumberland  Mining  Districts,  were  they  not  confirmed 
in  so  many  ways,  would  be  almost  beyond  belief.  The  mines  in  these  localities 
are  of  great  extent.  The  veins  are  large,  and  contain  a  large  amount  of  silver 
in  combinations  which  are  easily  reduced,  and  have  already  commenced  their 
yield  of  bullion,  (see  notices  of  these  districts  in  the  Appendix)  and  promise 
to  become  some  of  the  most  valuable  property  in  the  State. 

Discoveries  which  promise  also  to  be  of  value  have  been  made  in  other  por- 
tions of  the  State,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  those  in  Black  Rock,  in 
Humboldt  County,  and  in  Wilson's  District,  Esmeralda  County.  In  every  sec- 
tion of  the  State  prospectors  have  been  actively  at  work,  with  such  success  as 
to  bring  to  light  more  mines  than  we  have  the  means  to  develop,  unless  previous 
discoveries  are  neglected.  The  field  for  mining  in  Nevada  is  practically  inex- 
haustible, and  must  be  so  for  many  centuries  to  come.  When  we  look  at  the 
limited  areas  covered  by  the  mines  of  Cornwall,  in  England,  and  those  of  the 
Hartz  Mountains  in  Germany,  and  compare  them  with  the  almost  unlimited 
extent  of  our  own,  we  may  realize'  to  some  degree  the  position  in  which  we 
stand. 

STATE   MAP. 

The  materials  for  a  good  Map  of  Nevada  are  rapidly  accumulating ;  and,  con- 
sidering that  no  successful  attempt  can  be  made  to  delineate  the  geology  of  the 
country  without  such  appliances,  I  would  recommend  that  some  one  be  author- 
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ized  to  take  the  work  in  hand.  There  are  now  the  following  data,  whic^,  in  the 
hands  of  a  skillfal  draughtsman,  would  furnish  a  map  sufficientlj  reliable  and 
complete  in  its  details  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  preliminarj  reconnoiasance : 

Fir9t  Maps  of  surveys  ma^e  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  Ij 
Lieut.  Beck  with,  in  1855. 

Second,  Survey  of  the  Overland  Route,  made  by  Captain  Simpson^  in  1859. 

Survey  of  the  California  boundary,  from  Oregon  to  within  a  few  miles 
of  the  Arizona  line,  by  Ives  and  Lawson. 

Fourth.  United  States  land  surveys  in  Washoe,  Douglas,  Lyon,  Ormsby,  and 
Humboldt  Counties,  on  file  in  the  United  States  Land  Office  at  Carson. 

Fifth.  Survey  of  the  Fourth  Standard  Parallel,  from  the  California  line  to 
east  of  Austin. 

Sixth,  Epler  and  Parkinson's  map  of  the  Humboldt  mining  region. 

Seventh,  Notes  of  the  Route  from  Pahranagat  to  the  Arizona  line,  (thirtr 
miles)  Egan  Canon  on  the  Overland  Route,  (200  miles)  and  Indian  Springs  ia 
San  Antonio  mining  district,  (150  miles)  by  R.  H.  Stretch,  in  1866. 

Eighth.  Surveys  in  Esmeralda  County,  by McBride,  County  Sarreyor.

Ninth,  Surveys  made  for  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  during  the  pres- 
ent year,  from  the  western  to  the  eastern  boundaries  of  the  State. 

Tenth.  Private  surveys  and  notes  of  the  County  Surveyors. 

The  importance  of  such  a  map  will  be  understood  by  all  who  have  carefully 
examined  the  maps  of  the  State  hitherto  published,  and  noted  their  deficiencies. 
Instead  of  being  compiled  from  the  original  sources,  the  majority  of  these  bear 
evidence  that  they  have  been  copied  from  each  other,  until  they  have  lost  almost 
all  resemblance  to  the  surveys  from  which  they  were  in  the  first  instance  derived 
Such  a  map  ought  hot  to  be  a  rough  lithograph,  but  a  fine  copper-plate  produc- 
tion, on  which  minute  details  could  be  wrought  out  when  they  were  known ;  and 
should  be  on  a  scale  not  smaller  than  six  miles  to  the  inch.  The  plates,  wh«i 
engraved,  should  become  the  property  of  the  State,  so  that  as  more  information 
accumulated,  it  could  be  added  from  time  to  time. 


RAILBOAD8. 

The  present  winter  has  seen  the  active  commencement  of  railroad  enterprise 
in  Nevada.  The  Central  Pacific  Railroad  has  brought  a  force  of  several 
thousand  men  to  this  side  of  the  Sierra  Nevadas,  who  are  busily  at  work  grading 
the  road  in  the  vicinity  of  Crystal  Peak,  on  the  Truckee  River.  For  notices 
of  local  roads,  see  Washoe  and  Storey  Counties  in  the  ^'  Minmg  Districts  of  the 
State,"  in  the  Appendix. 
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In  presenting  this  Report,  I  do  so  with  the  full  knowledge  of  its  many  imper- 
ctioDs,  and  possible  inaccuracies.     The  manner  in  which  I  have  been  compelled 

prepare  it,  has  rendered  this  inevitable.  I  have  studiously  endeavored  to 
le  only  such  information  as  I  had  reason  to  believe  was  reliable ;  yet  it  is  not 
>¥ay8  possible  to  judge  certainly  of  its  value.  The  Report  is  presented  more  to 
LOW  what  may  be  accomplished,  if  the  right  means  are  adopted,  and  in  the  hope 
lat  every  one  who  is  possessed  of  information  relative  to  any  of  the  multitudm- 
J3  branches  of  mining  industry,  will  communicate  it  to  this  office,  that  it  may 
nd  a  place  in  the  Report  for  1867.  It  is  also  hoped  that  persons  who  may  no- 
ce  inaccuracies  in  any  portion  of  it,  will  make  them  known,  in  order  that  they 
e  corrected  in  future  notices  of  the  facts.  Nor  must  the  residents  of  any  dis^ 
*ict  feel  that  it  has  been  slightingly  passed  over,  if  the  notice  of  it  is  meagre  and 
nperfect.  All  information  at  my  command  has  been  impartially  used,  and 
nything  additional  will  be  thankfully  received.  It  is  my  earnest  wish  to  see 
uch  measures  taken,  during  the  coming  year,  as  will  enable  the  incumbent  of 
iie  office  I  at  present  hold,  to  prepare  such  a  Report  as  shall  be  a  complete  rec- 
rd  of  everything  connected  with  mining  in  the  State,  and  to  make  these 
.nnual  reports  the  medium  of  communicating  to  the  world  our  present  status  and 
-^early  progress. 

The  unexampled  rapidity  of  the  developments  within  our  boundaries  make 
uch  a  report  almost  an  imperative  necessity,  if  we  would  not  suffer  in  the 
uture  from  misrepresentation,  as  we  have  in  the  past.  It  is  true,  that  most  of 
hese  items  find  their  way  into  the  daily  papers,  (often,  unfortunately,  colored  by 
he  wishes  of  the  writers)  but  they  ought  to  be  concentrated  in  such  a  manner 
is  to  make  them  conveniently  and  readily  accessible.  With  this  object  in  view, 
[  would  solicit  from  the  Superintendents  of  mines  and  mills,  papers  on  the  cost 
»f  mining  operations,  of  all  kinds,  and  any  information  on  the  points  enumerated 
a  the  first  pages  of  this  Report.

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ORMSBY   COUNTY. 


Ormsby  CouDtj  can  scarcely  be  considered  (me  of  the  mining  ooanties  of  the 
State,  though  it  contributes  its  quota  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  miiujig 
interests.  Several  districts  were  laid  out  within  its  limits  during  the  early  days 
of  mining  in  Washoe,  but  since  1863,  very  little  has  been  done  towards  their 
development.  The  greater  portion  of  the  county  is  mountainous  land,  the 
Sierras,  with  their  low  foothills  and  spurs,  occupying  the  western  section,  while 
the  Fine  Nut  Bange  covers  the  greater  portion  of  the  eastern.  In  this  latter 
range, 

SULLIYAK     DISTBICT 

• 

was  located  in  the  summer  of  1860,  and  large  numbers  of  locaticms  were  made ; 
but  little  work  has  ever  been  done  in  the  district.  It  lies  in  the  mountains  east 
of  the  Carson  River,  and  west  of  El  Dorado  Cafion.  Iron  and  copper  ores  are 
abundant.  About  two  years  ago,  there  was  considerable  excitement  aboni 
reported  discoveries  of  coal  on  El  Dorado  Cafion.  Considerable  work  was  done 
on  the  Newcastle  Co.'s  location,  and  a  depot  established  in  Virginia  for  the  sale 
of  the  coal,  which  was  of  a  dull,  black  color,  and  shaly  in  its  appearance,  being 
an  inferior  lignite,  probably  of  Triassic  age ;  but  work  has  been  suspended  for 
many  months.  The  deposit  is  not  likely  to  be  of  permanent  value.  An  attempt 
is  now  being  made  to  utilize  the  copper  ores  of  this  section,  in  the  mannfactore 
of  sulphate  of  copper,  an  article  of  great  importance  in  the  milling  operations  of 
our  State.  The  absence  of  any  large  per  centage  of  iron  in  the  copper  ores  of 
some  of  the  deposits  near  Carson  River  makes  them  suitable  for  this  purpose ; 
but  greatly  superior  ores  exist  in  the  Peavine  District,  in  Washoe  County. 


ABGEKTIKE     PISTBICT 

is  located  in  the  range  of  mountains  to  the  east  of  Washoe  Valley,  and  west  of 
Virginia,  and  immediately  north  of  Eagle  Valley,  in  which  Carson  City  is 
situated.  The  formation  is  principally  coarse-grained  granite  and  metamorphic 
state.  The  mines  are  not  likely  to  prove  of  much  value.  They  lie  chiefly  in 
the  granite,  the  gangue  being  a  glassy  quartz,  in  some  instances  carrying  iron 
pyrites,  and  stained  black  with  other  compounds  of  iron,  assaying  small  qaanti- 
ties  of  gold. 

Much  prospecting  has  been  done  in  other  sections  of  the  county.  In  the 
foothills  of  the  Sierra,  near  Clear  Creek,  considerable  work  was  done  in  1859 
and  1860,  and  many  locations  were  made  west  of  Carson,  and  in  the  foothills 
immediately  west  of  the  Carson  River,  but  none  of  these  held  out  sufficient 
inducement  to  warrant  any  extensive  outlay  of  capital  Much  of  the  quartz,  in 
both  these  last  localities,  contains  considerable  copper  and  some  free  gold. 
Probably,  the  only  active  operations  at  present  going  on  are  the  efforts  being 
made  to  find  the  origin  of  the  gold  which  exists  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
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Athens  mine,  about  three  miles  west  of  Carson.  The  surface  of  the  hill  was 
sluiced  off  and  yielded  fairly,  but  no  well  defined  vein  has  yet  been  encountered. 

Limestone,  coarsely  granular,  is  found  south  of  Carson  and  east  of  the  Carson 
River,  abundantly  and  of  fine  qaality ;  but  the  chief  support  of  the  county  is  the 
lumber  trade,  and  the  facilities  which  the  Carson  River  afibrds  for  water  power. 
For  the  details  of  the  mills,  see  the  Table  of  Mills  in  the  Appendix. 

The  Sierra  Nevadas  furnish  immense  quantities  of  pine  lumber,  and  much  of 
the  timber  used  in  the  mines  of  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill  is  supplied  by  the  mills 
located  in  this  county.  Large  quantities  of  logs  and  firewood  are  also  annually 
floated  down  the  Carson  River  from  the  forests  of  Alpine  County,  California, 
nearly  one  hundred  miles  distant,  to  Empire  City,  where  one  of  the  best  saw 
mills  of  the  State  is  situated.  About  5,000,000  feet  of  lumber  and  5,000  cords 
of  wood  are  brought  down  the  river  in  this  manner  every  year. 

For  information  as  to  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  county,  I  would  refer 
to  the  annual  report  of  the  Surveyor  General.  During  the  fall  of  this  year, 
work  was  commenced  on  the  TJ.  S.  Branch  Mint,  at  Carson  City,  and,  under 
the  able  superintendence  of  A.  Curry,  Esq.,  the  building  is  progressing  rapidly 
and  satisfactorily.  It  will  probably  be  completed  about  the  autumn  of  1867, 
and  will  be,  when  finished,  the  finest  building  in  the  State.  The  building 
material  is  chiefly  sandstone,  from  the  quarries  about  a  mile  and  a  half  east  of 
the  town. 

As  in  all  the  counties  along  the  base  of  the  Sierras,  and  indeed  in  almost  all 
the  counties  of  the  State,  there  are  many  hot  and  warm  springs.  Two  of  con- 
siderable volume  lie  in  Eagle  Valley,  the  one  to  the  east  and  the  other  north  of 
the  to\tn.  The  temperature  of  both,  as  they  issue  from  the  ground,  is  probably 
about  one  hundred  and  forty  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
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DOUGLAS  COUNTY 


lies  south  of  Ormsby  County,  along  the  base  of  the  Sierra  Nevada.  Its  re- 
sources are  chiefly  agricultural,  though  the  mountains  were  extensively  pros- 
pected, and  a  number  of  mining  districts  laid  out  within  its  limits.  Of  the:se. 
the  Genoa  and  Eagle  districts  are  alone  worth  notice,  though  tlie  Blue  Hid<:^, 
Camp  Faulls,  and  Sulphur  Spring  districts,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Eagle  Di~ 
trict,  at  one  time  claimed  passing  attention. 


GENOA  DISTRICT 

was  located  in  1861,  in  the  mountains  west  of  the  town  of  Genoa,  and  work 
was  done  in  it  up  to  quite  a  recent  date ;  but,  after  the  expenditure  of  many 
thousands  of  dollars,  operations  have  finally  been  abandoned.  The  ore  contains 
some  copper,  and  resembles  that  found  to  the  west  of  Carson  City. 


EAGLE   DISTBIGT 

was  located  in  the  mountains  to  the  southeast  of  Carson  Valley,  and  seveni 
tunnels  have  been  run  to  cut  the  veins,  which  crop  out  very  boldly ,  at  ood- 
siderable  depths.  Of  these,  the  principal  are  the  Mammoth  and  Peck  tunnels, 
but  up  to  the  present  time  they  have  developed  nothing  of  particular  valcie. 
Specular  iron  ore  is  abundant  in  the  Pine  Nut  Mountains,  in  this  section  of  the 
county. 

Silver  Mountain,  Alpine,  Monitor,  and  Markleeville  lie  in  California  a  few 
miles  west  of  the  Nevada  line,  at  no  great  distance  from  Eagle  District)  and 
about  forty  miles  from  Genoa. 
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WASHOE  COUNTY 


lies  to  the  north*  of  Ormsby  County,  along  the  bnse  of  the  Sierra,  and  is  one  of 
the  most  important  sigricultural  counties  of  the  State,  this  branch  of  industry 
taking  precedence  of  the  mining  interest  (see  Surveyor  Qeneral's  Reports  for 
1865  and  1866).  There  are,  however,  within  its  limits,  mining  districts  which 
claim  attention,  and  may,  at  some  future  time,  contribute  to  its  wealth.  Of 
these,  the  most  important  is  the 


PEAVINB   DISTRICT, 

located  to  the  norlh  of  the  Truckee  River,  and  near  the  California  line,  on 
the  direct  road  from  the  Truckee  River  to  Sierra  Vallfey.  This  district  is  re- 
markable for  the  abundance  of  copper  ores,  assaying  largely  in  gold,  which  is 
frequently  visible  in  the  surface  rock,  which  has  undergone  decomposition.  As- 
says from  thirty-four  mines  in  this  district  made  by  W.  F.  Rickard,  F.  C.  S., 
show  an  average  yield  in  gold  of  loz.  Idwt.  3grs.,  and  in  silver  of  4oz.  9dwt. 
19gr8.  per  ton,  giving  a  value  of  about  $2*5  (see  Analysis  of  copper  ores  from 
Peavine,  in  Appendix).  These  copper  ores  are  chieily  rich  carbonates  and 
oxides;  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  many  of  the  locations  cover  anything  more 
than  segregated  masses  of  ore.  These  can,  however,  be  worked  at  a  trifling 
cost,  and  will  be  valuable  when  communication  with  the  seaboard  has  been  ef- 
fected by  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  which  will  run  within  a  few  miles  of  the 
district.     Wood  and  water  are  both  abundant. 


GALENA   DISTRICT, 

80  named  from  the  abundance  of  galena  ores  within  its  limits,  lies  to  the  west 
of  Pleasant  Valley,  and  is  watered  by  Galena  Creek,  which  finds  its  way  into 
Steamboat  Creek,  and  thence  to  the  Truckee  River.  The  best  developed  mines 
are  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  Pleasant  Valley,  lying  in  metamorphosed 
slates.  Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  one  of  the  lodes,  an  adit  being 
drivep  to  the  lode,  from  which  an  incline  has  been  sunk  on  the  vein.  The 
gangue  contains  a  good  per  centage  of  galena,  associated  with  raispickel,  but  the 
position  of  the  latter  in  the  vein  is  such  that  no  difiiculties  arise  in  its  separation. 
It  is  found  in  a  thin  stratum  between  the  wall  of  the  lode  and  the  galena  bearing 
gangue.  Considerable  ore  has  been  extracted  from  the  mine,  and  several  un- 
successful attempts  to  work  it  have  been  made,  failing  probably  from  want  of 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  operators.  Gralena  Creek,  only  a  few  yards  from 
the  mouth  of  the  adit,  afibrds  ample  facilities  for  dressing  the  ore,  and  the  vicinity 
of  the  pine  forests  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  reduces  the  cost  of  wood  at  the  mine 
to  about  three  dollars  per  cord.  The  lead  which  has  been  produced  is  of  good 
quality,  ieissaying  about  two  hundred  dollars  per  ton  in  silver.  The  property  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  men  who  will  probably  operate  it  successfully;  and  with  ita

ample  facilities  it  should  prove  a  profitable  investment.     The  prospects  of  tbi< 
district  are,  probably,  as  good  as  any  within  the  limits  of  the  county. 


CRYSTAL   PEAK  DISTRICT 

lies  higher  up  the  Truckee  River,  near  the  point  where  the  river  makes  the 
sharp  bend  to  the  eastward,  and  is  partly  in  Nevada  and  partly  in  California. 
It  has  chiefly  attracted  attention  as  having  produced  the  best  coal  which  has 
hitherto  been  found  in  the  State.    It  is  a  black  lustrous  lignite,  retaining  strongly 
the  original  structure  of  the  wood.     As  so  much  imperfect  knowledge  relative 
to  the  probabilities  of  finding  coal  in  Nevada  is  prevalent,  it  may  be  well  to 
speak  more  fully  of  the  indications  in  this  neighborhood.    The  seams  of  coal 
originally  discovered  at  this  place  are  interstratified  with  thin  beds  of  coarse 
sandstone  or  volcanic  tufa,  of  light  colors.     This  formation  is  traceable  easteriy 
for  a  distance  of  fifleen  miles,  being  intimately  associated  with  trachjtes  and 
basalt  wherever  it  is  found.     "Where  it  is  exposed  in  Long  Valley,  north  of 
Virginia,  it  contains  great  numbers  of  fragments  of  willow  leaves,  grasses,  &c-. 
remains  resembling  some   varieties  of  sage-brush,  and,  in  one  instance,   the 
elytron  of  a  beetle,  apparently  the  same  as  a  species  now  found  on  the  same 
mountains,  and  attached  to  the  piiion.     These  remains  indicate  for  the  formation 
a  comparatively  recent  date,  a  conclusion  confirmed  by  the  manner  in  which  it 
is  associated  with  the  surrounding  rocks.    The  rocks  of  the  Sierra  at  Crystal 
Peak  are  entirely  igneous  or  metamorphic  in  their  character,  and  have   been 
tilted  into  every  conceivable  position  by  the  agencies  which  seamed  them  with 
intruded  granite  and  basalt.     Did  any  of  the  formations  which  are  known  to 
accompany  the  coalfields  of  Europe  and  the  Eastern  States  occur  in  this  vicinitj, 
even  though  covered  up  by  lava  beds,  their  immense  thickness,  and  the  dis- 
tortions to  which  they   have  been  subjected  would  certainly  have  disclosed 
their  presence,  and  they  might  have  been  recognized  by  their  peculiar  fossils. 
They  certainly  do  not  exist  at  Crystal  Peak.     Had  the  tufas  and  sandstones 
containing  the  so-called  coal  seams  been  formed  before  the  elevation  of  the 
Sierra,  they  would   have   necessarily  been  tilted  and  displaced  in  the    same 
manner  as  the  associated  rocks,  partaking  of  all  the  fiexores  and  faults  of  the 
mountain  range  near  which  they  lie.    Instead  of  this  being  the  case,  the  stratifi- 
cation is  nearly  horizontal,  or  only  slightly  inclined.     In  some  places  the    beds 
have  been  somewhat  tilted,  probably  by  the  causes  which  finally  raised  them 
above  the  water  level,  and  gave  the  present  configuration  to  the  surrounding 
country.     The  conclusion  is  almost  irresistible,  that  whatever  coal  is  fband  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Crystal  Peak  will  be  confined  to  the  small  valleys  in  that 
vicinity,  which,  at  the  period  when  Steamboat  Valley  was  an  inland  sea  bounded 
by  the  Sierra  on  the  west  and   the  Virginia  Mountains  on  the  east,  formed 
small  arms  of  the  lake,  and  collected  more  or  less  of  the  vegetable  debris  which 
during  violent  storms  was  washed  down  from  the  pine  forests  on  the  surrounding 
hills.     There  is  yet  another  consideration  to  be  taken  into  account  in  estimating 
the  probable  extent  of  the  deposit.    The  loss  of  bulk  during  the  conversion  of 
vegetable  matter  into  coal  is  equal  to  about  three-fourths  of  the  original  mass. 
It  becomes  evident  from  this  that  an  extensive  bed  of  coal  can  only  be  foond 
where  there  has  been,  at  some  remote  period,  most  luxuriant  forest  growth  and 
water  sufficient  in  quantity  to  convey  the  dihrit  to  vast  tracts  of  marshy  groand 
favorable  for  decomposition.    The  coalfields  of  the  Eastern  States  and  England 
afford  abundant  evidence  that  they  were  at  one  time  extensive  tracts  of  swampy 
forests,  with  a  tropical  climate  and  a  luxuriance  of  vegetation  widi  which  even 
equatorial  forests  in  the  present  day  cannot  compete.     On  the  other  hand,  the 
remains  of  plants  found  in  the  associated  rocks  at  Crystal  Peak  do  not  warrant 
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US  in  entertaining  the  belief  that  snch  conditions  ever  existed  in  that  neighbor- 
hood. Wliat  we  do  find  point  rather  to  a  scanty  growth,  such  as  is  found  on  the 
hills  to-daj.  The  almost  entire  absence  of  animal  remains  in  the  beds  strongly 
supports  this  idea.  Where  there  is  an  abundant  vegetation  there  is  generally 
a  corresponding  abundance  of  animal  life,  which  could  scarcely  have  failed  to 
leave  some  mementos  of  its  existence.  If  these  views  are  correct,  as  there  is 
good  reason  to  believe  they  are,  no  body  of  coal  will  be  found  in  this  vicinity 
which,  from  its  extent  or  thickness,  wiU  repay  the  capital  expended  in  its  d^ 
velopment.  The  mere  fact  of  the  formaticm  having  accumulated  in  a  contracted 
mountain  valley,  limits  its  extent  and  value  at  the  same  time.  The  thin  seams 
of  bituminous  matter  found  between  the  layers  of  tufa  may  have  been  the  prod* 
uct  of  dense  growths  of  tule  and  other  water  plants. 

The  chief  resource  of  the  district  is  the  immense  quantity  of  lumber  on  the 
Sierra  Nevada,  which,  when  the  Pacific  Railroad  is  completed  through 
Nevada,  will  be  of  immense  value,  from  its  proximity  to  the  line  of  commu- 
nication. 

ARGENTINE   DISTRICT 

lies  on  the  western  slope  of  the  mountain  range  which  contains  the  Comstock 
Lode,  and  during  the  years  1861,  18G2,  and  1863  attracted  much  attention. 
Many  claims  were  located,  and  a  large  amount  of  work  done  on  many  of  them ; 
but  they  have  all  been  abandoned  for  many  months,  with  but  little  prospect  of  a 
resumption  of  operations. 

WISCONSIN   DISTRICT 

was  located  on  the  west  side  of  Washoe  Valley,  and  contains  many  small 
ravines,  which  were  worked  as  placer  mines. 

Mills, — The  abundance  of  water  and  wood  induced  the  erection  of  a  number 
of  quartz  mills,  which  are  supplied  with  ore  from  the  mines  of  the  (3omstock 
lode,  the  average  distance  of  the  mills  from  the  mines  being  irom  twelve  to  six* 
teen  miles.     For  further  particulars,  see  the  **  Table  of  Mills." 

Woody  etc. — From  present  appearances,  the  chief  dependence  of  Washoe 
County  must  ever  be  on  its  agricultural  and  lumber  resources.  Compared  with 
the  area  of  the  county,  it  probably  possesses  as  large  a  proportion  of  valuable 
land  as  any  in  the  State.  (See  Surveyor-Greneral's  Report  of  1865-6.)  The 
whole  western  section  of  the  county  is  occupied  by  the  eastern  range  of  the 
Sierra  Nevadas,  which  are  covered  throughout  their  whole  extent,  from  foot-hills 
to  summit,  with  almost  inexhaustible  forests  of  pine.  The  greater  part  of  the 
produce  of  the  numerous  sawmills  finds  its  way  to  the  mines  of  the  Comstock, 
and  furnishes  return  loads  for  the  teams  which  are  engaged  in  hauling  ore  to 
the  quartz  mills  in  Washoe  and  Pleasant  Valleys. 

Railroads. — The  route  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  crosses  Washoe  County 
from  west  to  east,  entering  it  at  Crystal- Peak,  on  the  Truckee  River,  and  fol- 
lows that  stream  until  it  debouches  on  the  great  interior  desert  south  of  Pyra- 
mid Lake.  Several  thousand  men  are  at  present  engaged  in  grading  this  por- 
tion of  the  route,  so  that  it  may  be  ready  for  connection  with  the  road  on  the 
western  side  of  the  Sierra  when  the  heavy  works  near  the  summit  shall  become 
completed.  The  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill  mining  districts,  lying  about  eighteen 
miles  south  of  the  Truckee  River,  will  no  doubt  be  connected  with  the  great

highway  by  pne  or  the  other  of  the  routes  which  have  been  proposed.  Tbe 
longest  and  most  expensive  of  these,  bat  at  the  same  time  the  most  valnable  te 
the  State,  has  been  located  along  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Washoe  Mountains 
running  south  until  the  divide  between  Eagle  and  Washoe  Yalleja  is  attained: 
then  turning  north,  it  traverses  Washoe,  Pleasant,  and  Steamboat  Vallej?. 
reaching  the  Truckee  River  by  an  easy  grade,  not  exceeding  seventy  feet  to  the 
mile  on  any  portion  of  the  route.  The  distance  from  Vii^nia  to  the  Trackee  b 
a  little  over  thirty-nine  miles,  not  including  a  branch  of  four  miles  to  CarMc 
City.  The  cost,  including  equipment,  would  probably  be  about  $2,500,000.  I: 
would,  however,  put  all  the  principal  settlements  of  western  Nevada  in  oommn- 
nication  with  the  seaboard  by  rail,  at  the  same  time  placing  the  lumber  of  tbe 
Sierra  and  the  agricultural  produce  of  the  valleys  in  the  Virginia  market  £ 
greatly  reduced  figures,  and  supplying  the  mills  of  Washoe  County  with  ore  ic 
one-half  the  rates  which  are  at  present  paid  for  freight 

Among  the  natural  features  of  Washoe  County,  the  hot  springs  deserve  mon 
than  a  casual  notice.     Those  at  Steamboat  Springs,  so  called  because  virhen  fin: 
discovered  the  steam  as  it  escaped  produced  a  noise  resembling  the  puffing  of  a 
steamboat,  are  the  most  important     They  are  situated  about  ten  miles  south  o:' 
the  Truckee  River,  and  cover  a  belt  of  cx)untry  about  a  mile  in  length,  and  i 
quai-ter  of  a  mile  in  width,  at  the  foot  of  a  range  of  low  basaltic  hills,  the  basah 
being  an  extensive  fiow  overlying  granite.     They  are  very  numerous,  some  of 
them  occupying  narrow  fissures,  which  emit  a  sound  like  the  battery  of  a  quarti 
mill.     Others  are  still  pools,  from  which  there  is  a  constant  emission  of  gas  and 
steam ;  but  the  most  noticeable  is  an  intermittent  spring,  occupying  a  small 
basin  about  two  or  three  feet  in  diameter,  which  has  been  built  up  by  the  dep- 
osition of  the  solid  matter  held  in  solution  in  the  water,  to  a  height  of  about  a 
foot  above  the  bench.     The  rise  and  fall  in  this  basin  occupies   about  six 
minutes  and  a  quarter.      For  about  five  minutes  the  small  quantity  of  water  ir 
the  bottom  of  the  basin  is  perfectly  quiescent.    It  then  gradually  begins  to  rii^ 
the  ebullition  increasing  until  the  water  runs  over  the  rim,  when  it  slowly  sub- 
sides, the  agitation  lasting  a  little  over  a  minute     This  foimula  is  repeated  wit^ 
great  regularity.    It  may,  however,  be  varied  by  artificial  means.     After  throw- 
ing into  the  basin  a  few  ounces  of  soap,  the  waters  rise  and  fall  as  usual  f<ff 
three  or  four  times,  when  they  commence  to  boil  with  unusual  energy,  throwing 
up   the  spray  from   two  to  eight  feet,    and    emitting    immense  volumes  of 
steam.     In  this  way  the  spring  will  boil  for  hours  with  varying  activity,  some- 
times partially  subsiding  only  to  gather  renewed  strength,  until  it  finally  comes 
to  rest,  the  water  at  such  times  disappearing  entirely  from  the  basin,  and  not 
rising  again  for  some  con8idend)le  time,  as  if  completely  exhausted.     Its  activitr 
may,  however,  be  renewed  by  a  fresh  dose  of  soap.     The  quantity  of  the  artid^ 
does  not  seem  to  be  material,  as  in  one  instance  a  piece  weighing  about  a  quar- 
ter of  a  pound  was  thrown  out  soon  ader  the  ebullition  commenced,  having  lose 
but  little  of  its  bulk  ;  yet  there  was  no  apparent  diminution  in  the  activity  t^' 
the  spring.     The  lapse  of  years  has  gradually  covered  the  bench  with  a  thick 
coating  of  siliceous  matter,  nearly  white,  which  I'enders  the  springs  visible  at  a 
considerable  distance  ;  and  the  surrounding  country  affords  every  evidence  ihs: 
some  time  or  other  the  springs  covered  an  area  many  times  greater  than  their 
present  extent.     The  ground  in  the  neighborhood-  of  the  springs  is  in  some 
places  strongly  impregnated  with  sulphur.     The  temperature  of  the  chief  springs 
is  about  204°  Fahr.,  very  nearly  the  boiling  point  of  water  at  that  altitude. 

Without  exception,  the  Truckee  Eiver  affords  the  most  valuable  water  power 
in  the  State.  With  a  fall  varying  from  thirty  to  forty  feet  per  mile,  a  large 
volume  of  water,  and  freedom  from  serious  fioods,  it  possesses  unrivaled  qual- 
ifications.   There  is  no  doubt  but  that  on  the  completion  of  railroad  commuDi-

cation  between  it  and  the  surronnding  mining  districts,  many  mills  will  be 
erected  along  the  stream,  which  will  not  only  be  able  to  compete  with  those  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  mines,  but  will  beneficiate  ores  yielding  no  more 
than  twelve  dollars  per  ton,  at  a  profit  both  to  mill  and  mine. 

1?he  only  foreign  incorporation  is  the  Washoe  United  Consolidated  Mining 
Company,  who  have  a  good  twenty-stamp  mill  on  the  Truckee  River,  at  pres- 
ent lying  idle,  having  been  built  before  the  mines,  which  were  to  furnish  the 
material  for  crushing,  had  been  proved  of  value. 
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LYON   COUNTY 


contains  a  number  of  mining  districts  which  have,  at  various  times,  attrane^ 
much  attention.  At  present  it  depends  chiefly  on  the  numerous  mills  emplort* 
in  crushing  ores  from  the  mines  of  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill.  Many  of  ibr- 
mills  are  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Dayton,  and  are  run  wholly  or  in  part  tj 
the  water  of  the  Carson  River.  For  the  details  of  these  mills,  see  the  Ss: 
veyor  General's  Report  for  1865,  and  the  "Table  of  Mills"  in  the  Appendii 
The  principal  mining  districts  are  the  Devil's  Gate,  Blue  Sulphur  Spr/: 
Brown's,  Indian,  and  Palmyra. 

devil's  gate  district 

is  situated  in  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  county,  and  is  the  oldest  dl^r.r 
in  the  county.  It  is  remarkable  as  the  Ideality  of  the  first  operations  for  :i 
discovery  of  silver  in  the  State.  The  following  notice  from  the  Report  of  li- 
Surveyor  General  for  1865,  will  explain  itself: 

« In  1852,  H.  B.  and  E.  A.  Grosch,  or  Grosh,  (sons  of  A.  B.  Grosh,  a  Ua- 
versalist  clergyman  of  considerable  note,  and  editor  of  a  Universalist  paper  i* 
Utica,  N.  Y.)  educated  metallurgists,  came  to  the  then  Territory,  and  the  saoc 
or  the  following  year  engaged  in  placer  mining  in  Gold  Canon,  near  the  s^ 
of  Silver  City,  and  continued  there  until  1857,  when,  so  far  as  I  can  leani- 
they  first  discovered  silver  ore,  which  was  found  in  a  quartz  vein,  (probabij 
the  one  now  owned  by  the  Kossuth  Gold  and  Silver  Mining  Company)  (^ 
which  the  Grosh  brothers  had  a  location.  Shortly  after  the  discovery,  in  ^ 
same  year,  one  of  the  brothers  accidentally  wounded  himself  with  a  pick,  frws 
the  effects  of  which  he  soon  died,  and  the  other  brother  went  to  Califom* 
where  he  died  early  in  1858,  which  probably  prevented  the  valuable  nature  oc 
their  discovery  from  becoming  known.  In  the  meantime,  placer  mining  «? 
carried  on  to  considerable  extent  in  various  localities,  principally  in  Gw 
Cafion." 

At  various  times  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  on  the  many  daui^ 
in  this  district.  Of  these,  the  Pride  of  the  West,  Buckeye,  Gray  and  Cojj 
and  others  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Devil's  Gate,  have  a  general  course  ea?t  m 
west,  and  are  more  auriferous  than  argentiferous  in  their  character.  Otbe^ 
such  as  Kossuth,  Genessee,  Mount  Hope,  Jewel,  Hawley,  Daney,  Cbiij^^ 
Caney,  Cayuga,  etc.,  are  true  silver  bearing  lodes,  many  of  them  contaiiu''? 
considerable  low  grade  ore,  which,  before  many  years  elapse,  will  make  thea 
valuable  property.  Some  of  this  ground  has  already  been  re-located  undf^ 
the  State  law  of  last  winter  relative  to  the  location  and  possession  of  dhdj^? 
claims,  and  will  probably  be  held  for  that  purpose.  But  little  work  is  W 
done  at  the  present  time  in  the  district,  except  in  the  vicinity  of  the  gold  wtf* 
ing  lodes. 
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INDIAN   SFBIN6S   DISTRICT 

lies  northeast  of,  and  adjoining  Palmyra  District.  Many  of  the  lodes  in  this 
district  are  very  large.  The  croppings  of  the  Whitman  are  of  immense  extent, 
but  though  reported  to  contain  much  valuable  ore,  the  mill  suspended  opera- 
tions from  some  cause  or  other,  and  has,  I  believe,  been  removed  elsewhere. 
The  ores  from  the  Whitman  mine  bear  a  strong  resemblance  to  those  found  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Fort  Churchill,  in  Storey  County. 

PALMYRA  DISTRICT 

lies  between  Sullivan  and  Indian  Springs  District,  and  like  the  latter,  is 
located  in  the  lofly  mountain  range  east  of  the  Carson  River.  But  little  work 
is  being  done  in  either  of  them. 

For  notices  of  the  copper  mines,  found  in  the  southern  part  of  the  county, 
see  Esmeralda  County. 

The  mountains  in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  county  produce  large  quantities 
of  pinon,  which  finds  a  market  in  Drytown,  Gold  Hill,  and  Virginia. 


CHURCHILL  COUNTY 


occupies  the  central  portion  of  the  State,  and  has,  at  various  times,  attract^ 
much  attention,  from  the  reported  discovery  of  rich  mining  districts  within  h 
limits.  With  regard  to  its  agricultural  resources  I  would  refer  to  the  Reports 
of  the  Surveyor  General  for  1865-6.  In  addition  to  its  argentiferous  lodet, 
many  other  minerals  are  found  in  abundance.  Carbonate  of  soda  occars  in 
large  quantities  near  Ragtown,  as  a  deposit  from  the  water  of  two  small  lakes, 
the  smaller  of  which  dries  up  every  summer,  leaving  an  incrustation  of  ccn- 
siderable  thickness,  capable  of  furnishing  a  large  supply.  The  larger  one  has 
a  diameter  of  something  less  than  a  mile,  and  is  supplied  by  springs  wfaick 
keep  the  water  about  the  same  level ;  if  such  was  not  the  case,  the  deposit  here 
would  be  equally  large,  as  the  amount  of  alkaline  matter  held  in  suspension  is 
very  great,  probably  a  saturated  solution.  Sulphur  too  is  an  abundant  article, 
'  and  the  Sand  Spring  and  Humboldt  Salt  Beds  are  in  this  county,  having  ao 
aggregate  area  of  nearly  20,000  acres. 

The  following  mining  districts  have  been  located  in  the  county :  Moontain 
Wells,  Silver  Hill,  Clan  Alpine,  Desert,  Augusta,  Salina,  Alamo,  New  Pass, 
and  Ravenswood. 

Hot  springs  are  numerous  in  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  county,  and  io 
the  valley  between  Silver  Hill  and  Clan  Alpine  Districts.  In  the  latter 
locality,  the  remains  of  many  others  now  extinct  are  abundant 

This  county  may  be  considered  the  central  basin  of  Nevada.  Nearly  in  io 
center,  is  the  sink  of  the  Carson  River,  which  here  spreads  itself  out  orer  i 
wide  extent  of  low  land  into  a  shallow  lake,  whose  area  varies  with  the  varjing 
evaporating  qualities  of  the  atmosphere.  On  the  northern  boundary  is  tite 
sink  of  the  Humboldt  River,  regulated  in  the  same  manner,  the  two  being  con- 
nected in  wet  seasons ;  and  near  the  northwest  corner  is  Pyramid  Lake,  whidi 
receives  the  waters  of  the  Trnckee  River.  The  peculiar  features  of  all  these 
rivers  is,  that  they  flow  into  lakes  having  no  visible  outlet  Persons  unft^ 
quainted  with  meteorological  phenomena  have  on  this  account  imagined  thai 
there  must  be  subterranean  communications  to  carry  off  the  large  volume  d 
water  constantly  pouring  into  them,  an  idea  which  -needs  no  refutation.  The 
true  explanation  is  that  given  above ;  and  the  immense  capacity  of  the  atmo" 
sphere,  not  only  in  Nevada  but  throughout  the  Great  Basin,  for  the  absorption 
of  water,  is  amply  illustrated  by  the  remains  of  dead  animals  scattered  over  the 
plains.  These  are  completely  desiccated  or  dried  up,  undergoing  only  a  paitial 
decomposition.  Were  other  confirmation  needed,  it  might  be  found  in  the 
shrinkage  of  all  woodwork  when  brought  to  these  elevated  plateaus,  even 
though  it  may  have  been  seasoning  for  years  at  or  near  the  sea  leveL  Baromet- 
rical observations,  had  we  them  at  our  command,  would  undoubtedly  affonl 
additional  proof. 
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MOUNTAIN  WELLS  DISTRICT 

is  located  in  the  central  portion  of  the  county,  and  has  been  more  thoroughly 
developed  than  any  other  of  the  mining  districts  in  the  county.  Large  sales 
have  been  made  to  Eastern  capitalists,  and  the  following  companies  organized  to 
operate  in  the  district : 

1st.  The  Silver  Wave  Mining  Company,  working  the  vein  of  the  same 
name,  have  built  a  mill  running  10  stamps,  in  the  town  of  La  Plata,  at  a  cost 
of  probably  $120,000.  It  is  not  at  present  in  operation,  being  another  illustra- 
tion of  the  folly  of  erecting  reduction  works  before  the  mines  which  are  to 
supply  the  ores  have  been  thoroughly  prospected  and  proved  of  value.  Parties 
who.invest  in  a  costly  mill  naturally  expect  it  to  pay  dividends ;  and  if  it  fail 
to  do  so,  are  apt  to  feel  distrustful  of  the  enterprise,  when  at  the  same  time,  all 
that  may  be  necessary  to  convert  apparent  failure  into  success  is  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mine,  so  as  to  enable  a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  work  in  it  to 
"supply  the  mill  with  ore.  The  erection  of  a  mill  on  undeveloped  property  is 
almost  certain  to  result  in  detriment  to  any  district  unfortunate  enough  to  be  so 
situated. 

2d.  The  Connecticut  and  Nevada  Company  purchased  the  Satellite  and 
Silver  Spoon  Mines.  In  the  Report  of  the  Surveyor  General  for  1865,  it  is 
stated  that  they  contemplated  the  erection  of  a  20-stamp  mill.  Whether  this 
has  been  completed  I  am  unable  to  say.  The  works  of  this  company  are  at 
Averill. 

dd.  The  Madison  and  Nevada  Company. 


SILVER   HILL   DISTRICT 

was  located  in  1860,  in  the  range  of  mountains  northeast  of  Mountain  Wells. 

CLAN  ALPINE   DISTIRICT. 

is  located  in  the  range  of  mountains  east  of  Silver  Hill.  The  Silver  Lode 
Mining  Company  has  been  organized  to  operate  in  this  district,  and  was 
reported,  last  winter,  to  be  erecting  a  ten-stamp  mill. 

AUGUSTA     DISTRICT 

lies  immediately  to  the  north  of  Clan  Alpine,  and  about  fifty  miles  west  of 
Austin. 

NEW   PASS   AND   RAVENSWOOD   DISTRICTS 

are  located  in  the  Shoshone  Mountains,  about  twenty  miles  west  of  Austin. 

DESERT   DISTRICT 

is  situated  in  the  northwestern  portion  of  the  county.  A  5-8tamp  mill  was 
built  about  two  years  ago,  and  operated  for  some  time,  but  has  not  been  running 
during  the  past  year.  The  chief  drawback  of  the  district  is  the  almost  entire 
absence  of  water,  even  for  domestic  use. 
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ESMERALDA   COUNTY 


lies  in  the  southwestern  comer  of  the  State,  being  bounded  on  the  east  Vy 
the  meridian  of  one  hundred  and  seventeen  degrees  and  thirty  minutes  wis 
longitude.  This  line  has  never  been  run  out,  and  some  doubt  exists  as  u 
whether  the  eastern  districts  are  in  this  or  in  Nye  County;  but,  as  theprohs- 
bilities  are  in  favor  of  Esmeralda  from  such  surveys  as  have  been  made,  tbej 
have  been  included  accordingly. 

In  variety  of  mineral  productions,  it  is  excelled  by  none  in  the  State.  Wittit 
its  limits  the  following:  districts  have  been  located : 
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Aurora    Section. — Esmeralda,    Masonic,   Van    Horn,   Montgomery,  Blie: 
Springs,  Pahdet  and  Thunder  Spring. 

Walker  Lake  Section, — Lake  District,  Walker  Eiver,  Desert,  Cornell. 

Eaitem  Section. — ^Excelsior,  Minnesota,  Red  Mountain,  Silver  Peak,  Cottoo- 
wood  and  Palmetto. 

Esmeralda  County  early  attracted  the  attention  of  prospectore,  promisin: 
mines  benng  discovered  in  the  vicinity  of  what  is  now  the  town  of  Aurora,  ie 
1860,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  district  steadily  progressed,  in  spite  of  expensiTe 
litigation  and  extravagant  mismanagement,  until  the  summer  of  1864,  wben,  i£ 
the  general  collapse,  Aurora  suffered  with  the  rest  of  the  State ;  and  but  little 
work  has  been  done  on  the  mines  since  that  time.  During  the  past  two  years, 
however,  many  promising  districts  have  been  located  in  other  parts  of  tlie 
county,  and  the  future  of  Esmeralda  looks  by  no  means  unfavorable. 

AURORA    SECTION,   ESMERALDA  DISTRICT. 

LocaUon. — Esmeralda  District  was  located  in  the  summer  of  1860,  and  imme 
diately  came  into  prominent  notice.  For  severi^  years  following,  the  operatiooj 
of  the  Wide  West,  Real  del  Monte,  Pond,  Antelope,  Young  America  and  other 
companies  attracted  considerable  attention ;  and  speculation  in  mining  property 
was  carried  to  great  extremes,  prices  of  stocks  ranging  greatly  above  their  actD* 
value.  Immense  sums  of  money  were  expended  in  the  erection  of  costly  iti^ 
and  amounts  equally  large  squandered  in  mismanagement,  which,  together  vitL 
a  misapprehension  of  the  true  character  of  the  deposits,  finally  brought  the 
district  into  disrepute,  from  which  it  has  not  yet  recovered.  The  shipment^ot 
bullion  for  the  present  year,  even  including  those  from  the  Bodie  District,  whioi 
are  brought  to  Aurora  for  assay,  are  small  in  comparison  with  previous  years 
the  total  probably  not  exceeding  $200,000.  The  principal  mills  in  the  neigh- 
borhood are  mostly  idle.  Much  of  the  work  done  in  the  district  strikes  a  stranger 
as  being  badly  planned,  if,  indeed,  any  system  can  be  detected  in  it ;  and  since 
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le  period  when  active  operations  ceased,  the  practice  of  allowing  coasters  to 
/ork  in  the  claims,  and  extract  whatever  they  can  find,  has  tended  to  leave 
Quch  of  the  property  in  a  bad  condition  for  future  operations,  whenever  they 
nay  be  resumed.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  individuals  of  this  class,  who  have 
lo  permanent  interest  in  the  mine,  will  expend  money  in  timbering  and  securing 
he  lodes  ;  so  that  their  operations  are,  in  most  cases,  a  real  detriment  to  the 
claims  where  they  are  carried  on. 

But  little  work  is  being  done  in  the  district  at  the  present  time,  persons  wait- 
ing for  the  result  of  the  recent  operations  on  the  Juniata.     If  the  crushings 
from    this  lode   are  successful,  it  may  lead  to   the    resumption  of  work  on 
other  claims.     The  Philadelphia  Mining  Company,  an  Eastern  incorporation, 
have   purchased  property  on  Last  Chance  Hill,  and  are  down  with  their  shaft 
280  feet.     Their  intention  is  to  continue  sinking  until  the  dip  of  their  veins 
brings  them  into  the  shaft  at  an  estimated  depth  of  about  470  feet.     It  is  much 
to  be  regretted  that  this,  which  will  be  the  deepest  shaft  in  the  district,  was  not 
located  on  a  more  promising  property ;  as  its  success  will  have  a  powerful 
influence,  for  good  or  evil,  on  the  mining  prospects  of  Aurora.     Should  their 
expectations  fail  to  be  realized,  their  non-success  will  be  held  up  to  the  disad* 
vantage  of  Esmeralda,  and  will  doubtless  deter  others  who  might  have  been 
induced  to  proceed  with  explorations  on  other  claims,  had  good  pay  ore  been 
found  in  their  lower  levels.     It  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  their  prospects  will 
prove  brighter  than  their  surface  indications  warrant.     For  the  prospecting  of 
the  entire  hill  on  which  the  Philadelphia  Company's  mines  are  situated,  no 
better  location  for  a  shaft  could  have  been  chosen,  as  all  the  lodes  dip  towards, 
and  must  eventually  be  cut  by  it,  if  continued  to  a  sufficient  depth. 

The  number  of  locations  in  the  district  can  be  counted  by  hundreds,  and  not- 
withstanding the  continued  depression  in  the  mining  interest,  upwards  of  forty 
additional  ones  have  been  made  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  town  this  year. 
For  the  mills  of  the  district,  see  the  general  Table  of  Mills  for  Nevada. 

Geology, — The  mines  of  Esmeralda  are  found  in  a  bluish  gray  porphyry  at 
the  base  of  Mount  Brawley,  the  quartz  veins  disappearing  when  the  basalt  and 
other  rocks  by  which  the  porphyry  is  surrounded  are  reached.  The  greater 
portion  of  the  locations  are  included  in  an  area  three  miles  north  and  south,  by 
two  in  width,  and  lie  chiefly  south  and  east  of  the  town  of  Aurora. 

Character  of  Veins, — The  majority  of  the  veins  have  a  course  nearly  coinci- 
dent with  magnetic  north,  and  traverse  a  series  of  hills,  commencing  at  the 
south  with  Silver  Hill,  and  running  across  St.  Mary's,  Middle,  Last  Chance, 
Martinez,  and  Humboldt  Hills,  to  the  north  end  of  the  belt,  the  principal  locations 
being  in  Silver,  Middle,  and  Last  Chance  Hills. 

The  veins  have  a  quartz  gangue  ;  vary  greatly  in  width,  from  one  or  two,  up 
to  many  feet ;  and  may  be  classed  under  what  are  frequently  denominated 
*'  pocket  veins,"  or  such  as  have  the  ore  concentrated  in  bunches  with  barren 
ground  between.  This  circumstance  has  operated  powerfully  to  their  disad- 
vantage ;  the  loss  of  the  ore  when  a  pocket  or  chamber  was  worked  out,  creat- 
ing an  annecepsaiy  amount  of  alarm.  The  dip  of  the  lodes  is  to  the  east,  varying 
from  nearly  flat  to  vertical.  It  must  not  be  supposed  from  the  immense  number 
of  locations,  that  there  is  a  corresponding  number  of  veins — many  of  the  loca- 
tions being  on  the  same  lode,  in  different  portions  of  its  extent,  and  others  having 
no  more  foundation  than  a  boulder,  or  a  small  slide  detached  from  some  vein 
located  higher  up  the  hill.  If  carefully  and  economically  managed,  the  mines  of 
Aurora  may  yet  occupy  a  good  position  among  the  almost  countless  districts  of 
the  State. 
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Oharacter  of  Ores. — ^The  ballion  obtained  from  the  ores  of  this  district  ckh:- 
tains  a  very  large  per  centage  of  gold,  the  presence  of  some  little  antimoDT 
being  the  greatest  drawback  to  their  successfal  reduction.    The  mills  m^er^  al 
constructed  on  the  plan  adopted  in  Virginia,  and  mast  have  lost  a  large  per 
centage  of  the  assay  value  of  the  rock. 

Wood — ^Is  abundant  at  $6  per  cord,  the  proximity  of  the  Sierra  rendering  i 
supply  certain,  even  after  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  mines  has  been  stripped 
of  its  growth  of  pinon. 

Water — ^Is  sufficient  for  all  the  steam  machinery  required  in  the  district. 

Other  Resources. — Salt  is  found  abundantly  at  Teal's  salt  marsh,  a  few  mile 
east  of  Aurora ;  and  copper  ore  of  excellent  quality  is  found  southward*  is 
the  neighborhood  of  Mono  Lake.  It  is  principally  in  the  form  of  red  oxyde. 
occurring  in  large  boulders  in  the  surface  drif) ;  but  though  traceable  for  a  con- 
siderable distance  up  the  hill-side,  efforts  to  find  the  vein  have  hitherto  prov^ 
ineffectual.

BODIE   DISTRICT 

lies  west  of  Aurora  and  north  of  Mono  Lake,  but  is  situated  in  Mono  Coo^ 
California.  The  ores  from  this  district  contain  even  a  larger  amoant  of  f  < 
than  those  from  Esmeralda,  the  bullion  ranging  in  value  up  to  eight  dollar?  pf 
ounce. 

MASONIC   DISTRICT 

is  located  immediately  north  of  and  adjoining  Bodie  District,  partly  in  Ci> 
fornia,  and  partly  in  Nevada. 

VANHORN  DISTRICT 

is  located  southeast  of  Aurora^  in  the  range  of  mountains  east  of  I>exters  Sa 
tion,  and  nearly  due  north  of  Montgomery  District,  in  the  White  Moantak? 
but  has  latterly  attracted  no  attention. 

MONTGOMERY  DISTRICT, 

located  in  1864,  comprises  the  northern  end  of  the  White  Monnt^n  range, » 
lies  partly  in  Nevada  and  partly  in  California,  the  principal  mines  beii^r  - 
Mono  County,  in  the  latter  State.  The  richness  of  the  ores  attracted  moeh  t 
tention  to  it  on  its  discovery  ;  a  town  was  laid  out,  as  usual,  by  speculators,  v- 
two  small  mills  driven  by  water  power  were  built ;  but  in  the  spring  of  IS^ 
the  town  site  was  represented  only  by  the  surveyors'  stakes,  and  the  popukD' 
of  the  district  numbered  less  than  ten  individuals — ^reported  rich  strikes  to  r. 
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north  having  drawn  them  awaj  by  an  influence  which  seems  irresistible  to 
oar  migrating  prospectors. 

Geology. — ^The  White  Mountain  range  at  this  point  consists  chiefly  of  meta- 
morphic  quartzose  rocks,  slates,  granite,  and  syenite,  but  is  much  broken  up, 
and  has  every  appearance  of  extensive  slides  from  the  upper  portion  of  the 
mountains,  which  have  covered  up  the  foot-hills. 

Character  of  Veins, — ^At  the  present  time,  many  of  the  original  works  are 
caved  in,  but  the  surface  explorations  of  others  exhibit  a  broken  and  poorly- 
defined  structure,  large  boulders  being  mixed  up  with  irregular  bunches  of  ore. 
The  amount  of  work  done  is  not  sufiicient  to  enable  an  observer  to  arrive  at  a 
clear  idea  of  the  system  of  veins.  It  is  said,  moreover,  that  some  of  the  works 
were  badly  planned,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Osceola;  and  that  the  vein  was  lost 
from  a  misapprehension  of  where  it  ought  to  be  found,  and  not  because  it  did 
not  exist. 

Character  of  Ores, — ^The  ores  of  this  district  are  exceedingly  rich  in  silver. 
In  the  Osceola  it  occurred  in  thin  flakes  of  nearly  pure  sulphurets,  ($25,000  per 
ton)  but  the  amount  was  limited.  Other  of  the  ores  were  of  a  more  refractory 
character,  which  induced  the  erection  of  a  small  smelting  furnace  ;  but  it  was 
never  successfully  operated,  the  slags  being  kept  in  too  pasty  a  condition.  Afler 
a  few  runs  it  was  abandoned,  and  the  slags  were  finally  crushed  and  amalga- 
mated in  an  arastra. 

Wood, — ^Abundant. 

Water, — ^Abundant.  The  town  of  Montgomery  was  located  on  Union  Creek, 
north  of  which,  a  few  miles,  is  Bush  Creek,  and  to  the  south  Marble  and  Bush 
Creeks — all  of  them  capable  of  furnishing  considerable  water  power.  The 
great  elevation  of  the  White  Mountains  causes  the  snow  to  lie  on  their  summits 
during  th^  greater  part  of  the  year,  furnbhing  ample  reservoirs  for  the  streams 
during  the  summer  months. 

Locations. — Osceola,  Gorgona,  Bowman  &  Mitchell,  Mountain  Queen,  Brew- 
ster, Pacific,  etc.,  etc. 

Other  Resources, — A  fair  article  ofjire  clay  is  said  to  be  found  a  few  miles  to 
the  northward,  in  the  foot-hills  of  the  White  Mountains,  near  McBride's  Ranch. 

BLIND    SPRINGS   DISTRICT. 

Located, — ^The  mining  districts  of  Blind  Springs  and  Hot  Springs  were  located 
in  1865,  in  a  range  of  low  mountains  a  few  miles  west  of  Montgomery,  and 
separated  from  it  only  by  a  broad  valley  which  opens  out  southward  into  Owen's 
River  Valley.  They  have  been  incorporated,  and  now  form  one  district  known 
as  Blind  Springs  District ;  and  though  in  California,  a  few  miles  over  the  boun- 
dary, really  belong  to  the  Nevada  Mining  Region,  and  as  such  are  mentioned  in 
this  connection. 

A  large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  this  district,  resulting  in  the 
development  of  some  really  fine  lodes.  A  small  three-stamp  mill  was  early 
erected,  but  the  process  employed  is  entirely  unsuited  to  the  character  of  the 
ores,  and  probably  not  more  than  25  or  80  per  cent,  of  their  assay  value  is 
obtained.    Extensive  sales  have  been  made  to  Eastern  capitalists,  and  two  com- 
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panies  are  now  operatiDg  in  the  district :  the  Sierra  Blaiica  Company,  of  New 
York,  on  the  Crockett  and  Elmira  Lodes,  and  the  Philadelphia  Company  on 
the  Cornucopia.  The  latter  company  have  opened  their  vein  by  five  inclines, 
varying  from  two  to  three  hundred  feet  in  depth,  and  have  a  large  amount  of 
fine  ore  in  sight.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Partz,  they  have  erected  a  smelt- 
ing furnace  for  its  reduction,  which  has  produced  a  considerable  amount  of  crude 
bullion,  consisting  of  copper,  lead,  and  silver ;  but  the  difficulty  of  finding  ma- 
terial which  will  withstand  the  intense  action  of  the  fire  has  greatly  retarded 
their  progress.  The  best  quality  of  English  fire-brick  only  last  five  or  six.  day^' 
run,  and  cost  on  the  ground  nearly  seventy-five  cents  each,  entailing  an  expense 
entirely  too  heavy.     The  trouble,  however,  is  in  a  fair  way  of  being  overcome. 

The  towns  of  Benton  and  Partzwick  are  located  only  a  short  distance  apart. 
about  three  miles  from  the  principal  mines,  and  can  obtain  an  abundant  supply 
of  hay  and  fine  vegetables  from  the  well- watered  valleys  to  the  south. 

The  number  of  locations  in  the-  district  is  upwards  of  four  hundred,  covering 
an  area  of  four  miles  north  and  south,  by  three  in  width. 

Geology. — The  mountain  mass  consists  chiefiy  of  coarse-grained,  fiesh-colored 
granite,  containing  large  feldspar  crystals,  graywacke,  syenite,  and  fine-grained 
porphyritic  dykes  running  north  and  south,  the  general  strike  of  the  formation 
being  in  the  same  direction,  with  an  easterly  dip.  The  mountains  are  rough 
and  deeply  cut  up  by  transverse  cafions,  the  slopes  at  the  same  time  being  steep 
or  even  precipitous ;  both  circumstances  being  favorable  to  the  exploration  of 
the  veins  by  deep  adits,  and  obviating  the  necessity  of  jQxpensive  pumping  and 
hoisting  apparatus.  In  some  portions  of  the  range  there  have  been  numerous 
faults,  a  number  of  which  have  been  met  with  in  the  course  of  explorations. 

Character  of  Veins, — The  belt  of  veins  extends  on  both  sides  the  range,  from 
the  summit  to  the  valley.  The  following  table  will  show  their  general  features, 
the  claims  mentioned  being  selected  on  account  of  their  more  extensive  develop- 
ment. It  will  be  noticed  that  the  normal  dip  of  the  district  is  to  the  east ;  those 
claims  which  have  a  western  dip  near  the  surface  gradually  resuming  their  true 
position,  but  showing  a  more  broken  character  and  less  clearly-defined  walls, 
until  some  depth  on  them  is  attained.

Broken  and  faulted. 
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Character  of  Ores, — Near  the  surface,  the  veins  produce  a  oonsiderable  per 
centage  of  argentiferous  galena,  but  from  the  lower  workings  it  is  chie^r 
argentiferous  combinations  of  copper.    The  ore  lies  in  thin  strata  in  the  vein^. 
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and  from  its  strong  dissimilaritj  to  the  gangue  is  readily  sorted,  so  as  to  yield 
an  assay  of  $500  per  ton.  The  value  of  the  claims  in  this  district  would  be 
greatly  increased  by  careful  attention  to  the  dressing  of  the  ores,  and  the  erection 
of  small  stamping  mills,  for  the  crushing  and  concentration  of  the  poorer 
qualities. 

Wood* — The  supply  of  wood  is  abundant,  at  $6  per  cord.  Lumber  is  worth 
$70  per  thousand  feet 

Water. — ^The  nearest  water  to  the  mines,  is  between  three  and  four  miles 
dii^tant.  The  flat  on  which  Benton  and  Partzwick  are  built  gives  a  good  supply, 
at  moderate  depths.  The  principal  supply,  however,  is  obtained  from  a  hot 
spring,  running  from  eighty  to  ninety  inches,  with  a  temperature  of  probably 
one  hundred  and  sixty  degrees  where  it  issues  from  the  ground. 

Other  Resources. — ^The  district  affords  an  abundance  of  good  building  stone, 
easily  quarried  and  worked^ 

Carbonate  of  Soda — Is  abundant  in  Adobe  Meadows,  about  twelve  miles 
from  Benton. 

Iran  Ore — Occurs  in  large  veins  on  the  mountains  to  the  west  of  the  mining 
localities,  only  a  few  miles  from  town.  These  articles  are  of  great  value  in 
smelting  operations. 

PAHDET   DISTRICT 

lies  to  the  southeast  of  Aurora,  and  was  discovered  in  the  spring  of  1866,  by 
Mr.  Myers,  Dr.  Fitzhugh,  and  others.  The  ores  of  the  district  contain  con- 
siderable copper,  associated  with  free  gold,  and  silver  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
make  them  valuable.  The  nearest  water  to  the  principal  locations  is  nearly 
four  miles  distant. 

THUNDER   SPRING  DISTRICT 

lies  immediately  to  the  south  of  Pahdet  District.  Copper  is  also  a  prevalent 
metal,  as  in  the  latter,  very  rich  deposits  being  spoken  of.  No  large  amount  of 
work  has  been  done  on  the  majority  of  the  locations  in  either  of  these  districts, 
the  requirements  of  the  local  laws  merely  having  been  complied  with,  in  most 
instance.<«. 

WALKER  LAKE   SECTION. 

Lake  District,  Walker  River  District,  Desert  District,  Cornell  District,  all  lie  in 
the  Wassuk  Mountains,  on  the  western  shore  of  Walker  Lake,  the  first  mentioned 
being  thf^  most  northerly.  In  this  portion  of  the  county,  though  exactly  in  what 
district  I  am  unable  at  present  to  say,  one  or  two  large  veins  of  gold-bearing 
quartz  have  been  discovered,  during  the  present  year,  which  promise  exceedingly 
well,  as  far  as  developments  have  extended.  They  lie  about  fifteen  miles  east 
of  Wellington's  Station,  on  West  Walker  River,  in  what  are  known  as  the 
Tollock  Mountains. 

Since  writing  the  above,  the  following  information,  relative  to  this  subject,  has 
been  published  in  the  "  Territorial  Enterprise." 
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Wilson's  district. 

^  This  newly  discovered  mining  district  lies  between  the  east  and  west  forks  of 
Walker  River,  about  eighty  miles  southeasterly  from  this  city,  (Virginia)  and 
adjoins  East  Walker  River  on  the  west.  It  was  discovered  and  located  last 
July,  by  William  Wilson ;  and  at  the  present  time,  there  are  about  thirty  men 
prospecting  and  working  there.  It  is  in  a  rough,  mountainous  country ;  well 
wooded  with  nut  pine,  and  watered  with  springs  of  excellent  water.  There 
appears  to  be  one  main  ledge,  or  series  of  ledges,  which  is  called  the  ^  Hima- 
laya,*' running  through  the  district ;  and  upon  this  the  principal  part  of  the  claims 
are  located,  and  work  being  done.  Most  of  the  work  has  been  done,  however, 
within  ten  or  twelve  feet  of  the  surface,  developing  veins  of  quartz  of  various 
width  up  to  ten  feet ;  the  one  being  of  a  whitish,  porous,  soft  character,  easily 
reduced,  and  very  rich  in  free  gold,  with  no  silver,  or  any  base  metals.  ♦  *  * 
Wagons  can  go  within  seven  miles  on  the  regular  stage  roads,  past  Wellington's  ; 
and  with  a  small  outlay  of  capital,  a  road  can  be  made  directly  into  the  mines. 
Not  being  high  up  in  the  mountains,  the  snows  do  not  fall  very  deep ;  and, 
taking  all  things  into  consideration,  Wilson  District  is  about  as  good  and  favorably 
situated  as  any  yet  discovered. 

'<  The  neighborhood  of  Walker  River  is  also  noted  for  the  prevalence  of  copper 
ores.  Near  the  northern  line  of  the  county,  many  fine  lodes  of  this  metal  and 
iron  occur.  In  the  absence  of  personal  information,  I  quote  from  the  Report 
of  the  County  Assessor  of  LyQn  County,  in  the  Surveyor  General's  Report  for 
1865,  the  following  extract  relative  to  these  mines:" 

"  Near  Walker  River,  very  rich  deposits  of  copper  have  been  discovered. 
It  is  found  in  well  defined  veins,  ranging  in  width  from  two  to  twenty  feet, 
tending  about  15°  east  of  north,  and  containing,  by  assay,  from  twenty  to  sixty 
per  cent,  in  copper,  and  from  fifteen  to  thirty  dollars  in  gold  and  silver  per  ton. 
This  copper  belt,  properly  and  generally  known  as  the  Walker  River  Copper 
Mines,  though  carelessly  and  indifferently  explored,  may  safely  be  estimated  to 
be  twelve  miles  in  width,  commencing  about  thirty  miles  southeast  of  Dayton, 
and  extending  southerly  beyond  the  limits  of  the  county"  (Lyon  into  Es- 
meralda). 

**  Among  the  most  noted  of  the  mines  already  discovered  and  located,  are  the 
Constitution,  Ward  &  Weister,  and  the  Peacock.  The  Constitution  has  promi- 
nent croppings,  which  show  a  ledge  of  sixteen  or  eighteen  feet  in  width,  the 
ore  assaying  from  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent,  in  copper,  with  a  large  per  centage 
of  iron,  and  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  .dollars  per  ton  in  gold  and  silver.  The 
Ward  &  Weister,  adjacent  to  and  parallel  with  the  Constitution,  is  abont  six 
feet  in  width.  The  ore  is  pure  gray  sulphuret,  containing  native  copper,  assay- 
ing from  forty  to  sixty  per  cent,  copper,  and  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  dollars 
in  silver  per  ton.  The  Peacock  Ledge  is  situated  about  eight  miles  easterly 
from  the  Constitution,  and  three  or  four  miles  west  of  Walker  River.  Width 
of  lode,  about  four  feet,  yellow  sulphuret  ore,  assaying  about  the  same  as  the 
Constitution."  ''In  this  connection  I  would  state  that  it  would  be  difficult 
to  obtain  water  within  less  than  two  miles  of  these  mines,  but  that  wood 
(the  pinon  pine)  may  be  had  in  large  quantities,  at  from  six  to  ten  miles  of  the 
mines." 

It  may  be  added  that  the  Constitution  has  been  extensively  developed  during 
the  past  summer  by  Eastern  capitalists,  preparatory  to  the  consummation  of  a 
purchase,  and  the  results  have  been  quite  encouraging.  The  iron  found  so 
abundantly  near  the  surface  has  diminished  greatly  in  quantity.    The  assays 
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mentioned  in  the  foregoing  extract  are  probably  greater  than  the  general  aver- 
age of  the  vein. 

The  Walker  River,  and  Walker  Lake  region  also,  abound  in  argentiferous 
galena,  which,  by  means  of  cheap  crushing  and  concentrating  machinery,  might 
be  made  extremely  valuable ;  the  pure  galena,  when  separated  from  the  quartz 
gangue,  almost  always  assaying  high  into  the  hundreds.  It  is,  however,  so 
Uioroughly  mixed  in  most  instances  with  the  gangue  that  preliminary  dressing 
is  indispensable  to  make  a  profitable  result. 

The  east  and  west  branches  of  the  Walker  River  flow  through  this  district 
and  irrigate  large  tracts  of  agricultural  land,  equal  to  any  in  the  State. 

EASTERN  SECTION. 

EXCELSIOR   DISTRICT 

lies  about  thirty-five  miles  east  of  Aurora,  west-northwest  from  Columbus. 

MINNESOTA  DISTRICT 

is  located  southeast  of  Columbus,  and  north  of  Silver  Peak  Districts.  Neither 
of  these  districts  are  at  present  attracting  much  attention. 

RED    MOUNTAIN   DISTRICT 

is  located  in  the  high  mountains  east  of  Fish  Lake  Valley,  the  White  Mount- 
ains in  which  Montgomery  District  lies  being  on  the  west  The  veins  are 
described  as  very  large  and  encased  in  black  slates,  which  are  characteristic  of 
the  district.  They  crop  out  boldly  and  yield  chiefly  gold-bearing  quartz,  for  the 
reduction  of  which  a  small  S-stamp  mill  was  erected  in  1865.  It  is  now  pro- 
posed to  take  the  ore  by  tramway  to  Silver  Peak  for  reduction.  Wood  is 
abundant  throughout  the  district,  the  supply  for  Silver  Peak  being  chiefly 
derived  from  this  locality. 

* 

COLUMBUS   DISTRICT 

lies  about  fifty  miles  a  little  to  the  south  of  east  from  Aurora.  It  was  located 
during  1865,  and  by  the  reported  richness  of  its  ores  attracted  much  attention 
for  a  time.  The  number  of  locations  made  in  the  district  is  large — the  veins 
being  spoken  of  as  well  defined  on  the  surface  and  of  fair  width,  but  the  work 
on  them  has  been  of  the  most  superficial  character  except  in  a  few  instances  ; 
generally  nothing  more  than  the  easy  regulations  adopted  by  the  miners  to 
enable  them  to  hold  possession  of  their  claims.  This  tendency  to  hold  on  to 
property  in  this  condition  in  the  hope  of  disposing  of  it  at  a  large  figure,  in  the 
meantime  lying  idle  or  prospecting  for  other  veins,  instead  of  developing  such 
as  they  have  already  located  and  profess  to  believe  valuable,  has  been  the  curse 
of  this,  as  well  as  other  districts. 

The  mills  spoken  of  in  the  Surveyor  GreneraFs  Report  for  1865,  page  4,  have 
never  been  erected,  everything  in  the  district  being  at  a  standstill  for  want  of 
capital.  The  time  when  persons  seeking  investments  would  build  mills  on  the 
faith  of  a  few  pounds  of  rock  crushed  in  a  mortar,  or  the  assurance  that  there 
was  an  abundance  of  rock  to  keep  them  running,  is  happily  nearly  past,  and 
persons  can  only  hope  to  obtain  the  means  for  reduction  by  opening  up  their 
claims  sufficiently  to  demonstrate  the  fact,  so  that  no  doubt  may  hang  over  the 
success  of  the  enterprise.     One  mine  opened  up  by  a  shaft  and  drifts,  so  that  a

dozen  men  can  work  in  it  to  advantage,  if  it  look  well  throughout  will  do  more 
to  attract  capital  to  a  district  than  all  the  '^  assays  "  and  ^  working  tests  "  that 
ever  were  made ;  and,  as  soon  as  our  prospectors  begin  to  realize  this,  jost  so 
soon  maj  they  expect  to  rei^  the  fruit  of  their  labor.  It  is  often  argued  that 
these  developments  cannot  be  made  without  money — a  remark  which  is  true  to 
a  certain  extent :  for  it  is  just  as  cheap  to  live  in  a  settled  home  as  to  be  ivander- 
ing  over  the  country,  and  all  the  machinery  necessary  for  preliminary  develop- 
ments is  a  rope  and  windlass ;  nor  should  it  ever  be  forgotten  that  where  there 
is  a  will  there  always  is  a  way*  The  remarks  must  not  be  taken  as  appliciable  to 
Columbus  District  in  an  especial  degree ;  they  are  true  of  great  numbers  of 
districts  in  the  State. 

The  town  of  Columbus  was  laid  out  at  the  eastern  foot  of  a  range  of  low 
mountains,  and  near  the  edge  of  an  extensive  salt  marsh  covering  an  area  of 
probably  forty  square  miles.  This  prevalence  of  salt  naturally  affects  the  water. 
which,  though  readily  obtained  by  sinking  wells,  is  brackish  to  the  taste. 

Wood  is  limited  in  quantity,  the  whole  district  suffering  from  the  want  of 
facilities  for  the  reduction  of  its  ores  ;  but  it  is  said  that  a  fair  supply  can  be  ob- 
tained at  less  distance  than  it  is  brought  into  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill.  If  prices 
of  articles  necessary  for  beneficiating  the  ores  are  high,  the  richness  of  the 
latter  is  a  sufficient  offset.  Small  quantities  have  from  time  to  time  been  taken 
to  Austin,  and  are  said  to  have  yielded  very  fine  returns ;  the  surface  rock  con- 
taining considerable  quantities  of  chloride  of  silver. 

SILVER  PEAK  DISTRICT 

lies  immediately  east  of  Red  Mountain  District,  and  is  distant  from  Aurora  br 
the  road  about  ninety  miles.  The  district  was  located  about  the  Spring  of  186o« 
and  in  the  autumn  of  the  same  year'  a  ten-stamp  mill  was  moved  there  from 
Jacobsville,  Reese  River,  and  run  upon  ore  from  the  Pocotillo  series  of  lodes. 
with  very  good  success.  In  the  Spring  of  1866  the  machinery  required  exten- 
sive repairs,  and  since  that  time  no  reduction  works  have  been  in  operation  in 
the  district.  It  is  reported  that  a  wealthy  company  has  been  organized  in  the 
Eastern  States  to  work  the  Pocotillo  and  Yanderbilt  mines,  and  that  it  is  their 
intention  to  erect  a  large  mill  to  beneficiate  their  silver  ores,  repairing:  the  old 
mill,  which  is  intended  for  the  reduction  of  gold  ores  from  Red  Mountain  District, 
belonging  to  the  same  company.  During  the  Spring  of  1866,  another  New 
York  company  were  engaged  in  the  erection  of  a  large  stone  mill,  bm 
they  committed  the  common  error  of  incurring  this  expense  before  they  had 
ascertained  the  value  of  their  mines.  The  exploration  of  these  proved  unsatis- 
factory, and  the  enterprise  is  now  apparently  abandoned — the  heavy  patent 
machinery  which  they  imported  from  the  East,  lying  on  the  ground,  worth 
nothing  more  than  its  value  as  old  iron. 

The  settlement  at  Silver  Peak  is  located  on  the  western  side  of  a  large  valley. 
about  nine  miles  long  and  seven  broad,  opening  out  on  the  north  by  a  low  pass 
to  the  extensive  deserts  round  Columbus.  In  this  valley  there  is  an  inimen^f 
salt-field  covering  about  thirty  square  miles,  and  able  to  furnish  unlimited  quan- 
tities of  a  very  pure  article  of  salt.  On  its  northwestern  side  a  hot  salt  spring 
is  found,  the  deposits  from  which  are  exceedingly  beautiful.  The  residents  in 
the  districts  probably  number  less  than  one  hundred. 

Geology* — The  mountains  of  the  district  consist  of  slates,  blue  limestone  and 
yellow  magnesian  limestone  with  large  intruded  masses  of  gray  granite  and  par- 
phyritic  dykes,  the  limestone  in  contact  with  the  granite  being  frequently  con- 
verted into  a  fine  crystalline  marble.  The  limestones  contain  abundant  remains 
of  sea-weeds,  corals,  and  other  fossils,  which  probably  point  to  a  Silurian  age ; 
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bttt  as  the  specimens  collected  in  the  neighborhood  have  not  yet  come  to  hand,  I 
am  unable  to  speak  positively  on  the  point.  The  superimposition  of  the  rocks 
is  probably  in  the  following  order,  the  first-mentioned  being  the  lowest :  slates, 
granite,  slates  and  limestones,  their  dip  being  fiat  to  the  southwest 

There  are  many  evidences  of  recent  volcanic  action,  one  of  the  most  perfect 
craters  in  the  State  being  situated  about  five  miles  north  of  Silver  Peak,  on  the 
road  to  Columbus.  It  rises  from  a  low  sloping  bench  to  an  altitude  of  about 
four  hundred  feet,  the  crater  being  probably  fifteen  hundred  feet  across,  nearly 
circular,  with  a  depth  of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  the  rim  being  perfect 
on  all  sides  except  the  northeast,  where  it  is  broken  down  to  the  level  of  the 
fiat  where  it  is  located.  The  sarroanding  country  is  covered  with  the  dSln-is  of 
scoriaceous  and  volcanic  rocks.  About  twelve  miles  north  of  Silver  Peak  there 
is  an  extensive  deposit  of  Sulphur  dissembled  through  a  whitish  gangue, 
probably  volcanic  ashes  or  mud,  the  whole  mass  of  the  hill  being  cut  up  by  thin 
seams  of  o/um,  from  the  thickness  of  a  knife  blade  up  to  several  inches.  On  the 
road  from  Red  Mountain,  near  the  summit  of  the  range,  is  a  cave,  the  sides  of 
which  produce  a  curling  efflorescence  of  saltpetre. 

Character  of  Veins. — ^The  veins  here  exhibit  many  peculiarities,  and  probably 
belong  to  the  class  of  contact  deposits.  A  brief  description  of  the  Pocotillo, 
Yanderbilt,  and  Session  series  will  give  a  good  idea  of  their  character.  The 
Pocotillo  series  lies  between  slates  and  granite,  consisting  of  thirteen  seams  of 
quartz,  usually  three  or  four  feet  thick,  separated  by  a*  corresponding  number  of 
beds  of  pale  blackish-green  porphyry.  The  dip  of  the  series  is  about  30°  to  the 
southwest,  and  its  width  on  the  surface  300  feet. 

The  Yanderbilt  series  has  majiy  similar  features,  but  lies  above  the  granite, 
and  is  capped  with  slates  and  limestone.  The  quartz  beds  are  only  two  in  num- 
ber, about  three  feet  thick,  with  two  beds  of  porphyry  rather  less  in  bulk,  the  dip 
being  about  20°.  The  precipitous  character  of  the  hill  in  which  these  deposits 
are  found,  and  their  elevation  above  the  valley,  combined  with  the  fiat  dip,  cause 
these  beds  to  crop  out  all  round  the  hill,  denudation  having  carried  away  the 
lower  portion. 

The  Sessions  series  consist  of  five  bodies  of  quartz,  dipping  about  35°  to  the 
east,  imbedded  in  yellow  magnesian  limestone.  The  quartz  is  traceable  for  a 
considerable  distance  on  the  surface,  but  the  developments  are  not  sufilcient  to 
give  any  information  about  its  character  in  depth. 

The  locations  in  the  district  number  about  five  hundred. 

Character  of  Ores. — ^The  following  analysis  of  ores  from  the  Yanderbilt  is  by 
Maynard  and  Tiemann,  of  New  York :

COTTONWOOD    DISTRICT.

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HUMBOLDT  COUNTY. 


NORTH-WESTERN   SECTION. 

The  northwestern  section  of  the  county  is  characterized  by  high,  basaltic  table 
lands,  cut  up  hj  deep  ravines,  with  lofty  precipitous  sides.  In  many  places  large 
areas — sometimes  several  miles  in  length  and  breadth — appear  to  have  sunk 
bodily  below  the  general  level  of  the  plateau,  forming  valleys  with  rugged  wall-like 
boundaries,  varying  from  a  few  hundred  to  a  thousand  feet  in  height  These  valleys 
frequently  contain  small  lakes  with  strong  alkaline  waters,  which,  as  they  dry  up 
during  the  summer  months,  leave  incrustations  of  soda,  magnesia,  salt,  etc 
The  lake  near  the  Pueblo  Mining  District  has  an  efflorescence  of  this  kind,  of 
sulphate  of  magnesia,  several  inches  in  thickness.  The  greater  portion  of  this 
region  is  exceedingly  destitute  of  timber,  the  pinon,  or  nut  pine,  being  almost 
entirely  absent,  and  sparingly  replaced  by  scrubby  juniper  and  mountain  ma- 
hogany. The  former  is  an  inferior  wood  for  fuel,  but  the  latter  is  an  excellent 
substitute  for  the  piflon,  which  is  considered  the  best  firewood  the  State  pro- 
duces. This  section  contains  the  Pueblo,  Yicksburg,  and  Black  Rock  mining 
districts. 

PUEBLO   DISTRICT 

lies  just  south  of  the  Oregon  line,  and  about  seventy  miles  east  of  the  Cali- 
fornia boundary. 

Located  in  the  summer  of  1863,  in  a  range  of  mountains  running  north  and 
south,  and  extending  some  distance  beyond  the  Oregon  line.  A  small  mill 
was  built  during  the  summer  of  18G4,  but  was  burnt  by  Indians  the  following 
year,  and  the  settlers  in  the  district  driven  out.  Some  few  men  have  returned 
to  work ;  but  the  extent  of  the  developments  is  limited,  owing  to  the  extreme 
isolation  of  the  locality  and  the  hostile  feelings  of  the  Bannock  Indians  who 
range  through  it. 

Geology, — ^The  central  axis  of  the  mountains  is  porphyry,  flanked  by  mica 
and  clay  slates,  having  on  the  eastern  slopes  a  dip  of  about  forty-five  degrees 
to  the  east  On  the  western  side  they  are  covered  up  by  an  extensive  fiow  of 
basalt 

Character  of  Veins. — ^The  veins  lie  on  the  east  side  of  the  range,  having  a 
strike  nearly  north  and  south,  and  a  dip  corresponding  with  the  slates  in 
which  they  are  found.  They  are  very  numerous,  but  vary  greatly  in  width 
in  different  portions  of  their  extent,  as  is  often  the  case  with  veins  imbedded  in 
slate  rocks.    The  gangue  is  quartz. 
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Character  of  Ores, — Argentiferous,  containing  considerable  copper,  and  some 
little  galena. 

Wood  is  scarce  in  the  immediate  vicinitj  of  the  mines.  What  there  is,  is 
entirely  mountain  mahogany,  until  the  next  western  range  is  reached,  which 
yields  some  juniper. 

Water. — ^There  are  many  small  springs  and  streams  on  the  eastern  slope 
suitable  for  steam,  but  none  large  enough  to  drive  madiinery  by  water  power.

VICKSBURO  DISTRICT. 

Location. — Vicksburg  District  lies  immediately  south  of  Pueblo  District,  in 
what  inay  be  considered  as  the  same  range  of  mountains,  although  separated  by 
a  wide  gap  of  barren  land,  connecting  the  deserts  which  lie  on  either  side  of 
the  mountains.  It  was  located  in  the  summer  of  1863.  Some  little  work  is 
being  done  in  the  district  this  year,  but  it  has  suffered  from  the  same  causes 
which  have  retarded  the  development  of  Pueblo  District. 

Geohgy, — ^The  chief  characteristic  of  the  district  is  a  gray  granite  forming 
the  main  mass  of  the  mountain.  On  the  western  side  of  the  range  there  is 
some  gneiss,  and  at  the  southern  end,  slates  similar  to  those  of  Pueblo,  both 
slates  and  gneiss  having  a  western,  dip.  These  facts  render  it  probable  that 
the  elevation  of  the  mountains  was  due  in  one  case  to  the  irruption  of  the  por- 
phyry, and  in  the  other  of  the  granite. 

Character  of  Veins. — ^The  veins  lie  on  both  sides  of  the  range  in  granite,  but 
principally  on  the  western  slope,  having  a  strike  north  and  south,  and  an  aver- 
age dip  of  about  forty-five  degrees,  though  they  range  from  nearly  flat  to  verti- 
cal. They  are  wide,  and  crop  out  boldly  for  great  distances.  In  such  claims 
as  have  been  opened,  well  defined  clay  walls  have  been  uncovered. 

Character  of  Ores. — Argentiferous,  containing  but  little  base  metal,  gangoe 
quartz. 

Wood  scarce,  but  rather  more  abundant  than  in  Pueblo  District;  chiefly 
mountain  mahogany  and  aspen. 

Water. — Not  found  in  so  many  localities  as  in  Pueblo  District,  but  in  larger 
quantities.  Alder  Creek,  distant  about  six  miles  from  the  principal  mineo,  and 
flowing  N.N.W.,  has  a  good  fall,  and  could  furnish  water  power  in  abundance 
for  a  number  of  small  milk.  As  it  approaches  the  valley  it  irrigates  a  consid- 
erable extent  of  good  hay  land.  On  the  eastern  side  of  the  range  there  is  a 
large  spring,  suitable  for  heavy  steam  machinery.  Bunch  grass  of  excellent 
quality  is  abundant  on  the  mountains,  both  in  this  and  Pueblo  Districts.  .

BLACK  ROOK  DISTRICT 

lies  south  of  Vicksburg  District,  and  during  the  present  summer  has  attracted 
a  large  share  of  public  attention,  though  it  has  been  known  as  an  argentiferous 
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locality  for  about  two  years.  The  accounts  brought  in  vary  so  greatly  that  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  .arrive  at  any  clear  idea  of  the  district.  The  lodes*  are 
described  by  ^ome  as  very  large,  while  others  speak  of  them  as  vast  deposits.  A 
large  portion  of  the  ore  has  more  the  appearance  of  decomposed  porphyry  than 
a  true  quartz  gangue,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  good  results  have  been  obtained 
from  some  tons  of  the  rock  brought  in  and  worked  at  Ball's  mill,  in  Washoe 
Valley.  The  district  is  described  as  deficient  in  wood  and  water;  both  serious 
items  in  all  mining  localities. 

SOUTHEASTERN    SECTION. 

This  portion  of  the  county  contains  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  its  mineral 
wealth,  and  has  been  most  extensively  prospected.  Four  or  five  parallel  ranges 
of  mountains,  running  north  and  south,  made  up  of  limestones,  slates,  graywacke 
and  porphyritic  rocks,  the  former  abounding  in  characteristic  Triassic  fossils,  and 
extensively  cut  up  by  trap  dykes,  are  bounded  on  the  north  and  west  by  the 
Humboldt  River.  In  this  region  probably  thirty  districts  have  been  laid  off* 
containing  several  thousand  locations,  the  names  of  which  are  given  as  far  as 
possible  under  their  respective  districts  below.  Of  these  ranges  the  most  im*^ 
portant  are  the  two  lying  immediately  east  of  the  Humboldt  River,  and  known 
respectively  as  the  East  and  West  ranges.  This  extensive  region  was  early 
settled  by  immigrants  from  the  northern  portion  of  California,  and  long  main- 
tained the  reputal;ion  of  being  one  of  the  richest  mineral  districts  in  Nevada. 
Various  causes  have  tended  to  retard  its  progress  in  Nevada,  among  which  has 
been,  and  by  no  means  the  least  important,  an  inordinate  desire  on  the  part  of 
prospectors  to  make  new  locations,  instead  of  developing  promising  ones  already 
discovered ;  but  if  carefully  managed,  with  a  thorough  knowledge  of  what  is  neces- 
sary to  be  done  to  obtain  the  best  results,  it  may  yet  contribute  vastly  to  our 
wealth  as  a  State.    The  resources  of  the  county  are  equal  to  any  in  the  State. 

THE  WEST  RANGE. 

is  distant  only  a  few  miles  from  the  Humboldt  River,  and  contains  the  Eldorado, 
Humboldt,  Prince  Royal,  Santa  Clara,  Star,  Buena  Vista,  Indian,  American, 
Sacramento  and  Echo  districts.  It  has  a  length,  north  and  south,  of  about  fifty- 
five  miles ;  the  veins,  which  are  almost  innumerable,  having  a  corresponding 
strike.     At  the  extreme  northern  extremity  is  located  the 

PRINCE  KOTAL   DISTRICT: 

the  principal  locations  being  near  the  head  of  Prince  Royal  Caiion,  where  a 
small  town  bearing  the  same  name  was  laid  out  several  years  ago.

A 
large  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  this  district  on  the  Sheba,  Desoto,  Ameri* 
can  Basin  Co.'s  claims,  etc. ;  but,  owing  to  the  irregular  distribution  of  the  ore 
in  the  veins,  a  large  proportion  of  it  has  been  "  dead  "  work.  The  veins  occur  in 
slate  and  graywacke ;  and  one  of  their  most  noticeable  features  is  the  almost 
universal  association  in  parallel  series,  as  indicated  in  the  list  of  locations  given 
below.  The  majority  of  the  ores  are  exceedingly  rich,  but  their  value  is  greatly 
reduced  by  the  large  amount  of  antimony,  zinc,  blende,  and  other  base  metals 
which  they  contain,  rendering  their  successful  reduction  a  difficult  and  costly 
operation.  As  in  many  other  districts,  the  process  of  amalgamation  which  had  been 
found  successful  in  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill,  was  unhesitatingly  applied  to  these 
refractory  ores ;  and,  as  might  have  been  anticipated,  when  in  those  localities 
with  their  docile  material  to  work  on  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  assay  value  was 
deemed  good  work,  failed  in  the  desired  result  The  separation  of  silver  from 
ores  in  which  antimony  largely  predominates,  has  always  been  one  of  the  most 
difficult  metallurgical  problems ;  but  during  a  series  of  experiments,  under* 
taken  in  the  hope  of  discovering  some  method  of  beneficiating  a  parcel  of  exceed- 
ingly refractory  ore,  J.  A.  Phillips,  the  well-known  author  of  Phillips'  Metallurgy 
and  other  works,  claims  to  have  discovered  a  cheap  and  simple  method  of  parti- 
tion, which  may  yet  be  advantageously  applied  to  the  products  of  many  mines  in 
this  and  other  sections  of  Nevada.

Wood. — In  the  west  range  the  supply  of  wood  can  hardly  be  called  abundant, 
»ut  at  the  present  rate  of  consumption  there  need  be  no  fear  of  a  scarcity  for 
ome  years  to  come.  Its  average  price  may  be  set  down  at  from  $10  to  $12 
>er  cord.  It  is  reported  that  the  common  sage-brush,  including  several  varieties 
>f  the  genera  '^artemisia"  and  <' absinthia,'*  has  been  tried  with  successful  re- 
mits at  Fall's  Mill,  at  Unionville,  it  being  found  cheaper  than  wood  at  the  above 
price.  The  quantity  to  be  obtained  in  most  localities  throughout  the  State  is 
practically  unlimited,  and  can  be  cut  and  baled  at  a  mere  nominal  expense.  It 
certainly  makes  an  excessively  hot  fire,  burning  readily  even  when  green,  but 
requires  continual  feeding,  as  it  is  very  rapidly  consumed. 

WcUeTy  etc. — ^The  range  affords  many  springs  and  streams  on  both  slopes,  the 
rich  bottom  lands  of  the  Humboldt  River,  only  a  few  miles  distant  to  the  west- 
ward, furnishing  an  abundant  supply  of  hay  and  vegetables  for  the  consumption 
of  the  district.     An  extensive  work^  called  the  Humboldt  Canal,  has  been  pro- 
jected, having  for  its  object  the  irrigation  of  a  large  area  of  otherwise  worthless 
land,  and  the  supply  of  water  power  sufficient  for  large  and  heavy  machinery. 
A  large  ditch,  estimated  to  carry  6,000  inches  of  water,  and  sixty-five  miles  in 
length,  has  been  laid  out  to  take  the  waters  of  the  Humboldt  River  along  the 
foot-hills  of  three  ranges  east  oF  the  river,  and  terminating  on  the  west  side  of 
the  West  Range,  near  Humboldt  City.    About  thirty  miles  of  this  work  was 
completed  a  year  ago. 

EAST    RANGE. 

The  East  Range  is  separated  from  the  West  by  a  valley  about  ten  miles 
broad,  and  extends  a  few  miles  farther  north  than  the  Western,  with  which  it  is 
connected,  at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  latter,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Hum- 
boldt Lake.  At  the  southern  end  of  the  range,  or  rather  in  the  chain  of  hills 
connecting  the  East  and  West  Ranges,  are  the  Alabama,  Pinewood  and  Table 
Mountain  Districts.  The  Pinewood  District  furnishes  a  fine  article  of  alabaster. 
Proceeding  northward  along  the  chain,  we  come  to  Cinnabar,  Ohio,  Columbia, 
Oro  Fino  and  Sierra  Districts,  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  mentioned. 

SIERRA     DISTRICT 

is  at  the  northern  extremity  of  the  East  Range,  where  it  approaches  the 
Humboldt  River.  This  district  is  one  of  the  most  promising  in  the  whole  of  the 
Humboldt  region,  many  of  the  most  noted  claims  being  here  located.  The 
little  town  of  Dun  Glen  is  the  central  business  point,  the  only  mill  in  the  dis- 
trict being  the  Auld  Lang  Syne,  which  was  erected  several  years  ago. 

Geohgy» — ^The  stratified  rocks  of  the  district  are  slates,  limestones,  shales 
and  grajwacke,  having  an  easterly  dip,  and  associated  with  porphyries. 
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Character  of  Ve%n$. — The  amount  of  work  done  on  many  of  the  mines  in  this 
district  is  quite  extensive,  showing  them  very  generally  to  have  all  the  best 
characteristics  of  true  fissure  veins  ;  clay  selvages,  finely  polished  and  striated, 
accompanying  most  of  them.  Their  general  strike  is  north  and  south,  though  a 
few,  as  the  Gem  of  the  Sierras,  run  east  and  west.  Dip,  various.  In  width, 
they  range  from  a  few  inches  to  several  feet. 

Character  of  Ores. — Some  veins,  as  the  Monroe,  are  chiefly  gold  bearing ;  but 
the  majority  of  them  produce  sulphurets  of  silver  and  antimonial  silver,  asso- 
ciated with  more  or  less  copper.  In  some  lodes,  as  the  ^  Badger  and  Annie,** 
the  copper  predominates  so  largely  as  to  be  the  chief  consideration ;  and  on  the 
completion  of  railroad  communication  with  the  seaboard,  the  copper  interests  of 
the  county  will  be  among  its  great  sources  of  revenue. 

Water. — The  Humboldt  Canal  is  intended  to  furnish  the  chief  water  power  of 
the  district,  though  locations  suitable  for  steam  mills  are  not  nnfrequent. 

Wood. — ^The  East  Range  can  furnish  a  supply  of  wood  for  some  years  at  the 
rate  of  $6  per  cord.

In  the  third  range  east  from  the  river,  known  as  San  Francisco  Mountain, 
commencing  at  the  northern  extremity,  are  the  Harmony,  Sonoma,  Clear  Creek, 
and  Golconda  Districts. 

HABMONY  DISTRICT 

was  located  in  June,  1863,  by  M.  Milleson  and  party.  The  lodes  are  de- 
scribed as  wide  and  cropping  out  boldly  for  considerable  distances,  the  gangoe 
containing  a  good  deal  of  copper  and  iron. 

LocaHons. — Grand  Central  Series,  10  lodes;  Gager  Series,  3  lodes;  and 
Franconi. 

NORTHEASTERN  SECTION. 

The  northeastern  section  of  the  county  is  comparatively  unknown,  the  hostile 
character  of  the  Indian  tribes  having  made  it  one  of  the  most  dangerous  por- 
tions of  the  entire  State.  It  has,  however,  been  ascertained  to  contain  a  large 
extent  of  valuable  agricultural  land,  Paradise  Valley  being  described  as  one  of 
the  finest  in  Nevada.  In  this  portion  of  the  county,  immediately  north  of  the 
Humboldt  River,  the  Winnemucca  and  Santa  Rosa  Districts  have  been  located. 
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WINNEMUCCA   DISTRICT 

is  situated  in  a  range  of  mountains  about  twenty  miles  north  of  Dun  Glen,  in 
the  East  Range.  The  Pride  of  the  Mountain  lode  is  said  to  lie  in  sofl  meta- 
morphic  slate,  having  a  strike  north  and  south,  and  a  dip  of  45^  to  the  east 
The  vein  is  descnbed  as  well  defined,  with  good  selvages,  and  about  fourteen 
inches  thick,  the  ore  being  of  a  docile  character. 

SANTA   ROSA   DISTRICT 

lies  immediately  north  of  and  adjoining  Winnemucca  District.  The  lodes  are 
described  as  large,  and  wood  and  water  as  abundant  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
mines. 

SOUTHWESTERN  SECTION. 

The  greater  portion  of  this  section,  bounded  by  Mud  Lake,  Pyramid  Lake, 
and  the  sink  of  the  Humboldt  River,  forms  the  central  area  of  the  Nevada 
Basin,  and  consists  of  barren  deserts  or  mountains,  comparatively  destitute  of 
wood,  water,  and  grass.  It  forms  a  portion  of  the  broad  belt  of  country  charac- 
terized by  recent  volcanic  action ;  basalt  rocks,  alkaline  flats,  hot  springs,  and 
sandy  wastes,  which  can  be  traced  the  whole  length  of  the  State  from  the  Oregon 
line  far  into  Arizona,  being  continued  south  by  the  Forty  Mile  Desert  and  the 
dry,  repulsive  region  east  of  Walker  Lake,  until  the  desolate  plains  to  the  east 
of  Silver  Peak,  on  which  Buel's  party  suffered  so  severely  in  their  attempt  to 
reach  the  Colorado  River,  are  attained.  In  the  worst  portion  of  this  district, 
in  Humboldt  County,  the  New  Virginia  District  is  located,  about  twenty 
miles  east  of  Pyramid  Lake,  and  in  the  range  of  mountains  immediately  west 
of  the  Humboldt  River,  and  only  a  few  miles  distant  from  it. 

TRINITY   DISTRICT 

has  been  laid  off  about  fifteen  miles  distant  from  Unionville,  in  the  mountains 
west  of  the  Humboldt  River,  metanCiorphic  slate  being  the  chief  feature  of  its 
geological  formation.  Among  the  locations  are  the  Canada,  Montezuma,  and 
Evening  Star.  The  latter  company  own  a  small  mill  on  the  eastern  side  of  the 
range ;  but  the  mine  at  present  attracting  most  attention  is  the  Montezuma,  on 
which  smelting  furnaces  have  been  erected,  it  is  said,  with  good  results.  The 
lode  is  described  as  running  east  and  west,  dipping  70°  to  the  south,  with  an 
average  width  of  ten  feet,  and  good  striated  clay  selvages  ;  the  ore  consisting 
chiefly  of  antimony,  lead,  and  arsenic,  averaging  is  value  some  $90  per  ton  in 
silver. 

OTHER   RESOURCES   OP  THE    COUNTY. 

Sulphur  is  found  in  large  quantities  and  of  good  quality. 
Manganese  (black  oxyde)  is  mentioned  as  abundant. 
Salt  of  excellent  quality  occurs  over  large  areas. 
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NYE    COUNTY. 


The  mining  interest  of  this  county  has  shown  an  unusual  amount  of  vitalitj 
during  the  present  year ;  and  if  present  appearances  are  not  greatly  deceptive, 
its  future  promises  to  place  it  second  to  none  in  the  State,  llie  discoveries  in 
the  southeastern  portion  of  the  county,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the 
Hot  Creek,  Reveille,  Northumberland,  and  Danville  Districts,  are  spoken  of  by 
those  who  ought  to  be  competent  to  judge,  as  almost  reaching  incredibility,  and 
are  strongly  corroborated  by  the  results  which  have  been  obtained  from  the 
samples  brought  into  Austin  for  reduction. 

The  mining  districts  of  the  county  are  located  in  the  northern,  eastern,  and 
western  portions — the  central  section,  from  San  Antonio  to  the  Arizona  line, 
being  one  of  the  most  absolutely  barren  regions  on  the  American  continent,  so 
far  as  we  have  any  knowledge  of  it.  It  has  received  the  name  of  Death  Valley, 
but  must  not  be  confounded  with  the  valley  of  the  same  name  in  California, 
which  was  known  and  described  before  white  men  had  trod  this  section  of  Nevada. 
The  western  line  of  the  county  has  never  been  run  out,  and  it  is  somewhat 
doubtful  whether  the  mining  district  of  Silver  Peak  belongs  to  Nye  or  Esmeralda 
County,  though  probably  to  the  latter,  where  it  will  be  found  described.  For  the 
mills  of  the  county,  see  the  Table  of  Mills  in  the  Appendix,  and  for  its  agricul- 
tural resources,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Surveyor  Greneral. 

The  only  mining  property  at  present  attracting  much  attention  is  such  as 
yields  principally  silver ;  but  there  are  within  its  limits,  especially  in  the  north- 
western section,  deposits  of  iron  and  copper  of  almost  unlimited  extent  Volcano 
District  is  especially  remarkable  for  its  copper  lodes. 

Between  thirty  and  forty  mining  districts  have  been  laid  out  in  the  county,  of 
which  the  following  list  is  as  complete  as  the  limited  means  at  my  command  has 
enabled  me  to  compile.

UNION  DISTRICT. 

These  two  districts  were  among  the  first  locations  in  Nye  County,  and  until 
recently  were  its  chief  attraction.  They  were  located  in  the  summer  of  1864, 
and  the  town  of  lone  laid  out  on  the  west  side  of  the  Shoshone  Mountains, 
lone  is  the  county  seat.  The  little  town  of  Grantsville  lies  ten  miles  to  the 
south.  lone  is  about  fifty  miles  southwest  from  Austin,  and  nearly  seventy 
miles  due  east  of  Walker  Lake.  Carson  is  distant  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles,  and  is  best  reached  by  striking  the  overland  road  at  Middlegate.  The 
two  districts  mentioned  above  are  enumerated  in  their  order,  commencing  at 
the  north  and  going  south.  Bumes'  Park  District  lies  to  the  north  of  Union 
District 

Character  of  Veins. — The  veins  vary  in  size  from  one  to  six  feet,  the  smaller 
ones,  as  a  rule,  carrying  the  most  valuable  ores.  The  Pleiades,  one  of  the 
princijpal  locations,  near  lone,  is  described  as  about  four  feet  in  width,  with  a  dip 
of  60  ,  a  northerly  and  southerly  strike,  and  very  smooth  walls,  the  incline 
being  down  at  least  one  hundred  feet.  The  only  mine  being  worked  in  the  fall' 
of  this  year  is  the  Great  Eastern,  which  is  said  to  yield  an  abundance  of  $60 
ore,  with  some  which  will  average  at  least  $200.  (Reese  River  Reveiile^  Nov. 
22d  and  2dd,  1866.) 

Character  of  Ores. — ^In  the  absence  of  more  definite  information,  I  make  the 
followmg  quotation  from  the  Jfge  County  News  of  Nov.,  1864 :  ^  The  silver 
ores  of  this  region  of  country  are  comparatively  free  from  several  of  the  more 
troublesome  base  metals,  such  as  arsenic,  antimony,  etc.  They  also  contain  but 
a  moderate  amount  of  lead,  though  some  of  them  are  pretty  strongly  impreg- 
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nated  with  iron  and  copper.  Most  of  them  will  evidently  require  roasting." 
As  usual  in  the  mines  in  the  interior  of  the  Great  Basin,  the  ores  above  Uie 
permanent  water  level  have  undergone  extensive  decomposition,  and  contain 
considerable  chloride  of  silver. 

Wood  is  abundant  and  cheap. 

MtUs, — The  principal  mill  is  the  Knickerbocker,  a  few  miles  south  of  lone. 
It  has  twenty  stamps  and  six  roasting  furnaces.  It  is  employed  on  ore  from 
the  Great  Eastern  Mine.  The  Pioneer,  a  five-stamp  mill  at  lone,  is  idle. 
There  is  some  talk  of  removing  it  to  one  of  the  newly  discovered  districts  in 
the  southeast. 

B.    MAMMOTH  RANGE. 

MAMMOTH   DISTRICT 

is  located  about  ten  miles  west  of  the  town  of  lone,  in  the  Mammoth  Range 
of  mountains,  near  the  western  boundary  of  Nye  County;  indeed,  some 
doubt  exists  whether  the  town  of  Weston,  in  this  district,  is  not  in  Esmeralda 
County. 

The  ores  of  this  district  are  similar  to  those  of  Union  District,  previoaaly 
described.  Iron  ores  are  abundant  A  large  bed  or  vein  of  magnetic  iron 
ore  occurs  near  West  Caflon,  about  a  mile  below  Craig  and  McKeehan's 
Station,  on  the  Wellington  road.  In  close  proximity  to  the  mine,  is  an  inex- 
haustible supply  of  fuel  and  water.

The  boundaries  of  many  of  these  districts  are  ill  defined,  and  overlap  each 
other ;  on  which  account  I  shall  speak  of  them  collectively,  more  especially  as 
they  resemble  each  other  in  many  of  their  main  features. 

The  predominant  rocks  are  limestones,  abounding  in  fossil  remains  of  many 
kinds.  Volcano  and  Clarendon  Districts  are  remarkable  for  their  great  abundance 
of  copper  ores,  most  of  them  containing  gold  and  silver.  In  Volcano  District,  the 
locations  of  copper  lodes  are  very  numerous — no  less  than  thirty  distinct  lodes 
having  been  discovered,  according  to  reliable  authorities.  Unfortunately  a  great 
portion  of  this  section  is  exceedingly  barren ;  and  the  isolation  of  the  loodity 
will  compel  the  owners  of  property  to  wait  the  time  when  a  system  of  railroads 
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shall  enable  the  valuable  copper  interests  of  the  State  to  take  their  true  place 
in  our  mining  operations. 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  petrifactions  hitherto  found  in  Nevada,  occurs  in  a 
desert  in  Volcano  District  It  is  the  trunk  of  a  large  pine  tree,  about  twenty- 
four  inches  in  diameter,  completely  silicified.  The  heart  of  the  tree  has  a  fine 
yellowish  buff  tint,  while  the  sap  is  pearly  white,  those  portions  of  it  which  had 
become  discolored  during  the  incipient  stages  of  decay  being*  glossy  black. 
The  structure  of  the  wood  is  most  beautifully  preserved,  and  shows  it  to  be 
allied  to,  if  not  identical,  with  the  common  yellow  pine.

Blue  Spring  District  is  about  forty  miles  south  of  Austin,  and  North  Twin 
River  District  about  forty-four. 
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TWIN   BIYER  DISTRICT, 

about  fifty  miles  south  of  Austin,  is  at  present  attracting  more  attention  than 
any  of  the  others  in  Nye  County,  on  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Toiyabe  Mount- 
ains. As  a  type  of  the  mines  in  this  portion  of  the  range,  I  copy  the  following 
description  of  the  Murphy  Mine,  from  the  pen  of  J.  D.  Emersley,  dated  Austin, 
October  20th,  1866 : 

^  In  Ophir  Cafion,  Twin  River  Mining  District,  Nye  County,  is  located  the 
sliver  mine  bearing  this  name.  It  crops  out  in  crossing  the  eafion,  two  and  one 
half  miles  from  Smoky  Valley,  and  about  1600  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
latter.  The  course  of  the  vein  is  nearly  north  and  south,  its  dip  being 
easterly,  at  an  angle  of  40^.  The  lode  appears  to  be  twenty  feet  wide,  but  the 
richest  portion  of  it  varies  from  three  to  eight  feet  in  width.  When  it  was 
discovered  in  June,  1864,  some  beautiful  specimens  of  native  silver  were  found 
in  the  croppings,  and  occasionally  delicate  flakes  of  virgin  metal  are  seen  in 
the  seams  of  the  quartz  now  being  extracted.  The  Murphy,  the  Green,  and 
the  Twin  ledges,  three  parallel  locations,  each  of  1000  feet  running  northerly 
from  the  eafion,  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Twin  River  Mining  Company,  of 
New  York,  in  August,  1865.  *  *  *  *  Immediately  on  completion  of  the 
purchase,  steps  were  taken  to  build  a  road  from  Smoky  Valley  to  the  mine. 
Owing  to  the  steep  and  rugged  nature  of  the  ground,  this  was  no  easy  under- 
taking ;  but  a  passable  road  was  open  in  about  two  months,  by  an  outlay  of 
$5,000.  Work  has  been  prosecuted  on  the  mine  steadily  for  fourteen 
months ;  and  though  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  thrown  away  through  igno- 
rance in  mining  matters  of  the  New  York  agent,  and  mismanagement  generally, 
yet  it  is  now  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  Murphy  is  a  mine  of  immense  value, 
and  quite  capable,  with  anything  like  sensible  management  in  the  future,  of 
yielding  handsome  dividends,  even  on  the  heavy  expenditure  which  has  been  so 
needlessly  incurred,  both  on  the  mine  and  mill  of  the  company.    *    *    *    * 

The  Murphy  Mine  can  scarcely  be  said  to  be  prospected  yet,  as  it  has  not  been 
penetrated  to  a  greater  perpendicular  depth  than  seventy  or  eighty  feet.  The 
hoisting,  by  means  of  a  whim  and  whipsey-derry,  is  through  a  shaft,  thirty-six  feet 
deep,  at  the  bottom  of  which  an  incline  follows  the  dip  of  the  vein  some  fifty  feet 
downward.  In  the  lower  level,  running  northerly  two  hundred  feet,  a  fine  body 
of  heavy,  black  sulphuret  ore  has  been  exposed,  which,  with  very  little  assort- 
ment, will  work  two  hundred  dollars  per  ton.  In  the  south  drift,  a  solid  mass  d 
three  hundred  dollar  ore  has  been  penetrated,  and  from  the  incline  and  upper 
works,  good  pay  mineral  is  being  taken  out  all  the  time.  The  Company  have 
a  fine  twenty-stamp  dry-crushing  mill,  with  all  the  necessary  roasting  furnaces, 
pans,  and  settlers  ready  to  go  into  operation ;  and,  unless  there  is  great  misman* 
agement  in  the  working  of  the  ores,  satisfactory  account  of  the  yield  of  bullion 
may  be  expected  in  a  few  weeks.  About  1,200  tons  of  pay  ore  are  now  on  the 
dump,  and  enough  can  be  brought  to  the  surface,  from  day  to  day,  to  keep  the 
mill  in  steady  work  from  this  time  onward.  In  neglecting  to  put  hoisting  ma- 
chinery on  the  mine,  considerable  risk  is  being  incurred  from  the  probability  of 
a  heavy  body  of  water  being  struck ;  but  even  in  that  case,  the  suspension  of 
operations  would  be  but  temporary. 

A  great  deal  of  prospecting  has  been  done  in  the  Twin  River  District,  and  no 
doubt  some  of  the  numerous  locations  will  prove  valuable  ;  but  hitherto  nothing 
Las  been  struck  comparable  to  the  Murphy  Ledge.  The  San  Jos^,  as  a  gold- 
bearing  vein,  yielding  ore  worth  from  one  hundred  to  three  hundred  dollars  per 
ton,  is  certainly  fine  property ;  and  the  Ophir  and  other  lodes,  ^ving  assays  of 
silver  from  fifly  to  one  hundred  dollars  per  ton,  from  the  croppings,  are  worthy 
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of  attention.  The  discovery,  however,  of  such  a^tonishinglj  rich  ledges  as  those 
of  Hot  Creek  and  Danville,  sixty  to  seventy  miles  east  of  Twin  River  District, 
has,  for  the  time  being,  thrown  the  latter  into  the  shade,  and  it  will  probably  be 
years  before  its  mines  generally  receive  the  attention  which  they  merit.  A  stream 
of  pure  water  is  running  in  every  cafion,  and  wood  will  not  exceed  from  eight  to 
ten  dollars  a  cord,  for  several  years,  so  that  the  expense  of  milling  is  not  very 
extravagant  Grood  miners  are  paid  from  four  to  five  dollars  per  day,  in 
gold,  and  board  costs  ten  dollars  per  week." — Scientific  and  Mining  Press. 

The  mill  of  the  Twin  River  Company  is  now  yielding  good  returns  of  bullion. 

SOUTH  TWIN  BITBB  DISTRICT 

is  about  fifly-five  miles  south  of  Austin. 

HOT   SPRINGS   DISTRICT 

is  about  sixty-five  miles  south  of  Austin. 

8AN  ANTONIO  DISTRICT, 

about  eighty  miles  south  of  Austin,  is  located  in  a  low  range  of  mountains,  which 
lie  across  the  south  end  of  Smoky  Valley.  The  small  settlement  at  Indian 
Springs,  about  ten  or  twelve  miles  from  the  mines,  is  about  sixty  from  Silver 
Peak,  in  which  distance  there  is  but  one  watering-place.  To  the  south  of  San 
Antonio  Mountains,  an  unbroken  valley  extends  to  the  Amargosa,  nor  has  it 
been,  until  recently,  that  the  country  south  of  this  outpost  was  looked  upon  as 
anything  but  an  almost  impassable  desert. 

San  Antonio  District  was  discovered  in  Oct.,  1863,  by  Robles,  Fisk,  and  others. 
The  formation  of  the  district  is  chiefly  porphyry  and  slate.  The  ores  near  the 
surface  contain  chloride  of  silver,  which,  in  the  Twilight,  Liberty  and  Revenue 
Mines,  is  the  chief  value  of  the  rock.  In  Potomac  Hill  the  ores  are  much  stained 
with  copper,  and  both  these  and  those  from  the  Lee  Mine  are  principally  anti- 
monial  sulphurets  of  silver.  The  gangue  in  the  Imperial,  San  Thomas,  and  others, 
contains  a  very  large  per  centage  of  iron.  In  width  the  lodes  vary  greatly.  The 
Lee  is  about  four  feet  wide,  and  dips  at  an  angle  of  about  40^.  The  Liberty  is  prob- 
ably twenty  feet  wide,  with  a  dip  of  60^.  The  amount  of  work  done  upon  these 
claims,  though  several  have  been  followed  downward  to  a  depth  of  two  hundred 
feet  and  upwards,  has  not  done  much  towards  the  development  of  the  properties, 
but  very  few  feet  of  lateral  drifts  or  cross  cuts  having  been  run.  The  Lee, 
Liberty,  and  Potomac  mines  are  among  the  most  prominent  in  the  district  But 
little  work  is  being  done  at  the  present  time.  The  Pioneer  Mill  with  ten  stamps, 
at  Indian  Springs,  ran  for  a  short  time ;  but  either  from  a  deficient  supply  of  ore, 
of  a  grade  high  enough  to  pay  for  reduction,  (one  hundred  dollars)  or  some  de- 
fect in  its  arrangements,  has  now  been  idle  for  some  months. 

Wood  is  scarce  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  mines,  but  it  is  abundant  about 
ten  miles  from  the  mill  at  Indian  Springs.  At  this  point,  there  is  a  fair  supply 
of  water.  At  the  mines,  there  is  a  spring  at  San  Lorenzo,  and  another  at  Poto- 
mac Camp.  At  San  Antonio,  on  the  south  side  of  the  range,  there  are  fine 
springs,  suitable  for  a  mill,  but  fully  twenty  to  twenty-five  miles  distant  from 
wood.  In  this  latter  vicinity,  geodes  lined  with  quartz  crystals  and  many  forms 
of  chalcedony  are  abundant.  At  the  base  of  Lone  Mountain,  about  twenty 
miles  to  the  southwest,  there  is  an  extensive  salt  marsh,  covering  many  square 
miles.

MORET  DISTRICT. 

Locality,  100  miles  southeast  of  Austin. 

SILVER   BEND   DISTRICT. 

In  the  absence  of  personal  infonnation,  I  quote  the  following  from  the  col- 
umns of  the  Scientific  and  Mining  Press  of  October,  1866: 

^  This  district  b  about  twentj-five  miles  north  of  San  Antonio,  on  the  eas^m 
slope  of  the  mountain  range  east  of  the  Smokj  Valley.  It  is  about  eighty-five 
miles  from  Austin,  in  a  southeasterly  direction.  The  belt  is  of  slate,  and  not 
over  half  a  mile  in  width,  there  being  only  two  or  probably  three  main  lodes 
within  it.  One  of  these  is  the  celebrated  Highbridge  Mine,  which,  though  pur- 
chased by  the  Combination  Silver'  Mining  Company,  of  New  York,  from  David 
E.  Buell  at  a  cost  of  a  few  thousand  dollars,  will  probably  be  found  of  greater 
value  than  even  the  Comstock,  when  an  equal  amount  of  work  shall  have  been 
performed  upon  it.  For  at  least  a  thousand  feet  the  vein  shows  ore  on  the  sur- 
face which  assays  from  $200  up  to  $3,000  per  ton.  The  ledge  appeared  to  be  only 
about  three  feet  in  width  when  discovered  in  May  last  (1866)  ;  but  now,  after  it 
has  been  opened  to  a  depth  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  feet,  a  body  of  the  richest 
kind  of  ore  has  been  exposed,  at  least  twenty  feet  wide.  Mr.  Buell  has  had  a 
tea-stamp  mill  at  work  in  the  district  for  several  weeks,  and  although  he  has  no 
facilities  for  roasting  the  ore,  and  cannot  work  it  closer  than  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
fire  assay,  he  is  netting  a  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  ton.  A  run  of  fifteen 
days,  with  ^ve  stamps,  yielded  over  $12,000 ;  the  expenses  of  mining  and 
milling  being  only  $4,500. 

"  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Combination  Company  to  erect  a  sixty-stamp  mill 
next  spring,  and  the  Canfield  Silver  Mining  Company,  of  New  York,  who  own 
ground  on  the  same  lode,  have  secured  a  working  capital  of  $350,000,  and  in- 
tend to  prosecute  their  operations  with  the  vigor  which  the  value  of  the  property 
demands.*' 

SECOND  RANGE  EAST  OF  THE  TOIYABE. 

HOT   CREEK  DISTRICT* 

^<  About  thirty  miles  east  of  Silver  Bend  is  the  district  of  this  name,  so  called 
because  a  volume  of  hot  water,  issuing  from  a  series  of  springs,  makes  a  creek 
of  respectable  proportions,  at  least  in  a  country  where  every  little  rivulet  is  so 
named,  and  where  an  extraordinary  creek  is  called  a  river.  The  belt  here  is 
much  more  extensive  than  that  of  Silver  Bend,  being  at  least  two  miles  in 
width,  and  traceable  ten  or  twelve  miles.  The  formation  is  talcose  slate,  ci^ped 
with  limestone,  in  which  ancient  sea  shells  and  coral  are  abundant.  Where  the 
limestone  has  been  stripped  off  by  the  action  of  water,  the  lodes  are  found  large 
and  well  defined ;  but  where  they  crop  out  only  through  a  heavy  cap  the  walls 
are  not  generally  visible  near  the  outcrops,  and  the  mineral  appears  in  small 
seams,  as  if  struggling  to  reach  the  surface.  By  the  expenditure  of  a  small 
amount  of  labor,  however,  the  ledges  are  usually  exposed  so  as  to  show  a  fine, 
compact  body  of  ore,  usually  of  high  grade.  The  Old  Dominion,  one  q£  the 
best  locations  of  the  district,  scarcely  cropped  through  the  limestone ;  bat  now, 
after  a  few  days'  work,  it  shows  fifteen  feet  of  first-class  milling  ore,  assaying 
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from  $100  up  to  $5,000  per  ton*  The  Gazette  and  Eejstone  Ledges  also 
showed  very  little  mineral  on  the  surface  irhen  first  discovered,  but  are  now  es- 
teemed of  great  value.  The  Indian  Jim,  on  the  other  hand,  havmg  been  laid 
bare  by  the  action  of  the  water,  stands  boldly  out  of  the  ground  a  hundred  feet 
in  height,  and  has  probably  not  less  than  50,000  tons  of  milling  ore  in  sight. 
This  ledge  is  certainly  forty  to  fifty  feet  in  ¥ridth,  and  along  its  course  shows 
more  mineral  than  has  ever  been  seen  in  any  unprospected  vein  on  the  Pacific 
Coast" 

**  The  Silver  Glance  and  the  American  Hunter  are  also  two  ledges  of  great 
promise.  They  are  wide  as  well  as  rich,  and  can  be  traced  for  several  thousand 
feet.  Some  of  the  mines  referred  to  have  recently  changed  hands  at  fair  prices, 
and  several  mills  are  likely  to  be  built  in  the  district  during  the  winter  and 
spring  months.  Even  assuming  that  the  amount  of  $100  to  $200  ore,  obtained 
without  any  underground  mining,  were  all  the  mills  would  have  to  depend  on  to 
keep  them  in  work,  a  dozen  would  have  all  they  could  do  for  the  next  five  yeara 
in  reducing  it." — Seieniific  and  Mining  Press,  Oct,  1866. 

The  supply  of  timber  in  the  district  cannot  be  called  abundant,  but  discov- 
eries recently  made  promise  a  fair  supply  for  some  years  at  any  rate. 

SOUTHEASTERN  SECTION. 

The  discoveries  in  this  portion  of  the  county  dnring  the  past  summer,  are 
probably  the  most  important  that  have  been  made  in  Nevada  since  the  location 
of  the  Comstock  Lode,  not  only  as  regards  the  number  of  the  locations,  but  also 
the  size  of  the  veins  and  the  richness  of  the  metal  they  carry.  It  is  scarcely 
more  than  a  year  ago  that  this  portion  of  Nevada  was  marked  on  the  maps  of 
the  State  as  unknown  desert,  and  to-day  our  prospectors  have  overrun  it  from 
north  to  south,  and  from  east  to  west,  discovering  it  to  be  covered  by  parallel 
ranges  of  mountains,  and  supplied  with  wood,  water  and  grass  in  abundance. 
The  reports  which  come  in  daily  of  new  discoveries  seem  almost  too  marvelous 
for  belief,  but  meet  with  such  abundant  corroboration  that  conviction  is  forced 
upon  the  most  unwilling. 

Among  the  districts  located  in  this  section  may  be  mentioned  the  Danville, 
Northumberland,  Empire,  and  Reveille. 

BEVEILLE  DISTRICT. 

The  Reveille  District  was  located  in  the  summer  of  1866  by  W.  O.  Arnold, 
Monroe  and  Fairchild.  It  lies  to  the  southwest  of  Hot  Creek  District,  and  is 
said  to  be  not  more  than  sixty  miles  from  Pahranagat,  in  the  extreme  southeast 
comer  of  the  State.  Many  of  the  veins  are  of  immense  proportions.  The 
Antarctic  is  reported  to  be  fifly-six  feet  thick ;  the  August,  seventy-three  ;  the 
Crescent,  one  hundred  and  six ;  the  Mediterranean,  sixty ;  the  Atlantic,  forty  ; 
and  the  National,  forty-five.  The  Orient  is  but  five  feet  in  width,  and  the 
Fairview  from  ten  to  twelve. 

The  whole  of  these  lodes  show  a  very  large  amount  of  chloride  of  silver ;  so 
much  indeed  as  to  give  them  a  peculiar  character. 

N0BTHT7MBEBLAND    DISTRICT. 

Speaking  of  this  district  in  October,  1866,  the  Reese  ''Reveille^  says:  *<In 
Northumberland  District,  forty  distinct  ledges  have  been  discovered  and  located, 
which  are  generally  of  large  size,  and  better  defined  than  those  of  any  other 
district  in  the  region.  .  The  Northumberiand  ledge  crops  on  the  surface  over 
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one  thousand  one  hundred  feet,  and  in  several  excavations  the  vein  is  twelve 
feet  thick,  nine  feet  of  which  are  well  loaded  with  mineral." 

GREAT  BASIN  DISTRICT 

lies  ahout  fifty-five  miles  southeast  of  Austin. 

WORTHINGTON    DISTRICT 

lies  in  the  southeastern  comer  of  the  State,  about  forty  miles  west-nortfawest 
of  Pahranagat  District,  in  a  low  range  of  mountains,  at  the  foot  of  the  Shoni- 
godit  or  Grass  Mountains.  The  ores  contain  considerable  copper  and  mag- 
netic iron,  though  some  of  the  veins  bear  more  the  appearance  of  auriferous 
lodes.  Wood  and  water  are  abundant.  The  Shonigodit  Range  is  one  of 
the  loftiest  of  the  interior  ranges  of  the  State,  many  of  the  summits  reach- 
ing 9,000  to  10,000  feet,  and  retaining  the  winter  snow  through  the  greater 
portion  of  the  year.  This  abundance  of  snow  supplies  a  number  of  fine  streams 
of  water,  running  from  three  hundred  to  five  hundred  inches,  which  could  fur- 
nish almost  unlimited  water  power.  The  whole  range  is  well  timbered  with 
nut  pine,  and  derives  its  Indian  name  from  the  immense  amount  of  bunch 
grass  which  covers  the  entire  country.  There  is  probably  no  finer  country  in 
the  State  for  stock  raising  than  the  lofty  mountains  in  the  southeastern  porticm 
of  the  county. 

PAHRANAGAT  DISTRICT 

» 

lies  in  the  southeastern  comer  of  the  State,  in  latitude  87^  30'  north,  and  longi- 
tude 115°  80^  west  from  Greenwich.  The  district  was  located  in  March,  1865, 
by  T.  C.  W.  Sayles,  John  H.  Ely,  David  Sanderson,  Samuel  S.  Stratt,  Wm. 
McClusky  and  Ira  Hatch,  Indian  interpreter.  When  at  Panacker  City,  in 
southern  Utah,  they  had  heard  reports  of  a  silver  mountain  near  a  lake,  and 
being  on  their  return  from  the  Colorado  River,  prospected  this  section  of  coun- 
try. On  showing  specimens  of  float  rock  to  an  old  Indian,  he  told  them  that 
he  knew  where  there  was  plenty  more  of  the  same  kind,  and  led  the  party  to 
the  ^  Ely  &  Sanderson "  lode.  This  was  on  the  seventeenth  of  March,  and 
during  the  next  three  days  a  large  number  of  locations  were  made.  At  that 
time  the  want  of  provisions  compelled  them  to  return  to  Meadow  Valley,  about 
sixty-five  miles  to  the  eastward.  In  June  of  the  same  year,  a  second  party 
arrived  in  Pahranagat  Valley,  but  in  July,  when  there  were  only  nine  men  left 
at  the  mines,  .the  Indians,  who  had  at  first  been  greatly  frightened,  mustered  in 
such  numbers,  and  in  so  threatening  a  manner,  that  the  camp  was  again  deserted, 
the  prospectors  returning  to  the  Mormon  settlements.  In  October,  a  permanent 
location  was  effected ;  and  during  the  year  1866  from  one  to  two  hundred  men 
have  been  in  the  district. 

The  number  of  mining  locations  on  record  probably  reaches  one  thousand, 
extending  over  a  belt  of  country  Byb  miles  long  by  about  three  wide.  The 
altitude  of  Logan  Sprint's,  which  is  several  hundred  feet  above  the  level  oi  the 
valley,  is  given  by  Dr.  Conger  at  5,855  feet 

Pahranagat  District  lies  in  a  loAy  range  of  mountains  running  nearly  north 
and  sooth,  and  is  distant  from  Callville  on  the  Colorado  River,  about  one 
hundred  and  forty  miles  in  a  southerly  direction.  A  good  road  is  open  the  whole 
distance,  following  the  Pahranagat  Valley,  the  Muddy  River  and  the  Rio 
Virgen,  crossing  the  road  from  San  Bernardino  to  Salt  Lake.  On  the  Muddy 
River  there  are  three  flourishing  Mormon  settlements,  numbering  probably  six 
hundred  persons. 
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The  climate  enables  them  to  raise  cotton  to  advantage.  Egan  Canon,  on  the 
Overland  Stage  Road,  is  nearly  one  hundred  and  eighty  or  two  hundred  miles 
north  of  Pahranagat,  and,  until  the  past  summer,  was  the  usual  route  from 
Austin,  making  the  distance  between  the  two  places  three  hundred  and  fifty 
miles.  The  discoveries  in  southeastern  Nevada  made  this  year  have,  however, 
ebowh  that  a  good  road  could  be  made,  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  forty 
miles  in  length.  The  direct  road  from  Virginia  by  way  of  Indian  Springs,  is 
about  three  hundred  and  fifty  miles. 

Gtology. — ^The  principal  mines  of  Pahranagat  lie  on  the  southern  and  eastern 
slopes  of  Mount  Irish,  a  lofly  peak  which  probably  attains  an  elevation  of  9,000 
feet.  The  mass  of  Mount  Irish  is  a  whitish  porphyritic  rock,  the  flanks  of  the 
mountain  consisting  of  blackish  limestone  (abounding  in  fragments  of  crinoids 
and  corals)  overlying  slates,  and  capped  with  a  heavy  bed  of  quartzite*  This 
bed  of  quartzite  is  said  to  contain  fossils,  and  in  it  are  found  the  croppings  of  the 
Green  Monster,  and  other  veins.  On  Silver  Hill  and  Sanderson  Mountain  the 
outcroppings  of  the  lodes  are  in  limestone.  On  the  western  slope  of  the  range, 
crystalline  eruptive  rocks  are  abundant. 

Charcxter  of  Veins, — ^The  following  table  of  a  number  of  veins  will  convey 
an  idea  of  their  general  character.  They  vary  greatly  in  width,  and  in  the 
nature  of  the  minerals  they  carry ;  but  it  is  impossible  from  the  limited  amount 
of  work  which  had  been  done  on  them  in  the  spring  of  1866  to  speak  of  any- 
thing but  their  appearance  on  the  surface.  Reports  coming  from  this  district 
during  the  summer  and  autumn  speak  very  favorably  of  the  developments  which 
have  been  made  since  spring.  The  general  direction  of  the  lodes  is  from  N.E. 
to  S.W.,  frequently  varying  slightly  from  this  strike  either  way.  It  is  not  un- 
likely, from  the  differences  which  the  lodes  present,  that  there  may  be  two  or 
three  series  of  different  ages. 

SILYEB  MOUNTAIN. 

Haieh  Lode, — Dip  northwest  70*^,  two  feet  wide. 

My  and  Sandenaru — Dip  nearly  vertical,  five  feet  wide,  crops  boldly,  excava- 
tion five  feet  deep. 

North  Star. — Dip  nearly  vertical,  three  feet  wide,  crops  boldly. 

EcUpie. — Dip  nearly  vertical,  five  feet  wide,  crops  boldly. 

Utah. — Dip  75^  southeasterly,  five  feet  wide,  traceable  some  distance,  walls 
well  defined  near  the  surface* 

Bay  State. — Dip  very  neariy  vertical,  four  feet  wide,  no  developments. 
Promises  well.  * 

lUinoit. — Dip  nearly  vertical,  twelve  to  fifteen  feet  wide,  but  crops  boldly  and 
traceable  for  some  distance. 

New  Hampshire. — ^Dip  nearly  vertical,  five  to  ten  feet  wide,  well  defined. 

H^OLUSKT  MOUNTAIN. 

Bio  Virgen. — Dip  nearly  vertical,  five  to  ten  feet  wide,  outcrop  ten  feet  high. 
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SANDERSON  HOTTNTAIK. 

Antelope, — Dip  vertical,  one  foot  wide. 

Darius. — Dip  S.W.  70^,  three  feet  wide,  strong-looking  lode. 

Silver  Wave, — Dip  nearly  vertical,  two  feet  wide. 

These  locations  are  not  hj  any  means  to  he  taken  as  the  hest  lodes  in  the 
district  in  all  instances.  There  are  many  others  of  probably  greater  value  than 
many  of  those  mentioned,  and  multitndes  of  inferior  claims. 

Character  of  Ore. — Some  of  the  lodes  carry  a  large  per  centage  of  galena,  as 
many  of  those  on  Sanderson  Mountain.  Others  are  heavily  laden  with  ozydes 
and  decomposed  sulphnrets  of  iron,  but  the  majority  of  them  carry  sulphurets 
of  silver,  antimonial  silver,  and  considerable  copper.  The  last  class  are  by  far 
the  most  important,  not  merely  on  account  of  the  richness  of  the  ore,  but  because 
of  their  superior  size. 

Woody  for  fuel,  is  abundant,  the  entire  range  being  well  covered  with  pifloo, 
which  attains  a  large  size,  and  would  answer  well  for  all  purposes  inside  the 
mines.  On  the  loflier  portions  of  the  mountains,  pine  suitable  for  lumber  and 
heavy  mill  timbers  is  found  in  sufficient  quantities  for  present  use. 

FaeiMHeefor  Reduction. — A  five-stamp  mill  has  been  erected  at  Hico  Springs, 
about  twelve  miles  distant  from  the  mines,  and  a  ten-stamp  mill  is  reported  to 
be  on  the  ground.  The  Montauk  Mining  Company  of  New  York,  under  the 
superintendence  of  Captain  Dahlgren,  have  constructed  a  small  furnace  to  ben- 
eficiate  ores  from  the  Silver  Wave,  Silver  Age,  and  other  argentiferous  galena 
lodes.  The  greatest  difficulty  this  company  will  have  to  contend  with  is  the  want 
of  water  to  dress  their  ores  preparatory  to  smelting. 

Water  is  scarce  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  mines,  even  for  domestic  use, 
the  supply  being  derived  from  small  springs,  so  weak  as  scarcely  to  yield  an 
overflow.  The  development  of  the  mines  will  probably  remedy  this  defect.  In 
Pahranagat  Valley,  about  twelve  miles  distant,  the  supply  is  ample  for  all  the 
requirements  of  the  district,  both  now  and  in  the  future. 

Other  Resources. — Fireclay  of  good  quality  is  said  to  be  found  in  Pahranagat 
Valley,  while  a  superior  article  is  reported  from  Meadow  Lake  Valley.  Rock 
salt  is  found  in  inexhaustible  quantities  on  the  Rio  Vii^n,  a*bout  ninety  miles 
south  of  Pahranagat,  on  the  road  to  the  Colorado  River.  The  deposit  is  said 
to  be  traceable  along  the  side  of  the  mountain  for  ten  miles,  and  on  detaching 
the  dirty  exterior  coating,  an  article  almost  as  clear  as  glass  is  found  beneath. 

Towns. — ^The  principal  settlements  are  at  Logan  Springs ;  Silver  Cafion 
and  Springers'  Ranch  in  the  mountains,  and  Hico  and  Crystal  Springs  in  the 
valley. 

Agricultural  Resources. — Pahranagat  Valley  is  thirty  miles  in  length,  and  well 
watered  by  a  stream  which  rises  at  Hico,  near  the  northern  end,  and,  after  re- 
ceiving several  additions  to  its  volume,  del)ouches  into  Pahranagat  Lake.  The 
valley  is  fully  capable  of  raising  all  the  supplies  required  by  the  district  for  many 
years  to  come,  the  climate  being  mild  and  genial  during  the  winter. 
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STOREY  COUNTY. 


ThoQgh  one  of  the  smallest  counties  in  tbe  State,  the  returns  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  officers  show  that  Storej  Coimtj,  and  the  neighboring  counties  which 
are  dependent  on  Storey  Countj  for  the  supply  of  ores  with  which  to  keep  their 
mills  running,  as  well  as  for  a  market  for  their  lumber  and  agricultural  produc- 
tions, yield  about  four-fiflhs  of  the  entire  revenue  of  the  State.  Storey  County 
lies  near  the  western  boundary  of  the  State,  about  ten  miles  from  the  base  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada,  and  b  bounded  by  Churchill  County  on  the  east, 
Humboldt  County  on  the  north,  Washoe  County  on  the  west,  and  Lyon  County 
on  the  south. 

DISCOVBBT   OP   SILVEB  IN  NETADA. 

''In  1857,  Joe  Kirby  and  others  commenced  placer  mining  in  Six-Mile  Cafton, 
about  half  a  mile  below  where  the  Ophir  works  now  are,  and  worked  at  inter- 
vals with  indifferent  success  until  1859.  On  the  22d  of  February,  1858,  the  first 
quartz  claim  was  located  in  the  Virginia  Mining  District,  on  the  '  Virginia  Crop- 
pings,'  by  James  Finney,  generally  known  as  *  Old  Virginia,'  from  whom  the 
city  of  Virginia  and  the  croppings  have  taken  their  name." — Surv.  Gen.  Report^ 
1865. 

'^  The  discovery  of  rich  deposits  of  silver  ore  was  not  made  until  June,  1859, 
when  Peter  O'Reilly  and  Patrick  McLaughlin,  while  engaged  in  gold-washing 
on  what  is  now  the  ground  of  the  Ophir  Mining  Company,  and  near  the  south 
line  of  the  Mexican  Company's  claim,  uncovered  a  rich  vein  of  sulphuret  of 
silver,  in  an  excavation  made  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  water  to  use  in  their 
rockers  in  washing  for  gold.  This  discovery  being  on  the  ground  claimed  at 
the  time  by  Sarby  and  others,  Comstock  was  employed  to  purchase  their  claim, 
whereby  Comstock's  name  has  been  given  to  this  great  lode." — Surv,  Gen.  Re- 
port, 1865. 

The  discovery  proved  to  the  top  of  the  immensely  rich  '^  chimney  "  from  which 
the  companies  just  mentioned  have  taken  bullion  to  the  amount  of  nearly 
$10,000,000.  J^rospectors  immediately  flocked  into  the  country  by  hundreds ; 
locations  were  made  on  the  supposed  course  of  the  lode  for  upwards  of  six  miles ; 
and  in  a  couple  of  years,  as  if  by  enchantment,  the  towns  of  Virginia  and  Gold 
Hill,  with  fi  population  of  probably  15,000  or  20,000  persons,  sprang  up  in  the 
wilderness.  The  following  mining  districts  have  been  organized  within  the 
limits  of  the  county:  Virginia,  Gk)ld  Hill,  American  Flat,  Flowery,  Silver  Star, 
Castle,  Red  Mountain,  Nevada  and  Churchill.  After  speaking  of  the  more  un- 
important districts,  I  will  enter  more  into  detail  regarding  the  mining  interests 
of  Storey  County,  which  are  chiefly  concentrated  in  the  vicinity  of  Virginia  and 
Gk>ld  Hill. 
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BBD  MOUNTAIN  BISTBICT 


lies  in  the  northwest  corner  of  the  county,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Truckee 
River,  and  claims  but  little  attention  at  the  present  time.  It  is  well  supplied  with 
wood  and  water,  and  furnishes  the  mills  of  Virginia  with  large  quantities  of  the 
former  article.    Distance  from  Virginia,  about  twelve  miles. 

CASTLE  DISTRICT 

lies  south  of  the  Bed  Mountain,  and  is  at  present  entirely  deserted  as  a  mining 
camp.     Prospecting  for  coal  was  here  carried  on  in  most  unpromising  localities. 

NEVADA  DISTRICT 

lies  to  the  east  of  Red  Mountain  and  Castle  Districts. 

CHURCHILL   DISTRICT 

lies  on  the  east  border  of  the  county,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  military  post  of 
the  same  name.  But  little  if  any  work  is  being  done  in  the  district  at  the 
present  time.  The  ores  are  chiefly  very  hard,  bluish-tinted,  silver-bearing 
quartz,  strongly  resembling  those  of  Palmyra  District,  which  lies  to  the  south- 
ward, both  districts  being  in  all  probability  on  the  same  belt. 

FLOWERT  DISTRICT 

is  located  a  few  miles  to  the  northeast  of  Virginia  City.  The  first  discoveries 
made  in  this  district,  in  the  fall  of  1859,  were  thought  to  be  of  great  promise, 
and  for  several  years  considerable  prospecting  was  done  with  only  indifierent 
results.  When  the  great  depression  of  the  mining  interest  occurred  in  1864^ 
Flowery  District  was  one  of  the  first  to  feel  the  change,  and  since  that  time  has 
been  entirely  under  a  cloud.  The  Lady  Bryan  Company  continued  operations 
up  to  a  recent  date ;  but  at  the  close  of  1866  I  am  not  aware  that  any  work  is 
being  done  in  the  district.  The  location  of  the  last  mentioned  company  is  on  a 
large  vein  probably  three  hundred  feet  in  width,  on  which  a  depth  of  about  three 
hundred  feet  has  been  attained.  The  lode  has  yielded  sulphuretores  of  consid- 
erable value,  but  the  deposits  have  been  limited  in  extent. 

SILVER   STAR   DISTRICT 

lies  east  of  Virginia,  in  the  range  of  mountains  between  Virginia  and  the  valley 
of  Carson  River,  below  Dayton.  The  locations  in  this  district  are  quite  numer- 
ous, but  after  the  first  prospecting  were  abandoned  until  about  a  year  ago,  when 
the  reduced  cost  of  beneficiating  ores  made  the  low  grade  ores  of  the  district 
valuable.  The  principal  lode  is  known  as  the  New  Brunswick,  on  which  the 
St.  John,  St.  Patrick,  St.  George,  and  other  locations  have  been  made.  A  brief 
description  of  the  St  John  Mine  will  serve  as  a  type  of  alL  At  this  point  the 
lode  is  about  ten  feet  wide,  dipping  about  40°  to  the  east,  with  a  strike  considei^ 
ably  to  the  east  of  north.  The  gangue  consists  chiefly  of  carbonate  of  lime, 
and  is  said  to  yield  about  $20  per  ton  at  the  mill.  An  analysis  of  similar  ore 
from  the  Occidental  Mine,  probably  on  the  same  vein,  a  few  miles  farther  south, 
will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  The  Occidental  Mine  has  been  successfully 
worked  for  upwards  of  a  year,  and  the  St.  John  for  a  somewhat  shorter  period

GOLD  HILL   DISTRICT. 

AMERICAN   FLAT   DISTRICT. 

As  these  three  districts  are  all  of  them  organized  on  the  Comstpek  Lode,  and 
to  treat  of  them  separately  would  be  but  useless  repetition,  it  will  be  best  to 
speak  of  them  unitedlj. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  mining  claims  are  locations  on  the  line  of  the 
Comstock  Lode ;  the  exceptions  being  some  few  in  the  Virginia  District,  l3ring 
near  the  summit  of  the  mountains  west  of  the  town,  and  others  in  Gold  Hill 
District,  east  of  the  Comstock  Lode,  and  characterized  hj  a  soft,  black  gangue, 
yielding  chiefly  gold. 

Geology  of  the  DiitricL — ^The  subject  has  been  so  ably  handled  by  Baron 
Richthofen  in  his  report  on  the  Comstock  vein,  published  under  the  auspices  of 
the  ^  Sutro  Tunnel  Company,''  that  I  have  made  the  following  extracts  from 
that  report  on  this  subject,  and  also  on  the  characters  of  the  vein  and  its  ores. 
They  will  be  found  well  worthy  of  careful  attention,  as  are  all  the  publications 
issued  in  connection  with  this  enterprise.*

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OUTIHES  OF  THE  GEOLOGY  OF  WASHOE. 


'<  The  range  of  the  Washoe  Mountains,  on  which  the  CSomstock  vein  is  situa- 
ted, is  separated  from  the  steep  eastern  slope  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  bj  a  contin- 
uous meridional  depression  marked   by  tlie  deep  basins  of  Truckee  Yallej, 
Washoe  Valley,  and  Carson  Valley.    Its  shape  is  irregular,  though  in  general 
a  direction  from  south  to  north  may  be  traced  in  the  summit  range.     South,  it 
slopes  gradually  down  to  a  smooth  table-land,  traversed  from  west  to  east  hj 
the  Carson  River  flowing  in  a  narrow  crevice,  beyond  which  the  Washoe  Range 
continues  in  the  more  elevated  Pine  Nut  Mountains.     Some  peaks  in  the  latter 
have  an  altitude  of  probably  more  than  nine  thousand  feet.     To  the  west  the 
Washoe  Mountains  descend  rapidly  and  sink  beneath  the  detrital  beds  of  Washoe 
Valley  and  Truckee  Valley,  but  are  connected  with  the  Sierra  Nevada  by  two 
low  granite  ridges  stretching,  at  right  angles  with  its  general  course,  across  the 
northern  and  southern  ends  of  Washoe  Valley,  and  thus  isolating  its  basin. 
To  the  north  and  east,  the  Washoe  Range  passes  into  a  very  extensive  moun- 
tainous region  which  is  but  little  explored ;  while  to  the  southeast  it  disappears 
abruptly  below  one  of  the  middle  basins  of  Carson  River.    The  width  of  the 
entire  range  is  not  more  than  fourteen  miles,  while  its  length  from  north  to 
south  is  not  determinable,  on  account  of  the  scanty  knowledge  we  possess  aboot 
the  northern  parts  of  the  country.     The  culminating  point  of  the  range  is 
Mount  Davidson,  the  elevation  of  which  was  determined  by  Professor  J.  D. 
Whitney  as  7,827  feet    The  altitudes  of  other  places  are :  "Virginia  City,  (B 
Street)  6,205  feet ;  Devil's  Gate,  5,105  feet;  while  the  basins  to  the  west  and 
south  have  the  following  elevations :  Washoe  Lake,  5,006  feet ;  Carson  City, 
4,615  feet ;  Dayton,  4,490  feet ;  all  according  to  barometrical  measurement  by 
Professor  Whitney. 

The  summit  range,  which  extends  northerly  and  southerly  from  Mount  Da- 
vidson, forms  the  water-shed ;  deep  gulches,  marking  the  intense  eroding  action 
of  currents  in  former  times,  though  now  almost  entirely  dry,  descend  from  it 
down  to  the  basins. 

The  aspect  of  the  Washoe  Mountains  is  exceedingly  barren ;  so  is  the  view 
from  Virginia  over  the  hilly  country  to  the  east.  Yet  there  is  a  remarkable 
grandeur  and  sublimity  in  it.  The  air  is  extraordinarily  pure  and  transparent, 
so  as  to  allow  every  gulch  and  declivity  in  the  slope  of  mountains  a  hundred 
miles  off  to  be  distinguished.  The  eye  wanders  over  an  unbroken  desert,  where 
barren  hills  alternate  with  wide  and  sandy  basins.  There  is  no  beauty  in  this 
scenery,  but  it  has  a  strange  charm ;  the  constant  enjoyment  of  the  distant  view 
is  a  redeeming  feature  of  life  in  Virginia. 

At  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  the  Comstock  vein,  the  Washoe  Monntwis 
are  said  to  have  been  covered  with  scattered  trees  of  the  nut-pine  and  cedar. 
But  since  then,  they  have  been  extirpated,  and  Virginia  depends  for  its  supply 
of  wood  and  timber  chiefly  on  the  slope  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  which,  down  to 
the  before-mentioned  depression,  is  covered  with  a  continuous  forest    The  enor- 


mous  consumption  of  hewn  timber  in  the  mines  is,  however,  rapidly  bringing 
about  the  destruction  of  the  better  part  of  those  forests,  and  the  supply  will 
soon  have  to  be  obtained  from  a  greater  and  greater  distance.  It  is  cdmost 
unlimited  on  Truckee  River,  at  thirty  miles,  distance  from  Virginia,  but  this 
will  only  be  made  available  by  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  that  place  to 
the  mines. 

The  situation  of  Washoe  in  the  westernmost  part  of  the  great  basin,  and 
immediately  east  of  the  steep  eastern  slope  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  causes  it,  in 
its  geological  features,  to  form  an  intermediate  link  between  the  structure  of 
both  of  them,  though  it  partakes  far  more  of  the  diversified  composition  peculiar 
to  the  mountain  ranges  of  the  Great  Basin.  To  the  Sierra  Nevada  it  is  related 
by  the  metamorphism  of  its  sedimentary  formations,  which  farther  east  appear 
more  regularly  stratified  and  less  altered.  With  both  it  has  in  common  the  con- 
siderable part  which  tertiary  and  post-tertiary  eruptive  rocks,  partly  of  pure 
volcanic  origin,  play  in  its  architecture.  We  mention  in  the  following  only  the 
more  important  rocks. 

Mount  Davidson,  the  promment  central  point,  consists  of  Syenite,  a  granitic 
rock,  which  here  is  composed  of  two  kinds  of  feldspar,  (orthoclase  and  oligo- 
clase)  hornblende  in  laminated  prisms  of  greenish  black  color,  some  mica,  and 
occasionally  epidote,  but  no  quartz.     It  is  probably  a  continuation  of  the  gran- 
itic axis  of  the   Pine-Nut  Mountains,  and  forms  with  the  Metamorphic  rocksj 
which  accompany  it,  the  backbone  of  the  Washoe  Mountains.     The  latter  rocks 
join  the  syenite  to  the  north  and  south,  and  are  intersected  by  dykes  of  that 
rock,  thereby  proving  its  later  origin.     Lithologically,  they  exhibit  a  great  vari- 
ety ;  but  they  may  be  subdivided  in  three  distinct  groups,  one  of  which  is  of 
Trtassic  age,  and  was  first  discovered   by  Prof.  J.  D.  Whitney  in   Eldorado 
Canon,  near  Dayton  ;  this  is  the  most  recent  group,  and  its  rocks  are  ordinarily 
but  little  metamorphosed.    They  are  immediately  preceded  in  age  by  a  series 
of  micaceous  and  qucaizose  slates,  which  usually  contain  some  beds  of  limestone. 
Both  these  groups  occur  only  at  some  distance  from  the  Comstock  vein.     Of 
more  importance  for  the  latter  is  a  third  series,  of  komUendic  (uralitic)  rocks 
with  interstratified  layers   of  quartzite,  gray  slate,  and  crystalline  limestone, 
which  is  often  accompanied  by  extensive  deposits  of  very  pure  specular  iron. 
These  rocks  form  the  hills  which  fiank  American  Flat  to  the  west,  as  well  as 
those  between  Silver  City  and  Carson.     They  are  capped  by  an  overflow  of 
Quarizose  porphyry,  an  eruptive  rock,  which,  however,  is  of  no  importance, 
except  as  forming  the  footwall  of  the  Justis  vein. 

These  rocks  form  the  ancient  series.  They  partly  preceded,  and  partly  were 
contemporaneous  with  the  gradual  emergence  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  and  the 
Great  Basin,  and  the  entire  chain  of  the  Cordilleras,  from  the  ancient  sea, 
whose  traces  are  left  in  saline  incrustations  and  salt  pools  at  the  bottom  of  the 
numerous  basins  between  the  Sierra  Nevada  and  the  Rocky  Mountains,  which 
had  formerly  remained  filled  with  the  water  of  the  retiring  sea.  The  Washoe 
Mountains  formed  undoubtedly  an  elevated  range  during  the  long  period  which 
elapsed  till  the  commencement  of  the  formation  of  the  recent  series  of  rocks, 
which  bear  still  closer  relation  to  the  Comstock  vein  than  the  former.  These 
rocks  are  eruptive  and  volcanic,  and  belong  to  the  latter  part  of  the  tertiary 
and  to  the  post-tertiary  periods. 

To  the  first  of  them  in  age  we  apply  the  recently  introduced  term :  PropyUte. 
In  Washoe  the  names  "  feldspathic  porphyry "  and  "  homblendic  porphyry " 
are  commonly  used  to  designate  two  prominent  varieties  of  it.  They  are  very 
appropriate  miners'  terms ;  but,  scientifically  applied,  would  be  capable  of  very 
differing  interpretation.  In  other  countries  the  terms  <<  Diorite,"  *'  Dioritic  por- 
phyry," "  greenstone,"  "  porphyritic  greenstone,"  and  "  trachy tic  greenstone," 
have  been  applied,  which  confusion  of  names  shows  best  the  indistinctness  of 
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the  external  characters  of  the  rock.  Propjlite  has  this  remarkable  peculiarity, 
namely :  that  it  resembles  man j  ancient  rocks  exactly  in  appearance,  and  jel 
is  among  the  most  recent  in  origin.  It  is  prominent  among  the  inclosing  rocks 
of  the  Comstock  vein,  and,  besides,  incloses  severed,  perhaps  most,  of  the  tar^eti 
and  most  prodticiive  silver  veins  in  the  world,  as  those  in  the  Carpathian 
mountains  of  Zacatecas  and  other  places  in  Mexico,  and  probably  several  veins 
in  Bolivia.  Mineralogically,  it  consists  of  a  fine-grained  paste  of  ordinarilj 
greenish,  but  sometimes  gray,  red,  and  brown  color,  with  imbedded  crystals  of 
feldspar  (oligoclase)  and  columns  of  dark  green  and  fibrous,  seldom  of  black, 
hornblende,  which  is  also  the  coloring  matter  of  the  base.  A  peculiarity  of  the 
rock  is  its  ferruginous  character  when  decomposed.  Probably  it  contains  other 
metals  besides  iron.  Geologically,  it  is  an  eruptive  rock ;  but  it  is  accompanied 
by  vast  accumulations  of  breccia,  which  is  sometimes  regularly  stratified.  The 
fiats  of  Virginia  City,  Gold  Hill,  American  City,  and  Silver  City,  consist  of 
propylite ;  it  lies,  in  general,  east  of  the  mountains  consisting  of  the  ancient 
formations,  and  contains  several  mineral  veins  besides  the  Comstock  Lode.  Its 
distribution  in  other  countries  of  the  world  is  not  very  general. 

Several  different  kinds  of  eruptive  and  volcanic  rocks  followed  the  outbreaks  of 
propylite ;  but  only  to  one  of  them  have  we  to  direct  attention  in  reference  to  the 
Comstock  vein,  as  it  probably  caused  its  formation,  besides  taking  a  prominent 
part  in  the  structure  of  the  country.  It  is  known  in  Petrology  by  the  name  of 
Sanidin-trachyte ;  for  convenience  sake  we  simply  use  the  name  IVach^e.  Its 
essential  character  is  the  predominance  of  a  species  of  feldspar,  called  glassj 
feldspar  or  sanidin,  which,  along  with  hornblende  and  mica,  is  imbedded  in  a 
base  or  paste  of  a  peculiarly  rough  texture,  caused  by  microscopical  vesicules 
which  fill  the  rock.  It  has  a  beautiful  appearance,  and  presents  very  different 
colors.  Several  superior  qualities  render  it  of  great  use  in  Washoe  as  building 
material;  all  the  masonry  of  the  G<»uld  and  Curry  Mill  is  constructed  of 
trachyte ;  some  laminated  varieties  break  easily  into  regular  blocks  used  for 
stairs  and  pillars.  Also  ordinary  varieties  yield  easily  to  the  blow  of  the  ham- 
mer, and  break  into  conchoidal  fragments ;  it  forms,  therefore,  an  easy  blasting 
rock — a  quality  which  will  come  considerably  into  account  for  the  construction 
of  a  deep  adit  level. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  the  eruptive  origin  of  trachyte.  It  even  presents 
the  aspect  of  volcanic  lava,  and  this  term  has  been  applied  to  it  in  Washoe. 
The  mode  of  occurrence  shows  that  it  has  been  ejected  through  long  fissures,  in 
a  viscous  or  liquid  state  and  at  a  high  temperature.  In  some  places,  the  erap- 
tions  were  subaqueous,  as  in  the  vicinity  of  Dayton.  The  entire  table  land 
around  that  place  is  built  up  of  stratified  trachytic  tufa.  .  The  solid  trachyte 
rises  from  it  in  rugged  mountains,  which  form  an  elevated  and  very  conspicuous 
range,  passing  east  of  the  Gould  and  Curry  mill,  across  Seven  Mile  Ca2<»i, 
(where,  for  instance,  the  Sugar  Loaf  Peak  consists  of  it)  and  bending  in  a 
semicircle  round  to  Washoe  Lake.  Pleasant  Valley  is  entirely  surrounded  by 
trachytic  hills ;  and  farther  north,  this  rock  covers  the  country  to  a  great  extent. 

Sanidin  trachyte  has  never  been  found  to  contain  silver-bearing  veins,  and 
in  Washoe  none  occur  in  it,  and  yet  it  has  evidently  been  mainly  instrumental 
in  the  formation  of  the  Comstock  Lode  and  other  veins  in  that  re^on. 

No  geological  events  after  that  epoch  are  worth  noticing,  for  our  present  obje<^ 
Eruptions  of  basaltic  rocks  were  considerable  in  adjoining  parts  of  the  Great 
Basin,  but  have  been  of  little  consequence  in  Washoe.  Volcanic  and  eruptive 
activity  gradually  died  away,  and  we  behold  now  their  last  stages  in  the  action 
of  thermal  springs,  such  as  Steamboat  Springs.  The  surface  underwent  bot 
slow  and  gradual  denudation,  and  the  events  of  the  volcanic  period  are  recorded 
so  perfectly  and  distinctly  in  the  nature  and  association  of  the  rocks,  as  to  aid 
us  greatly  in  expUiining  the  mode  of  formation  of  the  Comstock  vein. 
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GENERAL   STBUGTOBE   OF    COMSTOCK   VEIK. 

The  Comstock  vein  runs  nearly  in  the  direction  of  the  magnetic  meridian, 
(the  varialion  being  sixteen  and  a  quarter  degrees  east)  along  the  eastern  slope 
of  the  Mount  Davidson  range,  which  descends  at  a  steep  gx;ade  until  it  abuts 
against  the  gentle  slope  of  three  ^  Flats,"  on  which,  at  an  altitude  of  from  five 
thousand  eight  hundred  to  six  thousand  two  hundred  feet,  are  situated  the  towns 
of  Virginia,  Gold  Hill,  and  American  Citj.  The  outcroppings  of  the  vein  ex- 
tend in  a  broad  belt  along  the  foot  of  the  steep  grade  and  immediately  above 
the  three  towns.  The  course  of  the  vein,  as  far  as  yet  explored,  is  somewhat 
dependent  on  the  shape  of  the  slope,  as  it  partakes  of  all  its  irregularities,  pass- 
ing the  ravines  in  concave  bends,  and  inclosing  the  foot  of  the  different  ridges 
in  convex  curves ;  the  greatest  convexity  is  around  the  broad,  uninterrupted 
foot  of  Mount  Davidson  itself.  These  irregularities  are  of  importance,  as  they 
influence  the  ore-bearing  character  of  the  vein. 

The  length  to  which  the  Comstock  vein  has  been  traced  with  certainty,  is 
about  nineteen  thousand  feet,  (from  Utah  mine  to  Caledonia  tunnel,  south  of 
Overman  mine)  while  its  total  extent  is,  probably,  at  least  twenty-four  thousand 
feet.  The  most  extensive  explorations  are  between  the  Ophir  North  mine  and 
the  Overman,  a  distance  of  about  eleven  thousand  feet ;  at  other  parts  but  little 
or  only  superficial  work  has  been  done.  This  applies  particularly  to  the  nor- 
thern and  southern  ends,  as  well  as  to  some  short  portions  of  the  central  part. 
Several  mines  are  being  worked  to  more  than  five  hundred  feet  in  depth,  while 
some  of  the  shafts,  as  those  of  the  Mexican,  Hale  and  Norcross,  Gould  and 
Curry,  and  other  mines,  descend  to  more  than  seven  hundred  feet  below  the 
outcrops.  Altogether,  the  amount  of  work  done  up  to  this  time  is  sufficient  to 
show  clearly  the  structure  of  the  vein  in  its  upper  portion,  and  to  allow  well 
founded  conclusions  to  be  drawn  in  regard  to  those  which  are  below  the  present 
works. 

Without  entering  here  on  the  question  of  the  "  plurality  of  veins,"  or  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  so-called  "one  ledge  theory,"  the  dificussion  of  both  of  which 
has  caused  expensive  and  bitter  litigation,  and  retarded  the  development  of 
Washoe,  but  at  present  is  decided  in  the  minds  of  probably  everybody — we 
simply  state  in  the  following  pages  those  facts  which  may  be  considered  as 
proved  by  evidence. 

The  Comstock  vein,  at  a  depth  of  from  four  hundred  to  six  hundred  feet 
beneath  its  lowest  outcrops,  fills  a  fissure  of  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred 
and  thirty  and  even  two  hundred  feet  in  width,  but  contracting  in  placeft  so  as 
to  allow  both  walls  to  come  in  close  contact.  Both  of  the  latter,  at  that  depth, 
descend  easterly  at  an  angle  varying  from  forty-two  to  sixty  degrees.  Upwards, 
from  the  average  depth  of  five  hundred  feet,  the  western  wall  rises  to  the  surface 
with  the  same  inclination,  which,  however,  occasionally  diminishes  at  upper 
levels  tp  forty  and  thirty-eight  degrees,  while  the  eastern  wall  soon  bends  to  the 
vertical,  and  gradually  turns  to  a  western  dip,  which  at  places  is  forty-five  de- 
grees. Its  general  position  to  the  depth  mentioned  is,  therefore,  about  vertical, 
with  an  inflation  to  the  west  The  vein,  consequently,  expands  towards  the 
surface,  in  the  shape  of  a  funnel.  The  increase  in  volume  is  especially  pro- 
duced by  the  intervention,  between  the  vein  matter,  of  large  fragments  of  country- 
rock,  broken  from  the  walls,  but  usually  moved  only  a  little  way  downward,  by 
sliding  from  their  original  place.  The  bulk  and  number  of  these  fragments,  or 
*^  horses,''  increases  towards  the  surface,  where  some  of  them  have  a  length  of 
almost  one  thousand  feet,  and  a  width  of  fifty'  to  upwards  of  one  hundred  feet 
Vein  matter,  branching  off  from  below,  fills  the  spaces  between  the  fragments,  but 
is  generally  near  the  surface  far  inferior  in  bulk  as  compared  with  the  country- 
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rock.    The  width  of  the  belt  in  which  these  branches  come  to  the  surface,  and 
there  form  scattered  outcroppings,  is  generallj  more  than  five  hundred  feet. 

On  the  western  side  (west  of  the  Virginia  and  El  Dorado  croppings)  the  Corn- 
stock  vein  is  accompanied  by  a  number  of  smaller  veins,  the  outcroppings  of  which 
are  visible  on  Cedar  Hill,  Central  Hill,  Ophir  Hill,  and  Mount  Davidson,  and  are 
with  some  of  them  of  considerable  size.  They  are  nearly  parallel  to  the  miun 
vein,  and  dip  to  the  east.  Probably  they  will  unite  in  depth  with  the  Corn- 
stock  vein,  which,  by  its  relation  to  them,  may  be  considered  as  the  main  Toin 
of  what  German  miners  call  a  **  Gangzug/'  The  western  boundary  of  this  main 
vein  is  exceedingly  well  defined,  by  a  continuous  clay  selvage  lying  on  the 
smooth  foot-wali  and  separating  the  vein-matter  very  distinctly  from  the  coun- 
try ;  but  it  is  difierent  on  the  eastern  side,  where  the  adjoining  coontry-rock,  as  is 
o^n  the  case  with  true  fissure-veins,  is  impregnated  with  matter  similar  to  that 
which  fills  the  fissure.  It  is  frequently  concentrated  in  channels  running  par- 
allel to,  or  ascending  from,  the  vein,  but  in  fact  forming  parts  of  it.  The  well- 
defined  east  wall  of  its  main  body  has,  therefore,  often  not  the  same  position  rela- 
tively to  the  entire  vein,  and  with  the  growing  depth  gained  )>y  successive 
explorations,  the  development  of  vein-matter  east  of  what  was  formerly  consid- 
ered the  east  wall,  increases. 

INCLOSING  BOCK. 

The  rocks  which  accompany  the  Comstock  vein,  change  in  its  course.  Thej 
are  difierent  varieties  of  propylite  on  the  eastern  side,  throughout  its  whole 
extent.  In  some  places  the  frequent  and  large  crystals  of  feldspar  give  it  a 
porphyritic  character,  which  in  certain  varieties  is  rendered  more  striking  by 
green  colunxns  of  hornblende ;  at  others  the  rock  has  a  very  fine  grain,  and  the 
inclos^  crystals  are  of  minute  size ;  again,  the  rock  is  either  compact  and 
homogeneous,  or  it  has  a  brecciated  appearance  from  the  inclosure  of  nomerous 
angular  fragmepts.  Also  the  color  changes,  though  it  is  predominantly  gr^n, 
and  the.  difierent  degrees  of  decomposition  create,  finally,  an  endless  variety. 
We  will  presently  have  occasion  to  consider  the  causes  to  which  it  is  due. 

The  western  country  ofiers  more  ditferences.  Along  the  slope  of  Mount 
Davidson  and  Mount  Butler,  from  the  Best  and  Belcher  mine  to  Gold  Hill,  it 
is  formed  by  syenite,  which,  at  some  places,  is  separated  from  the  vein  by  a 
fine-grained  and  crystalline  rock  of  black  color,  having  the  nature  of  aphanite, 
but  altogether  obscure  as  to  the  mode  of  its  occurrence.  It  is  from  three  to 
Mty  feet  thick,  and  the  elucidation  of  its  real  nature  may  be  expected  from  fur- 
ther developments.  As  syenite  to  the  west,  and  propylite  to  the.  east>  occur 
just  in  that  portion  of  the  Comstock  vein  which  has  been  most  explored,  and 
where  works,  more  than  anywhere  else,  extend  in  both  directions  into  the  coun- 
try, it  has  been  generally  assumed,  in  Virginia,  that  the  lode  follows  the  plane 
of  contact  between  two  different  kinds  of  rock,  and  is  therefore  a  contact  deposit. 
But  immediately  north  of  Mount  Davidson,  where  propylite  extends  high  up  on 
the  western  hills,  this  rock  forms  the  western  country  as  well  as  the  eastern,  as 
at  the  California  and  Ophir  mines — ^though  at  the  latter,  metamorphic  rocks 
and  syenite  are  associated  with  propylite,  on  the  western  side.  On  Cedar  Hillt 
syenite  again  predominates ;  but,  farther  north,  propylite  forms  the  country  on 
both  sides.  South  of  Gold  Hill,  the  syenite  disappears  from  the  western  wall, 
and  its  place  is  taken  to  some  extent  by  propylite^  but  in  greater  part,  by  met- 
amorphic rocks  of  the  third  of  the  before-mentioned  classes,  principally  quartz- 
ite  and  uralitic  rocks.  They  are  best  exposed  in  the  Caledonia  tunnel*  No- 
where have  syenite  and  metamorphic  rocks  been  found  occurring  on  the  eastern 
side. 
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OUTOROPPINQS. 

The  outcroppings  of  the  Comstook  vein  do  not  form  a  continuous  line,  but 
consist  rather  of  small  and  detached  ranges  of  quartz,  ordinarilj  protruding 
from  the  surroundmg  ground,  and  sometimes  forming  bold  crests,  which  in  the 
aggregate  constitute  a  broad  interrupted  belt.  The  horisontal  distance  across 
the  vein  of  the  outcrops  of  the  different  branches,  amounts  to  upwai'ds  of  six 
hundred  feet.  Those  of  the  western  branches,  which  retain  the  eastern  dip  of 
the  western  wall  of  the  vein,  carry  principally  crystallized  quartz  of  a  very 
glassy  appearance,  ordinarily  of  white  or  at  lea<5t  light  color,  and  comparatively 
pure  quality.  Angular  fragments  of  the  country-rock  are  imbedded  in  the 
qnartz,  and  form  the  centers  of  its  crystallisation  ;  they  tisually  occur  in  large 
pieces,  and  not  in  finely-disseminated  particles.  Metalliferous  minerals  are 
scarce,  though  nowhelre  entirely  wanting.  Nothing  indicates  underground 
wealth,  nor,  indeed,  has  such  been  found  by  subsequent  mining.  The  only 
exception  is  Cedar  Hill,  where  native  gold«was  found  abundantly  in  places ;  but 
it3  scarce  dispersion  never  justified  great  expectations.  Of  this  nature  are  the 
Sacramento,  Virginia,  and  El  Dorado  outcrops,  and  others  on  Mount  Davidson 
and  Mount  Butler.  They  have  in  several  places  a  width  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet,  besides  other  branches  which  form  part  of  them. 

In  the  eastern  outcrops,  particles  of  the  country-rock,  together  with  others 
of  clayey  matter  and  metallic  substances,  occur,  finely  disseminated  through  the 
quartz,  causing  thereby  a  marked  difference  from  the  character  of  the  western  . 
outcrops.  A  certain  porous  structure  of  the  quartz,  evidently  originating  from 
the  removal  of  fine  particles  of  ore,  and  the  brown  and  red  coloring  caused  by 
metallic  oxydes,  indicate  the  ore-bearing  character  of  large  portions  in  depth  ;  and 
the  dissemination  of  native  gold  and  silver  in  small  pores  and  larger  cavities, 
gives  evidence  of  the  presence  of  ores  of  the  precious  metals.  Also  the  chloride 
and  simple  sulphuret  of  silver  occur  in  the  eastern  outcrops.  These  different 
characters  of  the  "Paces"  and  "  Colorados "  of  the  Mexican  and  the  "iron 
hat"  of  the  German  miner,  continue  downward  to  varying  depths. 

V£IK  KATTSit. 

The  vein  matter  of  the  Comstoek  lode  is  of  a  highly  varied  character,  if  we 
consider  every  substance  which  enters  into  the  composition  of  the  body  of  the 
vein,  between  its  two  walls,  as  belonging  to  it.  Its  chief  component  parts  are  i 
fragments  of  country-rock,  day  and  clayey  matter,  quarts^  and  ores. 


FRAGMENTS    OF   COUNTRY-ROCK. 

Near  the  surface,  abput  five-sixths  of  the  mass  of  the  Comstock  vein  consists 
of  fragments  of  country-rock,  "  horses,"  as  the  Cornish  miner  calls  them ;  they 
are  often  of  larger  size,  and  then  terminate  below  in  a  sharp  edge.  <  Their  shape 
and  size  vary  somewhat  with  the  different  nature  of  the  rock  of  which  they 
consist.  Those  of  propylite,  which  along  the  whole  range  occur  on  the  eastern 
side,  and  only  occasionally  extend  throughout  the  whole  vein  where  the  country 
is  of  the  same  character  on  both  sides,  are  ordinarily  very  much  elongated  in 
the  direction  of  the  vein,  frequently  to  one  thousand  feet  or  more,  while  their 
breadth  is  far  inferior,  and  their  height  is  intermediate  between  both.  At  their 
ends  they  thin  out  gradually.  Those  of  syenite  terminate  mofre  abruptly,  and 
their  dimensions  are  more  eqaal,  though  they  are  always  largest  in  thedireetioa 
of  the  strike  of  the  vein.    From  the  large  ^  horses  "every  variety  of  size  occurs 
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down  to  the  smallest  fragments.  The  quartz  is  often  so  thicklj  filled  with 
angular  pieces  as  to  have  a  breociated  appearance.  Propjlite  is  more  common 
among  them  than  syenite,  and  brecciated  vein-matter  is  therefore  prevalent  in 
those  parts  of  the  lode  where  propjlite  incloses  the  same  on  both  sides,  or 
where,  at  least,  it  furnished  the  larger  part  of  the  material  for  the  *^  horses.*'  It 
is  for  this  reason  abundant  in  the  California,  Central  and  Ophir  mines,  and  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  Gold  Hill  mines. 

CLAT  AND  GLATET  MATTEB. 

I 

Few  large  veins  are  so  abundant  in  these  substances  as  the  Comstock  vein. 
Claj  forms  the  western  and  eastern  selvages  from  north  to  south  in  continuous 
sheets,  sometimes  of  from  ten  to  twenty  feet  in  thickness.  Other  sheets  of  claj 
divide  ^  hoi^ses ''  from  quartz  or  different  bodies  of  the  latter ;  and  where  the  two 
walls  come  in  close  contact,  they  have  at  places  a  united  width  of  from  fifly  to 
sixty  feet.  This  clay  is  ordinarily  tough  and  putty-like,  and  contains  rounded 
pebbles  of  the  adjoining  rock ;  only  where  quartz  is  on  both  sides,  it  partakes 
of  its  nature  and  is  more  earthy  and  dry.  But,  besides,  clayey  matter  occurs 
in  the  body  of  the  vein  to  great  extent^  and  at  places  takes  a  prominent  part  in 
the  filling  of  the  fissure.  Most  ^  horses  "  terminate  at  their  lower  end  in  a 
clayey  substance,  and  continue  downward,  as  well  as  in  the  direction  of  the  vein, 
as  sheets  of  clay.  Outside  of  the  vein,  the  same  matter  occurs  to  great  extent 
in  the  eastern  country,  but  scarcely,  if  ever,  in  the  western,  thereby  giving 
another  evidence  of  the  indistmctness  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  vein. 


QUARTZ. 

The  differences  mentioned  before  as  prevailing  in  the  quartz  of  the  ontcrops 
continue  downward ;  but  are  not  so  conspicuous  in  depth,  on  account  of  the 
general  "white  color  of  the  quartz.  But  even  there  the  finely-disseminated 
particles  of  the  wall-rock  are  more  peculiar  to  the  eastern  than  to  the  western 
portions,  and  are  always  abundant  where  the  quartz  contains  ore.  At  upper 
levels,  some  bodies  of  quartz  are  of  a  reddish  color ;  this  is  where  the  "  colorados  " 
continue  downwards.  Frequently,  however,  this  color  is  only  due  to  the  red  day 
filling  the  fissures  of  the  fVactured  quartz.  In  this  case  it  is  probably  produced 
by  the  percolation  of  the  vein-matter  by  water,  while  in  the  former  it  is  likelj 
that  it  is  connected  with  the  original  formation  of  the  vein,  as  all  the  phenomena 
presented  by  the  *^  iron  hat."  The  quartz  in  the  Comstock  vein  is  rarely  solid, 
and  blasting  is  applied  for  its  removal  in  but  few  instances.  Generally,  it  is 
fractured,  and  at  numerous  places  the  effects  of  dynamical  action  on  it  are  such 
as  to  give  it  the  appearance  of  crushed  sugar.  It  occurs  in  this  condition  almost 
always  when  inclosed  in  clayey  matter,  and  then  frequently  reminds  one  of  the 
waving  lines  of  damask.  But  then,  also,  large  and  continuous  bodies,  consisting 
entirely  of  *^  crushed  quartz,"  as  we  may  call  it,  are  occasionally  met  with.  Such 
was  the  case  throughout  the  larger  part  of  the  great  **  bonanza  "  of  the  Ophir 
mine. 

ORBS. 

The  principal  silver  ores  of  the  Comstock  Lode  are :  stephanite,  vitreous  silyer 
ore,  native  silver,  and  very  rich  galeua ;  in  small  quantities  occur :  pyrai^gjrite 
or  ruby  silver,  homsilver  and  polybasite.  Besides  these  are  found :  native 
gold,  iron  pyrites,  copper  pyrites,  zinoblende,  carbonate  of  lead,  pyromorphite 
(both  the  two  last  named,  very  scarce). 
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*       OTHER  HIK&BALS.  x

The  Comstock  vein  is  remarkftblj  poor  in  a  mineralogical  point  of  view. 
The  ores  are  seldom  crystallized,  and  ttpeeimens^  which  at  other  mines  would  be 
considered  verj  common,  are  admired  in  Virginia  as  rarities.  Jn  regard  to  the' 
accidental  minerals  the  same  might  be  said,  as  they  do  not  occur  in  either  rare 
or  beautiftil  forms.  Quartz  is  the  only  gangue.  Carbonate  of  lime  very  seldom 
accompanies  it,  while  other  carbonates,  as  those  of  lead  and  eopper,  have  only 
in  a  few  instances  been  observed.  Sulphates  are  abundant  in  the  waters  which 
issue  from  the  mine,  and  cover  the  walls  of  the  old  drills.  But  the  only  one 
forming  an  essential  part  of  the  vein,  is  gypsum,  which  occurs  in  a  number  of 
places ;  it  abounds  in  the  lowest  works  of*  the  Gould  and  Curry  mine,  and 
was  formerly  found  in  large  crystals  in  the  Fairview.  Sulphate  of  baryta  has 
not  yet  been  observed.  Zeolites  are  limited  to  the  northern  portion  of  the  vein, 
where  chabasite  and  stilbite  fill  small  fissures  and  cavities  in  propylitic  breccia 
within  the  body  of  the  vein. 

DISTRIBUTION   OP   ORES   IN   THE   VEIN — (o)    NORTH   OP   GOLD   HILL. 

The  ore  is  distributed  in  a  different  way  in  the  northern  and  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  Comstock  vein.  The  passage  between  the  two  modes  of  occurrence  is 
gradual.  In  the  northern  part  the  ore  is  concentrated  in  elongated  lenticular 
masses,  of  which  the  greatest  axis  is  not  far  from  the  vertical,  but  dips  to  the 
south  and  sometimes  also  to  the  east.  Their  width  across  the  vein  varies  .from  fif- 
teen to  fifty  feet  Sometimes  several  of  them  adjoin  each  other  laterally  in  such 
way,  that  the  westernmost  one  extends  farther  north  than  the  one  adjoining  to 
the  east,  and  this,  again,  farther  than  its  next  eastern  neighbor.  This  is  most 
conspicuous  in  the  Gould  and  Curry  and  Savage  mines,  where,  at  the  same  time, 
the  western  bodies  extend,  in  general^  higher  up.  towards  the  surface.  Three  or 
four  bodies  of  ore,  arranged  in  the  way  described,  and  either  separated  by 
country-rock  or  adjoining  each  other  closely,  may  be  distinguished  in  these  mines. 
Their  total  length  from  the  northwestern  <o  the  southeastern  and  lower  end,  is 
about  six  hundred  and  fifly  feet ;  their  aggregate  width  about  one  hundred  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty  feet;  while  their  extent  downwards  is  not  yet  known. 
They  belong  to  the  middle  and  eastern  portion  of  the  vein.  The  ore  has  been 
exceedingly  rich  in  the  center  of  the  different  bodies,  where,  at  the  same  time, 
it  was  soft,  and  cou^d  easily  be  removed,  while  the  outer  parts  are  hard,  and  con- 
sist of  second-class  and  low-grade  ores.  Upwards  of  twenty  millions  of  dollars 
have  been  extracted  from  this  immense  bonanza.  In  the  Ophir  and  Mexican 
mines  only  one  body  of  similar  shape  was  found.  It  commenced  on  the  surface, 
where  it  was  only  two  feet  wide,  and  descended  to  the  depth  of  three  hundred 
and  thirty  feet  It  first  gradually  increased  in  width,  until  it  reached  forty-five  to 
fifty  feet,  which  was  the  maximum ;  then  it  thinned  out  again  in  its  downward 
course,  and  terminated  as  narrow  as  it  commenced.  As  it  was  next  to  the  east 
wall,  it  dipped  with  that  towards  the  west,  near  the  surface  ;  then,  in  its  widest 
portion,  straightened  out  and  gnuLually  turned  to  kn  eastern  dip,  with  which  it 
terminated.  The  length  of  this  body  was  two  hundred  feet :  it  appears  that 
about  seven  millions  of  dollars  have  been  extracted  from  it,  with  the  imperfect 
processes  used  during  the  first  years  of  mining  at  Washoe.  This  deposit  was 
accompanied  to  the  west,  at  about  forty  feet  distance,  by  another  body  of  ore, 
which,  however,  had  the  shape  of  a  narrow  sheet,  its  total  width  being  six  to 
fifteen  feet,  and  its  length  about  three  hundred  and  eighty  feet  It  was  parallel 
to  the  western  boundary  plane  of  the  former  body,  but<extended  north  and  south 
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beyond  its  limits,  though,  generally,  it  did  not  reach  to  equal  depth;  in  the  Mexi- 
can, however,  it  continued  downward  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  The 
amount  extracted  was  about  three  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars.  Compared 
with  the  first  body,  it  contained  a  large  proportion  of  lead  and  copper. 

The  space  between  the  Ophtr  and  Gould  and  Curry  mines  has  yielded  but  very 
little  ore.  The  Central  mine  extracted  some  from  the  continuation  of  the  de- 
posits worked  in  the  Ophir,  and  the  Oaliix>mia  found  a  large  body  of  quartz  ex- 
tending to  its  lowest  level,  but  the  ore  was  scattered,  and  rarely  of  rich  qnalitj. 
The  next  four  mines  south  of  it,  and  the  northern  half  of  the  Gould  and  Carry 
mine,  have  been  unproductive;  But  the  explorations  were  not  extended  more  than 
a  few  hundred  fbet  beneath  the  surface. 

The  BOQthem  part  of  the  Savage  mine,  and  the  Hale  and  Norcross,  have  been 
almost  entirely  unproductive,  though  both  of  them  offer  good  prospects  for  find- 
ing ore  in  depth.  But  with  the  Chollar-Poto^i  commences  another  rich  part  of 
the  Comstock  vein.  On  the  northern  line  are  the  so-called  Bajazet  chimneys, 
two  bodies  of  ore,  separated  by  about  eighteen  feet  of  barren  rock,  each  from 
twelve  to  twenty  feet  wide  and  about  eighty  feet  long.  They  have  been  worked 
several  hundred  feet  down,  and  their  end  seems  not  yet  to  have  been  reached. 
Their  greater  axis  dips  about  sixty  degrees  to  the  south.  With  the  next  deposit 
to  the  south  a  different  shape  makes  its  appearance,  which  is  more  perfectlj  de- 
veloped in  Gold  Hill,  that  of  very  long  and  narrow  sheets  of  ore  intercalated  in 
the  quartz  and  parallel  to  the  eastern  wall,  or  at  least  to  a  distinct  clay  seam 
which  bounds  the  main  body  of  quartz  to  the  east.  The  Potosi  deposit  is  about 
two  hundred  feet  long,  and  contained  rich  ore  to  the  width  of  from  six  to  twentj- 
three  feet.  It  commenced  near  the  surface,  and  has  been  mine<^  without  inter- 
ruption to  the  depth  of  four  hundred  and  ninety  feet  Its  northern  and  southern 
boundary  lines  dip  south.  A  considerable  body  of  poor  ore  lies  adjacent  to  and 
parallel  with  it,  and  is  at  present  being  extracted.  Some  narrow  "  chimneys  " 
have  been  found  in  lower  levels  west  of  this  body.  Afler  some  interruption,  the 
latter  continues  along  the  so-called  eastern  clay  for  a  long  way,  and  has  been 
explored  by  the  Chollar  Company.  It  first  made  its  appearance  at  the  depth  of 
about  three  hundred  and  eighty  feet,  and  had  at  one  place  a  width  of  fifly-five 
feet ;  but  it  soon  terminated  in  depth.  The  entire  length  of  the  eastern  body  of 
ore  of  the  Chollar-Potosi  mine,  excluding  the  Bajazet  chimneys,  but  including 
some  short  interruptions,  is  about  seven  hundred  and  fifty  feet;  and  even  farther 
South,  ore  occurs  along  the  eastern  clay,  but  scattered,  and  not  worth  extracting 
at  the  present  time.  Quartz  fills  here  the  entire  width  of  the  vein  from  the 
western  to  the  eastern  wall,  and  in  no  part  can  its  unity  be  more  clearly  recog- 
nized. It  continues  with  a  similar  character  in  the  Bullion  mine,  the  northern 
part  of  which  consists  entirely  of  ore-bearing  quartz  of  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  feet  in  width.  But  at  the  levels  worked  up  to  this  time  it  is  too  poor  for 
extraction,  as  the  ore  is  not  concentrated  in  distinct  bodies. 

<     (ft)   AT   GOLD  HILL   AND   SOXTTH  OF  IT. 

The  occnrpence  of  ore  in  ^chimneys,"  and  of  barren  portions  between  them, 
oeases  entirely  at  the  divide  between  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill.  The  great  wealth 
of  the  mines  south  of  it  consists  in  the  continuous  ore-bearing  character  of  the  lode 
for  a  length  of  fifteen  hundred  and  forty  feet,  from  the  Alpha  mine  to  the  middle 
part  of  the  Yellow  Jacket,  and  of  other  extensive  portions  farther  sooth.  The  vein  is 
by  no  means  ore-bearing  in  its  entire  width ;  •  but  the  ore  is  concentrated  in  con- 
tinuous sheets,  the  principal  one  of  which  is  very  near  and  parallel  to  the  east- 
em  wall,  and  but  litde  interrupted  in  its  entire  length.  Its  widest  places,  whidi 
are  from  forty  to  fifly-five  feet,  are  in  the.  ImperiaJ,  Bacon,  and  Empire  mines, 
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and  again  in  the  Yellow  Jacket  In  most  placea  it  oomiaenoed  at  from  <me 
hundred  and  fifty  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  below  the  surface ;  and  in  many 
mines  it  is  still  worked  at  their  lowest  levels.  It  is  wider  in  the  three  first- 
mentioned  mines,  because  there  united  into  one  mass.  South  of  the  Empire  it 
forks  into  three  branches,  the  two  western  ones  continuiftg  in  an  irregular  way. 
Besides  this  very  extensive  eastern  body,  there  is  another  one  in  the  Grold  Hill 
mines  fiirther  to  the  west,  which  extends  from  the  outcroppings  down  to  from  one 
hundred  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  in  depth,  and  dips  at  an  angle  of  fifty  to 
sixty  degrees  to  the  west.  It  was  worked  out  in  the  early  and  most  flourish- 
ing time  of  Gold  Hill,  and  considerable  amoqnts  were  extracted,  as  its  width 
was  from  twelve  to  twenty-two  feet,  and  the  ore  very  rich,  particularly  in  gold. 
It  continued  in  length,  without  interruption,  for  about  five  hundred  feet  A 
similar  body  was  worked  out  in  the  Yellow  Jacket,  the  Grown  Point,  and  the 
Belcher.  It  was  not  quite  continuous,  but  at  each  of  the  three  places  was  seve- 
ral hundred  feet  in  length.  Everywhere  it  dips  to  the  west  at  about  sixty  de- 
grees, and  at  some  depth,  which,  as  we  recede  from  the  northern  Gold  Hill  mines, 
slightly  but  constantly  increases,  flattens  out  to  the  west,  the  bottom  being  nothing 
but  clay  in  horizontal  layers.  Also  its  southern  portion  was  remarkable  for  its 
high  yield  in  gold  and  for  its  rich  ores  in  general,  but  its  width  was  here  only 
from  six  to  twelve  feet  The  southernmost  continuation  of  this  body  was  found 
in  the  Overman  mine,  where  it  is  likewise  rich  in  gold,  but  is  limited  in  extent 

The  upper  portions  of  the  Gold  Hill  mines  are  but  little  explored,  and  even 
at  lower  levels  the  works  were  never  extended  to  the  western  branches  of  the 
vein.  When  the  bottom  of  the  first  deposit  was  reached,  and  its  wealth  found 
to  terminate  in  clay,  the  owners  of  the  mines  became  discouraged ;  but  explora- 
tions from  that  clayey  bottom  towards  the  east  brought  them  to  the  place  where' 
the  real  wealth  of  their  mines  is  accumulated,  and  will  probably  last  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  The  eastern  bodies  were  first  found  in  Gold  Hill  proper,  then  in 
the  Yellow  Jacket,  the  Kentucky,  and  Grown  Point,  while  the  Belcher  and 
Overman  mines  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  finding  them. 

Another  subject  which  we  have  to  consider,  in  connection  with  the  mode  of 
distribution  of  the  ore,  is  the  change  in  its  yield.  It  is  a  matter  known  to  every 
Washoe  miner  that,  in  general,  it  has  decreased.  The  deposits  of  the  Ophir, 
and  Mexican,  and  of  the  Gould  and  Gurry,  we^  the  richest.  The  former 
yielded,  at  an  average,  one  hundred  and  seven  doUars  per  ton;  the  latter, 
seventy  to  eighty  dollars,  notwithstanding  the  imperfect  processes  of  extraction 
which  were  formerly  applied.  Ores  of  six  hundred  dollars  to  the  ton  were  then 
no  rarity,  and  considerable  shipments  could  be  made  of  sudi  a.i  yielded  from 
two  thousand  to  three  thousand  dollars  to  the  ton.  It  would  now  scarcely  be 
possible  to  collect  one  ton  of  such  ore,  excepting  when  old  works,  in  the  highest 
levels,  are  being  overhauled.  Ores  of  three  hundred  to  four  hundred  dollars 
are  now  of  as  rare  occurrence  as  formerly  those  of  fifteen  hundred  to  two  thousand 
dollars.  The  yield  of  the  middle  and  low-grade  ores  has  also  considerably 
diminished ;  and,  by  far,  the  majority  of  the  ore^  which  is  being  extracted  at  this 
day,  contains  on  an  average  not  more  than  thirty  to  thirty-two  dollars,  while  the 
general  average  of  all  the  ores  will  not  be  more  than  thirty-seven  dollars  to  the 
ton.  This  decrease  applies  for  the  total  amount  of  ore  extracted ;  but  it  is 
equally  true  for  every  single  mine.  The  quantity  of  ore  extracted  has  remained, 
stationary  for  a  long  time  past,  and  is  now  about  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  tons 
daily.  But  the  methods  of  reduction  have  improved,  and  their  expenses  been 
diminished ;  therefore,  ores  of  lower  grade  than  formerly  can  now  be  worked 
profitably. 

During  the  early  period  of  the  working  on  the  Gomstock  Lode,  the  proportion 
of  gold  and  silver  changed  considerably,  the  yield  in  gold  decreasing  constantly.

But  as  a  greater  depth  is  being  reached,  the  proportion  of  gold  is  agun  on 
the  increase. 

As  some  general  rules,  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  distribution  of  the  ore,  maj 
be  observed : 

1st.  The  ore  is,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  vein,  concentrated  in  chimneys, 
dipping  at  an  angle  of  sixty  to  eighty  degrees  to  the  south ;  in  the  southern  part, 
it  forms  continuous  sheets  of  great  length,  but  which  are  comparatiyely  narrow. 

2d.  These  deposits  of  ore  are  inclosed  in  the  eastern  and  sometimes  also  in 
the  middle  portion  of  the  vein ;  the  western  branches  are  barren  or  poor. 

dd.  The  richest  and  largest  deposits  have  been  found  at  those  places  where 
the  outcrops  (including  those  of  the  western  branches)  were  most  prominent, 
namely :  at  the  Ophir,  the  Grould  and  Curry,  the  Savage,  the  Chollar,  the  Gold 
Hill  mines,  the  Yellow  Jacket,  the  Crown  Point,  and  Belcher. 

4th.  In  the  northern  part  the  vein  is,  at  the  levels  explored  up  to  the  present 
time,  invariably  poor  where  it  passes  a  ravine  (as  in  Ophir,  Central,  Moant 
Davidson  ravines,  and  the  one  which  divides  Mount  Davidson  from  Mount 
Butler).  But  in  the  southern  part,  the  ore  continues  in  the  ravines  (Kentndty 
mine  and  Segregated  Belcher.) 

5th.  The  richest  portions  are  south  of  each  ravine  crossed  by  the  vein. 

€th.  All  the  chimneys  in  the  northern  part  are  at  those  places  where  the 
walls  fW>m  close  contact  rapidly  diverge  to  the  south  and  cause  the  vein  to 
expand. 

7th.  All  the  principal  accumulations  of  ore  .are  at  those  places  where  meet 
room  was  given  in  the  fissure  for  the  deposition  of  quarts,  and  are  therefore 
generally  rare  where  an  unusual  amount  of  **  horses  '*  obstruct  the  vein  (except 
North  Potosi  chimney  in  Gould  and  Curry  mine). 

I  have  dwelt  on  the  subject  of  the  distribution  of  the  ore  in  the  Comstoek 
vein  to  some  length,  because  I  consider  its  examination  as  being  of  great  im» 
portance  to  enable  us  to  draw  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  continuaiioe 
of  the  vein  in  depth." 

LOCATION  OK  THE  OOMSTOCK  LODE. 

The  following  table  gives  the  names  of  the  locations  on  the  Comstoek  Lode,  as 
far  as  its  continuity  has  been  ascertained  with  anything  like  certainty ;  the  length 
of  the  individual  claims,  length  of  each  claim  explored,  per  centage  of  explored 
and  unexplored  ground,  depth  of  the  lowest  workings,  height  of  the  top  of  the 
shafts  above  the  level  of  the  Sutro  Tunnel,  and  other  information. 

North  of  the  Utah,  locations  have  been  made  on  what  is  supposed  to  be  the 
Comstoek  Lode,  but  the  developments  are  unimportant ;  the  same  remark  applies 
to  that  portion  of  the  vein  south  of  the  Overman.  As  far  as  our  present 
knowledge  extends,  the  two  claims  just  mentioned  appear  to  limit  the  productive 
portion  of  the  vein.    They  include  a  length  of  nearly  four  miles. 

Tlie  length  given  for  the  Best  and  Belcher  and  Gould  and  Curry  companies, 
is  the  amount  of  ground  claimed*  The  actual  amount  of  ground  between  the 
Sides  and  Savage  companies  is  only  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
feet  The  lengths  given  for  the  Hale  and  Norcross  and  Savage  companies,  are 
measured  on  the  croppings.  Owing  to  the  divergence  of  the  north  line  of  the 
Savage  and  south  line  of  the  Hale  and  Norcross  to  the  eastward,  the  direction 
in  which  the  veiii  dips,  the  length  of  their  claims  on  the  lode,  as  depth  is  attained, 
is  constantly  increasing.  Six  feet  of  ground  is  in  dispute  between  the  Apple 
and  Bates  and  Imperial  companies.

MILLS. 

The  number  of  mills  running  on  ores  extracted  from  the  Gomstock  Lode  is 
seventy-six,  scattered  'through  Storey,  Lyon,  Ormsby,  and  Washoe  Counties. 
For  information  relative  to  their  details,  see  the  "  Table  of  Mills"  in  another 
part  of  this  report  The  process  of  reduction  and  amalgamation  employed  by 
them  varies  only  in  minor  details.  They  are,  without  exception,  wet-crushing 
mills,  the  Central  Mill  in  Virginia  having  recently  adopted  this  method,  and 
Ball's  Mill,  in  Washoe  Valley,  was  unfortunately  destroyed  by  fire  only  a 
short  time  since.  These  used  to  be  dry-crushing  mills,  aiid  were  employed  in 
beneficiating  the  richer  class  of  ores  from  the  Gomstock  Lode.  The  latter  mill 
was  one  of  the  finest  in  the  State.  The  raw  ore  is  ground  and  amalgamated, 
after  crushing,  in  iron  pans  of  various  forms,  among  which  may  be  mentioned 
Knox's,  Vamey's,  Hepburn's,  and  Wheeler's  patents.  The  capacity  of  these 
pans  varies  from  400  to  1000  pounds  per  charge,  and  the  time  consumed  in  the 
reduction  of  each  charge  ranges  from  four  to  six  hours.  In  a  future  issue  it  is 
proposed  to  give  figures  and  descriptions  of  the  different  pans,  concentrators, 
crushers,  etc.,  in  use  in  the  State,  with  the  results  obtained  in  practice,  and 
the  means  by  which  th^y  are  attained.  The  mills  are  expected  to  retom  in 
bullion  65  per  cent,  of  the  assay  value  of  the  pulp,  which  may  be  taken  as  the 
average  working  result  of  the  district.  There  is  thus  an  annual  loss  of  35  per 
cent.,  or  about  $8,000,000.  In  view  of  this  fact,  would  it  not  be  policy  on  the 
part  of  our  State  Government  to  offer  a  large  reward  for  the  discovery  of  such 
improvements  in  the  reduction  of  ores  as  would  enable  us  to  save  90  per  cent,  of 
their  assay  value,  provided  it  can  be  accomplished  without  consuming  the  whole

of  the  additional  25  per  cent,  saved  ?  The  annual  loss  of  gold  and  silver  is 
more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  extraction  of  ore  from  the  vein  eveiy 
year.  In  the  Table  of  Minerals  Found  in  Nevada,  under  the  head  of  "  Gold," 
will  be  found  information  relative  to  the  proportion  of  gold  and  silver  in  the  ores 
of  the  Comstock  vein.  The  cost  of  milling  the  ordinary  ores  of  the  district  may 
be  set  down  at  $12  to  SI 5,  and  the  following  table  will  show  their  average 
yield :

Under  this  heading  will  be  found  three  tables,  viz : 

I^rst — Table  of  the  products  of  some  of  the  principal  mines  in  Virginia  and 
Gold  Hill ;  also,  showing  dividends  paid  and  assessments  levied  on  the  same. 
(San  Francisco  Stock  Reports.) 

Second. — Bullion  shipped  from  Virginia  and  Grold  Hill,  Nevada,  for  1865  and 
1866,  by  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co. 

Third. — Estimated  bullion  produce  of  Nevada  for  1866. 

An  examination  of  the  first  table  will  show  that  eleven  productive  mines 
yielded  $11,261,741.  Of  this  sum,  seven  mines  produced  $9,631,118,  yielding 
a  net  profit,  after  deducting  assessments  levied  during  the  year,  of  $1,614,400, 
or  about  16f  per  cent.,  of  the  gross  yield. 

The  other  tables  speak  for  themselves ;  but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
dividends  enumerated  in  the  first  table  do  not  show  the  entire  profits  of  the  year. 
Many  of  the  valuable  claimis  in  Golcl  Hill  are  private  property,  aud  their  yield 
does  not,  in  consequence,  come  before  the  public.  The  excess  in  the  shipment 
of  bullion  from  Gold  Hill  in  1866  over  1865,  is  explained  by  the  establishment 
of  assay  offices  in  that  place.  Formerly  the  chief  part  of  the  crude  bullion  was 
taken  to  Virginia  to  be  melted,  and  then  shipped  from  the  express  office  in  that 
city.

The  recent  developments  in  Eastern  Nevada  warrant  us  in  expecting  much 
increased  shipments  for  the  coming  year.  The  mines  of  Twin  River,  Silver 
Bend,  Hot  Creek,  Reveille,  and  other  districts  have  already  given  evidence  of 
their  productiveness,  which,  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  reduced  price  of 
working  the  ores  in  the  Reese  River  section,  as  well  as  in  Storey  County, 
enabling  large  quantities  of  ore  to  be  reduced  which  in  former  years  have  been 
valueless,  certainly  make  an  estimate  of  $18,000,000  for  1867  as  within  the 
mark.  The  prospects  of  the  State  certainly  never .  lookfd  more  flattering,  or 
rested  on  a  surer  foundation. 

Details  of  the  consumption  of  materials  in  the  Grould  and  Curry  mine  and  mill 
for  the  year  1866 ;  cost  of  drifting,  sinking  shafts,  &&,  <&c.,  furnished  by  Louis 
Janin,  junr..  Superintendent,  or  compiled  from  data  furnished  by  him. 

These  tables  will  be  found  of  great  interest,  not  only  to  persons  in  this  State, 
but  to  those  interested  in  mining  elsewhere.  It  is  hoped  that  this  department  of 
the  report  may  be  very  greatly  enlarged  in  future  years ;  and  while  the  details 
given  are  complete  as  far  as  they  go,  much  more  might  be  added  of  lasting 
value.  (See  Synopsis  of  Report  in  the  early  pages  of  this  report.)  As  the 
resources  of  this  State  are  developed  year  by  year,  and  the  prices  of  material 
vary,  such  a  record  of  what  has  been  done  in  the  past  will  become  more  and 
more  valuable,  to  say  nothing  of  their  importance  as  a  check  on  extravagant 
expenditure,  and  as  data  from  which  to  estimate  the  probable  success  of  incipient 
mining  enterprises.  The  example  of  the  Gould  and  Curry,  Savage,  and  other 
companies  who  have  adopted  this  system,  is  worthy  of  imitation  by  all.  I  have 
not  thought  it  necessary  in  this  place  to  give  the  monthly  accounts,  but  have 
tabulated  the  entire  consumption  of  each  article  for  the  year.

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WOOD,   LUMBER,   WATER,  ETC. 

Wood  for  fuel  ranges  from  $14  to  $16  per  cord,  according  to  the  quality. 
The  most  valuable  fuel  Is  the  "  piilon,"  or  nut  pine,  which  at  one  time  covered 
all  the  hills  in  the  vicinity  of  the  mines.  The  immense  demand  has  long  since 
exhausted  this  supply,  and  it  is  now  brought  from  localities  ten  and  twelve 
miles  distant  from  Yii^nia.  The  teams  hauling  ore  to  the  Carson  River  at 
Empire,  to  Washoe  Valley,  Galena,  &c,  bring  return  freights  of  firewood  from 
the  Sierra  Nevada,  where  the  quantity  is  practically  inexhaustible ;  but  its 
inferior  heating  properties  place  it  in  the  market  about  $2  per  cord  leas  than 
pifion,  and  even  at  that  price  the  latter  is  the  most  economical  fuel,  being  a 
closer^  grained,  harder  wood,  and  containing  a  much  larger  per  centage  of 
resinous  matter.  The  annual  consumption  of  firewood  in  the  three  districts 
may  be  estimated  at  about  144,000  cords,  worth  nearly  two  million  dollars.  The 
cost  of  transporting  this  firewood  to  the  place  of  consumption  cannot  be  far  short 
of  $1,260,000. 

The  lumber  used  in  the  districts  is  brought  entirely  from  the  Sierra  Nevada, 
and  the  annual  consumption  may  be  estimated  at  about  35,000,000  feet  board 
measure,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,400,000.  Of  this  sum  the  freight  will  be  about 
one-half,  or  $700,000.  As  by  far  the  larger  proportion  of  both  these  articles  is 
consumed  in  the  mines  and  mills  of  the  three  districts,  it  is  evident  that  any 
means  which  would  reduce  their  price  would  be  of  immense  advantage  to  the 
mines ;  any  saving  in  this  way,  of  course,  increasing  the  funds  available  for 
dividends.  Not  only  would  a  direct  benefit  aocrue  in  this  manner,  but  a  dimi- 
nution in  the  expenses  of  mining  and  milling  would  immediately  render  valuable, 
ores  which  at  present,  from  their  low  grade,  do  not  pay  for  extraction  and 
reduction.  The  completion  of  railroad  communication  between  Virginia  and 
the  Sierra  Nevada  would  immediately-  reduce  the  cost  of  freight  one-half, 
leaving  even  then  a  handsome  profit  on  the  cost  of  transportation.  The  gross 
revenue  of  a  railroad  between  the  above  mentioned  points  would  not  fall  far 
short  of  one  million  dollars  per  annum  from  these  two  sources  alone. 

The  amount  of  water  in  these  districts  is  small  compared  with  many  mining 
localities.  At  some  seasons  of  the  year  it  is  barely  sufficient  to  keep  the 
machinery  on  the  lode  and  the  mills  running.  Water  for  domestic  use  finds  a 
ready  sale  at  $40  per  month  for  ^h  miner's  inch.  The  latter  supply  is 
derived  entirely  from  tunnels  driven  into  the  mountain  above  the  level  of  the 
chief  mining  works.  Were  it  not  for  the  high  price  of  labor  and  materials,  the 
water  which  the  mining  companies  have  to  contend  with  would  be  considered 
insignificant.  When  a  fresh  body  of  water  is  encountered  in  mining  operations, 
it  usually  runs  in  considerable  volume  for  a  short  time,  but  rapidly  diminishes 
in  quantity  as  the  original  reservoir  is  drained.  The  largest  quantities  of  water 
have  been  met  with  in  the  northern  explorations  on  the  lode.  The  flow  in  the 
deep  adit  of  the  Gould  and  Curry  Company  was  probably  the  greatest  in 
volume,  but  being  in  an  adit  produced  little  inconvenience.  The  Ophir  and 
Central  companies  have  had  the  greatest  difficulties  in  this  respect.  The  Ophir 
Company  at  one  time  had  a  stream  of  three  hundred  gallons  per  minute.  This 
water  was  warm,  and  an  analysis  of  it  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 


DEEP   WOBKINGS. 

There  are  now  four  shafls  located  on  the  Comstock  Lode,  admirably  adapted 
for  working  to  a  depth  of  about  twelve  hundred  feet.  Of  these,  the  Curtis 
Shaft,  (Savage  Co.)  Bonner  Shaft,  (Gould  and  Curry  Co.)  and  ChoUar-Potosi 
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Shaft,  are  down  to  considerable  depths.  That  of  the  Hije  and  Norcross  Com- 
panj  is  but  just  commenced.  The  first  shafts  put  down  on  the  Comstock 
Lode  were  uniformly  started  on  the  croppings  of  the  vein,  and  reached  the  west 
wall  at  about  ^ve  hundred  feet  down.  The  western  country-rock  proved  so 
hard  that  when  it  became  necessary  for  the  Gould  and  Curry  Company  to  sink 
a  shaft  for  the  exploration  of  their  property  below  their  deep  adit,  they  selected 
a  site  lower  down  the  hill,  about  two  hundred  feet  below  the  croppings  of  the 
lode.  Their  example  was  followed  by  the  Savage,  Chollar-Potosi,  and  lately 
by  the  Hale  and  Norcross.  The  companies  lying  north  of  the  Gould  and 
Curry  will  ultimately  be  compelled  to  adopt  the  same  course ;  and  in  view  of 
late  developments  it  would  be  wise  policy  for  the  companies  from  the  Sides  to 
the  California,  inclusive,  to  unite  in  such  an  object  and  sink  a  shaft  for  the  joint 
exploration  of  the  whole  of  the  claims.  Such  a  plan  would  entail  a  compara- 
tively small  expense  on  each  company  individually,  and  would  probably  convert 
into  valuable  property  some  twelve  hundred  feet  of  the.  vein  which  has  now 
been  lying  idle  for  upwards  of  a  year.  In  this  connection  the  most  important 
work  yet  projected  is  the 

8UTR0   DBAm   TUNNEL. 

The  main  features  of  this  enterprise  are  now  so  well  known  to  the  public  that 
it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  them  here.  A  sketch  of  the  enterprise  will  be  found 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Surveyor  Greneral  of  Nevada  for  1866,  p.  56,  and 
the  publications  of  the  company  give  all  the  minutiae  of  the  contemplated  opera- 
tions. The  selection  of  the  Comstock  Lode,  and  the  topographical  map  of  the 
country  beneath  which  the  tunnel  will  pass,  are  valuable  additions  to  our  knonrJ- 
edge  of  these  mining  districts.  Of  the  immense  value  of  the  Sutro  Tunnel  to 
the  mines  on  the  Comstock  Lode  there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
find  that  the  unwearied  efforts  of  the  projector  are  likely  to  be  crowned  with 
success.  Probably  no  mining  locality  possesses  greater  facilities  for  deep  dnun- 
age ;  indeed,  Nevada  is  admirably  situated  in  this  respect,  its  mineral-bearing 
mountain  ranges  being  usually  lofty  and  precipitous,  with  an  average  width  at 
the  base  of  from  ten  to  twelve  miles  only. 
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LANDER  COUNTY. 


Lander  County  occupies  the  northeastern  comer  of  the  State,  and  is  bounded 
by  Nye  County  on  the  south,  and  Humboldt  County  on  the  west.  The  greater 
portion  of  the  county  is  still  comparatively  unknown,  the  principal  mining  districts 
lying  south  of  the  Humboldt  River,  along  the  western  and  southern  boundaries. 
It  is  a  cause  of  much  regret  to  me  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  this  section  during 
the  summer,  and  consequently  must  give  so  imperfect  a  sketch  of  its  resources, 
but  hope  to  be  able  to  enter  into  details  in  a  future  report.  This  explanation 
is  necessary  to  account  for  the  many  omissions  I  am  compelled  to  make — a  fault 
which  certainly  does  not  arise  from  a  wish  to  do  injustice  to  a  section  of  the 
State  which  has  claimed  such  prominent  attention  for  the  last  three  years. 

I  make  the  following  extract  from  ^^  Harrington's  Austin  Directory,"  relative 
to  the  dbcovery  of  silver  in  this  section  of  the  State : 

*^  Early  in  the  month  of  May,  1862,  William  M.  Talcott,  an  attach^  of  the 
stage  station  at  Jacob's  Springs,  while  hauling  wood  from  the  hillside,  now 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Austin,  discovered  a  vein  of  metal-bearing  quartz, 
and  carried  a  small  quantity  with  him  to  the  station.  The  rock  proved  to  con- 
tain silver,  the  ledge  was  located  as  a  mining  claim,  and  named  the  Pony,  as  the 
discoverer  had  formerly  been  a  rider  of  the  Pony  Express.  On  the  10th  day  of 
May,  1862,  a  mining  district  was  formed,  including  an  area  of  seventy-five 
miles  east  and  west,  and  twenty  north  and  south,  and  named  the  Reese  River 
Mining  District.  A  code  of  laws  was  adopted,  William  M.  Talcott  was  elected 
recorder,  and  the  claims  already  discovered  were  recorded." 

This  district  has  since  been  repeatedly  subdivided,  and  many  others  discov- 
ered.

MILLS  IN  THE   COUNTY. 

In  the  early  days  of  Lander  County  the  wet  crushing  and  amalgamation  of  the 
raw  ore,  as  adopted  at  Virginia,  were  tried  at  Austin  with  poor  success.  As  better 
information  as  to  the  character  of  the  ores,  which  contain  considerable  antimonial 
silver,  was  obtained,  dry  crushing  and  roasting  of  the  ore  were  adopted,  and  the 
mills  now  yield  a  higher  per  centage  of  the  assay  value  of  the  ores  than  is  obtained  in 
Storey  County.  The  price  charged  at  the  mills  for  reduction  has  gradually 
fallen  from  about  $75  to  $45  or  $50  per  ton.  I  regret  that  I  am  unable  to  give 
a  detailed  list  of  the  mills  and  their  statistics.  Quite  a  number  of  lists  have 
been  published,  but  they  vary  so  greatly  as  to  be  irreconcilable.  On  this  ac- 
count I  prefer  to  quote  from  the  ReveiUe  the  number  of  milb  at  present  twenty, 
and  the  aggregate  number  of  stamps  at  two  hundred  and  nineteen,  which  I  be- 
lieve will  prove  to  be  a  reliable  exhibit  The  price  of  wood  is  about  $9  per 
cord,  and  the  supply  abundant  for  some  years'  consumption. 
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NOTICES  OP  MINING  DISTRICTS. 

The  chief  characteristics  of  the  Toijabe  Mountains  are  slates,  limestone^,  por- 
phyries, and  granite ;  the  latter  is  lai*ge] j  developed  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Austin. 

BBESE  BITBB  DISTRICT. 

The  mining  locations  in  this  district  are  very  numerous.  Compared  with  many 
of  our  mining  districts,  the  lodes 'may  be  said  to  be  narrow,  but  the  high  state  of 
concentration  in  which  the  mineral  is  found  renders  many  of  the  veins,  though 
small,  valuable  property.  The  information  at  my  command  is  of  such  a  charac- 
ter that  I  greatly  prefer,  for  the  present,  to  refer  to  the  reports  on  Lander 
County  in  the  Surveyor  Generars  Reports  for  1865  and  1866,  in  which  will  be 
found  many  items  of  interest,  rather  than  deal  in  comparatively  useless  general- 
ties.  This  district  is,  without  doubt,  one  of  the  most  important  in  the  State,  and 
under  the  better  system  of  management  which  has  been  inaugurated,  will  yield 
steadily  improving  returns  of  bullion.  If  not  already  organized,  it  is  contemplated 
to  establish  a  *'  Mining  Bureau  "  at  Austin,  composed  of  men  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  Eastern  Nevada,  having  for  its  object,  the  check  of  fraudulent  enter- 
prises, with  the  dissemination  of  correct  information  to  all  who  may  require  it. 
The  example  is  well  worthy  of  imitation.  May  it  prove  the  nucleus  of  a  State 
Bureau,  having  the  same  objects. 

The  following  statistics  of  the  product  of  the  mines  in  Lander  County  for  the 
quarter  ending  December  31, 1866,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  assessor,  is 
taken  from  the  Reese  River  ReveiUe :

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^The  above  table  embraces  forty-seven  mines,  which  have  yielded  more  or  less 
bullion  daring  the  quarter ;  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the  ore  reduced  is  of  good 
grade,  sufficiently  so  to  admit  its  being  worked  here  remuneratively.  It  will  be 
observed  that  a  number  of  mines,  which  were  included  in  the  previous  quarters 
of  the  year,  do  not  appear  in  the  present  list,  as  well  as  that  several  mines  appear 
for  the  first  time.  According  to  the  Assessor's  returns,  there  are  in  Lander 
County — and  mainly  in  the  Reese  River  District — ^fully  seventy-five  mines  which 
have  produced  bullion  during  the  past  year.  As  we  have  remarked,  the  ore 
worked  is  very  generally  of  a  high  grade,  as  the  average  yield  per  ton  will  show. 
A  considerable  number  of  the  mines  embraced  in  the  quarterly  lists  were  sub- 
jected only  to  testing  operations,  and  the  general  result  must  be  deemed  very 
encouraging,  and  their  excellent  character  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  this  dis- 
trict. In  the  case  of  the  Savage  mine,  the  average  yield  of  the  ore  is  less  than 
in  several  quarters  preceding,  but  is  still  high,  being  $103.25  per  ton.  The  yield 
of  the  Washington,  Chase,  Buel,  North  Star,  Great  Eastern,  Semanthe,  Mag- 
nolia, Florida,  Timoke,  Idora,  Metacom,  Taylor,  and  Passmore,  etc.,  is  grand, 
and  as  most  of  them  are  pretty  well  developed,  they  may  be  fairly  classed  hence- 
forth among  the  producing  and  paying  mines  of  the  Reese  River  District." 

This  district  is  one  of  the  many  in  Nevada  which  would  derive  much  advan- 
tage from  a  well-arranged  system  of  concentration  of  the  ores  before  reduction. 
Many  of  the  ores  are  of  such  a  character  that,  though  rich,  they  do  not  pay  for 
reduction  by  the  Inethods  at  present  in  use.  The  double  sorting  which  they  un- 
dergo in  the  mine  and  on  the  surface  makes  the  cost  of  labor  for  mining  high,  and 
much  valuable  material  has  to  be  discarded  as  useless,  which  might  be  fitted,  at  a 
comparatively  small  cost,  by  the  use  of  proper  machinery,  either  for  the  roasting 
or  the  smelting  furnace.  This  remark  does  not  apply  only  to  the  Reese  River 
District,  but  to  all  in  which  the  cost  of  reducing  the  ores  is  large,  and  especially 
to  all  such  as  produce  argentiferous  galena  ores.  Many  persons  in  the  State  have 
tried  methods  of  concentration,  and  pronounced  them  failures  generally,  from  a 
.  disregard  of  the  first  principles  involved  in  the  operation.  For  concentration  to 
be  successful,  it  is  necessary  first  to  sort  the  *'  sands,"  as  nearly  as  may  be,  into 
particles  of  the  same  size,  so  that  the  difference  in  their  specific  gravity  (on 
which  concentration  is  based)  may  not  be  nullified  by  the  difierence  in  their 
areas  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  stream  of  water  by  which  the  operation  is  con- 
ducted. This  difficulty  once  overcome,  the  after-processes  are  so  simplified  that 
no  difficulty  need  be  experienced  in  obtaining  successful  results.  This  is  scarcely 
the  place  to  enter  into  the  minutise  of  concentration,  even  if  I  had  time  to  do  so ; 
the  idea  is  merely  thrown  out  as  one  well  worthy  of  the  attention  of  miners  in 
Nevada. 

COBTEZ  niSTRICT, 

about  sixty-five  miles  northeast  of  Austin,  was  discovered  and  located  in  1863. 
The  principal  lode  in  the  district  is  the  Nevada  Giant,  the  following  description 
of  which  is  taken  from  the  Reese  River  BevetUe  of  January  4th,  1867  : 

*'  This  giant  vein  is  imbedded  in  the  bosom  of  Mount  Tenabo,  a  lofly  peak 
some  ten  thousand  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  and  upwards  of  five  thousand 
feet  above  the  surrounding  valleys.  Its  base,  and  thousands  of  feet  up  its  side 
to  the  vein,  are  covered  with  a  small  scrubby  pine  $  while  its  summit,  and  fiileen 
hundred  feet  below,  are  overgrown  with  grass  and  shrube.  The  scarred  and 
rugged  mountain  looks  eternal.  Some  three  thousand  feet  above  its  base  a  mon- 
ster vein  of  silver-bearing  quartz  cuts  its  face  obliquely,  burying  itself  in  the 
mountain  at  one  end,  and  penetrating  into  the  valley  at  the  other,  after  stretch- 
ing out  in  palpable  view  the  enormous  length  of  eighteen  thousand  six  hundred 
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and  fiflj  feet  Its  width  is  four  hundred  feet  In  the  oourse  of  this  extreme 
length,  the  leviathan  is  cut  tran^Terselj  by  a  number  of  small  veins  of  silver 
mineral.  We  state  .this  as  of  doubtful  occurrence,  for  in  the  judgment  of  sev- 
eral persons  who  have  examined  the  Giant  they  are  not  transverse  veins,  bat 
lateral  spurs  or  chimneys  from  the  main  vein,  and  generally  exhibit  mineral  of 
a  very  rich  character.  This  giant  vein  is  encased  in  highly  crystalline  limestone. 
Twenty  locations  have  been  made  on  the  vein,  with  the  following  names  and  dimen- 
sions :  Commencing  at  its  greatest  point  of  altitude  is  the  Chieflain — Grenessee 
Company,  1,400  feet;  Murphy  Company,  800;  Gill  Company,  800;  Taylor 
and  Fassmore,  800 ;  De  Witt  Company,  450 ;  St  Louis  Company,  2,000 
Meacham  and  Brothers,  400 ;  Niagara  Company,  400  ;  Savage  Company,  400 
Nebraska  Company,  1,200.  Cortez  Giant — ^Mount  Tenabo  Company,  4,000 
Elmore  Company,  200 ;  Russell  Company,  600 ;  Continental  Company,  1,000 
Argentine  Company,  1,000;  Empire  Company,  800;  Conn  and  Brothers,  400 
Traverse  Company,  400 ;  and  the  Anna  Burr  Company,  2,000  feet  The  latter 
claim  is  somewhat  broken,  and  at  its  termination  the  vein  penetrates  the  earth, 
and  is  lost  altogether.  The  vein  disappears  also  at  the  upper  boundary  of  the 
ChieAain.  It  has  been  opened  at  several  points  along  its  course,  in  every  case 
disclosing  good  mineral.  The  Gill,  Taylor  and  Fassmore,  and  St  Lrouis  loca- 
tions, near  the  upper  end  of  the  vein,  have  been  worked,  the  two  latter  consid- 
erably. The  Cortez  Giant,  which  lies  near  the  center  of  the  vein,  is  the  most 
fully  developed  location,  and  has  yielded  a  large  amount  of  bullion  this  season. 
Some  work  has  also  been  done  on  the  Continental,  situated  towards  the  lower 
end  of  the  vein,  with  about  the  same  results  as  in  the  other  cases  specified.  Of 
this  wonderful  vein  there  is  little  exact  knowledge,  but  that  it  stands  out  upon 
the  mountain's  face,  a  liqge,  palpable  fact.  It  will  be  developed ;  and  when 
that  day  arrives,  we  believe  the  Nevada  Giant  will  be  almost  universaUy 
regarded  as  among  the  wonderful  mines  of  the  world.*' 

There  is  an  eight^stamp  mill,  with  accomuMdation  for  sixteen,  now  ronning  in 
the  district,  with  good  results.  The  first  ore  crushed  was  &om  the  Berlin  Lode. 
To  obtain  the  best  results,  the  ores  of  the  district  will  require  roasting. 


WASHINGTON  DISTRICT, 

about  twenty-five  miles  south  of  Austin,  on  the  western  slope  of  the  Toiyabe 
Mountains,  is  remarkable  for  the  abundance  of  its  argentiferous  galena  ores. 
Of  this  class  are  those  produced  by  the  Live  Oak  and  St  Helena  mines*  The 
latter  mine  has  been  opened  to  considerable  depth,  and  shows  fine  galexia,  asso- 
ciated with  iron  pyrites. 

EUREKA   DISTRICT 

was  located  in  1864.  It  is  well  supplied  with  wood  and  water,  and  there  are 
fine  agricultural  lands  in  the  neighborhood. 

GOLD    CANON    DISTRICT.  (?) 

This  I  believe  to  be  the  name  of  the  mining  district  organized  in  the  neigb* 
borhood  of  Egan  CaSon.  The  following  items  relative  to  the  mines  in  this 
neicrhborhood  are  taken  from  the  "  Reese  River  Reveille :  *' 

The  best  known  and  developed  mine  is  the  Gilligan,  belonging  to  the  Social 
Company,  which  has  been  prospected  by  an  incline  to  a  depth  of  four  hundred 
feet^  and  yielded  before  the  suspension  of  operations  $60,000  worth  of  bullion.

THE  CAPSES  OF  THE  DECAY  OF  MINING  ENTERPRISES  IN 

MANY  PORTIONS  OF  THE  STATE. 

So  universally  have  the  mining  districts  of  the  State,  outside  of  Virginia  and 
Gold  Hill,  sprung  into  short-lived  notoriety,  exciting  great  hopes  by  promises 
of  unbounded  wealth,  only  to  lapse  again  into  obscurity,  that  a  universal  dis- 
trust of  mining  enterprises  in  those  sections  obtained  but  a  short  time  ago.  In 
the  earlier  months  of  our  history  scarcely  a  day  passed  without  some  new  dis- 
trict being  discovered,  which,  according  to  the  reports  of  the  fortunate  locators, 
possessed  not  only  an  abundance  of  rich  ores,  but  every  requisite  for  their  reduc- 
tion ;  and  even  to-day  our  prospectors  still  come  in  from  their  adventurous  wan- 
derings through  the  wilderness  with  accounts  equally  promising.  How  comes 
it,  then,  that  of  all  these  localities  which  were  to  supply  fortunes  to  all  who  were 
interested  in  them,  so  few  have  even  a  passing  notice  to^ay  ? — and  of  those  few, 
how  is  it  that  they  contribute  so  little  to  the  wealth  of  the  State  ?  Is  it  because 
the  richness  of  the  mines  was  exaggerated  ?  Is  it  because  of  mismanagement 
in  their  development?— or  because  the  character  of  the  ores  was  misunderstood, 
and  the  wrong  means  of  reduction  employed  ? 

To  a  State  so  entirely  dependent,  as  we  are,  upon  our  mineral  wealth,  the 
inquiry  into  the  rise  and  decay  of  these  outside  districts  is  a  most  important 
question,  as  upon  a  clear  understanding  of  it,  in  all  its  bearings,  depends  in  a 
great  measure  our  future  existence  and  prosperity.  From  it  we  may  learn  the 
errors  into  which  we  have  fallen,  and,  profiting  by  experience,  frequently  intro- 
duce success  where  failure  has  attended  all  previous  efforts. 

The  observations  which  I  am  about  to  make  in  this  and  the  succeeding  chap- 
ter may  seem  so  simple,  and  their  truth  so  patent  to  everybody,  that  many  per- 
sons may  be  inclined  to  smile  at  them ;  nevertheless  there  is  such  an  accumula- 
tion of  evidence  that  even  to-day  many  of  the  points  are  misunderstood,  or 
thought  of  so  little  value,  that  I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  attention  to  them,  in 
the  hope  that  some  good  may  be  the  result,  and  that  the  true  knowledge  of  our 
position  may  help  in  some  degree  to  remove  the  false  impressions  which  exist 
outside  of  our  boundaries  as  to  the  extent  of  our  resources. 

The  better  to  understand  our  position,  it  may  be  well  to  glance  at  the  charac- 
ter of  the  population  of  the  State,  as  all  the  efforts  which  have  been  made  for 
the  development  of  our  resources  have  been  colored  by  their  salient  character- 
istics. Possessing  a  large  foreign  element,  that  of  American  birth  predominates 
not  only  largely  in  numbers  but  in  the  conduct  of  our  chief  enterprises,  and  has 
given  to  them  the  peculiar  features  of  the  American  character.  Energetic, 
hopeful,  and  self-reliant,  impatient  to  achieve  success,  but  at  the  same  time 
undaunted  by  unexpected  obstacles,  the  inventive  genius  of  the  people  has  been 
called  into  more  than  usual  activity,  and  probably  no  nation  in  the  world  could 
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have  accomplished  in  the  same  time  what  has  been  achieved  in  Nevada,  under 
similar  circumstances. 

The  original  population  of  the  State  came  from  California,  and  had  there 
been  engaged  more  or  less  in  placer  mining.  As  a  body  they  were  ignorant  of 
the  details  of  vein  mining,  unacquainted  with  the  appearance  and  characteristics 
of  mineral  lodes,  and  but  few  indeed  had  any  knowledge  of  the  dbtinguishing 
features  of  any  minerals  except  gold,  or  the  means  of  extracting  them  from  the 
gangues  with  which  they  were  associated.  With  an  adaptiveness  essentialYy 
American,  much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  acquiring  the  requisite 
knowledge  on  these  points ;  but  we  may  undoubtedly  trace  to  this  source  most 
of  the  difficulties  which  have  befallen  us.  In  this  there  is  much  cause  for  con- 
gratulation, because  time  will  remedy  the  evil.  It  was  one,  certainly,  which  we 
could  not  avoid,  however  much  we  may  regret  its  results ;  but  the  more  widely 
true,  practical  knowledge  becomes  disseminated,  the  less  will  its  influence  be 
felt,  and  the  more  steadily  will  our  material  prosperity  advance. 

This  want  of  knowledge,  however^  was  not  confined  to  the  prospectors  and 
locators  of  our  mines.  Unfortunately,  during  our  early  history,  the  population 
was  sadly  deficient  in  men  with  good,  practiced  mining  knowledge  to  take  charge 
of  the  development  and  working  of  mining  property;  and  errors  in  judgment 
on  their  part  have  been  only  too  numerous.  This  evil,  like  the  other,  is  in  a  £ur 
way  of  being  remedied,  many  of  our  mines  being  under  the  management  of 
thoroughly  competent  men ;  still  it  is  patent  that  many  companies,  and  espe- 
cially Uiose  organized  in  the  Eastern  States,  have  been  put  into  the  hands  of 
men,  energetic  and  thoroughly  competent  as  far  as  regards  business  qualifica- 
tions, but  unfitted  for  the  positions  they  occupy,  in  too  many  instances,  from  a 
want  of  knowledge  of  mining  details,  and  ignorance  of  the  county  in  which  they 
are  residing. 

The  causes  which  have  led  to  our  difficulties  may  then  be  classed  under  three 
heads : 

1st.  Errors  in  judgment  by  prospectors. 

2d.  Errors  in  judgment  by  superintendents  and  trustees. 

3d.  Swindling  transactions  perpetrated  on  foreign  capital 

Let  us  examine  them  seriattm.  The  errors  in  judgment  on  the  part  of  pros- 
pectors resulted  in  unintelligent  prospecting. 

It  wa^  natural  that  men  without  experience  should  make  many  false  estimates 
of  the  treasures  they  had  found ;  and  thus,  it  happened  that  great  numbers  of 
valueless  locations  were  made,  without  any  intentional  deception  on  the  part  of 
the  locators.  Having  once  seen  silver  procured  from  a  quartz  vein,  not  a  few 
arrived  at  the  illogical  conclusion  that  all  quartz  veins  must  contain  ^Iver ;  and 
forgetting  that  it  is  but  seldom  that  a  lode  is  of  equal  value  throughout  its  whole 
extent,  or  even  thickness,  a  small  fragment  of  ore,  yielding  a  large  assay  of  gold 
or  silver,  was  regarded  by  many  persons  as  establishing  the  value  of  a  claim. 
The  results  of  the  first  discoveries  of  silver  made  in  our  State  were  so  fiattermg, 
and  presaged  for  us  such  unbounded  wealth,  that  capital  was  early  found  to  pros- 
pect any  location  that  could  show  even  the  remotest  probability  of  success ;  and 
so  it  gradually  happened  that  large  amounts  of  money  were  expended  on  loca* 
tions  which  the  eye  of  an  experienced  miner  would  have  pronounced  worthless  at 
first  sight. 

Again,  the  want  of  accurate  information  by  many  of  our  early  prospectors  in- 
duced them  to  expend  work  and  money  on  useless  minerals,  .supposing  them^ 
from  their  resemblance  to  other  valuable  articles,  to  be  good  property.  Within  a 
few  miles  of  Virginia,  numerous  ttinnels  have  been  run  in  a  deposit  of  silicate  of 
alumina,  under  the  impression  that  it  was  quartzj«  clay  jasper,  mixed  with  iron 
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pyrites  in  minute  crystals,  was  probably  thought  to  be  cinnabar  and  gold  by  the 
man  who  dug  out  and  broke  up  a  large  quantity  of  the  rock;  micaceous  red  hem- 
atite, a  peculiar  ore  of  iron,  deceived  some  one  by  its  resemblance  to  some  of  the 
silver  sulphurets  found  in  the  Comstock  Lode  ;  and  in  many  places  throughout 
the  State,  volcanic  rocks  have  been  taken  for  coal,  and  extensive  work  projected 
thereon.  The  labor  and  money  expended  on  all  such  locations  was,  of  course, 
uselessly  employed. 

Expensive  litigation,  which,  in  Nevada,  has  swallowed  up  as  much  of  the 
profits  of  the  mines  as  has  been  divided  among  the  shareholders  in  the  shape  of 
dividends,  was,  in  a  great  measure,  the  result  of  ignorance  of  the  structure  of 
mineral  veins.  It  not  unfrequently  happens  that  near  the  surface  there  are  sev- 
eral parallel  seams  of  vein  matter  which  unite  in  depth  into  some  main  lode :  this 
is  more  likely  to  be  the  case  when  the  dip  of  the  vein  is  fiat,  than  when  it  ap- 
proaches a  vertical  position.  A  want  of  familiarity  with  this  feature  induced  our 
early  pioneers  to  regard  every  quartz  seam  as  a  separate  lode,  even  though  run- 
ning parallel  with  another,  and  at  no  great  distance  from  it.  The  locations  on 
these  soon  came  into  confiict ;  and  scarcely  any  claim  was  free  from  contestants. 
It  not  unfrequently  happened  that  there  were  four  or  five  companies  claiming  the 
same  ground.  Since  the  discovery  of  this  fact,  it  has  been  customary,  when 
veins  have  been  found  running  parallel  and  near  each  other,  to  locate  the  series ; 
and  careful  attention  in  this  way  will,  in  most  instances,  obviate  the  risk  of  future 
litigation. 

To  us,  who  look  back  at  these  early  days  with  the  light  of  experience,  it  seems 
strange  that  costly  works  should  have  been  undertaken  on  claims,  before  a  care- 
ful examination  of  such  portions  of  the  lode  as  were  easily  accessible  should  have 
determined  whether  or  not  there  was  a  reasonable  prospect  of  the  mine  returning 
the  outlay ;  yet,  such  was  the  case  in  Nevada  to  an  unlimited  extent  True,  it  is 
not  always  easy  to  decide  whether  such  will  be  the  case,  many  claims  with  most 
unpromising  surface  indications  having  proved  valuable  property,  while  others, 
which  held  out  most  alluring  prospects,  have  failed  to  realize  them  in  depth.  But 
this  does  not  alter  the  general  truth  of  the  position.  Shails  and  tunnels  through 
the  country-rock,  intended  to  strike  the  vein  several  hundred  feet  below  the  sur- 
face, were  projected  on  the  strength  of  a  few  cubic  feet  of  rock  broken  from  the 
croppings ;  it  being  argued  when  the  gangue  on  the  surface  carried  but  little  or 
no  mineral,  that  it  was  only  necessary  to  get  down  on  the  vein  to  secure  the 
prize.  These  works,  when  carried  down  or  into  the  veins,  certainly  explored 
them  at  the  place  where  the  lodes  were  struck,  but  gave  no  information  of  what 
lay  between  that  point  and  the  surface.  It  would  be  easy  to  cite  mady  instances 
in  support  of  these  propositions,  but  sufiicient  will  occur  to  every  reader,  within 
his  own  experience,  to  render  the  task  unnecessary.  If  the  ore  on  the  surface 
was  not  rich  enough  to  pay  for  extraction  and  reduction,  and  it  was  thought  that 
in  depth  it  might  improve  sufficiently  to  be  remunerative,  surely  it  would  have 
been  preferable  to  follow  the  vein  down  by  an  incline,  in  which  its  condition  could 
have  been  judged  of,  day  by  day,  and  foot  by  fooL  This  course  would  have  led 
to  the  abandonment  of  many  works  before  one-quarter  of  the  money  which  has 
been  expended  on  them  had  been  squandered,  and  we  should  be,  to-day,  that 
much  richer  as  a  community. 

These  instances  are  brought  forward  not  to  throw  discredit  on  the  pioneers  of 
the  State,  who  erred  from  want  of  knowledge,  certainly  not  from  want  of  zeal, 
but  merely  to  show  the  character  of  the  work  which  has  been  expended  on  min- 
ing claims  and  its  inefficient  results. 

But  the  lavish  expenditure  of  money  did  not  stop  here.  It  was  deemed  es- 
sential to  the  success  of  a  district  that  a  mill  should  be  immediately  erected  for 
the  reduction  of  the  ores.  This  is  true  to  an  extent.  It  is  certain  there  can  be 
no  ultimate  result  in  the  shape  of  bullion  without  such  appliances,  but  it  was 
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folly  to  provide  the  means  of  reduction  before  developments  had  shown  to  a 
certainty  that  the  mines  could  yield  a  constant  supply  sufficient  to  keep  the  ma- 
chiner}'  running.  But  few  of  the  mills  in  the  outlying  districts  of  Nevada 
have  been  able  to  run  steadily,  and  their  history  amply  confirms  the  truth  of  the 
foregoing  remarks.  The  money  invested  in  these  mills  would  have  amply  suf- 
ficed to  have  established  the  reputation  of  districts  which  now  hardly  attract 
attention.  It  may  seem  strange  that  the  excitement  of  mining  speculation  should 
have  so  subverted  the  judgment  of  men  as  to  induce  them  to  enter  into  these 
wild  investments,  without  having  a  solid  basis  to  work  on  ;  but  the  fact  none  the 
less  remains  to  our  and  their  loss. 

Where  the  ores  were  abundant  in  quantity,  it  frequently  happened  that  want 
of  success  resulted  from  other  causes.  It  fortunately  happened  that  the  first 
silver  ores  found  in  Nevada  were  of  the  most  docile  character  and  easily  reduced 
by  the  simplest  methods ;  and,  without  pausing  to  think  of  the  chemical  changes 
that  take  place  in  the  process  of  amalgamation,  or  the  efiect  which  certain  min- 
erals exercise  on  each  other  when  occurring  in  combination,  the  method  which 
had  been  found  so  efficient  in  Virginia  and  Gold  Hill  was  applied  to  everything 
in  the  shape  of  ore  producing  silver  or  gold,  no  matter  whether  it  was  assodated 
with  copper,  lead,  antimony,  arsenic  or  zinc  It  would  be  beyond  the  scope  of 
this  article  to  enter  into  the  chemical  reasons  of  the  failures  which  resulted  from 
the  cause  ;  it  is  sufficient  for  us  to  know  in  this  connection  that  they  did  fail,  and 
not  unfrequently  in  cases  where  the  ore  would  have  paid  well  for  reduction  by 
methods  suited  to  its  character.  .  The  error  was  discovered  in  course  of  time, 
but  not  before  the  reputation  of  many  districts  had  suffered  severely,  and  heavy 
expenses  been  incurred  for  the  alteration  of  milb  to  suit  the  ores  on  which  they 
were  to  be  employed. 

'  This  expenditure  of  capital  on  objects  which  did  not  and  could  not  yield  a 
return  in  bullion,  absorbed  so  large  an  amount  of  money  that  the  time  was  in- 
evitable when  no  more  would  be  furnished,  capital  being  shy  of  investments 
which  fail  to  yield  a  speedy  return  or  the  promise  of  one  adequate  to  the  riaks 
incurred.  This  time  arrived  in  Nevada  in  the  summer  of  1864.  It  was  accel- 
erated by  the  wild,  baseless  speculation  in  mining  stocks  which  had  raged  for 
two  or  three  years  previously.  Faith  in  the  permanence  of  a  large  number  of 
our  best  mines  was  shaken  from  various  temporary  causes,  and  they  depreciated 
suddenly  and  seriously  in  value,  with  most  unfortunate  results  to  such  claims 
as  depended  for  their  prospective  value  on  the  richness  and  permanence  of  others 
more  extensively  developed.  The  crisis  came  rapidly.  Money  suddenly  became 
less  abundant  than  formerly.  For  want  of  the  necessary  funds,  work  was  sus- 
pended on  thousands  of  locations,  the  universal  distrust  refusing  money  for  the 
further  development  of  even  promising  claims,  which  went  down  in  the  universal 
crash  with  those  which  were  utterly  worthless.  Work  on  many  such  has  not 
been  resumed  from  that  day  to  this.  As  quickly  as  persons  had  jumped  to  the 
conclusion  that  all  quartz  veins  contained  silver,  just  as  rapidly  did  they  reach 
the  other  extreme,  and  decide  that  because  one  claim  was  worthless  or  looked 
unpromising  for  the  time  being,  that  all  its  neighbors  must  be  so  too.  Of  course, 
the  blow  fell  heaviest  on  such  districts  as  produced  no  bullion,  being  graduated 
according  to  the  success  which  had  attended  mining  operations  in  them. 

The  amount  of  capital  locked  up  in  these  useless  works,  and  thus  lost  to  the 
State,  can  only  be  reckoned  by  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  No  commu- 
nity can  suffer  such  a  loss  without  being  seriously  cramped  in  its  resources,  and 
time  is  necessary  before  the  losers  can  again  be  tempted  into  similar  investments. 
Even  good  mining  property  requires  a  large  amount  of  capital  for  its  develop- 
ment, and  unless  we  can  attract  it  to  us  by  unmistakable  evidence  that  it  can 
be  profitably  employed,  our  future  will  be  without  promise  or  our  progress  slow 
and  unsatisfactory.     Fortunately,  the  ill  effects  resulting  from  the  above  caases 
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are  dying  away,  and,  as  they  were  almost  entirely  the  result  of  want  of  knowl- 
edge, time  alone  is  necessary  to  enable  us  to  avoid  them  in  the  future. 

The  losses  which  owners  of  mining  property  have  experienced  in  Nevada, 
must  frequently  be  charged  to  the  stockholders  themselves,  who  have  often  dis- 
played, in  the  selection  of  their  superintendents,  a  disregard  of  all  business  princi- 
ples truly  astonishing.  Something  more  than  a  good  knowledge  of  mercantile 
business  is  requisite  in  a  successful  mining  superintendent,  yet  this  has  frequently 
been  their  principal  recommendation.  Mining  is  a  vocation,  just  as  much  as  the 
study  of  law  or  medicine,  and  years  of  practical  experience  alone  can  enable  a 
man  to  master  the  subject  in  all  its  details.  Without  such  knowledge,  men  must 
necessarily  work  in  the  dark  and  at  a  disadvantage ;  .but,  happily  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  State,  a  better  era  is  dawning  upon  us,  and  men  of  known  ability, 
in  their  peculiar  field,  are  taking  charge  of  our  principal  mines. 

A  few  words  on  the  causes  which  have  given  us  this  unfortunate  name 
abroad,  may  not  inappropriately  close  these  observations.  The  unaccountable 
fluctuations  in  the  value  of  our  mining  stocks  may  have  had  something  to  do 
with  it,  but  undoubtedly  the  chief  source  is  to  be  looked  for  in  the  unmitigated 
swindles  which  have  been  perpetrated  on  mining  companies  in  the  Eastern 
States  and  elsewhere.  It  would  be  easy  to  cite  many  of  these,  some  of  which 
died  in  the  bud,  while  others  were  carried  a  stage  further,  but  not  one  of  which 
ever  bore  fruit  in  the  form  of  dividends.  Without  exception,  they  had  their 
base  in  the  ignorance  which  exists  relative  to  Nevada,  and  which  enables  their 
projectors  to  make  statements  which  could  only  be  proved  false  at  considerable 
expense.  What  this  ignorance  is,  may  best  be  illustrated  by  quoting  a  few  in- 
stances from  the  ^  London  Standard,"  of  June  30,  1865.  In  the  prospectus  of 
the  "  Reese  River  Mining  Company  "  the  property  of  the  company  is  said  to  be 
within  half  a  mile  of  the  already  mentioned  railway,  it  being  apparently  intended 
to  convey  the  idea  that  a  line  was  then  in  operation  in  the  neighborhood. 
Speaking  of  the  mills  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  on  the  company's  property, 
their  cost  is  set  down  at  $2,500  each,  for  a  mill  capable  of  reducing  twenty  tons 
of  rock  per  diem,  when  that  sum  would  not  cover  the  expense  of  freight,  to  say 
nothing  about  machinery  and  erection.  But  the  depth  of  the  ignorance  which 
exists  relative  to  Nevada  will  be  best  understood  when  such  statements  as  the 
following  can  find  believers. 

The  prospectus  goes  on  to  say  that,  in  order  to  show  the  value  of  their  prop- 
erty, they  will  mention  the  names  of  a  few  well  known  mines  in  the  immediate 
vicinity,  and  quote  the  Hale  &  Norcross,  Bullion,  Empire,  and  Crown  Point,  in 
Virginia  and  Gold  Hill,  and  the  SieiTa  Butte,  in  California !  Why,  it  would 
be  just  as  absurd  to  quote  mines  in  Cornwall,  England,  to  increase  the  value  of 
one  in  Northumberland,  two  hundred  miles  away ;  and  yet  the  parallel  is  com- 
plete. Nor  is  this  all :  the  prices  of  the  stocks  were  also  given,'  with  a  state- 
ment that  their  par  value  was  five  dollars  per  share,  so  as  to  lead  persons  to  the 
conclusion  that  they  were  at  a  premium  of  several  hundred  dollars.  Again  and 
again  have  facts  been  willfully  misrepresented,  and  property  painted  in  glowing 
colors  which  was  totally  unknown,  even  to  old  residents  of  the  localities  in 
which  it  was  said  to  be  situated ;  and  is  it  cause  for  surprise  that  agent  after 
agent,  sent  out  to  examine  such  locations,  should  return  disgusted  with  his  expe- 
rience, or  that  mining  men  abroad  should  come  to  look  at  all  our  professions  of 
unlimited  mineral  wealth  as  a  complete  farce,  if  not  altogether  an  intolerable 
swindle?  Occasionally  one  of  these  schemes  has  been  nursed  into  practical 
existence,  and  its  certain  failure  has  only  intensified  the  distrust. 

It  is  not  often  that  the  miners  themselves  are  to  blame  for  these  results,  which 
spring  from  the  operations  of  the  ^  middle  men."  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  some 
share  of  the  trouble  which  this  fraternity  has  brought  on  the  community  can- 
not be  visited  upon  their  own  heads.     We  have  sufiicient  mining  property  of 
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the  best  character  to  employ  all  the  capital  it  would  be  possible  to  secare  under 
the  most  favorable  circumstances,  but  one  of  these  swindles,  successfullj  carried 
out,  can  do  us  more  injury  than  months  of  earnest  work  can  repair. 

There  is  yet,  however,  another  cause.  Mining  property  of  good  character 
has  been  sold  to  Eastern  capitalists,  which,  under  able  management,  would  be  a 
credit  to  our  State,  and  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  owners ;  but  it  is  no  wonder 
that  they  absorb  thousands  afler  thousands  of  dollars  without  yielding  a  return, 
or  that  they  disgust  the  proprietors  who  are  looking  anxiously  for  dividends  and 
receive  them  not,  so  long  as  men  are  sent  out  to  take  charge  of  them  who  never 
saw  a  mine  before  in  their  lives,  and  never  had  anything  to  do  with  machinery, 
let  alone  the  reduction  of  ores.  Not  one  of  the  men  who  have  the  control  of 
these  incorporations  would  think  of  employing  a  man  to  build  a  house  who  had 
been  brought  up  at  a  grocer's  counter,  or  hire  a  book-keeper  who  was  not 
acquainted  with  his  business  ;  yet  they  suppose  a  man  can  become  a  good  mining 
superintendent  by  simple  transportation  to  a  mining  camp ;  and  when  ill  lud 
attends  their  enterprises,  attribute  it  to  the  property  on  which  they  have  been 
operating,  instead  of  to  the  operators  themselves.  Their  action  in  this  matter 
is  not  alone  a  dead  loss  to  themselves,  but  at  the  same  time  an  incalculable  detn- 
n\ent  to  our  State :  the  fact  of  fiulure  being  patent  to  all,  while  its  true  cause 
may  be  known  only  to  a  few.  , 

In  all  these  things  there  is  little  of  which  we  need  to  be  ashamed.  Nay,  we 
may  justly  be  proud  of  what  we  have  achieved  in  the  face  of  our  many  difficul- 
ties. With  careful  management  and  intelligent  superintendence,  we  may  look 
forward  to  a  future  of  unparalleled  prosperity,  our  resources  being  unequaled 
by  any  of  the  mining  States  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
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HINTS  FOR  THE  USE  OF  PROSPECTORS  AND  PERSONS  EN- 
GAGED IN  THE  EARLY  DEVELOPMENT  OF  MINING 
PROPERTY. 

Haying  thus  pointed  out  some  of  the  causes  which  have  retarded  our  progress 
to  a  successful  result  in  many  portions  of  Nevada,  it  remains  to  show  in  what 
way  we  may  avoid  them  in  the  future ;  and  for  this  purpose  I  would  suggest  the 
following  remarks  on  the  development  of  mines  and  the  reduction  of  ores : 

When  indications  of  a  mineral  deposit  have  heen  observed,  the  first  thing  to 
be  ascertained  is  its  extent,  as  accurately  as  may  be ;  and  secondly,  the  char- 
acter of  the  ores,  and  the  facilities  which  exist  for  their  successful  treatment — as 
on  this  latter  circumstance  the  value  of  the  property  will  be  in  a  great  measure 
dependent.  If  the  requisite  means  of  reduction  are  near  at  hand,  and  equally 
accessible,  a  lower  grade  of  ore  will  be  remunerative,  than  would  be  the  case 
if  costly  fluxes  and  machinery  or  transportation  of  ore  and  materials  to  a  con- 
siderable distance  are  unavoidable.  At  the  same  time  some  attention  ought  to 
be  given  to  the  rocks  which  are  associated  with  or  contain  the  mineral  lodes.  If 
a  mine  in  any  district  has  been  proved  by  development  to  be  valuable,  the  coun- 
try rock  in  which  it  is  found  should  be  carefully  noted,  as  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
wherever  they  occur  in  the  same  district,  other  mines  equally  good  may  occur 
in  that  connection.  Nor  is  this  the  only  advantage  to  be  derived.  If  the  mine 
is  offered  for  sale,  almost  the  first  inquiries  will  relate  to  these  matters,  experi- 
ence having  shown  that  certain  minerals  are  usually  associated  with  rocks  of  a 
certain  age  and  character,  and  that  mineral-bearing  lodes  are  more  apt  to  be 
permanent  in  some  formations  than  in  others.  The  direction  of  the  vein,  with 
regard  to  the  general  structure  of  the  country,  should  be  ascertained,  noting 
particularly  whether  it  runs  parallel  to  or  crosswise  of  the  various  formations ; 
nor  should  traces  of  recent  volcanic  action  be  overlooked,  as  in  localities  where 
the  country  is  much  broken,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  veins  may  have  been 
extensively  ^'  faulted  "  or  dislocated — an  accident  of  great  importance  in  the  suc- 
cessful working  of  mining  property. 

When  a  mineral  deposit  has  been  discovered,  the  first  thing  to  be  done,  as 
before  stated,  is  to  trace  it  as  far  as  possible  on  the  surface,  to  ascertain  if  it 
possesses  the  visible  characters  of  a  true  vein ;  or  if  only  an  isolated  or  ^'  segre- 
gated" mass,  whether  its  extent  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  cost  of  development 
and  the  erection  of  works  for  its  reduction.  When  the  vein-stone  is  hard  and 
crops  out  prominently,  but  little  difficulty  will  be  experienced :  the  chief  point  to 
be  noted  in  that  case  being  the  character  of  the  ore  in  different  portions  of  the 
lode,  so  that  the  most  promising  place  may  be  selected  on  which  to  begin  the 
work  of  development  But  when  the  gangue  is  soft,  and  the  lode  has  been 
reduced  by  the  action  of  the  weather  to  the  level  of  the  ground,  or  has  been 
covered  up  by  the  formation  of  a  bed  of  earth,  a  different  course  must  be

adopted.  After  ascertainiog  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  course  of  the  Yein,  or 
^'  strike,"  as  it  is  technically  termed,  narrow  pits  or  trenches  should  be  sank,  at 
intervals  of,  say  one  hundred  feet,  across  the  ground  where  it  is  supposed  the 
lode  ought  to  be  found.  These  pits  should  be  sunk  until  the  rock  is  found 
unbroken,  and  continued  until  the  walls  of  the  vein  have  been  developed.  While 
tracing  a  vein  in  this  manner,  the  "  dip "  of  the  vein,  or  its  inclination  to  the 
horizon,  should  be  taken  into  account ;  as,  provided  the  dip  be  considerable,  and 
the  country  through  which  the  lode  passes  be  rough  and  broken  up  by  deep 
ravines,  it  will  apparently  have  a  very  zigzag  course  on  the  surface,  thoagh 
really  following  a  straight  line  through  the  district  Or  yet  another  plan  may 
be  adopted.  Starting  at  the  point  where  the  ori^nal  discovery  was  made,  the 
vein  may  be  stripped  or  laid  bare  on  the  surface  in  the  direction  of  its  leDgth, 
and  in  thb  way  the  character  of  the  lode  and  its  comparative  ridmeas  at  diffisr- 
ent  points  may  be  very  thoroughly  ascertained ;  and  though  the  process  may 
seem  a  slow  one,  nothing  will  be  lost  in  the  end,  as  the  knowledge  obtained  by 
this  method  will  be  of  incalculable  value  in  all  subsequent  operations. 

In  a  country  where  the  fever  for  making  locations  rages  as  violently  as  it  does 
in  Nevada,  this  method  of  exploration  has  the  additional  advantage,  and  no  small 
one,  either,  of  defining  the  boundaries  of  the  claim  and  obviating  the  risks  of 
adverse  locations  and  subsequent  expensive  litigation.  This  item  is  worthy  of 
serious  consideration,  when  we  bear  in  mind  how  large  a  proportion  of  the 
profits  of  our  mines  has  been  squandered  in  this  way.  Even  should  the  devel- 
opments show  that  different  claims  come  into  conflict,  it  should  be  remembered 
that  it  is  easier  to  come  to  a  settlement,  in  most  cases,  while  the  value  of  the 
property  is  yet  prospective,  than  when  one  or  both  of  the  locations  have  been 
proved  to  be  valuable. 

Having,  by  these  means,  ascertained  the  probable  character  of  the  property, 
and  the  nature  of  the  ores,  and  more  especially  whether  any  changes  have  taken 
place  in  its  composition,  as  is  frequently  the  case  in  passing  from  one  series  of 
rocks  to  another,*  the  prospector  is  then  in  a  position  to  inquire  whether  the 
requisites  for  reduction  are  within  an  available  distance.  If  the  ores  are  such  as 
may  be  reduced  by  a  simple  amalgamation  process,  as  those,  for  instance,  carry- 
ing free  gold,  or  some  of  the  simpler  compounds  of  silver,  all  that  will  be  neces- 
sary is  water  sufficient  for  amalgamation  and  motive  power  for  machinery.  If 
the  employment  of  steam  be  indispensable,  the  supply  of  fuel,  either  wood  or 
coal,  must  be  greater  than  if  hydraulic  power  be  feasible.  Should  the  ores  re- 
quire roasting,  as  is  often  the  case  in  Nevada,  the  supply  of  fuel  must  be  greater, 
and  within  a  reasonable  distance,  or  the  cost  of  transportation  will  consume  the 
profits  of  the  mine,  unless  the  ores  are  extraordinarily  rich ;  and  in  this  case  the 
items  of  fire  clay  for  the  lining  of  the  furnaces,  and  salt  for  use  in  the  roasting  pro- 
cess, must  not  be  forgotten.  In  cases  where  smelting  must  be  resorted  to,  the  item  of 
fire  clay  will  be  still  more  important,  as  will  also  the  quantity  of  fuel ;  and  the  pres- 
ence of  suitable  fluxes,  such  as  lime,  carbonate  of  soda,  etc.,  should  be  ascertained. 
These  considerations  are  of  vital  importance,  and  ought  never  to  be  overlooked. 
Mines  will,  of  course,  sometimes  be  found  where  one  or  more  of  the  requisites  for 
reduction  are  absent,  as,  for  instance,  wood  or  water ;  and  then  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  ascertain  whether  the  ore  can  be  cheaply  sorted  or  ^  dressed  "  up  to  a 
grade  sufficiently  high  to  pay  for  its  transportation  to  a  more  favored  locality. 
This  branch  of  mining,  which  forms  a  large  item  in  many  European  mines,  has 
apparently  been  but  little  thought  of  in  Nevada,  probably  on  account  of  the  high 


*  In  the  Cornish  mines,  veins  which  produce  copper  in  granite  frequently  change  to  tin  lodes 
on  passing  into  the  "  kiilas  "  or  slates,  and  vice  vena ;  and  todes  in  limestone  producing  lead, 
as  in  many  Derbyshire  mines,  are  not  trnfreqnentlj  barren  in  the  aasocurted  green  stones. 
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price  of  both  labor  and  transportatioD.  The  time  is  rapidly  coming,  however, 
when  there  will  be  a  material  improvement  in  both  these  items,  and  the  plan,  if 
judiciously  carried  out,  might  be  adopted  with  advantage.  The  preliminary 
explorations,  when  accomplished,  will  have  supplied  the  data  on  which  to  found 
a  rational  method  of  development.  The  best  will  depend  greatly  on  circum- 
stances, but  in  all  early  works,  one  imperative  rule  may  be  given,  "  never  lose 
sight  of  the  quartz  or  other  vein  stone."  If  the  vein  crosses  a  rough  country,  and 
is  accessible  from  a  ravine,  it  will,  in  most  instances,  be  the  wisest  plan  to  start 
from  the  lowest  available  point  and  run  a  drift  on  the  lode,  as  the  ground  can  not 
only  be  more  cheaply  excavated  and  removed  by  this  method*  than  any  other, 
but  it  possesses  the  additional  advantage  of  exploring  a  large  amount  of  ground 
which  can  all  be  removed  by  stoping  upwards,  and  of  draining  all  the  vein  which 
lies  above  the  level  of  the  tunnel.  When  this  plan  is  impracticable,  because  the 
country  is  comparatively  level,  or  the  vein  runs  along  a  mountain  side  but  little 
cut  up  by  ravines,  the  choice  lies  between  an  incline  and  a  perpendicular  shaft. 
The  instances  in  which  the  latter  can  be  sunk  within  the  vein  are  comparatively 
few.  The  dip  of  most  veins  renders  an  incline  preferable.  Inclines,  as  a  rule, 
cost  less  to  sink  than  shafts,  besides  exploring  more  ground,  and  care  should  be 
taken  to  commence  them  in  the  most  favorable  position.  The  question  of  drain- 
age will  naturally  be  a  leading  consideration.  Under  the  latter  suppositaon,  there 
will  not  be  much  choice  in  the  matter,  but  in  a  country  deeply  cut  up  by  gulches, 
if  an  incline  be  preferred  to  a  drift  on  the  lode,  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  the 
ravines ;  for,  though  they  offer  the  advantage  of  attaining  depth  mifre  rapidly,  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  they  are  the  natural  water-courses  of  the  country, 
and  more  difficulty  will  be  experienced,  as  a  rule,  in  keeping  the  water  under 
control,  than  if  the  incline  be  started  on  the  sides  or  summits  of  the  dividmg 
ridges.  It  not  unfrequently  happens  that  the  convulsions  which  led  to  the  for- 
mation of  the  ravines  have  broken  up  the  country-rocks  in  their  beds,  allowing 
the  surface  waters  to  penetrate  more  readily  to  a  great  depth,  and  increasing  the 
difficulties  of  drainage,  and  the  cost  of  timbering  ^e  works,  and  at  the  same  time 
have  dislocated  the  veins,  which  present  a  less  promising  aspect  to  the  miner.  In 
the  location  of  mining  works,  the  facilities  for  dump  and  roads  should  also  have 
their  weight ;  but  these  considerations  are  of  less  importance  in  works  for  ex- 
ploration merely,  than  in  such  as  are  intended  for  the  permanent  working  of  the 
mines. 

If  a  shaft  or  incline  be  adopted,  it  may  be  carried  down  to  a  depth  of  about 
two  hundred  feet  by  manual  or  horse  labor,  if  no  great  body  of  water  be  en- 
countered ;  and  at  regular  intervals,  say  every  sixty  or  one  hundred  feet,  cross 
cuts  should  be  run  to  the  walls  of  the  vein,  if  the  whole  width  of  it  be  not  taken 
out  in  sinking  the  shaft  or  incline.  Should  appearances  warrant,  drifts  can  then 
be  started  on  the  same  levels,  from  which  other  cross  cuts  can  be  run  at  inters 
vals ;  and  in  this  way  the  character  of  the  mine  may  be  fully  and  satisfactorily 
ascertained. 

The  whole  of  these  works  may  be  run  as  small  in  size  as  a  man  can  conveni- 
ently work  in,  and  as  cheaply  as  is  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  mine ;  but 
however  well  the  lode  may  look  on  the  surface,  no  special  provision  for  the 
reduction  of  the  ore  on  a  large  scale  should  be  made  until  the  mine  has  been  so 
thoroughly  prospected  in  this  manner  as  to  leave  no  doubt  that  ore  sufficient  in 
quantity  and  quality  is  there  to  warrant  the  erection  of  suitable  machinery  or 
reduction  works. 

If  the  result  of  these  explorations  is  satisfactory,  the  property  is  in  a  good 
shape  for  future  work ;  and  if  the  reverse,  the  value  of  a  mill  or  furnace,  whidi

in  Nevada  are  no  small  items,  will  have  been  saved.  No  necessity  for  these 
latter  exists  during  preliminary  operations  where  mills  are  already  running  m 
the  neighborhood,  as  tests  can  be  had  from  time  to  time  if  any  doubt  should 
arise  as  to  the  value  of  the  ore.  But  even  where  no  such  works  are  in  opera- 
tion, and  the  isolation  of  the  district  makes  transportation  an  important  consid- 
eration, it  would  still  be  the  wiser  policy  to  freight  small  quantities  of  ore  to  some 
distance  for  experimental  reduction,  even  though  the  cost  should  be  greater  than 
the  result  obtained  ;  or  several  companies  might  unite  in  the  erection  of  small 
prospecting  works,  an  arrangement  which  would  render  the  cost  to  each  but  a 
nominal  item.  Beyond  this  nothing  should  be  done  during  the  early  explora- 
tions. This  position  is  abundantly  proved  by  the  value  of  the  capital  locked  up 
in  reduction  works  throughout  Nevada ;  these  works  being  erected  before  the 
development  of  the  mines  had  shown  the  character  of  the  machinery  necessary, 
or  demonstrated  satbfactorily  that  there  was  material  sufficient  to  keep  them 
steadily  employed. 

When  development  has  proceeded  thus  far,  permanent  machinery  for  hoist- 
ing and  freeing  the  mine  of  water  may  be  erected,  and  means  for  the  reduction 
of  the  ore  thought  of.  Of  the  former  it  is  not  my  intention  to  speak,  much 
judgment  and  skill  having  been  expended  on  such  works  in  Nevada,  of  which 
we  may  reasonably  be  proud ;  but  the  importance  of  the  latter  calls  for  a  pass* 
ing  notice. 

The  character  of  the  reduction  works  will  of  course  depend  on  the  nature  of 
the  ores  to  be  treated,  and  too  much  attention  cannot  be  given  to  them  before 
deciding  on  the  machinery  to  be  employed.  The  importance  of  analytical  exam- 
ination as  a  guide  is  far  from  being  appreciated  as  it  ought  to  be  in  Nevada.  In 
the  case  of  true  silver  ores,  the  majority  of  them  can  be  successfully  treated  in 
Nevada,  either  by  simple  amalgamation  of  the  raw  ores,  as  in  Virginia  and  Gold 
Hill,  or  by  dry  crushing  and  roasting,  as  in  the  Reese  River  District.  But  we 
have  some  few  silver  ores,  as  those  found  in  the  American  Basin  and  Shebs 
Companies'  claims,  at  Humboldt,  which  contain  so  large  a  per  centage  of  anti- 
mony and  zinc,  that  some  other  plan  must  be  adopted.  In  this  class,  too,  come 
all  our  argentiferous  galena  and  copper  ore,  the  whole  of  which  should  be 
smelted  to  obtain  even  an  approach  to  a  satisfactory  result.  And  then  the  ques- 
tion arises  whether  we  can  do  this  as  well  at  home  aa  abroad — whether  the 
results  obtained  here,  when  compared  with  the  cost  of  reduction,  are  superior  to 
those  obtained  in  old  smelting  localities,  where  every  appliance  can  be  brought 
to  bear,  as  compared  with  the  cost  of  shipment  and  smelting. 

The  process  of  smelting  is  thought  by  many  to  be  an  exceedingly  simple 
operation,  and  when  thoroughly  understood  it  may  be  so ;  but  good  judgment, 
which  can  only  be  acquired  by  long  practice,  is  essential  to  success.  No  definite 
rules  can  be  laid  down  which  will  work  in  every  instance.  A  general  theory 
may  be  adopted,  but  as  the  composition  of  ores  varies  to  an  unlimited  extent,  so 
must  the  theoretical  practice  be  indefinitely  modified  to  suit  the  varying  circum- 
stances. Nor  should  it  be  forgotten  that  the  very  basis  of  the  Swansea  smelting 
operations  is  the  mixture  of  different  ores,  so  that  the  ingredients  in  one  may 
assist  the  liberation  of  the  valuable  portions  of  the  other.  Ores  which  by  them- 
selves are  difficult  to  beneficiate,  yielding  poor  results  at  a  large  expenditure  of 
labor,  become  remarkably  docile  in  the  presence  of  other  materials.  This  fact 
may  often  render  the  shipment  of  ores  preferable  to  reduction  on  the  spot,  their 
naturd  entailing  too  great  a  loss  or  too  heavy  an  expense  if  worked  by  them- 
selves. In  all  cases,  however,  whether  smelted  on  the  spot  or  shipped  for  treat- 
ment elsewhere,  the  ores  will  require  a  previous  dressing  to  fit  them  for  the 
furnace ;  and  this  must  be  done  at  the  mine  or  nearest  locality,  where  water  for 
concentration  is  abundant  This  branch  of  mining  has  received  but  little  atten- 
tion in  Nevada,  but  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  dressing  of  ores  for  ship- 
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ment  will  form  one  of  the  most  extensive  of  our  mining  departments ;  and  it  is 
well  worth  the  notice  of  owners  of  such  property. 

These  remarks  may  well  be  closed  with  a  few  words  on  the  impolicy  of  de- 
voting a  life-time  to  making  multitudinous  locations  rather  than  endeavoring  to 
extract  from  some  of  them  the  wealth  which  they  contain.  The  number  of  lo- 
cations made  in  the  State  may  be  set  down  at  not  far  short  of  forty  thousand, 
and  the  population  at  somewhere  near  the  same  figure,  or  at  the  rate  of  one 
mine  to  every  one  of  our  inhabitants.  Looking  at  this  fact,  it  is  evident  that 
not  only  our  hands,  but  those  of  many  generations  after  us,  can  find  employment 
on  the  mining  ground  already  located ;  yet  it  is  doubtful  if  one-tenth  of  the 
property  has  been  even  partially  developed.  There  is  enough  wealth  already 
discovered  in  our  State  to  make  us  all  rich,  if  we  will  but  work  to  secure  the 
coveted  prize ;  and  the  end  will  be  obtained  more  quickly  and  a  thousand  times 
more  certainly,  than  by  scouring  the  country  in  the  hope  of  making  the  "  big 
strike ''  which  allures  too  many  of  our  prospectors.

Agate. — See  Quartz. 
Alabaster. — See  Gypsum. 

Alum. — Esmeralda  County. — ^Twelve  miles  north  of  Silver  Creek,  alum  is 
found  in  thin,  combj  seams,  from  the  thickness  of  a  knife  blade  up  to  several 
inches,  traversing  extensive  sulphur  deposits  in  every  direction. 

Storey  County, — ^Impregnating  the  water  of  springs  near  the  Truckee  River, 
some  sixteen  miles  north  of  Virginia. 

Amethyst. — See  Quartz.  ■ 

Antimony,  Gray. — See  Sulpharet  Antimony. 

Antimony,  Sulphuret. — An  abundant  mineral  in  the  Humboldt  mining 
region,  occurring  largely  in  the  Sheba,  American  Basin,  De  Soto,  and  other 
mines,  and  usually  rich  in  silver.  It  is  also  found  in  the  mines  of  Aurora,  Es- 
meralda County^  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Walker  Lake. 

Arsenical  Antimony — ^^  Ophir  Mine,  Nevada.  In  reniform,  finely  crystal- 
line, somewhat  radiated  masses,  of  a  color  between  tin  white  and  iron  black  on  a 
fresh  fracture,  but  grayish  black  from  tarnishing;  associated  with  arsenolite, 
calcite,  and  quartz."  (Blake's  Cal.  Minerals,  from  F.  A.  Grenth,  Am.  Jour.  Sev» 
(2)  xxxiii,  190.) 

Arsenolite. — Reported  from  the  Ophir  Mine,  Virginia,  with  arsenical  anti- 
mony (Genth). 

Blende,  or  Sulphuret  op  Zinc — Occurs  sparingly  in  the  ores  of  the  Com- 
stock  vein,  Virginia,  associated  with  sulphuret  of  silver,  copper  and  iron  pyrites, 
galena,  etc  In  some  of  the  rich  ores  from  the  Ophir  and  California  mines,  at 
the  northern  end  of  the  lode,  the  per  oentage  of  zinc  ranges  as  high  as  eleven 
to  fourteen.  At  the  southern  extremity  of  the  vein  it  is  scarcely  present  (see 
analysis,  page  135).  It  is  abundant  in  the  ores  from  the  Sheba  Mine,  Humboldt 
County,  associated  with  gray  antimony  and  brittle  silver  ore. 

Black  Oxydb  op  Copper. — See  Copper. 

Borate  of  Lime. — ^This  mineral  is  found  quite  extensively  in  the  salt  marsh  of 
the  Columbus  Mining  District,  Esmeralda  County,  principally  in  layers  from  two 
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to  five  inches  thick,  alternatiDg  with  layers  of  salt,  and  first  occurring  from  one 
to  two  feet  below  the  surface.  It  is  also  found  in  the  shape  of  balls  three  or 
four  inches  in  diameter,  scattered  about  the  salt  deposit.  It  is  also  reported  as 
having  occurred  in  a  thin  seam  near  the  hanging  wall  of  one  of  the  Columbus 
mines.  (Dr.  A.  F.  W.  Partz,  Benton,  Mono  Co.,  Cal.) 

BouRNONiTE. — See  Tetrahedite,  under  heading  Copper. 

Calcite,  Calc.  Spar,  Carbonate  of  Lime. — Abundant  throughout  the 
State  in  many  of  its  crystalline  forms.  Granular  limestone  with  tremolite  occors 
on  American  Flat,  Storey  Gounty,  and  at  Carson,  Ormshy  County^  and  many 
other  localities.  The  Cole  Tunnel  and  Overman  mines,  in  Virginia,  liave  pro- 
duced good  specimens  of  the  Dog  tooth  spar. 

Calc.  Spar. — See  Calcite. 

Carbonate  of  Soda. — An  abundant  mineral  occurring  as  an  effervescenoe 
over  large  areas  of  low  valley  land,  and  round  the  margin  of  shallow  lakes  as 
they  dry  up  during  the  summer  months.  Also  an  ingredient  in  many  waters. 
Many  localities,  as  the  Adobe  Meadows  and  two  small  lakes  near  Ragtown, 
OhurchiU  County^  forty  miles  east  of  Virginia,  produce  it  in  large  quantities. 
The  latter  place  affords  very  beautiful  crystallized  specimens. 

Carbonate  of  Lime. — See  Calcite. 

Carbonate  of  Iron. — See  Spathic  Iron. 

Carbonate  of  Manganese. — See  Diallogite. 

Carbonate  of  Lead. — See  Cerusite. 

Carnelian. — See  Quartz. 

Cerusite,  White  Lead  Ore,  Carbonate  of  Lead. — Associated  in  small 
quantities  with  the  sulphuret,  at  the  Pleasant  Valley  mines,  in  Washoe  Oeunt^  ; 
and  abundant  in  Humboldt  County,  at  the  Montezuma  claim.  Massive  in  both 
localities.  Occurs  also  in  minute  crystals  on  silver  ores  in  the  California  and 
Potosi  Mines,  in  Vir^nia. 

Chalcedony. — See  Quartz. 

Chabazite. — Small  but  perfect  crystab  on  porphyriUc  rocks,  associated  ¥nth 
the  Comstock  vein. 

Chaltbite. — See  Spathic  Iron.

Chalcopyrite. — See  Copper  Pyrites. 

Chrysolite,  Olivine. — Good  though  small  crystals  in  volcanic  rocks  at  the 
south  end  of  Carson  Valley,  on  the  Aurora  road. 

CHRYsocoLtA,  SiLiCATE  OF  CoppER. — See  Copper. 

Chloride  of  Silver. — See  Silver. 
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Chlohide  of  Sodium. — See  Salt 

Coal. — See  Lignite* 

Copper,  Native. — ^In  small  quantities  associated  with  carbonates  at  Walker 
Lake,  Esmeralda  County;  and  with  red  oxyde  at  Mono  Lake,  in  the  same 
county.  Also  in  minute  crystals  in  decomposed  porphyry  at  the  Sierra  Nevada 
Mine,  Virginia ;  pi*obably  the  result  of  the  decomposition  of  unfiltrated  cupreous 
water. 

Copper  Glance,  Vitreous  Copper,  or  Sulphuret  op  Copper. — 
Peavine  Mining  District,  Wctshoe  County  ;  Humboldt,  Churchill  and  Nye  Coun- 
ties.   Abundant.    Usually  argentiferous. 

Copper  Pyrites,  or  Chalcopyrite. — Probably  an  abundant  ore,  fre- 
quently occurring  with  others;  but  as  the  copper  mines  of  Nevada  have  been 
as  yet  but  little  opened,  though  extensive  and  valuable,  the  surface  carbonates 
and  oxydes  have  been  in  few. cases  penetrated.-  Also  associated  in  small  quanti- 
ties with  the  silver  ores  of  the  Comstock,  and  other  silver  lodes  of  the  State. 

Copper  Ore,  Gray  Tetrahedrite. — Occurs  abundantly  at  the  Sheba 
Mine,  Humboldt  County ;  massive  and  rich  in  silver.  It  is  associated  with  the 
following  species,  which  were  noted  from  time  to  time  by  Mr.  Moss,  the  Super- 
intendent, and  in  part  by  Prof.  Blake :  ruby  silver,  argentiferous  galena,  iron 
pyrites,  blende,  cerusite,  calcite,  quartz  with  acicular  antimony,  sulphuret  of 
antimony  in  delicate  needles,  and  massive  native  silver  and  bournonite.  Found 
also  in  Lander  County,  with  the  silver  ores  of  the  veins  near  Austin  ;  at  the 
Comet  Lode,  Veatch  Cafion,  south  of  Austin.     (Blake's  Cal.  Minerals,  page  23.) 

Copper,  Red  Oxydb  op. — See  Native  Copper.  Peavine  District,  Washoe 
County,  and  Esmeralda  County,  near  Mono  Lake ;  at  the  latter  locality  in  large 
boulders,  associated  with  small  flaked  of  native  copper. 

Copper,  Black  Oxyde  of. — Associated  with  silicate  of  copper  at  the  mines 
Bear  Benton,  Mono  County,  California. 

Copper,  Carbonates  of.  -p  Abundant  in  the  Peavine  Mining  District,  Washoe 
County  ;  near  Walker  Lake,  Esmeralda  County;  in  many  localities  around  Car- 
son and  Empire,  Ormsby  County ;  in  the  Volcanic  District,  Nye  County  ;  Hum" 
boldt  County,  and  many  other  localities  throughout  the  State. 

Copper,  Silicate  of,  Chrysocolla. — Occurs  as  incrustations  on  argen- 
tiferous copper  ores,  at  the  mines  near  Benton,  Mono  County,  California. 

DiALLOGiTE,  or  Carbonate  OF  MANGANESE. — Occurs  abundantly  in  the 
silver-bearing  veins  about  Austin,  Lander  County.  By  decomposition  it  becomes 
black  and  discolors  the  upper  part  of  the  vein ;  but  at  and  below  the  water  line, 
with  the  unchanged  ores  of  silver,  it  has  a  delicate  flesh  red  or  pink  color. 
(Blake's  Cal.  Minerals,  page  12.) 

Dolomite,  Massive. — Dolomite,  or  magnesian  limestone,  is  abundant  in 
the  mountains  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  State. 

Embolite. — See  Silver. 
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Epidote  (Pistacite). — Omuby  County,  In  metamorphic  slates  west  of 
Carson,  crystallized  and  massive,  and  associated  with  magnetic  iron. 

Epsom  Salt  (Sulphate  of  Manganese). — Humboldt  County.  Efflores- 
cence roand  the  margin  of  Pueblo  Lake,  in  the  northwest  comer  of  the  county. 

Feldspar  (Obthoolase). — ^An  abundant  mineral  in  every  section  of  the 
State,  as  a  constituent  of  many  of  the  rocks. 

Fluobspar. — In  finely  crystallized  specimens  on  the  mountains  south  of  Au- 
rora, Eimeralda  County;  usually  of  a  pale  greenish  tint  Occurs  aa  cubes, 
octahedrons  and  dodecahedrons. 

Galena,  or  Sulphuret  of  Lead. — ^An  abundant  mineral  throughout  the 
State.  Washoe  County — Pleasant  Valley,  associated  with  cerusite  and  mis- 
pickeL  Nye  County — Washington  District,  at  the  St.  Helena  Mine,  associated 
with  crystallized  iron  pyrites.  Esmeralda  County — ^In  the  yicinity  of  Walker 
Lake  abundant  A  chief  constituent  of  the  ores  of  the  De  Soto  Mine,  Humboldt 
County.  In  Storey  County  it  is  found  largely  in  the  Morning  Star  Tunnel,  at 
the  north  end  of  the  Ck>mstock  Lode,  associated  with  copper  and  iron  pyrites, 
and  is  present  in  small  quantities  in  most  of  the  ores  from  that  vein — first  class 
Ophir  ore  yielding  as  much  as  five  per  cent  of  lead,  while  in  low  grade  Y^ow 
Jacket  rock  it  is  found  only  in  traces.  Lead  ores  in  Nevada  are  usually  con- 
tained in  a  quartz  gangue,  and  are  highly  argentiferous,  the  galena  after  dressing 
ranging  in  value  in  silver  from  $100  to  $700  per  ton. 

Garnet. — A  common,  inferior  variety  is  abundant  near  Steamboat  Springs, 
in  Washoe  County.    It  occurs  in  large  masses  of  aggregated  crystals. 

Gold. — Gold,  except  as  it  occurs  in  combination  with  silver,  is  not  an  abund- 
ant mineral  in  Nevada.  Storey  and  Lyon  Counties  have  furnished  limited 
placers,  chiefiy  gulch  diggings,  as  those  in  Gold  Cafion  and  American  Bavine ; 
and  many  of  the  small  ravines,  heading  in  the  Sierra  west  of  Washoe  Valley, 
produce  small  quantities  of  gold.  They  cannot,  however,  be  considered  of  pei^ 
manent  value ;  and,  as  a  source  of  wealth,  are  utterly  insignificant,  compared  with 
the  silver  mines  of  the  State.  Grold  quartz  veins,  as  the  ''  Monroe,"  occur  spar- 
ingly in  the  Humboldt  region ;  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  East  Walker  Biver, 
Esmeralda  County,  promising  lodes  have  recently  been  discovered.  The  bullion 
from  the  Aurora  mines  is  rich  in  gold,  that  from  the  Comstock  ranging  from  22 
to  50  per  cent  of  gold,  with  an  average  of  probably  about  83  per  cent  in  value. 

The  following  table  of  the  relative  value  of  the  gold  and  silver  in  ores  from 
the  Comstock  Lode,  is  compiled  from  assays  made  at  the  Silver  State  Reduction 
Works,  by  Louis  Janin,  Jr.,  during  1863  and  1864 :

Graphite,  Plumbago. — Found  in  many  localities,  but  usually  of  an  inferior 
quality.  Storey  County,  in  the  tunnel  of  the  Kentucky  Silver  Mining  Company, 
on  American  Flat,  associated  with  dark  metamorpbie  slates.  Wcuhoe  County, 
near  the  road  from  Washoe  to  Virginia ;  used  at  one  time  for  making  crucibles. 
Ormshy  County,  in  the  bills,  east  of  Empire  City ;  it  occurs  in  large  quantities, 
associated  with  limestone  and  iron  ore,  but  decrepitates  on  exposure  to  heat.  A 
purer  article  is  reported  from  Austin,  Lander  County. 

Gtpsuu — Is  reported  as  abundant  in  the  vicinity  of  Walker  Lake,  JSsmeralda 
County,  and  occurs  in  thin  transparent  folia  in  many  of  the  mines  on  the  Comstock 
Lode.  Of  these,  the  Fairview  mine  has  furnished  very  beautiful  transparent 
crystals,  (selenite)  ranging  up  to  an  inch  and  a  half  in  diameter  and  twelve  inches 
in  length.  They  occurred  in  fissures,  in  a  blue  porphyry,  interlocked  from  side 
to  side.

Salt  occui-s  plentifully  throughout  the  State, 
as  an  incrustation  over  extensive  areas  of  low  valley  land,  many  salt  flats  cov- 
ering upwards  of  fifly  square  miles.  At  Silver  Peak,  in  Esmeralda  County^^ 
hot  salt  spring  near  the  margin  of  the  salt  marsh,  affords  many  beautiful  capil- 
lary specimens.  The  following  description  of  the  Sand  Springs  Salt  Beds  in 
Churchill  County  will  convey  a  good  idea  of  its  usual  mode  of  occurrence. 

''  This  basin  appears  to  have  once  been  the  bottom  of  a  lake,  and  the  salt  is 
found  good  even  on  the  surface  A  covering  of  about  three  inches  is  loose 
and  indifferent;  but  beneath  this  for  a  depth  of  fourteen  feet,  pure  rock  salt  is 
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foand,  as  clear  as  ice,  and  as  white  as  the  driven  snow.  Beneath,  there  is 
water,  which  seems  to  be  filtered  through  salt  for  an  unknown  depth.  The  whole 
of  this  fourteen  feet  in  thickness  does  not  contain  a  single  streak  of  any  dele- 
terious matter  or  rubbish,  and  is  readj  for  quarrying  and  sending  to  market 
Great  blocks  of  the  pure  stuff  can  be  raised  the  same  as  if  it  were  ice  or  stone ; 
on  exposure,  however,  it  crumbles  sufficiently  to  admit  of  being  closely  packed 
in  sacks  or  wagon  boxes.  The  loose  salt  on  the  lop  being  removed,  one  man 
can  quarry  and  wheel  out  five  tons  a  day,  ready  for  mill  use,  or  to  offer  for  sale 
in  the  store." 

Saltpetre — Nitre,  or  Nitrate  of  Potash,  Esmercdda  County.  Thin  seams 
and  curling  efflorescence  occur  in  a  cave  on  the  road  from  Fish  Lake  Valley 
to  Silver  Peak,  near  the  summit  of  the  range.

The  chief  silver  ore 
of  the  Comstock  Lode ;  generally  associated  with  native  silver,  gold,  lead,  iron, 
copper<etc.  Abundant  in  the  mining  districts  of  Humboldt  and  Reese  River. 
'^  In  the  large  chambers  of  the  Ophir  Mine,  in  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one, 
it  was  very  abundant,  in  irregular  masses,  ramifying  through  the  fragmentary 
white  quartz  so  as  to  hold  it  together  in  hand  specimens." 

Brittle  Silver  Ore  (Stephanite). — "  Very  fine  crystals  of  Stephanite  were  ob- 
tained from  the  Ophir  and  Mexican  Mines  soon  after  they  were  opened. 
These  crystals  were  from  half  an  inch  to  two  inches  in  length,  but  were  gener- 
ally imperfectly  formed.  They  are  now  more  rare,  but  have  been  found  in 
nearly  all  the  principal  claims  on  the  Comstock  Lode."  (Blake's  Cal.  Minerals, 
page  22.)

Iodide  of  Silver. — Reported  to  occur  in  thin  crystallized  films  on  ores  from  the 
Tesoro  Mine,  Austin. 

Chloride  of  Silver — Horn  Silver,  Kerargyrite. — ^Abundant  in  the  surface  ores 
of  all  the  mining  districts  in  the  southern  and  eastern  portions  of  the  State,  usu- 
ally occurring  as  thin  fiakes  in  the  minute  crevices  of  the  gangue.

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APPENDIX    "E." 


JOURNAL  OF  EXPLORATIONS  IN  SOUTHERN  NEVADA,  1866. 

The  companj,  of  whose  explorations  this  jounial  is  a  record,  was  organised 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  np  direct  communication  between  the  settlements  in 
Pahranagat  and  the  towns  in  the  western  portions  of  the  State,  in  the  belief 
that  some  nearer  practicable  route  than  the  one  by  way  of  Egan  Cafion  and 
Austin  must  exist.  It  is  not  proposed  to  give  more  than  the  outlines  of  the 
journey,  and  the  features  of  the  country ;  nor  would  these  have  been  thought 
suitable  matter  for  incorporation  in  this  report,  did  they  not  set  at  rest  some 
disputed  points  relative  to  the  southern  portion  of  the  State,  and  contain  inform- 
ation about  districts  which  has  not,  as  yet,  met  with  general  circulation. 

Silver  Peak,  on  the  eastern  border  of  Nye  County,  was  selected  as  the  starting 
point — Pahranagat  being  supposed  to  lie  to  the  southeast,  though  its  exact  looar 
tion  was  a  matter  of  considerable  doubt,  some  persons  claiming  it  to  be  i^ 
Nevada,  and  others  in  Utah. 

The  company  started  on  April  3d,  a  little  after  nine  o-*clock  in  the  morning, 
numbering  over  twenty  individuals,  with  a  buggy,  one  wagon,  the  necessary 
horses,  and  pack  train.  Six  miles  over  sandy  plains  brought  us  to  low  rolling 
hills,  our  course  being  nearly  south.  The  highest  range  of  mountains  to  the 
southeast  still  covered  with  snow.  The  low  range  of  hills  on  the  east  of  the 
valley,  near  the  edge  of  Salt  Marsh,  appear  similar  to  those  around  Silver  Peak, 
•which  are  probably  of  Silurian  age,  being  banded  and  blotched  with  dark  blue 
and  brownish  yellow  limestone  (?).  At  ten  miles,  entered  the  bed  of  a  wide, 
deep  arroya,  and  shortly  after  a  contracted  cafion,  the  mountains  on  either  hand 
being  made  up  of  white  conglomerates,  slates,  and  limestones.  At  eighteen 
miles,  found  a  small  spring  on  the  right  of  the  road,  a  little  up  the  hillside.  At 
nineteen  and  one-fourth  miles,  another  spring  of  moderate  size,  on  a  knoll, 
south  of  high  bluffs — the  spring  being  scarcely  visible  from  the  bottom  of  the 
cafion.  Camped  at  spring,  21  miles  from  Silver  Peak.  The  spring  is  in  a 
ravine,  about  one  mile  west  of  the  main  cafion.  Near  it  were  the  remains  of 
an  old  Indian  rancheria.  Pifion  timber  is  abundant  on  the  mountains,  which 
also  furnish  plenty  of  grass  of  good  quality. 

April  4rth, — Night  very  cold,  and  morning  stormy.  Three  miles  of  easy  grade 
brought  us  to  the  summit  of  the  pass,  soon  after  passing  which  we  entered  a 
narrow,  steep  gulch,  in  the  bottom  of  which  several  outcrops  of  good  looking 
copper'-stained  rock  showed  themselves.  Five  miles  from  the  summit  brought 
us  out  into  A  narrow  valiey,  ( Alida  Valley)  with  snow-capped  mountains  to  the 
south,  and  two  good  springs  among  willows  near  the  outlet  of  the  valley.  The 
ground  round  the  springs  much  coated  with  alkaline  efflorescence,  but  the  water 
cot  seriously  tainted.  The  mountains  on  the  south  of  the  valley  are  well 
wooded,  and  consist  niainly  of  coralline  limestones,  of  both  the  black  and  yellow 
varieties ;  mica  slates,  very  compact  and  crystalline  ;  and  granite,  with  whitish 
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mica.  The  limestones  are  very  largelj  developed,  and  in  many  places  are  made 
up  of  small  fragments,  evidently  detached  from  ancient  coral  reefs,  and  after- 
wards cemented  together — the  whole  mass  exceedingly  full  of  broken  corals.  The 
dip  of  the  entire  formation  about  forty-five  degrees  to  the  northeast,  and  the  strike 
northwest  by  southeast,  nearly  corresponding  with  the  direction  of  the  moun- 
tains. The  range  contains  many  lodes  of  quartz,  from  two  to  Bve  feet  wide, 
with  a  dip  and  strike  common  to  the  clay  slates  in  which  Xhej  are  found.  The 
latter  overlie  the  metamorphosed  mica  slates,  and  are  capped  by  the  limestone. 
Alida  Valley  appears  to  have  a  good  connection  with  Fish  Lake  Valley,  on  the 
west,  by  easy  grades,  and  the  mountains,  both  on  its  north  and  south  sides,  are 
but  spurs  of  the  lofty  range  on  the  east  of  Fish  Lake  Valley.  The  entire  dis- 
trict is  well  wooded,  and  produces  an  abundance  of  good  feed  for  stock.  Badgen, 
moles,  and  gophers  abundant. 

April  5th. — Still  continuing  our  southerly  course,  four  miles  down  a  narrow 
cafion  brought  us  out  into  a  broad  valley,  opening  out  to  the  eastward,  and 
connecting  with  the  desert  which  lies  east  of  Silver  Peak.  In  this  valley  we 
spent  the  day,  looking  unsuccessfully  for  water  to  the  east.  In  that  direction  the 
prospects  were  far  from  promising.  The  lower  portion  of  the  valley  sandy, 
with  a  smooth  gravel  plateau,  on  which  «n  arborescent  aloe  grew  abundantly 
along  the  foothills.  Much  fine  volcanic  dihru  scattered  about  the  valley,  whidi 
may  possibly  have  been  ejected  from  an  extinct  crater  on  the  southern  side. 
Some  little  grass  near  the  northern  foothills. 

April  6M. — Followed  the  valley  eastward  twenty  miles,  in  the  hope  of  finding 
water,  but  without  success,  and  returned  in  the  afternoon  to  our  camp  in  Alida 
Valley. 

April  lih. — ^Asoended  the  mountains  on  the  south  of  Alida  Valley,  which  we 
called  the  Lookout  Mountains.  To  the  eastward,  the  mountain  ranges  ap- 
pear to  degenerate  into  broken  hills.  To  the  south,  a  long  uninterrupted 
valley  extended  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach,  commencing  on  the  south  side  of 
the  mountains  which  bound  the  valley  in  which  we  had  been  so  unsuooessfoL 
All  along  the  summit  of  the  ridge  remains  of  Indian  signal  fires  were  abundant, 
the  stations  being  connected  with  well  beaten  trails,  apparently  long  unused. 
Indian  signs  are  sJ)undant,  but  as  yet  we  have  seen  nothing  more. 

April  8^. — ^In  camp  all  day. 

April  ^th, — On  again  reaching  the  valley  to  the  south,  we  struck  directly 
across  it,  entering  the  mountains  just  west  of  the  volcano  mentioned  above,  and 
reaching  the  summit  in  about  seventeen  miles.  The  hills  on  the  north  side  of 
the  summit  are  chiefly  granite,  with  large  quantities  of  barren  quartz ;  on  the 
southern  side,  the  country  is  granitic  with  crystalline  volcanic  rocks.  Eight 
miles  down  a  broad  open  sandy  arroya  brought  us  to  Desert  Springs,  small  and 
poor  in  quality.  These  granite  mountains  are  destitute  of  timber.  AAer  leav- 
ing the  summit,  the  gp^ass  became  very  scanty,  and  sage  brush  disappeared  en- 
tirely, being  replaced  by  a  small  bush  with  olive  green  leaves,  equally  unin- 
viting. Desert  Springs  lie  at  the  northern  end  of  a  long  valley  bounded  by 
lofty  mountains  on  the  west,  which  do  not,  however,  reach  the  snow  line.  The 
springs  are  probably  one  thousand  three  hundred  feet  below  the  level  of  Alida 
Valley.  The  Indians  use  a  bulbous  mass  found  in  the  head  of  the  young  shoots 
of  the  aloes  mentioned  on  a  previous  page  for  food.  It  is  about  the  size  of  a 
hen's  egg,  has  a  slightly  bitter  taste,  and  cuts  like  a  raw  potato. 
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April  10th. — Followed  the  valley  southward  for  nineteen  miles  to  Bonner 
Springs.  It  everywhere  gives  evidence  of  comparatively  recent  volcanic  action. 
The  hanks  of  the  arroya  are  hlafT,  showing  gravel  heds  overlaid  with  ten  to 
twelve  feet  of  stratified  mud,  the  whole  covered  with  a  sprinkling  of  volcanic 
soorise.  Three  miles  from  the  springs,  the  valley  contracts  to  a  narrow  cafion, 
the  walls  of  which  are  the  same  whitish  mud,  the  whole  capped  with  ten  to 
twelve  feet  of  hasalt.  The  mountains  on  either  side  of  the  valley,  precipitous, 
barren,  and  destitute  of  timber.  Bonner  Springs  rise  in  a  low  range  of  hills 
on  the  western  side  of  the  valley,  and  flow  over  a  succession  of  benches,  on 
which  they  have  gradually  built  up  a  great  thickness  of  porous  rock,  and  are 
slowly,  by  their  cementing  agency,  converting  the  gravel  beds  in  which  they 
sink  into  conglomerates.  Grass,  and  grape  vines  loaded  with  blossoms,  grow 
luxuriantly  along  the  banks  of  the  many  little  streams.  Found  a  small  Indian 
camp  at  this  place  ;  they  appear  to  be  living  principally  on  ducks,  which  they 
manage  to  secure  by  damming  up  the  water  from  the  springs,  and  building 
small  brush  houses  (from  which  they  are  able  to  shoot  their  game)  by  the 
small  pools  thus  formed. 

April  IQth, — Reached  Wilson's  Wells,  thirty  miles  from  Bonner  Springs. 
The  last  few  days  have  been  spent  in  the  effort  to  find  water  in  this  direction. 
Some  fifteen  miles  from  Bonner  Springs  the  banks  of  the  arroya  die  out  into  a 
wide  wash  of  coarse  gravel,  which  bears  unmistakable  evidence  of  the  immense 
power  and  volume  of  the  torrents  which  occasionally  pour  down  this  valley. 
The  mountains  continue  barren  as  ever.  Wilson's  Wells  lie  on  the  east  side  of 
the  valley,  which  at  this  point  has  widened  out  to  several  miles  in  extent.  The 
greater  portion  of  it  is  occupied  by  shifting  sand  dunes,  on  which  small  mesquite 
trees  manage  to  find  subsistence.  The  wells  are  about  ten  feet  deep,  and  con- 
tain about  seven  feet  of  water. 

April  11th. — Fifteen  miles  still  down  the  valley,  which  is  again  contracted  to 
something  approaching  its  old  width,  brought  us  to  Lost  Wagons ;  many  remains 
of  the  wagons  belonging  to  emigrants  who  perished  here  in  the  attempt  to  reach 
California,  lie  scattered  round  these  springs.  The  road  to-day  lay  across  sand 
and  dried  mud  fiats,  exceedingly  heavy,  the  crust  not  being  thick  enough  to  pre- 
vent the  horses  breaking  through  into  the  soft  alkaline  earth  beneath.  Water 
at  Lost  Wagons  strongly  alkaline.  Found  float  quartz  containing  magnetic  iron. 
Judging  from  the  debris,  the  mountains  are  probably  limestone,  slate  and  gran- 
ite. Mines  here  would  be  absolutely  valueless,  from  the  utter  want  of  facilities 
with  which  to  work  them.  Lost  Wagons  lies  at  the  northern  end  of  the  cele- 
brated Death  Valley,  in  California,  which  we  entered  through  a  belt  of  hills 
four  miles  across,  and  entirely  destitute  of  every  trace  of  vegetation  ;  and  skirt- 
ing its  northeastern  margin,  camped  near  some  muddy  ground,  yielding  a  little 
intensely  salt  water.  At  this  point,  judging  from  the  rate  at  which  we  have 
been  steadily  descending,  we  must  be  nearly  five  thousand  feet  lower  than  Sil- 
ver Peak,  or  somewhere  near  the  sea  level. 

April  l^th, — ^Afler  leaving  the  last  camp,  three  miles  brought  us  to  good 
springs  in  the  foothills,  about  two  miles  from  the  edge  of  the  valley  proper, 
and  three  more  to  a  still  better  location,  almost  under  the  shadow  of  the  lofly 
mountains  east  of  the  valley.  A  fine  warm  spring,  with  a  temperature  of  about 
85^  Fah.  The  foothills  consist  entirely  of  immense  gravel  beds,  conglomer- 
ates and  soft  mud  banks,  the  mountains  being  made  up  of  limestone,  slates, 
quartzite  (?)  and  granite.  The  whole  formation  has  been  tilted  until  it  is  nearly 
vertical,  and  bears  evidence  of  immense  denudation.  Traces  of  the  action  of 
waters  highly  charged  with  siliceous  matter  are  everywhere  abundant.  No 
wood  except  a  few  small  mesquite  brushes. 
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April  20th. — ^Eigbt  miles  through  rough  hills  of  soft  mud,  which  some  memberB 
of  the  party  facetiouslj  called  '^  self-rising  earth/'  from  its  resemblance  to  the 
crust  of  a  loaf,  brought  us  to  Furnace  Creek,  and  to  camp  at  Hadlej  S{HiDgs,in 
which  it  has  its  source.  The  low  hills  on  the  west  o£  Death  Yallej  almost  defj 
description,  being  so  utterly  unlike  anything  with  which  most  persons  are  famil- 
iar. They  consist  of  gravel  banks,  conglomerates,  soft  mud  deposits,  etc«,  of 
almost  every  conceivable  color,  except  green,  and  are  so  cut  up  by  deep,  precipi- 
tous gulches  as  to  be  almost  impassable  anywhere,  except  when  they  begin  to 
die  out  on  the  flat*  Anything  more  desolate  can  hardly  be  conceived.  Here 
and  there  among  them  small  springs  are  found,  which  are  traceable  by  the  growth 
of  inferior  grass  along  their  banks.  Furnace  Creek,  although  containing  proba- 
bly one  hundred  inches  of  water,  is  dissipated  after  running  little  more  tlum  four 
m^es.  The  *'  wash  "  of  gravel  at  the  mouth  of  the  canon  is  of  vast  extent  and 
thickness,  consisting  of  dihris  from  the  mountains,  which  must  have  been  carried 
down  during  the  prevalence  of  tremendous  storms.  These  *'  washes  "  are  the 
peculiar  feature  of  this  southern  country,  and  must  be  made  by  the  bursting  of 
water  spouts,  such  as  are  of  frequent  occurrence  in  Nevada ;  no  other  agency 
could  pro«luce  such  results.  When  we  first  arrived  here,  the  weather  was  in- 
tensely hot,  the  thermometer  probably  standing  at  110^  Fahrenheit.  The  moun- 
tains, entirely  destitute  of  timber,  acted  as  reflectors,  and  made  the  name  of  the 
locality  perfectly  appropriate — ^for  it  was  indeed  a  furnace. 

May  7th, — ^We  have  been  in  camp  most  of  the  time  up  to  this  dat^  During 
this  time,  we  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  find  a  pass  out  to  the  eastward. 
Death  Valley  proper  is  about  thirty  miles  long  and  ten  wide,  the  greater  portion 
of  its  area  being  covered  with  incrustations  of  salt.  It  is  exceedingly  destitute 
of  vegetation,  and  surrounded  by  mountains  of  great  height,  though  the  fact  of 
their  not  reaching  the  snow  line  attests  the  great  depression  of  the  valley  below 
the  surrounding  country.  This  morning  we  broke  camp.  Our  road  lay  through 
rough  mountains  for  over  twenty  miles,  the  higher  portions  of  the  range  being 
similar  to  those  near  Bonner  Springs.  The  loifr,  broken  hills  on  each  side  of  the 
cafion  are  made  up  of  sandstone,  shales,  conglomerates,  gravel  beds,  and  mud  banks 
on  the  western  side  of  the  summits,  capped  with  basalt  on  the  eastern  slope.  The 
color  of  the  formation  ranges  from  dirty  white,  through  yellow,  yellowish  brown, 
dark  brown  i6  black,  as  it  recedes  from.the  center  of  the  canon,  imparting  to  the 
country  a  very  peculiar  appearance.  The  gravel  beds  must  be  many  hundred 
feet  in  thickness,  and  have  sometimes  been  tilted  in  common  with  the  shales  on 
which  they  rest,  while  in  other  places- they  are  unconformable.  The  eonglomet^ 
ates  are  often  seamed  with*  veins  filled  with  compact  limestone,  and  cutting  the 
formation  at  an  obtuse  angle.  We  came  to  camp  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  val- 
ley; water  and  grass  abundant.  Amargosa  Valley  must  be  two  thousand  feet 
higher  than  Death  Valley,  and  extends  northward  as  far  as  Silver  Peak,  but  its 
water-shed  is  to  Death  Valley,  with  which  it  is  connected,  along  the  northern 
margin  of  the  great  Mohave  Desert.  It  is  about  twelve  or  fifteen  milea  wide, 
thinly  covered  with  sage  brush,  and  large  portions  of  it  are  covered  with  salt 
grass.  Water  is  abundant  a  few  feet  below  the  surface,  but  often  poor  in  quality. 

Afaif  lO^A.*— Six  miles  across  meadow  and  sand  flats,  with  some  small  white 
ash  timber  and  grape  vines,  brought  us  to  a  range  of  low  coralline  limestone  hills, 
with  a  fine  spring  on  the  summit,  in  a  cave  thirty  feet  long  and  ten  wide.  Crossed 
Ash  Creek  about  three  miles  from  camp.  Camped  on  dry  flat,  with  water  three 
feet  below  surface. 

May  11th. — Ten  miles  across  desert  flats  to  foothills  ;  then  eight  miles  to  hard 
table  land,  with  broken  mountains  to  the  summit-.    Shrubby  cacti  abundant,  tak- 
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ing  the  place  of  the  globular  varieties,  hitherto  predominaDt.  Mountains,  lime- 
atone.  On  the  top  of  a  high  tabular  hill  Mr.  White  found  a  profusion  of  fossil  shells, . 
chieflj  large  conical  univalves.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  specimens  collected 
have  been  lost  on  their  way  to  Carson.  Indian  tracks  abundant  on  the  summit, 
which,  to  the  south,  rises  into  the  loftj  snow  range  known  as  the  Spring  Moun- 
tains. Still  following  the  general  easterly  course  which  we  have  maintained  since 
leaving  Death  Valley,  thirteen  miles  brought  us  to  Indian  Springs.  Water  and 
grass  scarce.     Few  small  mesquite  bushes ;  no  other  timber  seen  to-day. 

May  12M.-^Five  miles  to  Indian  Creek,  over  hard  flat,  with  sage  brush. 
Found  large  Indian  ranch,  (apparently  abandoned)  with  remains  of  maize,  broom 
com,  and  squash.  Mountains  still  limestone.  Grass  scarce ;  some  small  mes- 
quite bushes  and  willows.  Las  Vegas,  on  the  San  Bernardino  Road,  lies  forty 
miles  down  the  valley  to  the  south. 

Jlfoy  13^. — ^Thirty  miles  up  the  valley,  which  runs  nearly  north,  brought  us 
to  Quartz  Spring.  Water,  far  from  abundant.  Indians  troublesome.  Road  up 
the  vsdley  good,  over  hard  mud  flats,  often  destitute  even  of  sage  brush.  Quartz 
Spring  lies  on  the  east  side  of  the  valley,  in  mountains  made  up  of  limestone  and 
quartzite.    Plenty  of  fitie  bunch  grass. 

May  14/A. — Traveled  ten  miles  up  wash  and  through  low  rolling  conglomer- 
ate hills,  in  a  northwesterly  direction.  Some  small  cedar  trees  near  the  summit 
Then  eight  miles  north,^  across  open,  sandy  valley,  with  a  large  alkali  flat  to  the 
west,  and  four  miles  through  low  hills  to  a  small  spring.  Water  very  scarce,  but 
grass  abundant.  Indians  troublesome.  Colonel  Buel's  last  camp,  when  endeav- 
oring to  reach  the  Colorado  River,  was  probably  about  Ave  miles  from  this  place. 

May  Ibth, — ^About  four  miles  through  low  hills,  and  twenty-eight  N.N.E.N. 
across  a  wide  level  valley,  brought  us  to  Hadfleld's  Ranch  in  the  Pahranagat 
Mountains.     (See  Pahnuiagat,  in  Synopsis  of  Mining  Districts.) 


It  will  be  noticed  that  the  chief  features  of  the  country  through  which  we 
passed  are: 

Ist.  The  parallelism  of  the  mountain  ranges,  which,  having  a  direction  nearly 
northwest  and  southeast  near  the  California  line,  gradually  swing  round  nearly 
to  north  and  souths  going  eastward. 

2d.  The  alternation  with  these  mountains  of  wide  valleys,  sometimes  covered 
with  sage  brush,  but  oflen  containing  wide  mud  flats  as  completely  destitute  of 
vegetation  as  the  floor  of  a  room. 

3d.  The  uniform  structure  of  the  mountains,  and  the  presence  of  volcanic  rocks 
in  the  foothills. 

4th.  The  complete  absence  of  timber,  the  only  wood  being  the  small  mesquite 
bushes  near  the  springs. 

5th.  The  scarcity  of  water,  almost  all  the  localities  where  it  occurs  having 
been  noted,  the  omissions  being  such  as  were  close  to  our  camping  grounds. 

6th.  The  prevalence  of  wide  gravel  washes  at  the  mouths  of  the  cafions,  sug- 
gesting, by  the  remains  of  vegetation  which  have  been  brought  down,  the  occur- 
rence of  tremendous  rain  storms. 

7th.  The  absence  of  mineral-bearing  veinstone  in  the  dehrU. 

8th.  The  peculiarity  of  the  vegetation  in  Death  Valley,  and  the  long  valley 
leading  to  it  from  the  north.    This  is  dissimilar  from  anything  else  seen  in  the 
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coantrj,  and  disappeara  on  crossing  the  moantains  which  bound  the  Talley  on  the 
east. 

9th.  The  scarcitj  of  Indians  throughout  the  district 


FROM  PAHBANAGAT  TO   INDIAN   SPRINGS. 

May  24<Aw—Started  with  a  companj  of  nine ;  five  and  a  half  miles  from 
Springer's  Banch  brought  us  into  Coal  Valley,  so  called  from  supposed  dis- 
coveries of  that  article,  which,  however,  proved  to  be  nothing  but  bladi:  volcanic 
rocks ;  and  five  more  to  the  mouth  of  a  wash  in  the  mountains  on  the  western 
side  of  the  valley.  The  mountains  are  made  up  chiefly  of  crystalline,  igneous 
rocks.  Following  up  the  wash  through  the  mountains  for  two  miles,  we  turned 
north  along  their  western  slope,  and  reached  Pahwahcumbah  Spring,  about  twenty 
miles  from  Springer's.  Bocks  near  the  spring  prindpally  of  eruptive  origin. 
Leaving  the  spring  we  struck  out  eastward  across  the  valley,  crossing  the  low 
northern  extremity  of  the  mountain  in  which  the  Worthington  District  is 
located,  and  reached  a  fine  stream,  afler  traveling  twenty  miles  across  good, 
though  in  some  places  sandy  roads.  Many  of  the  veins  in  Worthington  Dis- 
trict contain  copper  and  magnetic  iron;  others  have  more  the  appearance  of 
auriferous  lodes. 

May  26M. — ^The  creek  on  which  we  'are  camped  runs  about  five  hundred 
inches  of  water,  another  a  few  miles  to  the  north  runs  an  almost  equal  quan- 
tity, and  yet  another  is  reported  in  the  same  direction.  These  all  rise  in  the 
Shonigodit  or  Grass  Mountains,  which  are  most  appropriately  named.  The 
bunch  grass  grows  thick  enough  to  mow,  and  covers  the  mountains  from  base 
to  summit.  This  range  in  many  places  attains  an  elevation  of  nine  thousand 
feet,  and  at  present  is  covered  with  snow  many  hundred  feet  down  from  the  lof- 
tiest peaks.  The  boulders  in  the  cafion  show  the  range  at  this  point  to  connst 
chiefly  of  volcanic  rocks,  porphyries,  etc.,  with  but  few  indications  of  quarts. 
Pifion  timber  of  large  size  is  abundant^  with  mountain  mahogany  of  heavy 
growth  on  the  higher  mountains. 

May  27th. — Following  up  the  bed  of  the  stream,  we  reached  the  summit  in 
six  miles,  making  an  elevation  of  probably  two  thousand  ^ve  hundred  feet 
above  the  valley.  There  is  a  lower  and  broader  pass  some  few  miles  to  the 
southward.  The  whole  cafion  is  exceedingly  fertile,  having  in  many  places  a 
broad  level  bottom,  sometimes  choked  up  with  small  cotton  wood  and  elder 
trees.  Camped  on  the  summit  with  good  feed  and  water.  Bocks  crystalline, 
eruptive. 

May  2Bth, — Night  exceedingly  cold  and  windy.  Six  miles  down  a  rather 
rough  cafion  brought  us  to  Shewadzee  Springs,  at  the  western  base  of  the 
mountains,  which  are  well  timbered  down  to  the  valley.  Springs,  three  in  num- 
ber ;  water  good  and  tolerably  abundant.  Indians  came  to  camp,  one  of  them 
going  ahead  with  us.    We  were  the  first  white  men  they  had  seen. 

May  22th, — Five  miles  through  the  foothills  brought  us  to  a  wide,  sandy  and 
gravelly  valley,  ten  miles  across  which  we  found  a  small  stream  of  only  inferior 
water.  This  stream  rises  somewhere  in  the  valley  on  the  east  of  the  Soong-up 
Mountains,  and  flowing  southward,  finds  its  way  into  the  present  valley  throng 
a  wide  gorge  in  a  range  of  low  mountains,  made  up  at  this  point  to  a  great 
extent  of  crystalline  rodcs.    Crossing  these,  fifteen  miles  across  another  ^^ey

brought  us  to  the  base  of  the  Soong-up  or  Bough  Moontains.    Good  load  all 
day,  and  banch  grass  in  abundance. 

May  ZOih, — ^Three  miles  to  Milkj  Springs ;  water  muddy,  but  of  fair  qualitj. 
In  five  miles,  over  broken  spurs  of  the  mountain,  we  reached  the  summit,  and 
three  more  brought  us  to  White  Rock  Spring,  at  the  western  base  of  the  moun- 
tains. This  spring  dries  up  during  the  summer  months.  It  derives  its  name 
from  the  prevalence  of  intensely  white  rocks  in  the  neighborhood.  This  range 
of  mountains  is  fairlj  supplied  with  timber ;  the  lower  range  passed  yesterday, 
famishing  but  little,  if  any. 

May  Z\9U — Drove  ten  miles  to  Duck  Springs  Crossing,  a  low  ridge  about 
half  way.  Duck  Springs  lies  just  under  a  rough  ridge  which  we  crossed,  ascend- 
ing into  a  valley  about  twelve  miles  wide.  After  climbing  another  steep  slope, 
and  following  down  a  ravine  about  a  mile  and  a  half,  we  came  to  Innyobah 
SpriDg;s,  in  wide  meadows  of  wire  grass.  Bocks  red,  oystalline,  eruptive. 
Wood  abundant 

June  lit — Passed  several  springs  soon  after  leaving  camp,  and  reached 
Indian  Springs  in  about  twenty-five  miles,  or  somewhere  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  miles  from  Fahranagat ;  since  this  date  it  has  oft;en  been  made  in  four  or 
hxe  days.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  of  this  section  of  the  State  is  tolera- 
bly well  supplied  with  wood  and  water.  Grass  of  the  finest  quality  is  every- 
where abundant.
